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To commemorate the 150" birth anniversary of Acharya Prafulla Chandra Ray the 
University of Calcutta, in collaboration with Acharya Prafulla Chandra College, 
initiated a project to publish collections of his writings and speeches. Five volumes 
have already been published. The Acharya had a fruitful and an abiding association 
with the University of Calcutta for nearly four decades, during which period he 
remained deeply involved with its Senate, Syndicate and Faculty Councils. The present 
volume — the sixth in the series — brings together his observations and submissions in 
various meetings of these decision-making bodies of the University. 


The volume unfolds the pioneering role that Prafulla Chandra Ray played in 
introducing Science education in the Post- graduate level of the University. As we 
grapple today with issues relating to the development of interaction between basic and 
applied sciences, promotion of interdisciplinary teaching and research, and motivation 
for university-industry partnership we can fall back on the thoughts and principles of 
the Acharya for sustenance. But the other principle which Prafulla Chandra Ray 
steadfastly pursued was the principle of University autonomy, which has acquired 
contemporary relevance both in our country and abroad. His refusal to compromise 
with the University's autonomy even at the cost of sacrificing British government's 
financial grants stands out as an example worthy of emulation. In fact, our illustrious 
Vice-Chancellor Sir Asutosh Mookerjee was equally forthright in upholding the cause 
of University’s autonomy. Significantly enough, the country's latest Education 
Commission Report — popularly known as the Yash Pal Committee Report — also 
envisages the role of universities to pursue teaching and research within an autonomous 
and accountable framework of self-governance. The Yash Pal Report thus notes: 
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Any change in the governance structures of a University should be aimed at 
achieving more autonomy for it ... It has been proved that wherever the higher 
educational institutions have a governance system which functions with a high 
degree of autonomy, their performance have earned national and 
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international respect not withstanding financial constraints. The absence of 
any sense of academic and administrative autonomy, introduces a high degree 
of educational and social distortion.

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Editor's Note 


P.C.Ray and The University of Calcutta 
Some of the few striking events during the period 1906 to 1944, from the 
| records of the University, are highlighted. 


e Rabindranath Tagore once took a loan from Sir T.N.Palit; when during 
repayment it was revealed that Sir Palit had donated all his assets to the 
University of Calcutta, The meeting of the Syndicate dated 27^ July, 1917 
approved the Secretary's action of receiving Rs. 30,200/- being the principal 
and interest due from Rabindranath Tagore. 


e jn the convocation meeting of the Senate on 276 March, 1918, satisfaction 
was expressed about the role of Chemistry Department / output of original 
works, both as regards quallty and quantity and the role of P.C.Ray in 
particular was also highlighted. 


e The convocation meeting of the Senate on 23" Aug, 1919 highlighted the 
notable research contributions of C.V.Raman, D.N.Mallik, P.N.Ghosh, Sisir 
Kumar Mitra and also highlighted the works of reputed School of Chemistry, 
founded by P.C.Ray along with the researches of different departments. 


e The Senate meeting іп the 1920's also decided to send Р.С.Кау to England to 
study the latest developments of Chemistry and technological research, so 
that after his return he would be able to start Technological Department 
utilizing the large gift donated by Sir Rashbehary Ghosh. 


e  P.C.Ray was congratulated for donation of his entire salary for furtherance of 
Chemistry in a meeting of Nov. 3, 1921. 


e In ‘Times Educational Supplement’ Calcutta University was described as а 
‘Bankrupt University’ and the same article was published in the 'Bengalee' at 
the request of the then Bengal Government. P.C.Ray and a few others 
demanded a requisition meeting of the Senate. In the subsequent 
Senate/Syndicate meetings, P.C.Ray and others raised the whole issue and 
demanded a meeting of the representatives of the Government and the 
Senate on that issue and that too was arranged at Simla. 


e When the Government's contribution in the form of grant to the Educational 
Institutions in India is too meagre in case of Calcutta University, P.C.Ray 
pointed all these facts in the Senate meeting and also convinced others 
including his critics (If any). 


e The Calcutta University at that time in 1926 arranged ‘extension lectures’ and 
on January 10, 1916, Sir P.C.Ray dellvered this lecture as Dean of Faculty of 
Sclence, the brief resume of which was published In ‘Nature’ in its 23rd 
March, 1916 Issue, wherein ‘the original Chemical researches carried out in 
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Bengal in the last 20 years', as well as 'a list of 126 papers contributed to 
various Societies’ were also displayed. From all these records it is clear that 
P.C.Ray, in the field of 'Chemical Research' was able of overcome the 
obstacles on his days. Mr. Jennings, the then DPI, while visiting Dr.Ray's 
laboratory in the Presidency College (P.C.Ray was the Dean of Faculty of 
Sclence in Calcutta Unlversity) remarked "| believe you have been 
instrumental in founding ‘a School of Chemistry’. In the speech towards the 
end of which he delivered in the Congress of the Universities on “The State 
and the University” In the Empire as a delegate from the Calcutta University 
In 1926 he said, "/ hope that the Government of India, or that of Bengal, 
whichever it may be, will now come forward and give us substantial help for 
the University College of Science. | have calculated that we have only received 
two percent help from the Government, whereas 98 percent has been 
contributed by our own people”. Ail these and other relevant issues referred 
to in the Senate/Syndicate meetings and P.C.Ray's valuable as well as 
argumentative speeches are in these records. 


| would like to mention an incident (records available in this book) which will shed 
light on Sir P.C.Ray's love for his students. After being convinced of the expertise of a 
B.Sc. falled In Chemistry student, P.C.Ray appointed him as his fellow scholar and by 
that time maintained all the provisionary regulatory necessities. P.C.Ray was later оп, 
delighted to see that the student got his D.Sc. degree in Chemical research from the 
Calcutta University. 


That the number of representations from the Senate from all walks of life is 
immensely important for the well being of the University that also has been expressed 
In a convincing manner by P.C.Ray as evident In a report submitted to the Unlversity 
as a member of the Senate. 


The Government of India in a letter to the University, prescribed for some changes in 
the existing composition of the Senate to Increase considerably the number of 
nominated members at the expense of elected member. The letter of the 
Government was placed in the Senate. The existing composition was a follows — 160 
members to be elected of nominated as hereunder: 


(a) At least 1/4" should be elected by the registered teachers of all affiliated 
colleges. 


(b) At least 1/4" should be elected by the registered graduates of at least 7 years 
standing. 


(c) 1/ 10" should be elected by the learned Societies and important public bodies. 
(d) 1/5" should be elected by the teachers in high school under the University. 


(e) 1/10" should be nominated by the Government. 
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After reviewing the Senate resolution, the Government redrafted its Bill and 
reconstituted the Senate which was placed again on 20.12.1930 in the Senate. After 
discussion in the Senate meeting dated 07.03.1930 the decision was postponed and it 
was shelved. 


Afterwards, after the independence as per Higher Education Commissions' report 
popularly known as Radhakrishnan Commission's Report, the Act of 1904 was 
changed and 1951 Act came into effect, which also changed later on. However, at the 
end of it after the demise of P.C.Ray (16.06.1944) the Senate sat on 24.06.1944 to 
mourn his death after proper tributes and respect paid to P.C.Ray the Senate took a 
unanimous decision in the presence of 57 members, including His Excellency the 
Chancellor, the Vice-Chancellor and of course other dignitaries most of whom were 
stalwarts. 


The resolution was as follows: 


(1) In order to perpetuate the memory of Late Sir Praphulla Chandra Ray, and to 
commemorate his connection with the study of Chemistry In this University, steps 
be taken to raise a sum of Rs.5,00,000/- for the establishment of a Chair in the 
University on some Applied branch of Chemistry to be called Sir Praphulla 
Chandra Ray Professorship in Chemistry. 


| (ii) The Professorship be in the grade of Rs. 700-50/2-1000. 


(iil) A Research Fellowship of the value of Rs. 200 per month be also created under 
the endowment, the Fellow to work under the guldance of the Professor. 


(iv) The Syndicate be authorized to take necessary steps In the matter and to frame 
detailed rules governing the above Professorship and the Fellowship. 


The resolution was also confirmed. 
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After publication of the volumes of this series from the Calcutta University the present 
volume contains Sir P.C.Ray’s contributlons to the Calcutta University from 1906 to 
1944 where he represented the University as a member of the Faculty Council of 
Science, Arts etc. the Senate and Syndicate Publication of this 6" volume could not 
have been possible without the necessary and timely approval of the University which 
would never have been possible without the active and inspiring support of the 
present Vice-Chancellor Professor Suranjan Das, an energetic and easily approachable 
educatlonist. In the last convocation address His Excellency the Chancellor, 
announced that “in every respect, Calcutta University is already the Crown jewel of 
Institutions of higher education today" - everybody present in the hall applauded the 
speech. 


The documents which are presented in this volume have been collected through the 
help and cooperation of the Librarian of the Calcutta University, Professor Soumitra 
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Sarkar and his colleague Sri Pratap Kumar Roy. The documents have been mainly 
gathered from the computer Laboratory of the Central Library of Calcutta University. 
Dr. Таран Ghatak, Associate Professor and Head of the Department of History, 
Acharya Prafulla Chandra College, New Barrackpore, Is associated with the collection 
of these documents and her contribution is really pralseworthy. 


The contribution of Professor Dhrubajyoti Chattopadhyay, Pro-Vice-Chancellor 
(Academic), Professor Mamata Ray, Pro-Vice-Chancellor (Finance & Business Affairs), 
Professor Basab Chowdhury, Registrar and last but not the least Sri Pradip Ghosh, 
Press Superintendent, merit special mention.

The rooms offered for teaching Physics and Chemistry are 
large and adinirably lighted each on three sides. With a fourth 
room upstairs which will be available for any extension iñ science 
work they form a detached block in the rear of the main College 
ушата. These rooms are of nearly the same size and although 
rather low in tbe roof are so well supplied with windows as to 
very casily ventilated. These windows require to be glazed, at 
present they are fitted only with jhilmils. 


The lecture room 32 ft. by 27ft.is quite large enough to contain 
all the students that can be taught in the laboratories. There is а

smal} room immediately behind the lecturer in which apparatus 
may be stored in cupboards or almirahs and where it may. be зет up 
preparatory to its being placed on the lecture table. А very 
elaborate plan of a lecture table is shown in Мо. 4, more elaborate 
than necessary for we saw no arrangement for a large supply of 
oxygen and hydrogen on the premises such as the fittings of the 
table suggest as both physics and chemistry have to be taught in 
this room, the top space and drawer space of the table are none too 
great.

Calcutta eges, intended for demonstration purposes only. We 
could only wonder where the cupboards were, in which и is usually 
kept. А serious problem has to be solved: by the College authorities 
how the new apparatus and the old is to bc stored so as to Бе visible 
to the students and' convenient for the teacher. The present almirah 
accomraodation ix of the scanticst. The Principal at once accepted 
our suggestion that in the lists of apparatus ordered from London 
several expensive pieces which could hardly be put into bepinners’ 
hands should be struck out and duplicates of the srxnplest apparatus 
got instead. In practice it will be found thatthe oumber of dupli- 
cates is still too small. For the easy working of a class of 30 in the 
laboratory the number of duplicates mentioned in the appendix to 
the University Regulations should be doubled.

“Che accominodation for 
students reading in their spare time is insufficient. A verandab 
in [ront of the very small library can hardly be rackoned satisfactory.

Mr. VICE-CHANCELLOR AND MEMBERS OF THE CONVOCATION,— 


This is the third Convocation over which I have had the honour 
to preside since I succeeded to the office of Chancellor. But to- 
day's assemblage is exceptional in that this year the University 
has attained to its goth anniversary—and I must congratulate you, 
Mr. Vice-Cha cellor, and the University authoritics, and graduates 
on their first Jubilee. 


It ig a memorable day in the history of the University. 1 only 
wish that your Chancellor could have discovered a few leisure 
hours to better — пине! to address ME CORVOCAUON a this 
guspicious occasion, for the past years have very full of 
incident———full of Inaterial for кый, of the and the results 
of education, and for careful consideration of its future problems. 


it is curious to look back, from our present educational stand- 
point, to the early days of the East India Company. For many 
years after they had taken over the administration of the territories 
thay had acquired, no attempt was made to inaugurate any regular 
system of education. Their policy was to leave the scattered and 
widely different indigenous system such as they were to themselves, 
undisturbed апа unsuppor by grante from Government, and 
together with this disregard for the teaching of the people over 
whom they had commenced to rule, there would appear to have 
been a marked decline, amongst the Indian population itself, in the 
cultivation of literature and science. 

My ancestor, Lord Minto, refers to this decline in a 
interesting educational Minute of March 6th, 18113 he says Tt 
is а common remark that science and literature are in a progressive 
state of decay among the natives of Indi The 
number of the learned is not only diminished, but the circle of 
learning, even amongst those who still devote themselves to it, 
appears to be considerably contracted. 


The immediate consequence of this state of things is the disuse, 
even actual loss, of many valuable books ; and it is to be apprehend- 
ed thar, unless Government interposes with a fostering hand, the 
revival of letters may become hopeless, from а want of books or 
of persons capable of explaining them. The principal cause of 
the present negiected state of literature in India is to be traced to 
the want of that encouragement, which was formerly afforded to 
it by Princes, Chieftains, and opulent individuals under the Native 
Governmants, and he goes on to tell how a liberal patronage “was 
formerly bestowed, not only by Princes and others in power and 
authority, but also БУ the Zemindars. on persons who had distin- 
guished ves by the successful cultivation of letters." 

But, Mr. Vice-Chancellor, we have with us to day a distinguish- 
ed Indian gentleman, who has noblyc followed the example of the 
great men of hundred years ago. The munificent gift of the Maharaja 
of Darbhanga to the University Library will earn for him t 
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lasting gratituda of the Indian literary world. and Т fecl sure that 
i meet with warm approval in exercising my power as Chan- 
cellor,and nominati him an Honorary Fellow for life, as an 
eminent benefactor of the University. 


But со return to early days. Perhaps it was only natural that 
during the hard-fooght wars of the Company there should have 
been little time to spare for the care of the arts and sciences, 
whilst the еа Eastern potentates who had done so much to 
patronise were themselves s ling for existence. How- 
ever that may be, it was for Warren Hastings first to recognise 
the г bility of the Government. and in 1782 he founded 
the сима Madrassa for Mahomedans. Nine years later, 
came the Hindu College at Benares and it was not ull the 
Charter Act of 18:13,—0ne of the results of Lord Minto's Minute 
which I have quoted,—-that powers were granted to provide sys- 
temiatically from public funds for the furtherance of education 
‘and such annual grants were at first confined to the encourage. 
meat of oriental methods of instruction, till in 1835 T.ord 
Macaulay wrote that historical minute which went far to introduce 
Wrestern education into India. Then followed a period of somewhat 
ill-defined attempts to extend English education, in which self- 
denying missionars effort ap Ain its full part till we reach the next 
important landmark, the despatch of 1854, from the Court of 
Directors, which prescribed, among other measures necessary for 
a more extended and systematic promotion of general education in 
India, the foundation of Universities at the three Presidency towns. 
The Calcutta University was incorporated in 1857, and commenced 
operations with about so schools for the Entrance Examination 
and 13 affiliated institutions for the B.A. Examination. It was 
modelled on the University of London,--except that, inasmuch 
as that institution was then a purely examining body. Calcutta 
University has always included a far greater sphere of influence 
in the control of the — and schools affiliared to it,—and 
Lord Canning in the midst of the tremendous responsibilities 
which everywhere surrounded him became its first Chancellor, 
Fifty years have passed by since then, and to day an Indian 
gentleman, а distinguished Scholar and jurist. brings to bear 
on the conduct its affairs a расона zeal for the promotion 
of higher education among his fellow-countrymen w is only 

ualled by his experience and administrative ability. I congra- 
tulace the University on its possession of Dr. Mockerjee as its 
Vice-Chancellor,—a worthy successor of other eminent Judges of 
the High Court who have before him filled the Vice-Chancellor's 
‘Chair. But L would impress upon you that he has assumed the 
rains of office at a E point in tha history of the University, 
for with its Jubilee the University enters not only on a new chro- 
nological era, on à new regime, under new adrministrative con- 
ditions, the Incorporation Act of 1857 having, as you know, been 
amended by the University Act of 1904. There may have been doubts 
as to the character of tha new regime and the suitability of the 
new conditions to the wants of the country and of the educated 
community, but Т know of no pilot more capable of steeriog the 
ship of Jeacning through educational shoals and quicksands than 
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Dr. Maokerjee эпа I have no need to prophesy as to the fatare.

In each of these vital 
elements, the deficiency of our institution is remarkable. They 
are without exception, undermanned ; of Libraries and Laboratories 
there are only a few, if any, which can satisfactorily stand the 
scrutiny of the most reasonable test applied according to western 
ideals. Ыы — p. оле of the mn р 9 appears 
to me to be the ex ure of more money for educational purposes. 
I wish it to be ündersiogd that I make no jon in favour of 
any patticular [nstitution, be it maintained by State or aided 
from public funds, or supported by private munificence. They all 
stand in need of urgent reform expansion, and it is indisputable 
that if they are to be maintained in a state of efficiency, their scope 
must be restricted, and the authorities of each [nstitution. must 
concentrate their attention and direct. the eneryies of their teaching 
staff to selected branches of knowledge. Bul even if each Institu- 
tion specializes as 1 have ed. considerable expenditure will 
be necessary to strengthen the staff, to remunerate them decently, 
if not adequately to improve the Libraries, and to establish proper 
Laboratories. warning cannot be too soon or too emphatically 
given, that strenuous effort and large outlay will be imperatively 
needed for many. rs to come, on the part of all interested in the | 
welfare of our ofleges and Schools. 


From this imperfect review of our present position and future 
prospects, let us travel back in our imaginations, for 3 moment, half 
а century back to the time when the University was founded, and 
take stock of the progress we have made. 1 do not desire to. dwell 
8t any length on the rapidity and exuberance of the growth of the 
University, though it is indubitably я matter for sincere congratula- 
tion. It would hardly be profitable to recount how the University 
started with a dozen Colleges and a few hundred students, and 
how, in less than a quarter of a century. the number of Institutions 
within its jurisdiction had increased sixfold, and the students directly 
amenable to its influence had to be counted by thousands. Nor 
is it necessary for me to remind ‚ how with the phenomenal 
progress of educalion throughout ihe whole of Northern India and 
under the pressing demand of local conditions, two other Univer-

body. Nearly half a century later, we have come to realise that 


persons competent to form an opinion upon educational matters, 
that this salutary change in the conception of the true function of 
this University, been recognised not а moment too soon. The 
original limited conception of the University as an Institution which 
exists solely to conduct examinations and confer Deyrees, neces- 
sarily produced the disastrous result that teaching was subordinated 
to examinations, While it may be conecded that a system of exa- 
minations, properly and reasonably conducted, has undoubted 
advantages in every system of academic study, it would be idle to 
deny that there are grave abuses and distinct tendencies to abuse 
in the extraordinary development of the Examination System in 
modern times. One of the greatest evils is hasty cram at the last 
moment instead of the quiet and deliberate appropriation of k 

ledge from day to day. Another, and, perhaps, a still greater evil, 
is the desire to adapt the teaching to the examination, or to put it 
from the point of view of the studem, ап ingenious attempt to cir- 
cumvent the examiner by a close study of his habits and proclivities, 
A third evil, equally disastrous, is an artificial determination of 
Subjects of study which are selected by the student, not entirely 
гога (ће point of view of his special aptitude, but often from 
considerations a lar _ pays wel at the exa- 
mination. These and ot evils which, if not inherent in, are at

Itis asserted by some with a degree ol con- 
fidence, that Professors engaged in research must to some extent 
neglect the interests of the students committed to their care, and that 
if they are devoted to the interest of their students, they have no time 
for research. But while I do not deny that serious administrative 
duties are impedimentsto onged work in tha Laboratory or the 
Library it is undeniable that instruction is not administration, and 
it is que possible to combine instruction with investigation ; as a 
proof, iL is sufficient to refer to important investigations in the 
domain of Chemistry by my friend Dr. Praphullachandra Ray of the 
Presidency College, which have been utilised even for purposes of 
elementary instruction. The tcuth seems to me to be that while 
sterile — attribute their non- centes s overwork, 
a more acute diagnosis detects a lack of will-power.

There are two other fundamental ideas inseparably associated

I do 
not profess to have discovered a remedy, but 1 fifmly believe that 
if the authorities of cur Colleges and Schools earnestly take the 
matter in hand, a practical solution will be attainable 1 do not 
deny that we are still at the threshold of the residential 

of education which was in times pan, our own indigenous 
system and which now prevails in opean Universities, and, 
it may be, many a 1 year will pass, before the University will be 
ina position through its Colleges to exercise that domestic discipline 
over its students which is м valuable featubo in the Universities 
of the West.

versities, founded upon just and liberal principles under such cir- 
cumstances and amid such surroundings will for ever remain as 
striking monuments- of the coolnezs the persistent energy and the 
generous impulses of the British race? Can it then be suggested 
with any semblance of reason, that the Universities so generously 
establis have failed in their object of the dissemination of Euro- 
pean edncation amongst our people? I have no hesitation that the 
answer should be an emphatic negative. If the mission of the 
British nation is not merely the maintenance of order but also the 
advancement of civilization an organised system of high educatian 
is essential, because progress of civilization without promotion of edu- 
cation is a contradiction in terms. As was felicitously observed by one 
of my distinguished predecessors, who resolutely declined to be fright- 
by any talk about the dangers of education it is ignorance 
in every form and in every class: which is a source of danger to the 
body politic and the strength and stability of а government must 
depend. not solely upon force. but upon reason upon persuasion, 
and upon the intelligent appreciation by its subjects of the motives 
and objects of their Rulers. [t is undeniable that the spread of 
higher education amongst onc le has been on the whole benef.. 
cent in the direction indicated by Sir Courtney Ibert; but higher 
European education promises to the people this country a great 
deal more if it is wisely regulated and is ie ен by moral and 
religious culture, So as to foster the growth of whatever is 
in Indian character, Nearly forty years ago, Baron Napier 
Governor of Madras and Chancellor of the University of that 
Province in a memorable address remarkable for prophetic insight 
and true statesmanship analysed and delincated with the hand of

Sut if ever the time comes 
when in the language of Lord Napier, (Һе Universities of India 
prove to have done a larger duty they have exercised elsewhere, 
and are found to have been not only the nursing mothers of learning 
and virtue and intellectual delights but also the nursing mother 
of a new Commonwealth, the foundation of the Universities in the 
Еви will prove to have been the brightest glory of the British 
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race and the supremest triumph of statesmanship. It is meet there- 
fore that we should commemorate the Jubilee of this University 
which has brought home to our people the gladsome light of 
western education in the past and which is fraught with magnificent 

ssibilities in the future, and it befits the occasion. that we should 
inscribe on the roll of our graduates the name of the distinguished 
&cientist from Europe who has honoured us by his presence, the 
names of eminent representatives of the other Indian Universities 
which are inseparably associated with us by a community of ideals 
and aspirations, and the names as well of our own faithful workers 
who have spread the fair fame of the University by their devotion 
to the cause of advancement of knowledge and promotion of true 
learning. 

Graduates of the University of Calcutta, who have this day been 
invested with academie insignia, 1 call upon you to rise to the true 
dignity of the position whic you have just attained and to recog- 
nise and fulfil the responsibility which it imposes. Do not imagine 
that the charge w { have addressed to every one of you on 
admission to your respective Degree, that. you should in your life and 
conversation show реше worthy of the same, is а meaningless 

latitude or an idle formula. Treat it as the parting message of the 

niversity to each and every one of you who have been trained, 
and I trust, adequately equipped for the battle of life, under her 
beneficent guidance. lf I were called upon to develop this charge, 
i would exhort you io the words of опа of the greatest teachers of 
mankind : “whatsoever things are true, whatsoever things are 
honest, whatsoever things are just, whatsoever things sre рига;

For- 
get not that unless are honoucable men, all your talent, learning 
and industry will in vain, and your intellectual powers will be 
m snare to yourselves and a delusion to others, ultivate that 
humility of spirit which the learned and unlearned alike instinctively 
feel is the true stamp of culture and wisdom. Cultivate also that 
spirit of obedience to lawful authority, which is the necessary con- 
comitant of true acamedic discipline. Make yourselves Captains 
of the peace of the Realm and prove yourselves loyal and valuable 
citizens, worthy of the confidence alike of your Rulers and of your 
сочи Ten: Show to the world, that education and loyalty are 
not only consistent but that the more advanced the education, the 
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more genuine the culture, the d the attachment to your Rulers. 
Prove to the world, that genuine allegiance is felt by you for the 
nation, which by a liberal and enlightened educational policy, have 
brought your minds into intimate contact with the spirit of the West, 
and show that such allegiance may be rendered without the least 
relinguishment of йош own nationality and without loss of genuine 
prida in the magnificent legacy of your anciént civilization, 

Students of this University, allow not the pursuit of your studies 
to be disturbed by extra-academic elementz. Forget not, that thc 
normal task of the student, зо long as heis a student, ix not to make 
politics, nor to be conspicuous in political life, Take it as my 
deepest conviction, that practical politics is the business of men, 
not of boys, You have not that prudent firmness. that ripe ex- 
perience, that soundness of judgment in human affairs, which is 
essential in politics, and will be езу you only in the battle 
of life, in the professions and in responsible position. Train your- 
selves, if you please, in Polirical Economy, Political Philosophy, 
Jurisprudence and Constitutional Law ; acquire ап intelligent com- 
prehension of the great lessons of History; but delude not -your- 
selves in your youthful enthusiasm that the complex machinery by 
which a State is governed may be usefully criticised and discussed 
without adequate training and laborious preparation. Remember 
further that if you. affiliate yourselves with & party, you deprive 
yourselves of that academic freedom which is a pre-requisite то self- 
education and culture. Submit not, I implore you to intellectual 
slavery, and abandon not your most priceless possession, to test, to 
doubt, to ses everything with your own eyes. Take this as a solemn 
warning that you cannot with impunity and without serious risk to 
your mental health, allow your academic pursuits to be rudely dis. 
tutbed by the shocks of political life. Devote yourselves, therefore, 
to the quiet and steady acquisition of physical, intellectual and moral 
habits, and take to your hearts the motto, 


* Self-ceverence , self-knowledge, self-control, 
These three alona lead life to sovereign power.” 


Follow the path of virtue, which knows no distinction of country 
or colour ; be remarkable for your integrity as for your learning, 
and let the world see that there are amongst you

The Vice-Chancellor pavea short survey of the histor 
of the Premchand Roychand endowment and explai 
the main features in which the new scheme now proposed 
differed from the existing one. There would be two. 
scholarships in future, one.in Sciénce and one in Literature 
inatead of one as at present—this change being rendered 
possible by the smaller amount of scholarships proposed and 
the fact of their being no Examiners’ fees under, the new 
scheme. And the new scheme demanded from each can- 
didate the initial submission of a thesis as в guarantee for 
his capacity to carry on original investigations. = 

Sir Goordo Dass Banerjee thereupon formally proposed 
the adoption'of the new scheme, which, he pointed out,

1t was not expected that the work of the future 
Premchand Students would result in great discoveries of 
first rate importance ; what the scheme meant to encourage 
was the traning of new facts possessing tome significance 
or new relations of facts. 


The motion was seconded by Mr. Harinath De. 


Babu Binayendranath Sen asked for, and obtained, leave 
to move as an amendment that there should be at the same 
time four, not six, studentships ; that the yearly value of 
each stndentship should be Rs. 2100, and that each student- 
ship should be tenable for two years. 


The amount proposed under the new scheme, was not, 
he thonght, high enough toattract the most distinguished 
students of the University. 


Mr. James seconded the amendment, 


If two scholars, he said, were appointed annually, the 
studeniship would lose that character of “uniqueness” 
which it had possessed hitherto. 


Mr. Cunningham opposed the amendment. One of 
the main drawbacks of the old scheme, he said, was the 
difficulty to select the one most meritorious man from 
among the candidates. It therefore would be better to 
-distribute the benefits of the endowment more widely. And 
a longer period than the one allowed hitherto was. required 
for thoroughness of Research. 

Sir Gooroo Dass Banerjee dwelt on the difficulty 
experienced under the old scheme of weighing and striking 
the balance between, the merits of several candidates who 
had taken up different subjects. 

The Vice-Chancellor explained that a tenure of the 
studentships for three years was advocated because under 
the new Regulations the degree of Doctor of Philosophy or 
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Science was attainable three years after the candidate's 

ing the M. A. Examination. Under the new scheme 
distinguished M, A.’s might avail themselves of the Prem- 
chand Roychand Studentship to carry on that research 
work which later on would quality them for the. Doctor's 
degree. 

The amendment on being put to the vote was lost. 

An amendment proposed by Со. Lukis, viz., that in 

5 of the new scheme “Zoology including Proto- 

Zoology” should take the place of “Zoology” was adopted. 

The original motion, viz., that the scheme pro by 
the Committee, as. now amended, be recommended to the 
Senate for acceptance, was thereupon put to the vote and 
carried.

In support of his motion Profesor Niyogi remarked 
that in his opinion the time had come for the University 
tu take s fur the improvement of the study of Astro- 
поту in this country. Astronomy had fleurished in India 
in ancient times, but now it was languishing. The new Rogu- 
lations of the University had made provision for the study of 
Physics amd Chemistry on modern lines and a thorongh practical 
training in these Sciences was now insisted upon; but nothing 
analogous had heen done fur Astronomy + there was indeed some, 
though quite insufficient, teaching of the Mathematical part of 
the subject but there was not any arrangement for practical 
training. Most European Universities, as eg. London and 
Edinburgh, recoguised Astronomy ax an indopondent, subject, 
amd made provision fur M Examinations in it, partly 
theoretical and partly practical; the syllabus and coumes of 
study of those institutions indicated the genoral lines on which 
our University should proceed in framing rules for this new 
subject. What might be called ‘nuclei’ of astronomical observa- 
tions already existed in sume of the Caleutta Colleges, but no 
further development in that direction was to bo — 
long из the Univorsity did not take steps to initiate the study ` 
of Astronomy on practical lines. His motion aimed at this end; 
ho, however, now wished to subatitnte for the clause ‘from the 
ISe. to the DSc. Stanlard’ the clause from the B.So. to the 
D.So, Standard.’ 


No body came forward to second the motion. It therefore 
lapsed.

We expect from Dr. Young a supple- 
mental report that, it is believed, will be very useful, 
Dr. Ganesh Prasad’s Introductory Lecture on the 
study of Mixed M athematies was much appreciated. 
Dr. Brajendrannth Seal, in his capacity as George V 
Professor of Philosophy, has been lecturing on 
Vedanta Epistemology and Logic in continuation of 
his course in Comparative Philosophy. His lectures, 
presenting as they do Hindu thought in relation to 
the Philosophy of to-day, are intended to serve as the 
basis of a new study, the Science of Comparative 
Philosophy. It 1з believed that this will lead to work 
that will redound to the crodit of the University 
and will make knowh to the world of learning 
infinite treasures of Indian Philosophy' hitherto 
not presented to it. The University has invited Babu 
Akshaykumar Maitra of Rajshahi, one of our foremoat 
original workers in History, to deliver а course of 
lectures on an interesting period of tho History 
of Bengal—that of е Pal dynasty; and workers in 
nimilar fields, are in viow, whose services may bein 
requisition ах soon as opportunity permits. A further 
interesting experiment is to be tried somewhat on the 
lines of extension movements elsewhere and such of 
our University Readers and Lecturers and Tnspectors 
as сап be arranged for, will lecture at different 
moffusil colleges that they happen to visit. Distin- 
guished and capable gentlemen have agreed to 
participate in tho scheme. lt will give a siart to work 
on lines that can bo abundantly amplified and is 
sure to be rich in fruits.

ing guidance has resulted in the production of much 
good work and many brilliant M.A.’s and M.So.'s are 
carrying on important investigations under him. 

In the department of Chemistry the work has been 
ennsiderably handicapped by the practical stoppage of 
the'supply of chemicals and apparatus from Europe 

Inspite of these difficulties the output of original: 
work both as regards quality and quantity has been 
quite good, as the long list of contributions to the 
journals of learned societies indicates. 

Dr. P. С. Ray is investigating the tautomeric 
changes in organic ' sulphur com pounds ; ; Dr. P. O^ 
Mitter is investigating ‘the: eame ‘type ‘of, changes: 
in ortho-substituted aldehydes. Interesting work 
on halogenation, nitration- аһа replacement : of 
railicals which has drawn considerable attention, is 
being continued by one of the professors. In the 
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department of . Physical Chemistry, some very 
interesting results Вахе! been obtained in the course 
of. investigations of ithe conductivity of strong 
‘electrolytes. | 

Up-to-date apparatus for psyeho-physiological 
experiments has been recently provided and this has 
placed our department of Physiology, as well as 
Experimental Psychology, on а sure footing. 


Professors have been appointed in Zoology and 
Botany, who will begin their work as soon as possible. 
And the Palit residence at Balliganj, which has been 
recovered as the result of a successful but tedious ` 
litigation, is being adapted for the purpose. | | 


Substantial work has been done in the Physics 
Department. Professor C. V. Raman took charge 
of his duties in July last and has -sinée been 
busily engaged in developing a school of research 
in Physics, and in organizing the Laboratory for 
practical work of M.Sc. students. Various investi- 
gations dealing with different branches of the 
science have been carried on by the Professor and 
his colleagues and the researchers working’ under him. 
Sixteen original papers and communications were 
issued during the year, most of which have been 
published or accepted for publication in the leading 
scientific journals of Europe and America. Three 
men from other parts of India have recently worked 
in Professor Raman’s' Laboratory and there is great 
promise, indecd, in this department of our activities. 
Mr, Raman has already laid the foundation of an 
exoollent Physics Society. 
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EXTENSION AND OTHER LECTURES 


Our Extension Lectures continue to be useful 
and popular. If properly developed they are destined 
to play an important part in the progress -of culture 
as Well as research. Several of.the third series have 
been delivered already and attracted large and appre- 
Ciative audience. ‘They come mostly from our 
advanced students and from those who have just left 
the University. There is always a fair sprinkling of 
Professors, as well аз members of the public, interested 
in advancement of eulture. То bring together such 
elements is the object of these lectures and it is 
a matter of encouragement that the object has, 
been so far achieved. Professors Stephen, Bra- 
jendranath Seal, C. V. Raman, D. N. Mallik, Ganesh 
Prasad, J. №. Das Gupta, J. В. Banerjea, Bagchi 
Prabhudutt Sastri, and many others are taking part 
in this series. 

А. special feature of this year's work is that 
the Principal of one of our largest Arts Colleges, 
Mr. Ramendrasundar Trivedi, has begun А series 
of highly interesting and informing lectures on 
Vedic ceremonies, to which I have already referred 
and which throw considerable light on the manners 
and customs of the age, as well as on historical events 
that bave not been hitherto presented in а clear 
perspective. 

Owing to uncertainty of the situation and in 
ignorance as to which of our long-appointed Readers 
will be prepared to lecture and when, it has not been 
possible to appoint any more Readers of late. With 
regard to one nndoubted vacancy, enquiries are being 
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made about the most suitable way of filling it up. 
Though a Travelling Fellowship has long been in 
contemplation, financial considerations, as well as 
difficulties in the way of travelling to good purpose, 
has made us hesitate to give present effect to this 
provision. When the: War ends, these travelling 
fellowships in proper , hands will be a source of 
strength to the newly modelled University. 


ACADEMIC ATMOSPHERE 


Before we have made any attempt for revising 
hitherto prevailing academic ideals and are even 
embarked on our bread earning ventures, the charge 
against us is of gross and unalloyed utilitarianism. 


While we are justly anxious to lay stress on the 
utilitarian branch of our work, the purely academic 
point of view has by no means been lost sight of. 
Work such as Professors Brajendranath Seal, Cullis, 
Raman, and Ganesh Prasad and MahamahopadL yay 
Haraprasad Sastri and Rai Saheb Dineschandra Sen are 
engaged in, is not directed merely towards ndvance- 
ment of learniug, according to our motto. They 
are distinct efforts towards advancement of knowledge. 
The recent visits of Sir Jagadishchandra Bose to 
Bombay and of Dr. P. ©. Ray to Madras: must have 
brought home to the mast obtuse, that, at least, the 
intellectual influence of. Bengal, over the rest of the 
Indian Empire has not yet disappeared. It is not likely 
to disappear soon, if only you all will combine and agree 
to keep the flag flying. ‚ Whether Sir Jagadischandra 
Bose earned fifty thousand rupees for. his Institute 
by a single lecture or whether Dr. P. С. Ray earned 
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less than a fiftieth of it, which he:presented ‘for’ the 
Scientific Advancement of Madras, are in themselves, 
not matters of mach moment, though they are highly 
significant as facts, tending to important developments. 

The point for congratulation is that our scholars 
and men of science are steadily securing for their 
work recognition beyond: the province, nay India: 
A Bengali: scholar was recently invited by. the 
Punjab University to lecture on Economies, another 
has becn requisitioned for Ceylon, a third is in 
charge of the History Chair of the Mysore 
University and a fourth ‘of a similar Chair ‘in 
Benares. Another Bengali scholar is in charge of 
important Archaeological work in Bombay and 
many more іп Jesser positions of responsibility might 
be named. 

Sir Jagadishchandra Bose’s work to which Your 
Excellency has. given so just a prominence is just 
receiving full recognition, after twenty one years of 
struggle. The establishment of the Bose Research 
Institute, as a result of his own generosity, the 
generosity. of the. Government and of public-spirited 
donors in Bengal and Bombay, is a big academic 
event, without which, no chronicle. of -University 
activity for the year, would be complete. It is 
University activity in the real sense, to: which I 
drew attention . last your, and. it is. а matter 
of congratulation that this larger University 
keeps on growing. This growth -is а distinct step 
forward towards regaining. India’s. placc: in the 
work of advancement of the world's knowledge, 

which was preeminently India's, till recent blooks 
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| and -breakdowns barred the way. It must be highly 
“satisfactory that we no longer merely. imitate the 
- West, without having anything to give. 

. Sir Jagadischandra has, in all earnestness, — 
us that the lectures at his Institute will not be 
mere repetitions of second-hand knowledge, but will 
announce new discoveries, which will be public 
property and not be protected bs patents. Science 
College results, also, will bó similarly at publie 
service, through recognised Science Magazines, as 
well as a special Journal that is intended soon 
‘to.atart. Desecration of knowledge for personal gain. 
will be at a discount and af the same time facilities: 
to workers from all countries will be furnished at 
All these. temples of learning, as was India'a glorious 
privilege at her not very aneient Universities. 

It is notable how men of business in Bombay 
-have translated their Appreciation of Sir Jagadis’s 
service to Science into gencrous contributions, that 
will largely. help pursuit of knowledge for the sake 
of knowledge. India is struggling for recognition 
of her place in the Empire and in the larger 
world. Workers like Sir Jagadis, Dr. Brajendranath 
Seal, Dr. P. C. Ray, Mr. Катап. Mr, ‘Bhandarkar 
and Dr. Ganesh Prasad and their oó-adjutors, some 
only of whom we have got хо far, must help us in 
winning this place and retaining it. 

The ` older spirit of India is, thus, by mo. 
‘means obsolete in the higher academic atmosphere. | 
Caloutta пя a seat of Science will not long have to 
dread the competition of its Southern rival, with : 
princely backing; nor: of salubrious Northern hills, 
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enjoying high and exclusive Government, counte- 
nance. А seoond N obell Prize may not be long in 
drifting Eastward. 

Though it.is difficult yot to assess its relative. 
value, it would-be equally -difficult to deny that 
a. distinct intellectual movement has been set on 
foot, and an intellectual atmosphere has been 
created, which cannot help having considerable 
possibilities. .. While we cannot be too rigorous in 
‘our standard. of .research, it would be a mistake to 
‘shat our eyes to and not to nurse hitherto isolated 
attempts for search of truth, not exactly on trodden 
or.orthodox, lines. The movement would prosper 
better, if efforts were for the present, confined. to 
collection and elucidation of facts and if judgment 
and conclusion. was stayed till facts were fuller 
and clearer. ..'Po theorise first and to look for evidence 
later, is a travesty of. research not unknown elsewhere: $ 
butis to be deprecated. and avoided all the same. 
Tbough it is. premature, nay inexpedient, to claim 
“Schools,” it is permissible to claim that a fair begin- 
ning has been made for the foundation of what in 
time may blossom into schools. In our depart- 
ment, of History, for example, it is not merely dates 
and chronology that we are concerning ourselves 
with ; but history of movements, of thoughts, of ideas 
and of institutions, is alike engaging our attention, in 
addition of. course to routine work of the hitherto 
‘prevailing type. Teaching must not suffer because 
of research, nor, research because of the needs of, 
teaching. From.the merely historical standpoint our 
seekers are trying to point out Indian contribution

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Honours students, he would remind the Senate of the fact that 
the Syndicate had removed the inconvenience to some extent; 
some still remained. There should be, as far as possible, 
perfect uniformity of standard. They did not vequire Pass 
students to come to Caleutta. But those who wished to . appear 
for tbe highest , University examination would have to do so. 
They had in the ease of the great majority of students 
eliminated the hardships and inconvenience which had been 
iodicated in tbe course of the debate. The minority, those 
who took up the Honours course, could not be granted the samo 
facilities as those who were content to take the Розв course. 
The Honours students would bave to come to Caleutta for their 
examination, so that there might be perfect uniformity. 


Principal @. C. Bose said that if the motion had been 
in the form that studente of n college in science subjects 
should be examined in the laboratories of that college, he would 
have had great pleasure in supporting it. He quite appreciated 
the difficulties that the boys had to nndergo. They had to 
handle apparatus and work in environments with which they 
were not familiar He could not support the. motion ‘as it 
stood, but the Senate might bear this fact in mind in. reference 
to the system of examination of students in laboratories other 
than their own. 


Sir Asutosh Mookerjee: I had decided not to speak 
upon this motion for reasons that Т ат not free to 
disclose at the present moment. But I think that we ought 
not to rush this motion through at the present sitting. The 
question has not been approached, I feel, from the right point 
of view. Mr.: Stidmersen has put the motion from the point 
of view of the mofussil colleges. And if I am permitted to 
criticise the motion, the reason assigned is one which may be 
open to objection. Arc the mofussil students alone to he 
enconraged to take the Honours course in science subjecta? 
1 hope that is not tme, and that Mr. Südmersen is prepared 
to take o wider view than the interests of his own college, ar 
the provincial colleges in general. ‘The - question is not free 
from difficulties. One view may bo urged with a great deal 
of force. Is our Honours examination conducted on propor 
lines? Ia it not possible to take the view that Honours ought 
to be granted substantially on a reliable record of the work 
done by the student during the period of ‘his study in tho 
college, supplemented by a short experimental test? Ia not 
our system entirely wrong, when we take practically no account 
of the work done by the student during the whole two years 
of his career in the college, and rely nearly ontirely upon the 
result of four written and two practical papers, ng thoy are 
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called? And we feel so confident as to the accuracy of the 
system that we give the first place to 2 man who has got 
241 marke, and second place to а man who has got 240 marks, 
or deprive а man of Honours whose place is just below the 
dividing line. Му own feeling is that the question requires 
to be probed far more thoroughly than has been done. The 
question was referred to a committee of experts, and their 
opinion was divided. I should be very pleased to read the 
divided verdiet, and I would suggest that the subjeet be 
referred to u small committee of the Senate consisting of five 
‘members. The committee may go into the wider question, 
namely, how students should be treated in respect to Honours 
examination, both in Caleutta| and the mofussil. And I hope 
‘the committee might just broaden their views and consider 
whether some consideration might not be shown to students 
who had the misfortune of taking up subjects other than 
science subjects. I therefore suggest that this matter be 
referred to а committee of five, and I ope the committee will 
‘be able to discover some method which will make the Honours 
examination a far more satisfactory test than it is at present. 
I daresay Mr. Südmersen may raise the objection that we are 
keeping him out of the desired goal for this year; but by the 
time the examination of 1919 takes place, many chauges. may 
havo taken place. 


Dr. Dwarkanath Mitra secouded the motion. 


‘The Hon'ble Dr. G. Howells ssid that the general 
trend ‘of the discussion was that there was something 
required to be done and some relief given. There were several 
other items that required consideration in this connection, and 
if the Syndicate gave somè sort of relief this year, and the 
larger problem were dealt by: the cammittee as suggested, it 
seemed to him. that it would meet both views. He would

commencement of the session 1918-19. 


The Mover said: Quite recently the Government of India 
bas invited the Senate to consider means to relieve the conges- 
tion dne to the migration of mofussil students to our Metro- 
politan Colleges and one of the means which the Government of 
India itself suggests for our consideration is the establishment 
of efficient second grade colleges in the mofussil amid healthy 
local surroundings-—physical and moral. I trust, therefore, 
that our present recommendation may be aecepted on all hands 
as one of the first fruits of the Government of India's invita- 
tiqn to us and as one of our earliest contributions towards the 
solution of a problem wbicb is yearly assuming enormous 
proportions. 

The one fact which was brought home to us during our local 
enquiry is that there is enthusiasm behind the scheme and there 
is money born of that enthusiasm. Аза consequence the sum 
of Rupees Fifty Thousand ог so already raised on behalf of the 
college has been subscribed not bya few rich donors, but by а 
large circle of the supporters of the college scheme whose 
contributions range from five thousand to five hundred rupees. 


There i6 another point which I feel it my duty to lay before 
the Senate. Just at the last moment when the Syndicate had 
made up its mind to come before you, they received certain 
representations in consequence: of which they thought that the 
funds of the college should be deposited im the name of the 
President of the Governing Body, so that there may bo no 
question about tbe funds being diverted from ite final purpose. 

Dr. P. C. Ray; iu seconding the motion said that he bad 
been in close touch with Bagerbat, and he was in a position to 
assure the members of the Senate that the people of that placo 
were quite enthusiastic about it and they meant to carry out 
what they had applied for. . In fact they had assured him that

In the first 
report they sent to the Syndicate thera were certain couditions 
laid down on compliance with which it seems, the Inspectors 
were in favour of recommending the affiliation prayed for. The 
matter was considered by the Syndicate, and it was referred 
again to these two Inspectors. In the meantime the Secretary’ 
of the Governing Body of the college, who is also the Principal 
of tho college, had given an assnrance that the conditions laid 
down in the Inspectors’ raport would be fulfilled as far as 
possible. In the first place, зо far as the staff was concerned, 
the report insisted upon a staff of three, and that onc of the 
men should be an M.A., who had taken up Psychology as one 
of his subjects. Other conditions wera laid down, for instance 
that Hs. 2,500 should be spent in purchasing Philosophic books 
and journals for the studonts. The question of accommodation, 
was really a difficult one to solve. However, from the letter 
of the Secretary of the Governing Body ond Principal of the 
college, it appears that he is ready to shift the school classes 
from the fourth downwarde to another building.

The Hon'ble Sir Asutosh Mookerjee moved, on bebalf 
of the Syndicate, that the following ohanges be made ir the 
Regulations :— |

The Mover said: I have the honour to place before the 
Senate what has been described by one of my friends as the 
most innocent looking motion which has ever been brought 
before the Senate, but which is fraught with dire consequences 
The motion, when read with the Regulations, amounte to this : 
first, that the fee levied from- candidates for admission to the 
Matriculation: Examination be raised from Res. 15 to Re. 20 ; 
secondly, that the fee levied from candidates for admission to the 
Intermediate Examination io Arte апа Science be raised from 
Rs. 30 to Rs. 35; thirdly, that the fee levied from candidates 
for admission to the В.А. and В.Зе. Honours Examinations be 
raised from Hs. 40 to Ка. 50°; fourthly, that the fee levied 
from candidates for admission to the M.A. and M.Sc. Examina- 
tions be.raised from Rs. 50 to He. 80 and, fifthly, that the fee 
levied . from candidates for admission to the Examinstione in 
Law be raised from Rs. 15 to Hs. 30. 

I um delighted to find that thero is nt least one member of 
the Senate who is prepared to go further than the Syndicate 
have done; Dr. Kedarnath Das has sent in notice of an 
amendment that, in addition to what is proposed by the Syndi- 
eate, the fce levied from candidates for admission to the В.А. 
and В:3е. Pass Examinations be raised from He. 40 to Re. 45. 
I have since discovered that thera is at loast one other gentle- 
man who considers that the fees levied in ge of some other 
— which the Syndicate have out may well be 
raised. 

Before I deal with this matter, Г should tell the Senate 
what concrete result, would follow from the acceptance of this 
motion, In the case of tho Matriculation Examinstion, the 
normal number of candidates is 16,000; and if tho motion is 
accepted, there would be an additional revenue of Rs. 80,000. 
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In the case of the two Intermediate Examinations, the normal 
number of candidates is 8,000, and the additional income would 
be Hs. 44,000. In the ease of the B.A. and B.Sc. Honours 
Examinations, the number of candidates is 5,00 and the in- 
creased income would be Us, 5,000. Im the ease of the М.А. 
and M.Se. Examinations, the number of candidates is 950 and 
the additional revenue would amount to Rs. 28,500. In the 
ease of the Law Exominutions, the aggrezate number of 
eandidates is 4,000 and the additional revenue derived would 
be Hs. 60,000. This would give an additional revenue of 
Rs. 2,13,500. If the amendment notified by Dr. Kedarnath 
Das is accepted there would be a further additional revenue 
of Rs. 17,500, bringing up the total to Rs. 2,31,000. 

The time has arrived when itis imperatively necessary 
raiso our revenues by a substantial amount. The work of the 
University has rapidly grown in extent and complexity within 
the last few years, and if this work in future is to be carried on 
with any approach to moderate efficiency, we must raise more 
money. 1 shall indicate briefly the different heads and purposes 
for which money is needed. 1 put in the forefront the ques- 
tion of gen administration of the University. It be 
in the recolleation of the Senate that two years ago the Senate 
sanctioned the sppointment of a Controller of Examinations. 
There was a debate at that time as’ to the necessity for the 
appointment, and one of my Friends, who is absent to-day, 
expressod the hope that at the end of three years, for which 
period the appointment was sanctioned, it would be found 
possible to abolish the appointment. T assured him at the time 
that if be had known anythiug about the business ‘of the con- 
duet of examinations in the University, he would never have 
ventured upon such а pious hope. Since then it has become 
mavifest to evorybody intimately acquainted with the work 
of the Controller of Examinations that if the reputation of 
the University is to Бе saved, if our examinations are to be 
safely conducted, and if the resulte of our examinatious are to be 
published carly, thore must be а special officer to look after 
our examinations. But a Controller of Examinations by 
himself cannot run the department. Но must be given a 
subordinate staff. Tho Senate has recently sanctioned he scheme 
framed by tho Syndicate for the allocation of duties between 
the Registrar and the Controller of Examinations, and act 
on tho sanotion ao given, ‘the Syndicate have uot only divid 
the duties, but havo also givon to each officer a separate staff to 
enablo him to carry on tho work of his department. During 
these investigations which havo oconpied much of my time 
and tho time of the Syndicate during last two months, it 
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transpired that the staff of the Registrar required to be 
strengthened in a considerable measure. It is not that people 
who are familiar with the growth of University work in recent 
years were not aware of this, tut the precise extent of the 
additional assistance which was needed was not known till 
quite recently. There is one branch in which the work has 
rapidly increased, namely, the duties the Syndicato perform 
in relation to the schools, which have incressed in number 
from 650 to 550 during the last mx or seven  yenrs. 
Unfortunately the schools which bave sprung up are the reverse 
of efficient with the result that there is enormous correspondance 
with bna schools ; cm arian үүн £ T pasaqa of Publie Instruc- 
tion, who is present here t ', will bear me out, if necessary, 
аз to the extent. of work which bas been imposed upon hie 
department. 'The increase of work has been not merely in the 
office of the Director of Publio Instruction, but 21830 in the 
University. Our correspondence in the. past has been always 
lengthy and complaints have been constant from people who 
have anything to do with the University that answers have 
never reached them in time. “һе state of things must be re- 
medied, and the Syndicate aro doing their best to see that things 
are altered fur the better. We have farther found it necessary, 
on n suggestion which was made by the late officiating Regia- 
trar, to appoint two new officere, one of them an Overseer to look 
after the University buildings, and another a store-keeper to 
look after our immense furniture; very few people have any 
idea of the amonnt of money which is lost every year by the 
furniture zetting decayed and destroyed. 


Phere is another very important work which the Syndicate 
have just taken in hand, and which will occupy a special вы 
for a considerable time; that is the arrangement, and re-organi- 
sation of the records of the University. T do not exagyernte 
matters in the least. when I say thnt our records are in a state 
of helpless confusion. Only quite rocentlv it. took more than 
three в to find out an important letter, of the existence of 
which 1 was aware. I bad scen the letter which had come 
from the Government of India, and I knew that it was in tho 
records, but nobody knew where it could bo found. The ro- 
organisation of the records will ba a very tedious process. A 
в Staff has been appointed for the purpos», and it will 
work under the supervision of a Committee consisting of myself, 
the Registrar and the Controller of Examinations. 


] have spoken of the increase of tho staff; but we find it 


neeassary net merely to increase tho staff but also to inorease 
their salaries, And when I speak of the staff in this conncotion, 
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I inelnde therein our menials. Conditions have changed in such 
nn nestonishing manner in recent years that the pay which we 
give to many of our Assistants makes it practically impossible for 
them to obtain even the bare necessaries of life. Many of them 
have devoted their lives to the service of the University and 
reached the maximum of their grades some years š 
But if you want to keep your men efficient and аб least not 
discontent, you will have to give them a higher salary. 


I now turn to another branch of our work where the expen- 
265 havo increased in а very large measure during tbe last four 
or five years, that is, tho actual expenses in connection with exa- 
minations. These expenses have increased on account of the rise 
in price of paper, rise in jpriee of stationery, rise in price of 
wages. Ifany member of: the Senate would take the trouble 
to get into the Accounts Department and serutinise the bills 
which are sent in by responsi le gentlemen who have undertaken 
superintendence of our examinations in Calcutta and the 
mofussil, and compare the charges which are made this year 
with the charges which were made five years ago, be will be 
surprised to find the actual extent of the increase. in the cost of 
conduct of the examinations. Here, again, more money is 
needed. 

| pass on to another very important department of the Univer- 
sity whore immediate improvement is required; I mean the 
University Press. That is а depariment which, if it is to be pro- 
perly conducted, must be re-organised. At present it is remu- 
пога! ус, but it may be made more во, і we are able to spend some 
more capital, Meanwhile, we have reorganised tho staff of 
our Press; we have appointed additional experienced proof 
readers; we have set up new motores; but the Press ie absolutely 
inadequate to meet the pressure of University work. Here, 
again, we require more money to do our work properly. 


Leaving aside now what I have called the general adminis- 
tration of the University, I turn for в moment to the teaching 
activities of tha University. In 1917 when the Government 
of Indian, on tho recommendation of the Senate, sanctioned the 
achome for Post-gradunte studies, they effected in substunte a 
revolntion їп the arrangements for higher teaching within the 
jurisdiction of the University, and a vast responsibility was 
placed on our shouldere.| We arc now responsible, in con- 
junction with the colleges and with the help of such asəis- 
tance ая they are able to, give us, for nrranging the higher 
teaching work on n satixfactory basis. This departasent 
has expanded ina surprising: manner, and we have now arran 


menta for higher teaching in Enrlish, Sanskrit. Pali, A 
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Persian, Comparative Philology, Mental and Moral Philosophy 
Experimental Psyehology, History, Aneient Indian History, 
Pure Mathematics and Indian vérnaculars, ineludiug therein, 
besides Bengali, 11 other vernacalars. 1 have enumerated 
the subjects which are comprised in the Department of 
Letters. In the Department of Science we have organised 
— arrangements in Applied Mathematics, Physics, Che- 
mistry, Physiology, Geology, Botany and Zoology. Unfortunately, 
efficient. teaching in Science cannot be eondueted as cheaply as 
efficient teaching in the Department of Letters. Laboratories are 
required, which, even if гоп on a modest seale аго expensive. So 
far ав the University College of Science is concerned, it exists on 
account of the munifi-ent endowments of the Inte Sir ‘Taraknath 
Palit and of Sir Rashbehary Ghose, and I do not «peak at random 
when I say that it is quite within the bounds of possibility 
that at least another munificent gift is mneh nearer ин than 
most people round this table imagine. But if we are to prove 
ourselves worthy of the gifts of the savings of a lifetime of 
some of the very best men of the country, we must prove that 
we are able to furnish our Professors and our advaneed students 
with laboratories where some of the highest teaching can be 
eonducted with credit to the University. So far as the Depart- 
ment of Chemistry is concerned, I do not say that it is full 
equipped, though it may be considered as moderately w 
equipped. So far as the Department of Physies is concerned, a 
p deal yet remains to be done. So far as Botany nnd 

logy are concerned, we are still at the threshold.. Money 
must spent if we пгс to save our faces before any Board of 
Visitors which may be appointed to inspect and report on the 
condition of the University College of Science. Apart from this, 
we have to provide a suitable library. Our library is fairly well. 
equipped in the Department of Letters, not in every branch, but 
in several branches: for instance we are not particularly well 
off in the department of Ancient Indian History or in the 
department of Philosophy ; though in several other departments 
the condition is more satisfactory. Butin the Department of 
Science, we ave really very badly off, and we urgently require 
scientific periodicals an: standard works of reference in each of 
the departmentz that 1 bave mentioned. 


I have given a very imperfect ovtline of the various activities 
of the Univorsity which make it imperatively necessary to 
steps to increase our revenue. It may bo said round this table 
ihat we should apply te tho Government. I will not pause to 
consider Whether we should or should not make such nn applica- 
tion. Bat I prefer to bo self-reliant, for I feel that the more 
Money we are able to raise, the stronger and the moro irrosistiblo 
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will become our claim upon the Government for financial assis- 
tance. We must not sbut our eyes, however, to the circum- 
stances in which the Government Баз been placed by reason of 
the war. The financial stringency is not likely to disappear at 
once, and 1 think it would be an evil day for the University, 
if we were to say, lot us wait, let ua keep back all our develop- 
mente till we can induce the Government at Simla to give us 
all the money that we require. The only question, therefore, is, 
can Bengal pay? As to that, 1 feel no doubt whatever that 
Bengal can pay, if Bengal chooses to pay, and 1 hope а united 
appeal will go forth to Bengal from the Senate for financial 
assistance for her University. It may be said round this 
table that our people are poor nnd that even an addition of 
five rn to be paid by the guardian of a student who seeks 
admission to the portals of the University will be an incon- 
‘venience to him. 1 do not deny that there are poor students ; 1 
do not deny that there are students, thougb a very small fraction, 
who have to raise money netunlly by begging. But if students сап 
raise fifteen rupees, they will be able to raise twenty rupees; there 
ів no lack of generous people io Bengal who will assist poor 
students to the small extent desired. 


With ка .to the. amendment to be moved by Dr. 
Kedarnath Das, my own sympathies are with him. But I 
am placing this mutter before you as the spokesman of the 
Syndicate, and I have no authority to accept it. I can only say 
that I should be personally glad if the amendmentis accepted by 
the Senate. | 


Dr. Suresprasad Sarbadhikari: I have very — plea- 
вите in seconding this motion. І was one of those who 
were on the opposition’ benches, if that term can be used, 
when the p 1 to raise the fees of the Matriculation Exami- 
nation from Rs. 12 to Вя. 15 and pro rata for the other examina- 
tions was mude some time ago. In the piping times of peace 
when money was easier and our necds were not quite so great, 
we might have for a time averted the catastrophe: by rigid 
economy at lenst to some extent. But the time has come when 
euch arguments cannot be advaneod with anvthing approschi 
the propriety of rensonableness. The price of everything is 
going up ; опасан only cannot long сета cheap. That is a 
point which: is not necossary to labour. My only regret ів that 
some of the sister Faculties to the Faculties of Arts and Scicnee, 
have not been included in the scheme of enhanced fees. To 
bring into equality the different Faculties is the prime duty of 
tke Senate and the Syndicate and I am not without hopo thaà 
before long tho omission will be rectified.

for © forty ' substitute ‘ fortyfive and.’ ”’ 

Dr. Hiralal Haidar: 1 beg to second the amendment. 

I do not deny that it will be a hardship to the students 

to pay the enhanced Fees, but what is to be done. The Univer- 
sity is committed to various policies and enterprises which imply 
a large expenditure, and the only source of income it has is the 
fees realised from studente. As Dr. Suresprasad Sarbadhikari 
has said the expenditure might be cut down hore and there, but 
that will not help ns much. Money will have to be found and there 
are only two alternatives before us, bankruptey or the raisi 
of fees. I do not think that any member of the Senate wi 
вау that we should adopt the alternat ve of bankruptey. This 
leaves ux the only other alternative of raising the fees. We 
have therefore no option in the matter. 

As regards Dr. Kedarnath Dus’s amendment, it is only 
logical that tho fees of the B.A. and B.Se. Pass Examinations 
should be raised and if the motion is secepted, the amendment 
Should also be accepted. 

In recent years the tuition fees of the colleges have bean 
materially increased. I believe that these fees have been doubled 
and the students who used to pay Es. 3 now рау Hs. ^ or 6. We 
must remember that the students pay their college-fees every 
month, whereas for the examinations they will pay only once. 
The hardahip therefore is not the same as іп the case of the 
со fees. The opponents of this motion have never said a 
word against the enhancement of rollege-fees. 

Principal G. C. Bose: ‘Ihe resolution has been moved 
with an advocacy befitting а trained lawyer and seconded from 
a quarter from which it was least expected. I have listened 
to the s of Sir Asutosh Mookerjeu from the beginning to 
the end and I fully understand and appreciate the various 
grounds for which he has brought forward this motion before 
the Senate. I know and the Senate sleo know that the cost 
of running the коне, especially the teaching department, 
is increasing very rapidly. The revenue, on the other hand, ів 
not expanding at that proportionate rate. The University is 
therefure in n fix as to how to make both ends meet, and it ів 
suggested that the only meana of raising the revenue ів to raise 
the fees paid by the studente who come to the University for 
their examinations.

I have heard Sir Asutosh say that a very small 
fraction of the student cominunity of Caleutta co about from 
door to «door begging Everybody knows how many students 
every year he has to provide with materials, money, 
books, eto., in order to help them in their studies. Тһе college 
authorities also know the great pinch and poverty which ргевв за 
upon the г students; they npply for free studentships, tor 
reduction of their tuition fees, their laboratory fees and so on. 
There are friends round this table who are charitably disposed 
and whe spend not а very small portion of their income in 
befriending these poor students. And notwithstanding all these 
diffienities, the students are carrying on their studies in this 
University. ‘The students do not pay the fees, but it is their 
guardians who have to do so. In ordinary times before the war 
the condition of the classes of Bengal was such that they could 
only live from hand to mouth. During the last four years of 
the European war their economie condition was very bad indeed. 
Fortunately tho war is over and it was thought that the ceono- 
mie condition of the country would improve ; instead of improv- 
ing, it has become worse. The bare necessaries of life are now 
selling at prices unbenrd of in the history of Bengal. Such аге 
the conditions which are facing the classes in Bengal from whom 
the revenue of the University is desired. The time at which 
this recommendation has come to the Senate is very inopportune. 
И this proposal had come two years later, I would have heen 
perhaps the firrt to support it, as I did on the last occasion when 
the Matriculation fees were raised from twelve to fifteen rupees. 
I wish we bad amongst us Sir Gooroo Dase. Banerjee of - hallowed 
memory to champion the cause of the classes of Bengal; But I 
have my duty by the Senate and by the classes from whieh I 
spring. I belong to the clusses and my duty is to speak on their 
behalf. The University principa. exisis for the people of Bengal, 
and not the people for the University. I would varnestly appeal to 
the mover of the resolution to see whether his motion could not 
be postponed for at least я year. I therefore beg to move under 
Section 7 of Chapter 1 of the Regulations that the Syndicate 
be directed to review its decision. 


Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur: I have great pleasure 
in seconding the motion of Mr. Bose. Mr. Bose probably 
thought that he wonld not get ony member of the Senate 
to support him. Bur if he does not get any one else, 
he has at least one supporter in me. I cannot for many reasons 
give my support to the recommondations of the Syndicate 
at least so far as the raising of the fees of the Matriculation and 
I. So. candidates is concerned. In tbe first place, there зз а moral 
a»peot of the case, and I should say that this proposition of 
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raising the fees of the Matriculation Examination cannot at 
all be supoorted on moral grounds. We have been taxing the 
Matriculation students all along, more than what they should be 
required to pay for their examinations and for the other expendi- 
ture in connection with that examination. Ш vou will look to 
the accounts of the Universite, you will find that out of the fees 
received From Matriculation students, a considerable rtiou is 
applied to weet the expenditure ой Post-rraduate teaching. So 
that the fees from the Matriculation go not only to meet the 
expenses of that examination, but also to help the University in 
other respects. In these circumstances, I ask vou: would it be 
fair and just to saddle tha Matriculation students with a further 
burden iu order to meet the deficits in other teaching depart- 
ments of the University ? Many of these stndents will probably 
not go up for Post-graduate teaching. Then why should their 
parents and guardians be made to pay for a thing from which 
their boys will sot receive any benefit? Can we not exercise a 
little economy in the different departments of the University and 
niso in the Post-gradunte classes, so as to reduce und minimise 
our expenditure as far as possible? Апа if we sueceed in that 
way we shall probably not have to tax our poor students with 
more fees for their examinations. I would appeal to the mem- 
bers of the Senate that before they agreed to levy a tax on the 
poor students, they should put their house in order, by making 
uiries and taking steps to see if they could not economize in 
the different departments of the University, thereby reducing the 
expenditure and thus relieving the poor students of an extra burden 
in this respect, I am an ludian, and 1 know to a certain extent 
the conditions of my own countrymen. Those gentlemen who 
gay that only a fractional portion of the community might suffer 
by the increase of fees in the different examinations are either 
not well aequainted with the conditions of the country, or they 
shut their eyes willingly without looking straight into the 
matter. I know for a certuiuty thut the community from which 
the majority of our students are recruited, at least. for the Matri- 
culation Examination, consists of really poor men living from 
hand to mouth, and it is very difficult for them not only to pay 
the expenses of their boys in the schools, but also to procure 2 
lump sum of fifteen rupees to meet the payment of the Univer- 
„sity fees for the examination. This ін а fact which I would 
challenge anyono, who has any knowledco of the condition of the 
country, to contradict. 
The Hon'ble Sir Asutosh Mookeriee: I most emphati- 
cally contradiuc it. 
Rai Chunilal Basu, Bahadur: There are at lenst коте, 
sitting round this tablo, who can support my statement that the 
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| 
nmount of poverty deseribed by the mover of the resolution is 
far greater than what he has given us to understand to be really 
the ease in the country. n fhose grounds, I think that this 
motion is very mopportnne at the present moment. Everywhere 
people are applying for increase of pay. The Government and 
the mercantile offices ure increasing the роу of their employees 
by 10 to 20 per cent. or more. I think that it would be better 
for the University to postpone the consideration of this matter 
and wait till the economic conditions of the country improve a 
little. I have, therefore, great pleasure in seconding the motion 
of Mr. G. C. Bose. | | 


Sir Prafullachandra Ray: I am afraid I am going 
to spring another surprise upon the Senate, аз it will be 
my painful duty to support Mr. G. C. Bose and Rai Chunilal 
Basu, Bahadur. I am fully conscious of the supreme need of 
funds, and no institution har derived greater . benefit. from the 
accumulnted Funds of the last 30 years or so than the College of 
Science, with which I am associated. Мо one knows better and 
no one has studied with greater care all the intricacies and details 
of the financial aspect of the University than the mover of the 
motion, but I objeat to the manner of raising the money. 

А couple of years ago a Committee of which the Mover of the 
resolation and myself were’ members, recommended that there 
should be a substantial increase in the Fees for the examinations. 
Bat I find that, having got the increased fees, hé is now again 
anxious to increase them still further by leaps and bounds. 
Of course tho Senate might take upon itself the task of increas- 
ing the fees in the manner suggested ; and what the Finance 
Minister fighta shy of, the Senate might, in a moment of 
inadvertenee, be called upon to do. The poor man’s salt has 
beon spared by the Finance Minister for the last few yoars. 
He knows that if he raised the tax on salt, it might not affect 
to any very great extent, but he has spared the poor. But we 
find that we cannot apare the poor in this ‘matter. I have been 
lately round several villages; in the dietrict of Khulna which 
із rather prosperous and where there is а bumper егор, and I 
went very carefully into the economie condition of tbe classes. 
I am fully awnre that a very lnrgo propottion of the etudents 
of the schools in that district ara esceodingly peor, nnd any one 
who has a knowledgo of the economic aspect of Bengal recently 
will a with mo that thie incrense in the fees for the exa- 
minations will tell very harshly ou their guardians. Dr. Sures. 
prasad Sarbadhikari ивр n very strong argument that because 
expenditure in other directions had ¿tone up, thereforo tho fees 
should be increased. But when the ;runrdian has to pay fifty 
per cent. extra for tho ordinary necesenrios of life, should he be

taxed further by raising the fees? This is perbaps the only 
civilised country under the sun where the increased expenditure 
in carrving on the University organisation is to be met only 
by levying extra fees from the students. Has Bengal no other 
Sir Tora path Palit or Sir Rashbehary Ghore, who cortld 
supplement the revenues of the University ? Has Bengal seen 
the last of our philanthropists? Am I to understand that the 
race has become extinct? 

The Hon'ble Sir Asutosh Mookerjee : If lawyers are 
vilified, as they have been in the past, they will not pay 
anything more. 

Sir Prafullachandra Ray: Only this morning Л was 
reading an account of the manner in which Roekfeller and 
Carnegie were going to support or found research sebolar- 
ships in America. There were similar men in England and in 
other countries. But why should Bengal be the only country 
where, if additional expenditure is required for nn additional 
chair or leetureship or any other department, the only resource 
left is to make the poor students pay increased fees. It is 
extremely painful to me to find that thie most unkindest eut of 
all should be inflicted by Sir Asutosh, whose name is a 
household word throughout the length and breadth of Bengal 
for his sympathy with the Indian students and for his Herculean 
labours in connection with education in Bengal, and well may 
the students cry out in anguish. “ E? tu Brute 1” 


Dr. Howells: I confess to a very considerable sym- 
pathy with those who op this resolution, and some of the 
grounds that they have put forward. Every word for instance, 
that has bven -uttered on the undesirability of making the lot 
of the poor still harder certainly appeals to me and I cannot 
ignore it. But, мо: (и everything that has been 
eaid, I feel, at any rate as a temporary measure, and what I 
consider to be a temporary evil even, that Т am compelled to 
vote, and vote most heartily for the resolution as an absolute 
necessity under present conditions. ] support the resolution 
to increase the fees on moral unda, 1 believe myself that 
an inefficient, badly conducted educational system is in itself 
immoral, and has a grave effect on the morale of a nation. I do 
not believe that the Calcutta University ia at present conducted 
by apy means in sn ideal way, and unless we got more money 
to carry on in an efficient way, it will go from bad to worse. 
We are being watched by otber civilieed countries. Hero in 
India wo are being watched nnd criticised, in many eases vory 
severely, for tho inefficient cducation and for the inefficient 
methods of our present University system. Bengal must have 
a thoroughly efficient University svetem. and it is not to the

The Hon'ble The Vice-Chancellor: At this late

The question has been raised whether four men would be 
too many to teach two students. Zoology, like any other 
subject, requires an irreducible minimum iu the staff of teachers. 
And во far as I can see it is impossible to start а class for teaching 
Zoology, particularly in the ‘higher stages, with lees than four 
men. It would be an impossibility, eoosidering the number of 
subjects to be taught, to start. в Post-Graduate class in Zoology 
with a amall number of teachers.

figure prominently in this connection. But 
our workers have: not been content with 
contributions to local publications like the Bul- 
letin of the Calcutta Mathematical Society, the 
Bulletin and Memoirs of the Indian Associa- 
tion for the Cultivation of Science and the 
Journal of the Asiatic Socicty of Bengal. 
Their contributions figure prominently in Jour- 
nalis of the highest. standing in Europe and 
America ; this is most emphatically true of the 
members of the Physics and Chemistry Depart- 
ments. The Philosophical Magazine, the Physi- 
cal Review, the Astrophysical Journal, the 
Journal of the Chemical Society of London, the 
Journal of the American Chemical Society and 
last but not least the Proceedings of the Royal 
Society of London have, during the last twelve 
months, published tumerous papers on a variety 
of subjects by our teachers and students. In- 
deed, one enterprising member of our staff in 
Applied Mathematics had his contributions 
accepted on the one hand by the American 
Journal of Mathematics and on the other by the 
Tohoku Journal of Mathematics in Japan. The 
researches of Prof. C. V. Raman, Dr. Sudhansu- 
kumar Banerjee, Dr. D. М. Mallik, Babu 
Phanindranath Ghosh, Dr. Meghnad Saha, Babu 
Satyendranath Bose, Babu Sisirkumar Mitra 
and of their assistants and research students, in 
the domain of Physics, have made their names 
familiar and have secured for their views res- 
pectful consideration in academic circles in 
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Europe and America. In Chemistry, the re- 
searches of Sir P. C. Ray, Dr. P. C. Mitter, Dr. 
R. L. Dutt, Dr. J. C. Ghosh, Dr. B. B. Dey and 
their assistants and. research students have 
helped not merely to maintain but also to ad- 
vance the reputation of the Calcutta School of 
Chemistry founded by Sir P. O. Ray. In Botany 
and in Geology, though opportunities for 
work have been of a very limited character, 
members of our staff have contributed important 
papers. Indeed, contributions by members of 
our staff are now so prolific that we have under- 
taken the publication of two Journals, one for 
the Department of Letters, the other for the 
Department of Science. The first volume of the 
Journal of the Departmentof Science has already 
been published and contains contributions in 
Chemistry, Physics, Mathematics and Botany. 
The second volume is in the Press, and if the 
Press could cope with the. work, we could publish 
at least two other volumes immediately. The 
first volume of the Journal of the Department 
of Letters is in the Press and it is a source of 
disappointment to our lecturers that the Press 
is not able to expedite the work of publication. 

I shall not detain you longer with a review 
of tho work of the two Councils of Post-Graduate 
Teaching in Arts and Science. I venture to 
affirm without hesitation that the work is stupen- 
dous ; nothing like this has ever been achieved 
or even attempted in any Indian University. 
Our difficulties are enormous. We suffer from

I beg to move the Acceptance of the unanimous 
recommendation of the Syndicate that: the munifloent 
gift of Sir Rashbehary Ghose be gratefully accepted. 
Bir Rashbehary Ghose, the prince of Calcutta 
graduates, who six years ago earned our ever- 
lasting gratitude hy a gift of 10 lakhs of rupees, 
has now made the princely offer to add tó his previous 
endowment, a sum of Ws, 11,439,000. Logie and 
eloquence are-equally superfluous to justify the aceept- 
ance of this truly munificent offer.

On this auspioilons occasion, it is desirable however 
(hut we should pause fora moment and take steck 
of what has been accomplished, review the maana 
which have enabled us| to achieve some measure 
of success and make а forecast of what still remains 
to be faced in the immediate future. 
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T-ahall not t&ke you bask to the early years of 
this century when, upon the enactment of the 
Indian Universities Act, wo. designed. іо give eifect 
to the purpose of the legislature, that this Univer- 
sity should be a Teaching University, by thb actual 
establishment of & University College of Science 
and. Technology with attached Libraries, Labora- 
tories and Museums. I shall not take you to the 
earliest yeara of hope deferred, but remind you of 
the stirring ‘utterance. of Lord Hardinge as Ohan- 
eellor on the-18th March, 1912, Lord Hardinge in 
impressive words emphasised thé. importance of 
higher teaching in the University, aud after referring 
to the stirring words which His imperial Majesty 
had addressed to. the menibers of the Senate, 
announced наб the Gevernmdat of India had 
— — grant of Ва. 65,000 for 

appointment of University Professors and 
m in special subjects and for the entourage- 
ment in other ways of higher studies and research. 
On: the 29th March, 1912, Mr. Sharp—whose name 
Вертов largely in theae trün&sactions——4üdressed а 
letter to the Government of Bengal, intimating, for 
the information of the University, that a recurring 
grant of Hs. 65,000 had been made and that the 
object of the grants was to enable the University 
to make a definite step forward towards thu reali- 
sation of the ides of a Teaching University for 
higher work and to improve the inspection of 
Colleges. The Syndicate intimated to the Govern- 
ment of Bongul that they were unanimonaly opposad 
io the appointment of en additional Inapector of 
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Colleges and they urged, instead, the creation 
of a Professorship of Chemistry in addition to the 
two other chairs of Mathematics and Philosophy 
which had heen previously suggested. The Govern- 
ment of Bengal on the 3iet July, 1912, strongly 
supported this pro and expressed their concur- 
rence with the opinion of the Syndicate that no 
provision need be made for the appointment of an 
additional Inspector of Colleges. Meanwhile, an 
eyent had happened which had, at the time, no. 
parallel in the annals of University education in 
Modern India. On the 15th June, 1913, Mr. 
Taraknath Palit had |oxecuted his first Trust Deed 
in favour of the University, transferring money 
and land worth about 8 lakhs of rupees for the estab- 
lishment of two Professorahiipa, one of Chemistry, 
the other of Physica, The Syndicate accordingly 
modified its proposal that Ra. 12,000 out of the 
Imperial Grant should he applied for the foundation 
of x Chair of Chemistry and recommended that 
the sum should be devoted. to the maintenance of 
the proposed Laboratory of the University College 
of Science. . On the 18th September, 1912, Mr. Sharp ' 
intimated to the University that the Government . 
of India had sanctioned! the proposal of the University 
to apply Rs. 12,000 out of the Imperial Grant for 
—— of a Laboralary in connection with 
Mr. Palit's „ On the 8th October, 1913, 
Mr. Palit made a further gift of 7 lakhs. On the 
80th December, 1912, the Syrdiosta addressed в. 
letter to tha Government of India for liberal financial 
sevistanoe for the development of Uniyerstty work їо 
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general and of the University College of Science in 
particular. I shall read out to you the second 
paragraph of this letter which has heen laid on the 
table: 


“The Government of Indis nre no doubt aware tbat in the 
eourse of the last six moaths, Mr. Т. Palit, Barat-Law, bas 
‚ made to the University a princely gift of money and property of 
the aggregate value of aearly 15 lakhs of rupees for the purpose 
of founding a College of Reience and for the general improvement 
of scientific and technical education. Under the terms of the 
deeds of gift, the University is bound to maintain, from the 
income of the endowment, a Chair of Physies and a Chair of 
Chemistry and to institute a scholarship to be awarded to a 
distingnished graduate for the study of Science in a foreign 
country ; the University is ањо bound ta establish a laboratory 
for advanced teaching and research and to contribute towards 
this object at laast two and a half lakhe of rupees out of its own 
fande. Воб this sum is quite inadequate for the establishment 
of а laboratory of the kind contemplated. The Vice-Chancellor 
and the Syudicate are anxious that the fullest advantage should 
be taken of this unique opportunity to establish a Residential 
College of Science in Calcutta and it appears to them that if 
the neoessary funda are available, the object can be speedily 
sccamplished without say difficulty. The properties vested in 
the University by Mr. Palit include, umong others, two fine 

ate of land, oue of 12 bighas and tho other of 25 bighas.io area. 
the bigger plot (here are two splendid three-storied houses, 
rasantly built, which are admirably enited to ancommodate 200 
students. If, thorefore, mdequate funds were forthcoming to 
erect and equip the requisite laboratories and Professors’ quarters 
on this plot, а Residential College could be set up in working 
order in the coursa of в year. The estimated cost of the project 
amounts to. 15 lakhs of rapses,.and the Vice-Chancellor and the 
Зуп омо до not -hesitate to ask the Government of India for a 
grant to tha University of this sum. The gift of Mr. Palit is 
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absolutely unique in the history of University edoeation in thie 
country, and they feel sure that the Government of India will be 
glad to supplement it by an atleast equal amount to enable the 
University to carry ont the scheme in ite entirety, expecially in 
view of the faet that the University hae already agreed to 
contribute Z4 laklis out of ite own very limited savings. I ат 
desired to add that a sympathetic and generous attitude on the 
part of the Government of India towarde the objeet which 
Mr. Palit had at heart, cannot fail greatly to inflaence publie 
sentiment and may not improbably induce other wealthy 
wentlemen to found similar endowments for the encouragement 
of higher teaching." (This the other documents mente 
. tate?, are set out. at length in » Appendix). 

On the 14th Januar y, 1913, Mr. Sharp й > 
reply which may, I hope without impropriety, be 
characterised as diplomatie : — 

“The Government of India are not yet aware what grante, if 
any, they will be able to nesiga for education. during the ensuing 
financial year. Bub І am to ва that the requeste of the Calcutta 
University will reecive ion in conjunction with tbe 
olaims of other Universities sod other brauches of education.” 

Friends and workers of the University anxiously. . 
waited and watehed, but their expectations were 
doomed to disappointment; we now know what 
forces were silently at work behind the scenes 
against the realisation of our aspirations. But our 
good fortune had not come toanend. On the Sth 
Алипе, 1913, Dr. Rashbehary Ghoee offered to place 
at the disposal of the University а sum of 10 lakhs of | 
rupess in furtherance of the University College of 
Science and for the promotion of sciíentifio and 
teohnioal education by the establishment of fout 
Professorships of Applied Mathematics, Physics, 
Chemistry and Botany with пресів reference to 
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Agriculture, The Syndicate, encouraged by this 
munificent gift,—& token of the confidence reposed in 
the University by one of the greatest of the sons of 
Indie—felt undaunted by the treatment which had 
been extended to their previous application for a 
grant from the public funds, On the 4th October, 
1913, the Syndicate again addressed a letter to the 
Government of India and pressed for a substantial 
grant in aid of the University College of Science. I 
shall read to you the second paragraph of this letter : 

“In anr letter, dated the 30th December, 1912, the tirat 
Place was asuigned to the anheme for the establishment of a 
University College of Seience for the promotion of higher 
teaching in different branches o? Physical and ‘Natural Science: 
The Syudieate pointed out that in furtherauos df thie object Sir 
Taraknath Palit had made а gift of money and land to the 
extent of 15 lakhs of rupees and that the University hal 
undertaken to supplement this unique gift by а coatribution of 
two and a balf lakhs from its limited Heserve Fund. The 
Syndicate entertained the hope that onder these oireumstaneos 
the Government of India might suitably supplement and thereby 
acoord recognition to this princely gift, but they wore 
disappointed to fiud that money was: not available for this 
purpose. Since thon Dr. Raahbehary Ghose bas made a gift of 
10 lakhs of rupece for the foundation of Professorships and 
Studentships in eonneetion with the proposed- University College 
of Science. The Syndicate veutare.to urge upon the Goverument 
of India that a claim has now been fully established For а 
generous contribution from the State in furtheranow of the 
University Collegeof Sciepes. They further desirs ms to point 
out that the foundation of a University College of Boienoe. for 
Post-Graduste Studies and Research is ony of the foremost. вери 
of the University. There ix only one College, mamely, the 
Breddenoy Collage, which is affiiated in Physics and Chemistry 
=p to the standard of the M.A. and M.Sc. Examivations, but it 
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must be noted that the Preeideney College, inspíte of ita new 
Laboratories, has very limited accommodation for Poot-Gradnate 
studenta snd ie uot able to take in more than 10 studente in 
Chemistry and 18 students іп Physica every year. Apart, 
therefore, from the obvious im ce of increased facilities for 
the weientific training of qualified studenta in this eountry, it в. 
plain that there does not ех in this University adequate 
provision for the training of the mumarous lecturers and 
demonstrators required for the efficient management of the 
Colleges affiliated in scientific | Іо oar letter of the 30th 
December, 1912, it was stated that the estimated coat of the 
projeet for the establishment of а University Collegs of Science 
was 15 lakhs of rupees; the Syndicate hava carefally reconmidered 
the matter and have come to the conclusion that a smaller sum 
would not be sufficient to secure that efficiency for the institution, 
which must, for obvious reasons, be its principa] characteristic. 
The laboratory building, of which the plans are ready, will cost 
at least 5 lakhs of горе; "E Hostel which № proposed to be 
attached to it, will cost uot less than 2 lakhe of rupees; the 
equipment will, an the most moderate estimate, cost 5 lakhs of 
rupees; a suitable acientific library cannot be created for loss 
than 2 lakhs of rupers, И complete sets of important periodicals 
and publications of learned societies have to be brought together, 
while at least 1 lakh wil} be required for additional land. Ц is 
not suggested that the whole ef this money, if available, may be 
utilived in the eonrse of twelve monthe, but it м eminently 
desirable that ‘an ides shoald be formed of the minimum 
reguirements of the entire scheme whieh ít may take two or 
pamibly three years te complete.” 

On the 27th Névember, 1913, Mr. Sharp replied 
to Dr. Brühl that the Imperial funds available for 
edubation that year hed already been allotted. I 
shall not pause to comment on this wonderful reply, 
On the 4th Deoember, 1913, Dr. Brhh! pointed out 


that the Syndicato had no intention to ask Tor a igrent 
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out of the funds available during the then current 
financial year; but that their object was ta place 
before the Government, as early as October, a state- 
ment of thelr pressing needs so as to enable the 
Government. to take it into consideration when fram- 
ing ita budget estimates for the next following vear. 
On the 23rd December, 1913, Mr. Sharp replied that 
wben funds were available, the request of the Univer- 
nity for further grants for higher teachinz would be 
considered in conjunction with other demands. 

The true significance of the situation thus dis- 
closed became patent to all. when the Government, 
though twice approached. failed to respond in the 
remotest degree to the request of the University 
for liberal financia] assistance to supplement the 
manificent gifts of Sir Taraknath Pabt and Sir 
Rashbehary Ghose. Even the most optimistic 
amongst the members of the Senate— people who had 
an unalterable faith in the sense of justice of the 
Secretariat—felt that for the present. at any rate, the 
University must rely upon its own resources unnided 
by public funds. The foundation stone of the build- 
ing designed for the University College of Science 
was accordingly laid on the 27th Maroh. 1914, and 
the University proceeded to meet. the cost of erection 
from the Reserve Fund, formed out of the surplus 
of examination fees realised from candidates of all 
grades in different stations of life from every oorner 
of the Province. Unforewen difficulties however 
arose. The outhreuk of the War 104 to 4 pheno- 
mena! depreciation of the Government Securities in 
which опг Reserve Fund had heen invested.

Accordingly, on the lst December, 1914, the Syndi- 
cate courageously applied to the Government fora 
temporary loan against| these securities as their sale 
at the prices then current would entail heavy loss 
upon the University. On the 16th March, 1915, Mr. 
Sharp sent the not altogether unexpected reply. The 
application was refused and Mr. Sharp stated that 
the Government felt themselves unable to consider 
this or any other uest regarding these matters, 
unless they received : а clear statement of the 
general policy of the University in this respect and 
of the proposed Collége of Science іп particular. 
Befóre this letter of Mr. Sharp, dated the 16th March, 
1915, reached the University, the Syndicate had, on 
the 13th March, sent another application to the 
Government of India, dexoribing the progress which 
had beeu made in the erection. of the Building and 
the equipment of the Laboratories und emphasising 
the urgent need for a substantial grant in order that 
the work of the College might be commenced and 
earried on ina befitting manuer. On the 19th June, 
1915, Mr. Sharp senta reply whieh, I venture to think, 
without disrespeot to him, is one of the strangest 
documents which have ever emanated from the Secre 
tariat. Mr. Sharp professed to entertain the view 
that the Information ав regards the College of Science 
available to the Government was particularly meagre. 
I shall read out to you the third paragraph of this letter с

' be provided, the staff and establishment to be appointed, the 
aeeorumodation required for students and professors and other 
similar deteila; a statement of the stope already taken towards | 
tha eatablishment of the College and the cost of such steps; 
and finally a full financia] statement showing їп detail the enst, 
eapital and recurring, which the establishment of the College is 
estimated to involve and the assets available, whether in the 
shape of endowments, existing grants from Government, or the 
resonrees of the University.” 
Jt is impossible to appreciate the justice of this 
complaint. In the letters of the 30th December, 
1912, and the 4th October, 1913, the scope and 
purpose of the University College of Science had 
been ontlined and Mr. Sharp himself had replied 
on at least two occasions that the requesta for 
financial assistance would be considered when funds 
heeame available. We must further remember that 
fall information on the subject of the two great 
endowments for the foundation of the College of 
Svience were available in the published proceedings 
of the Syndicate and the Senate which were regular- 
ly transmitted to Head Quarters and wore, as could 
be gathered from some other incidents, minutely 
scrutinised there. Consequently the position taken 
itp in tho replies of Mr. Sharp, dated the 18th March 
aud 19th June, 1015, furnishes, in my opinion, a 
psyehologzica] problem worthy of investigation by 
distinguished studente of Theoretical and Experi- 
mentali Psychology. The Syndicate, however, 
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solemnly sat down to draw up a statement regarding 
the general policy of the University in respect of 
the University College of Science. This valuable 
document was transmitted to Simla on the 26th 
June, 1916, and I am prepared to assert with- 
out hesitation that the statement conveyed no 
information to Mr. Sharp which was not previously 
known to him. A few days later, on the 1st July, 
1915, the Syndicate transmitted to Simla another 
elaborate letter reviewing the whole history of the 
development of Post.Graduate instruction in the 
University. On the 14th October, 1915, Mr. Sharp 
replied and the substance was—refusal. The finan- 
cial stringency created by the War was mentioned, 
but Mr. Sharp could not resiat the temptation to 
taunt the University tn a sentence which will bear 
quotation here : 

" As regarde the College of Scienee, it appesre that two 
publie spirited eitizens came to the assistance of the University 
with endowments to which certain conditions were attached» 
the University accepted these endowments and now finds that. it 
is unable without agsictance to comply with the terms involved | 
in them.” 

The Syndicate however were undaunted—I shall 
not pause to consider whether this was due toa 
conviction of the righteousness of their cause or of 
the possibility that Mr. Sharp might be moved to 
alter his attitude of determined hostility towards the 
University. On the 37th November and 7th 
Decomber, 1916, they addressed further letters press- 
ing the cinirus of the University College of Science 
nnd the other texsohing departments of the University 
on the ottention of the authorities. These appeals, 
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like those: that had preceded them, fell on deaf ears, 
and no reply was vouchsafed by Mr. Sharp till the 
9th August, 1917, when а convenient opportunity 
had arisen to juatify a fresh refusal. I will quote the 
letter for your edification : 

“In reply I am to say that the Government of India propose 
to defer consideration of the question of grauting financial 
ausintance in this connection to the University, pending reoeipt 
of the recommendations of the propoxed Calcutta University 
Com mision." 

What then i» the lesson to be learnt from this 
retrospect? We have struggled for more than seven 
years to establish а University College of Soience 
and Technology which shall he tbe pride, not of 
Benzal alone, but of all India. Two of the noblest 
of my countrymen have been unstinted in their 
liberality in the furtherance of this cause. With 
anbounded generosity they have given away their 
wealth—not their inherited patrimony, not money 
amassed by the fortunes of speculation—but the 
savings of life-long toil ва members of the legal 
profession. We have repeatedly approached the 
custodians of the public funds, hut we have met 
with steady and persistent refusal. But our 
good fortune has not yet deserted us. Though Sir 
Taraknath Palit bas passed away, Sir Rashbehary 
Ghose in stili amongst us, and he has oome forward, 
with а uobility of soul unsurpassed amongst the 
promoters of education in Modern India, to place 
at the disposal of his Alma Mater а sum of 
Bs. 11,43,000. Не at any rate has confidence in 
the University. We have devotedly struggled to 
promote the cause which is so dear to him, vis., to 
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promote Scientific and Technical education, the cul- 
tivation and advancement of Science, Pure and 
Applied, amongst our countrymen. We have made 
a steady, though not rapid, progress. Since the 
foundation of the College we have had departments 
of Applied Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry and 
Botany at work. We have spent Rs. 7,87,737 out of 
our current income, Es. 1,35,910 out of the income. 
of the Palit Fund and Rs. 1,51,860 out of the 
income of the (those! Fund in the construction of 
the Laboratory Buildings and in their equipment, 
But we stil require ample funds to enable us to 
undertake instruction and research in Technology. 
The gift of Sir Rashbehary Ghose will enable us to 
create a Chair of Applied Chemistry and a Chair of 
Applied Physics. But we require a great many more 
of such chairs. Imagine the vast field to be 
covered-—Commercial Organic Analysis, Paint, 
Polish and Varnish, Oils and Fats, Leather, Textiles, 
Colour Chemistry, Coal-tar products, Ceramics, Foods 
and Drugs, Fuel, Metallurgy, Electro-plating, Puper, 
Glass, Manures and a: host of others. Let us thero- 
fore not be over-elated by the munificence of Sir 
Rashbehary Ghose. Тһе field of our activities is 
boundless. Let Bengal realise this and let every 
citizen follow in the footsteps of our great lender 
though at a respectful distance. I feel no doubt 
that a fervent prayer will go forth from all members 
of this University that our benefactor may have a 
long and peaceful life.

Sir Rashbehary Ghose has shed great lustre on the 
' the Annals of this University. I will not enumerate 
his great services to tbe University, which are well 
known. But I may suggest in passing that in what- 
ever capacity he has served the University, he has 
served it conspicuously and in s splendid manner; 
as Tagore Professor of Law, ae President of the 
Faculty of Law, as a member of the Senate for years, 
and as a member of the Syndicate fcr some time, he 
rendered conspicuous services to this University. 
But I feel that in one sense he has really surpassed 
all his past services by this most munificent gift. 
Sir Rashbebury Ghose isa man with an eminently 
practical turn of mind end he therefore thinks that 
the University must keep pace with the demand and 
the growing needs of our day so that it may be 
brought into line with the modern Universities of 
Europe and America He has awaked up to the 
great fact that provision must be made for techno- 
logical instruction and research. And it is therefore 
that I say that this last service of his must certainly 
be counted as the most splendid. In view of the 
fact that the University must keep pace with the 
times, in view of the requirements of the times, in 
view of the fact that there ought to be openings for 
our young men, and in view of the fact that Sir 
Rashbebary Ghose regarda his life and his money ag. 
в trust in the interests of the country to which ho 
belongs, this most splendid gift that he hea тада ia 
а gift which is most welcome. 

The mover of the resolution has stated v i 
ty that we should not be vver-elated for M EA 1 
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should say, however, that there is one aspect of the 
matter which we ought not to lose sight of. This gift 
is really unprecedented in the annals of this Univer- 
aity. Andwhen we consider that aspect of the matter, 
I feel over-elated when thinking of this gift. I look 
upon it as an earnest of the gifts which will be made 
by other citizens in years to come in furtherance 
of the great cause Lo which the University is com- 
mitted, зо that а great college in which technology 
will be taught on right lines will be developed. 


Rev. Dr. J. WATT: I associate myself with 
the mover and seconder of the motion before the 
Senate. The mover of the resolution spoke of some 
psychological mystery which was at the back of what 
has been happening ‘during the past years. I am 
not sure that there is anything mysterious about it. 
We know only too well from experience in other 
lands that there are people who are entirely blind 
to tlie value of science, especially of such science as 
is proposed to be advanced by the former nnd present 
gifts that have been made to the University. And 
indeed I am not suré that many of us who had been 
brought up in some of the older schools of education 
might not bave thought that it was a waste of the 
best energy on the part of men to toil for such 
purposes. Ins it not possible. that this might be at 
the back of the psychological mystery? But there 
ia one thing certain, ‘The mover has asked ua, what ` 
fi the lesson that ought to be learnt from this. I 
think he has partially answered hie question. We 
must aee to it that we turn out men from the College 
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of Science who will have power in future Govern- 
ments and with the men who will manage Govern- 
ments in the days that are to come in such a way 
that they shall understand the value of science. 

Dre. HIRALAL HALDAR: I deem it a privi- 
lege to support this motion. It is difficult to express 
in adequate language ono’s feeling of admiration for 
„such a splendid deed of beneficence. Sir Rashbehary 
(Ghose is a great lawyer, a great scholar, und a 
distinguished leader of public opinion. But Bengal 
will remember him not for these alone, hut for his 
prineely gifts to thix University. He and the late 
Sir Taraknath Palit, will live in the history of this 
country ax the men who first made systematic and 
esntinuous researches in Science and the application 
of the results of them to the future industries of the 
country possible. Sir we live, in this part of the 
world at any rate, in an age when patriotism and 
solf-sacrifice have become somewhat different from 
what they once were. Make violent speeches, foment 
race hatred, play to the gallery and you become a 
patriot. As for self-sacrifice it consiste in managing to 
ha always in the lime light. That being so what name, 
t wonder, is to be given to the virtue which finds 
expression in such в splendid deed of beneficencs. 

The gift of Sir HKashebary Ghose has value not 
only for what it will enable the University to do in 
the matter of scientific education but aloo as com 
example to other wealthy men like him. It ic om 
invitation to them to follow in his foststeps. Though 
science rightly looms large in our estimation mow в 
_ tinya, the importance of arte subjecta ip aci leoo and 
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their requirements are not less urgent. We all know 
what wonders Sir Asutosh Mookerjee has done with 
the slender resources at his disposal. What might he ` 
uot have done if his handa were not tied by lack of 
funds? Та it too much to hope that hefore being 
dissolved in consequence of the impending changes, 
the Senate will have the pleasure of accepting 
another munificent gift made by some one inspired 
by the noble example of Sir Rasbehary Ghose for the 
endowment of chairs in arts subjecta, 

Lr.-Cor, SURESPRASAD SARBADHIKARI: 
The unanimity of feeling which pervades this debate 
is so manifest that but few words are necessary for 
the support of the resolution. I, therefore, propose 
at this stage that we mark this occasion by passing 
the resolution standing. 

Tus How'sna Me. W. W. HORNELL: I 
entirely approve of the proposal of the last speaker. 
I do not consider the present occasion an opportune 
one for attempting to follow the heated controversy 
of correspondence. which the mover of the motion 
has told us of. But I do wish to asaocinte myself 
end the department of which I am the head most 
heartily in what has been suid with reference to the 
munificent gift and its value to the University of 
Caloutts and the development of Bengal Т think 
we should take to heart the lessons so ably put 
betoro us by Mr. J, В. Banerjea. I do not think 
that any one who has studied the position aa fully 
аз I had to while on the University Commission, 
could regard this gift as enabling the University 
to do anything more than make a amall beginning of 
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the great work which it is undoubtedly called upon 
to perform in connection with scientific help, without 
which the industries of this Presidency cannot be 
developed. And I think that it ia well to remember 
that it is always the beginning of this kind of work 
which is the most difficult. If you study the history 
of the development of the modern Universities of 
England, you will find that once they had established 
themselves as being useful, nay essential to the 
development of the induatries of the neighbourhood, 
then they had no difficulty in getting money. The 
tremendous development in the Leeds University, 
which is presided over by Sir Michael Sadler, 
is due entirely to the fact that the Woolen 
Manufacturers found that the research work 
done in the laboratories of the University was 
absolutely essential to their progress. If we can 
establish ourselves in this way we shall not be in want 
of funds, for the industrial development of India is 
going to be the great feature of the next decade. 

KHAN BAHADUR AHSANULLA: As a 
member of the Muhammadan Community, I wish 
to give my support to the motion for accepting 
the munificent gift of Sir Rashbehary Ghose who-

consists of Rs. 4,680,000 in cash and the land and 
houses known as 3, Street. The Rani is 
entitled to the use of this fund for her life time and 
the property will be available to the University alter 
her death. The purpose for which the money is to 
be applied has not been stated by the donor, but be 
bas stated that the ultimate use of the fund is to 
be carried out by the University under the direvtion 
of and according to a scheme to be framed-by myself. 
The lady, I understand, is about thirty. In the 
normal course of eventa she may live another thirty 
or forty yeara, and the use of this fund may nol 
came to the University during the present generation, 
or possibly for two generations. The legal advisers 
of the lady, however, approached the University, 
and. they are anxious to obtained a transfer of our 
reversionary interest, on payment of onah. And 
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after negotiations they have offered us Ks. 6,50,000 
im cash. The Syndicate have come to the conclusion 
that this would be advantageous from the point of 
view of the University. In the firat place, we shall 
have the immediate use of the money, which during 
the next thirty or forty years may be of untold good 
to the country. In the second place, the price of the 
seourities at the present moment is such that the sum 
of Rs. 6,50,000 can be invested in three and half per 
ceni. securities of the nominal value of Bs. 11 lakhs. 
‘We shall thus have an income of over Rs. 85,000 a 
year from this fund, and that income will be 
immediately available. 1 have not as yet prepared 
&detailed scheme. But I may tell the Senate that 
I have decided that the money should be applied for 
the promotion of technological studies and research 
and that it should be associated with the great 
gifts of Sir Hashbahary Ghose and Sir Taraknath

The gift of Mr. Palit is lutely unique in the hi 
of Uuiversity education in this country, and they feel aure that 
the Government of India will be to supplement it by an 
at least equal amount to enable the University to carry oub 
the scheme in its entirety, especially, in view of Ще faab 
that the University has already agreed to contribute 24 Inkhe oat 
of its own very limited savings. am desired to add that a ryme 
pathetic and grneraus attitude on the puit of tbe Government 
of India towarde the object which Мг. Palit bad at heart, cannot 
fail greatly to influence publio sentiment and may not improbably 
induce other wealthy gentlemen to found similar eudowments for 
the encouragement of higher teaching. 

3. The second subject to which the Vice-Chenertlor and 
the Svndicate desire mo to draw. the attention of the Government 
of India is the acquisition of the Flah Market situated to the 
south of the Senste House and emat of the new University 
buildings. "This site is urgently ueeded for further extension 
of University buildings. There can also be по doubt that frum a 
sanitary paint of viow the market ought not to be tolerated in ite 

reaent piece immediately to the north bf the Medical 

ospital and to the east of the hostels for medical students amd 
— d studente. The purpose for which. the property 
is tegu by the University may be brielty indicated. Tht 
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Universitv bas now definitely undertaken raduate teaching, 
and there can be little doubt that adva teaching for M.A., 
M.Se., Ph.D. anf D.Sc. degrees—for which the time ix fully 
ri must be concentrated in Calcutta, so far, at any rate, as 
Western Bengal is concerned. The etaudard preseribed by the 
Regulations for the degrees of Master and Doctor is vo high that 
adequate instrnetion in thia respect cannot be expected to be, im- 
parted bv private Colleges, possibly uot even by isolated Govern- 
ment Colleges, which have to bear the burden of numdergradunate 
teaching. Besides, the difficulty of securing the services of compe- 
tent teanhers for advanced instruction hax been found to be vo yreat 
that М.А. and M.Sc. instruction in severgl centres ів beyond 
the range of practical politics, Even in Calcutta, the Presidency 
College with an exceptionally strong teaching staff und up-to- 
date equipmeote, ie able to provide for the post-graduate teach- 
ing of no more than a very limited number of studenta in seleeted 
pe ont. of six subjects for the M.A. and M.Sc. Examinations. 
uder thes: eircuimstances, it ia not surprising that the arrange- 
ments made by tho University for post-graduate study have 
met with striking success. At the present moment, there are 
over 500 studeuts attending systematie courses of lectures on 
various М.А. snbjects under University Lecturers appointed and 
paid by the University ; aud there is reason to believe that their 
number will substantially increare nert session, If this large 
body of post-graduate studente is to be properly educated and 
under diseipline, the question. of lecture rooms, seminars 
zm hostel accommodation at once urges itself upon anr atten- 
tion. If the wite now occupied by the inarket were acquired 
for the University and a substantial grant made for the further 
extension of the University buildings, the need for which is 
already keenly felt, the question. of teaching and residence ‘of 
aate «иніспів would m a great measure Бе solved. 
has been estimated thet the acquisition of tha market would 
cont S lakhs of ru and another 7 lakhe would be required 
for the ргорижей buildings. 1 am directed to point out tha 
proposals for Ње acquisition of tha market have from time 
to time been discussed for several years past; meanwhile the 
valuc of the property has rapidly increased, and further delay 
would mean farther rise iu value and payment of a heavier sum 
as compensation to the owner. Immediate acquisition would, 
therefore, prove to be ultimately economical, since the Bsh 
market must be acquired soaner or hater for educational purposon, 
situated as it in in the heart of в locality studded on all sides 
with handsome educational buildings. 
4. The third point to which 1 am directed to Invite your 
attention, ia the completion of the University Law Collago Hoste} 
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buildings towards the erection of which the Government of 
india have gonerously made a grant of З lakhs of rupees (the 
lInnd having been acquired op ну University for a lakh and 8, 
half out of its own funda). The Vice-Chancellor and the Syndicate 
would ask fora grant of one lakh for furniture, fittings and 
appliances for the 175 students who will be in residence from 
June next, as well as for the extra cost of construetion of the 
building. The actual cost of the building hae exceeded the 
estimate, as the apparently solid ground turned oat to be in 
part a filled up tank, and the foundations. had to be laid very 
much deeper aud wider than the Engineers and the Government 
Architect had anticipated. 

5. The fourth point to which the Vice-Chancellor and the 
Fronte desire me to draw the attention of the Government is the 
University Library. The one lakh coutributed by the Government 
of India for the current year has been of + nesistance to the 
University ; but at least another lakh would be needed to bring 
the Library up to the requirements of Post-Graduate students 
and University Professors and Lecturers. The libraries in 
Calentta are singularly lacking in modern books, periodicals and 
transactions of leu. societies absolutely essential for advanced 
study and research work, The want in this respect could be 
mot to а considerable extent if another lakh was granted next 
financial year.

REPORT. 


We, the members of the Committee appointed by the Senate 
on the 18th February, 1922, to consider and report on the 
resolution of the Bengal Legislative Council regarding the 
formation of п Board of Education for the superintendence 
of Secondary Schools, general and vocational, beg to submit the 
following report :— 

In connection with the proposed formation of the Secon- 
dary Board, the following considerations should be kept in 
view :— 

I. Whatever may be the utility of the creation of a 
Secondary Board for High Schools from a theoretical standpoint, 
no practical man ean acquiesce in the formation until and unless 
the composition of the Board is definitely ascertained. The 
сопа оп and character of the Board will exert great influence 
on its working, and the University, as an academic jbody, must 
naturally lay «trees upon the maintenance of the principle that 
educationists should have a predominant share in guiding and 
controlling the educational system of the country. The attitude 
of the University to the proposed scheme will largely dopend 
upon the measure of recognition given to this principle. 


11. The next question that eomea for consideration ie 
the relation. of the University to the proposed Board. The 
connection between the University and the Schools—the growth 
of nearly three «quarters of a century—is necessarily very 
intimate, and: the University cannot agree to a proposal for the 
sudden breaking up of these ties without making any attempt to 
safeguard the interests of tho University from the larger educa- 
tional standpoint. Tho welfare of education as a whole demande 
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that the University should be adequately represented ou а Board 
appointed to direct the policy and superinteud the work of the 
institutions which provide the instruction Presto y to college 
education. Nor would it be desirable to ignore the long and 
varied experience posseseel by the members of the Univer- 
sity in this connection. 

ПЛ. The question of compensation due ta the University 
for the loss that it will sustain by the proposed change is 
another subject for consideration. The fees realised from the 
Matriculation candidates constitute one of the main sources of 
the income of the University and it will be dillieult, if not im- 
possible, fo conduct the University ou its present lines and 
particularly to maintain it as a teaching y if it is not 
compensated for the loss. 

The principle of в fundamental unity in national education 
should never be lost sight of in the re-organisation and re-con- 
struction of the existing system of educational adininistra-. 
tion. 

In the creation of a new system, this unity sbould be the 
main principle to be kept iu view and every attempt should bo 
made to maintain and develop it by securing organie eo-ordina- 
lion between its component. parts. 

Edueation in all grades should be looked upon as an organie 
whole and to try to remodel one part of this complex organism 
to the excinsion of other interrelated and interdependent parts, 
would defeat the main object of the attempted reform and might. 
also result iu unforseen and dangerous consequences. 


In the rosolution of the Council there is nothing to indicate 


the attitude of tbe Council in regard to the points mentioned 


above. We, therefore, advise the Beunte to aequiasco in'the for- 
mation of в Board of Education for Secondary Schools only on 
the distinct understanding that the conditions laid above are

' ing the constitution of the future Senate had been invited. 
| The Senate once reeorded their opinion in connection with the 
' consideration of the Sadler Commission Report. It appeared 
| that at the present moment there were some fresh reasons for 
| inviting their opinion А resolution was accepted by the Bengal 
| Legislative Council in which it was said that 80 per cent. of the 
members of the Senate should be elected. This was accepted 
without any reference to the different functions of the University. 
After very careful consideration for nearly two years the 
University Commission came to certain conclusions regardin 
the future constitution of the Governing Body.

The members of the Legislative Council, so far 
as [ have been able to gather from the debate, did not quite see 
the gravity of the situation and the complexities involved. We 
ought to be thankful to the Government for giving us an 
opportunity for expressing our opinion upon the matter.

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of an eminent British statesman. А British statesman on a 
particular occasion pointed out that when only one aspect of 
a matter was considered, andthe matter was not considered 
comprehensively, a right solution of the matter could not be 
arrived at.

This makes a substantial difference in the position; it 
implies that the electorate is to be made considerably wider 
than at present, for under section 7(2) of the Indian Univer- 
wities Act, 1904, the electorate comprises only graduates of not 
lesa than ten years’ standing, in addition to Dcetors and Masters 
in any Faculty: 

We assume that the term “Fellow” as used in the resolution 
has the sense which it bears in the Act of Incorporation, 1857, 
and the Indian Universities Act, 1904, namely, a member of 
the Senate which is the Body Corporate of the Uviversity.

The Government of Bengal are no doubt nware that after tho publication 
of the roport of the Oalonutt& University Commission, the Gorerament of 
india trequested the Seaato to consider the proposals mado by the Commission 
and to exproas their views thoreon. Tho recommendations of the Commission 
wero elaborately reviewed by the Counoll of Poat-Gradnate Teaching in Arta, 
by the Oounoil uf Post-Graduate Teaching in Solence, by a Committee of 
tho Senate, and finally by the Renato Коом. The ocbaerrations of the Bonato 
wero nitimately forwarded to tho Government of India. Thore was one 
fundamentel matter which was muoh ompboaised in the course of all thos 
disonantona, namely, the francial mma of tho schbome of reconstruction 
eatiinod by the Commission. Tho ta was unanimously of opinion that 
reconstroetion abonld sot be undertakan ualessa the fnancinl aspect of the 
sohema had baen investigated and the requisite fundis guaranteed. With this 
abject in view, the Senato, on the recommendation of the Syadicnte, dated 
6th Fobruary, 1020, adopted the following resolntion on the 28th February,

tioned. Since them, the Goverment of India hate ceased to have direct 
connection with the University, and under altered canditiona, it became 
asoesaary for the Univeraity authorities to consider what farther steps should 
be taken in the matter. On the 8th July, 1921, the Syndicate onanimonsl 
the resolution montioned in tho first paiagraph of thin letter whic 
ts mow being forwarded for cousideration of the Government of Bengal. 
The recommendation of the Syndicate was placed before the Senate for 
rat tion on the 8th August, 1921, but could net be discussed aa other 
, items of business occupied considerable timo, The recommendation of the 
ayndicate — came up before the tenate for conuakieration on the 
Sed September, 1921, when upon ^ motion of Rev, Dr. G. Howselle it was 


unanimously approred. 

It is not necessary to reiterata the importance of a fall enqniry Into the 
finaucial aspect of the schome of reform outlined by the Commission. Tr 
ig indisputable that requisite fands must bo yanranteed before the scheme 
of reconstruction of auch a magnitude ns hun been outlined by the Canmiastan 
could be taken In hand, with or withant modification. 

We- have made enquiries, and we learn that no reply has 
yet been received from the Government of Bengal. We have 
Do reason to believe that the Government do not desire to. 
‘eo-opsrate with the University in the investigation of the 
financial aspect of the proposals of the Sadler Commission, and 
of the financial arrangements which may be necessary in order 
to give effect to the main recommendations with or without 
Alterations. ТЕ is well khown that in the case of other Univer-

We propose to submit another report after we have exa- 
mined, in further detail, the questions which must arise in 
connection with the reconstitution of the University on the 
‘Minos of the report of the Sadler Commission. One of those 
questions id the relation between the Government and the 
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University, whieh is considered at engin in the report of 
the Commission ami  ráiges issues great тауу 
complexity. It is manifest that an investigation of this charae- 
ter cannot be hurried and shonld not be perfunctorily performed. 
The exact scope of the reference made by the Government iu 
the letter under коо; їз, — not 4 In 
paragraph 1 of the letter we find the following passage, after 
the statement that action along the lines laid down in ‘the. 
University of Calcutta Commission Report has not been possible 
owing to finaneial conditions : 

“it is now necessary to undertake certain preliminary work iu case 
uircumstances opable Governmont. to cuntemplate legislation in the near 
future.

Paragraph Z of the letter then invites reference to paragraphes

that the Government have already rejected the scheme framed 
by the Commission (a Coort and an Academie Body) and have 
decided upon maintenance of ove body for the discharge of both 
academic and administrative functions.

This, it will be noticed, is phrased їп more comprehensive 
terms, as the — used із, not “ the Senate ” but “ the 
University.” Taking the letter as a whole, the construction is, 
we think, fairly permissible that the Government desire to obtain 
the opinion of the University on the entire question afre- 
eonstruction and not merely upon the very limited point raised 
io the resolution adopted by the Council. 


It will be observed that the Government of Bengal in their 
letter under consideration us a desire. to receive the views 
of the Senate at an early . Since then a reminder has been 
received, dated the 12th October, 1938. In this eoaneation, 
it seems desirable that the relevant facte should be placed on 
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record. The resolution was adopted by the Bengal Legislative 
Couneil of the 5th July, 1921. It was not till the 9th August, 
1932, that the Government of Bengal addressed the University 
on the subject. Meanwhile, on the 23rd September, 1921, the 
University had written to the Government of Bengal, 
requesting their co-operation in the formation of a Committee 
for investigation of the financial details such as must be under- 
taken іо connection with any practical scheme, really intended 
for educational reform. ‘The letter of the 9th August, 1922, 
makes no reference at all to the finanaial aspect of any possible 
scheme of recoustruction, The letter was received on the 10th 
August, 1922, and was considered by the Syndicate on the 
day following. The Syndicate directed the lettér to be 
laced before the Senate, ns the views of the Senate were asked 
or on the subject. The Senate met on the 26th August, when 
they appointed the present Committee to deal with the matter. 
Wo regret that the time of the vear when the University was 
called upon to deal with a question of such gravity was not 
quite opportune, in as much as during the anr.ual holidays maby 
members of the Senate are usually absent from town, and it ts 
impracticable to secure their attendance at meetings. Meanwhile 
ou the 12th October, (922, in the middle of the holidays, а 
reminder :vas issued from Darjeeling that the views of the 
Senate might be forwarded at an early date. We cannot 
appreciate the ocecasion for such urgency, in view of the 
vious delay in taking action on the resolution passed in the 
islative Council in July, 1921, and also iu view of the 
statement in the first paragraph of the letter, dated the 9th 
August, 1922, to the effect that “ ££ is now necessary to under- 
take certain prattmenary work tn case cirounistances enable 
Government to contemplate legislation in the near future” ТЕ 
this was the position so recently as the Yth August, 1922, it 
seems necessary to enquire, what hag happened in the interval. 
We are bound to add that as в Committes, we have no official 
information as to what has happened in the meantime, but it 
has been brought to our notice that s Bill has already been 
embodying provisions which differ іл vital respecta 

the proposals of the Sadlar Commission. 

The situation, in our opinion, is aaloulated to give ri 
deep anxiety. It is well-known that onee a legislative ан 
has received the approval of the Government, as euch even at 
what is called a preliminary stage, iti» hardly useful to make 


efforte to secure в change of policy. There would be obvious 
to the case ucation, were Government; to 
a measure for the reconstruction of this University оп а 
plan which has not been thoronghly exami by 
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those whose experience — qualifies them to advise on 
the matters iu issue; the danger would be aggravated if the 
measure departed materially from the recommendations of the 
Sadler Commission, which were based upon a comprehensive 
survey of the entire situation. In these circumstances, we 
venture to think that it would be prudent on the part of the 
Senate, to endeavour to arrange without delay, for interviews 
by small deputations with the various authorities concerned in 
order to explain the situation fully to them from the point of 
view of tho University.

Asutosh Chaudhuri : 


Phat the matter he brought to the notice of His Excollency 
the Chaneellor with the request that a full onquiry be mado as to 
kow the Publicity Départment of the Govornment of Bengal 
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came lo request the Белдиѓес to publish the article in the Times 
Education 1t м relating to the financial condition of 
the Calcutta University." 


The Hon'ble the Vice-Chancellor :— Gentlemen, this meet- 
ing has been convened under Section 3, Chapter I of the Regula- 
tions, On receipt of the requisition which has been circulated, it 

e incumbent upon me to convene a meeting. 1 found 16 
stated in the second paragraph of the letter that the signatories 
were of opinion that the Senate should assemble without. delay, 
and in the third paragraph 1 found the request that a meeting 
might be corrvened as early as practicable. I, therefore, felt that 
it was mj~duty to convene a meeting as early as practicable. 
Sic Asutosh Chaudhuri has given notice of a motion. J call apon 
him to place his motion before the Senate. 


Sir Asutosh Chaudhuri :—Sir, the requisition on which 
this mecting has been called deals with the situation which tas 
been created, and the situation іч а grave one. Whatever may 
be said with regard to the Calcutta University, there is по doubt 
whatsoever that it ін а great institution, that it is one of 
the greatest inetitutions of this country, and that the position 
of Bengal is due to it. Wherever I have gone, in Ebgland or 
in the Continent, the Caleutta University is recoguised эв the 
University of India. It has taken steps which other Univer- 
sities have not taken so far. But I am not going to speak Pur- 
ther ав to the position it ocenpies in India, because we -know 
ај) what it is. We have had difficulties and we are struggling 
against them. Some say that our system is af fault. е 
geotlemen, the same charge has been laid against the Universities 
of Oxford and Cambridge. They are trying to modify their 
system, They are aleo 10 want of funds. hether our manage- 
ment has been » good one or not is a matter which is under 
enquiry. The Auditor has made a report and that report has 
' been sent to us for cousideration; a Committee hes been ap- 

inted which is going into the matter and it will answer, so 

е as practicable, from our point of view, as to what ought to 
have been done and what has not been done; if not done, why 
not done? ‘These arc matters whieh are under considera- 
tion. But it is strange that the Publicity Officer should: 
go out, of hie way and take an extraordinary step, requeetin 
а newepapor in this country to publish an article which 
merely a matter of opinion from the “Times Educational 
Supplement." The “Times” undoubtedly occupies a high 
position among the journals. But it does not occupy ө 
same position now ан it did before. Whatever № is, we do 
not know what. lel the Publicity Officer (о request the 
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© Bengalee " newspaper to publish the opinion of tbe © Times." 
Now, и Дж? at what has bappened. The Auditor’s 
report was sent to ив on the 26th August this year. Wo are 
considering the report; our report is now practically ready, and 
will be sent to Government as soon as it is accepted by the Senate. 
Pending that, what business had anybody, not to spesk of а rcs- 
ропа е ministry, to rush into print about the matter and ublish 
the observations of outsiders with regard to the University. I 
can quite understand that if a propaganda is being carried on 
against this University. This is a function which no 
ministry in any part of the world ought to take upon itself. Is 
it the policy of Government that the Caleutta University 
should be run down? If во, let Government proclaim it. It is 
not the businces of в ministry to ensure circulation of an opinion 
expressed by other people unless it is prepared t aecept that 
opinion as ite own. It seems to me that the step which has 
beg n taken ів а wrong ope—it is an extraordinary one. An 
ex planation ought to be forthcoming аз to why the Publicity 
Officer hag taken this step. The “ Bengalees " is quite clear in its 
statement that it was requested by the Publicity Officer to 

blish the article. I do not know under what Minister the 

ublieity Office is. 


The Hon'ble the Vice-Chancellor :—1t is under thereserv- 
ed department. 


Mir Asutosh Chaudhuri:—'Therefore in nn unreserved 
manner it publisbes an attack—a statement attacking the 
Calcutta University. Why the Publicity Office should have done 
so, wo do not know. It was extremely improper on the part of 
the Publicity Officer to rush into print and practically make the 
comment in the “ Times” а lever upon which to work against 
tbis University. 

Continuing the speaker eaid:—The “Times Edneational 
Supplement " is dated the 14th October of this year. I believe 
the mail steamer by which I came brought the paper and it 
arrived at Bombay on the 3rd November. 


Mr. Herambachandra Maitra :—So you brought the paper 
with you. 


Sir Asutosh Chaudhuri :—I did not send it to the Publicit 
Officer. It came with me, and it arrived in Calcutta on the 5th 
instant, unless an advance copy was obtained by the Publicit 

Office in some manner. The * Bengalec” published the article 
op Fnesday the 14th November. Therefore there waa no time 
lost. Gentlemen, wa need not enquire how the “Times” 
came to publish it. It is very curious that the article refers only 
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to certain matters which are against us. It makes no ‘reference 
to anything which is in oar favour. 


The Hon'ble the Vice-Chanceilor:— We are noi now 
concerned with the article. 


Sir Asutosh Chaudhuri then formally moved the followi 
resolution :—*' That the matter be bronght to the notice of His 
Excelleney the Chancellor with the request that a full enquiry 
be made as to how the Publicity Department of the Govern- 
ment of Bengal came to request the Hengalee to publish the 
article in the Zimes Educational Supplement relating to the 
financial condition of the Calcutta University." 


Mr. Manmathanath,. Ray seconded the motion. 


The Hon'ble the Vice-Chancellor:—I request the members 
to confine their speeches to the proposition 3n the Resolution 
and not bring in matters which are not relevant. The contents 
of tbe article in the “Times Educational Supplement ” are-not 
before us and they cannot be discussed here. As 1 read the 
motion, it asks the Senate to decide that this matter should be 
brought to the notice of His Excellency the Chancellor, with 
the request that he should make a full enquiry as to how the 
Publicity Officer of the Government came to request the 
ч Bengalee ” to re-publish the artiele. 


Rai Chunilal Bose, Bahadur :—I think that we are 
not pursuing the right course iu. this matter. From the state- 
mentin the papers which has been circulated to as, as well as 
from the speech of the Hon. Mover of the resolution, it 
that we are proceedinir on а certain statement made Бу the 
Editor of а paper which, so far as I sec, we bave rot taken . the 
trouble: to verify. In tbe first instance, we should know how 
some papers make irresponsibla stotements which, when | 
scrhtinised, are found not to be supported by facts. 1 have 
sean many instances in which: chargee against this Universi 
have been brought publicly in-cthe papers and we know about 
them simply beacuee they ‘have been published in tbe papers.

be one of those oases ; it may be that the over-zealous Editor of the 
paper might have made the statement without properly 
erutinising the matier; if sübjected to a searching enquiry, 
' probably some оог explanation will be fortheoming. y 

t is this. I think the Senate is rather a little 
n taking action in thie matter at this s I am аё one 
with the Hon. Mover y" — that ihe Government 
participate in action г motion iw open to serious 
consideration. Our duty in» the first place № to ascertain 
whether there is any truth in the allogation made by the paper. 
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In my humble opinion the right course we ought to adopt is 
to ask the Registrar to address offidially the Government of 
Bengal and ascertain how far the allegation made by the paper 
that the publication of the re-print was made.at the request 
of the Publicity Department was correct. When we receive 
the reply from Government, then it will ba time for the Senate 
to meet and consider this question and to adopt any resolution 
whieh it finds necessary and well-suited to the circumstances 
of the case. Before that, Г think we are a little hasty in our 
action, if we accept this resolution to-day. After all, it is 
quite possible that Government will deny any responsibility 
in the matter. lt.may be, Government may very well say 
we cannot be responsible for any personal act on the part of 
the Publicity Officer.

Dr. H. Suhrawardy :—1t is a reserved department. 


Sir Asutosh Chaudhuri: That is why I said ib acted in 
an upreserved way. 


Mr. Jatindranath Мага :—Is the Publicity Officer also 
Secretary to the Edneation Minister ? 


The Hon’ble the Vice-Chancellor :—We^have no official 
information. 


Mr. Jaminibhushan Ray :—After what we have heard from 
Sir Nilratan, I think the ease is clear. No amount of speech 
is required to show to the Senate whether Government is 
implicated in the matter. 


The Hon'ble the Vice-Chancellor :—1 no speech ік 
required, why do you make a speech ? 

Mr. Jaminibhushan Ray :—I shall do it in one minute. I 
want simply to say that I am very glad to support the motion 
of Sir Asutosh Chaudhuri so that we may request His Execlleney 
to enquire into it. 

Dr. H. Suhrawardy :—I am inclined to support the amend- 
ment of Rai Chunilal Hose, Bahadur. 


Rai Chunilal Bose, Bahadur :—I moved no amendment, 
I simply made some observations. 


Dr. H. Subrawardy :—It is desirable that the action of 
the Publicity Officer may be referred to the Government of 
Bengal before the Senate considered the desirability of addressing 
His Excellency the Chancellor on the subject. There is no 
doubt that we have now got the letter. , But still it is rather a 
ourious and unusual procedure adopted by the Editor of the 
paper that though the letter from the Publicity Office has been 
marked “ private,” it has been allowed to be made public by the 
, Editor of the “ Bengalee.” 

The Hon'ble the Vice-Chancellor :— We are not concerned 
with journalistic ethics here. 

Dr. E. Suhrawardy :—But we сап take action on journa- 
listia indiseretion. 

The Hon'ble the Vice-Chancellor :—I desire to state 
that. we have no right to address the Government of Bengal 
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in the reserved department, as to what may or may not 
have been done by the Publicity Otffieer. Chancellor 
of the University is the Head of the Government of Bengal; 
lf any action is to be taken, the proper course is to p 
the communication before the Chancellor. If he should 
take any action at all, it is for him to decide what action 
to take. 


Mr. G. С. Bose :—I am a signatory to the requisition. I 
do not know whether it is relevant on my part to ask if the 
“ Ben ? was the only paper which was asked or requested to 
publiah the matter, or whether any other paper. alko was 
similarly uested. I have information with me which if you 
wieh I can place before you. I want to know the opinion of the 
‘Vice-Chancellor if it is not out of order. 


Мг. H. O. Maitra :—Information is always welcome. 


The Hon'ble the Vice-Chancellor :—1f you are prepared 
to do what Sir Nilratan Sircar has done and hand over to me 
any letter that may be with you, you can speak. But if you 
simply desire to state what you have heard, then it will not. be 
relevant. 


Mr. G. C. Bose :—Т have not the letter with me 


The Hon'ble the Vice-Chancellor :——‘fhen you shonld not 
_ deal with the matter. 


Mr. М. N. Banerjee :—1 am of the same opinion with Rai 
Chunilal Bose, Bahadur. Of course from what we have heard from 
Sir Nilratan Sirear who has produced the D. O. letter, the only 
‘question that arisen ia Whether we should accept the D. О. letter 
and can rely on it. The late Dr. Sarvadhikari relied а great 
deal on a D. О. letter from Government. But he was told that 
it was.a D. О. letter and not an official letter. So I think we 
should not take action without going into the facts m detail aud 
ascertaining the truth. 


Mr. Khuda Buksh :—I do not understand the difference be- 
tween 5 D. O. letter and an official letter. The letter waa sent 
officially to the Editor of the * Bengalee.” You have also the 
information before — One thing is perfectly certain that the 
Publicity Officer ` done things’ which should not have been 
done, И ho wanted to criticise, the best course would have been 
to send the criticism to the University. This sort of action 
is not commendable on the part of Government. Government 
ought to have sent the article м the “Times Educational 
Supplement” to the Vioe-Chancellén То lend countenance to 
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‘the practice of circulating broadcast a hostile criticism of the 
University by sending the letter to the Editor is not worthy of 
‘any officer or any office. We should not hesitate to take action 
now. We ought not to wait and consider whether there is truth 
in the allegation. We have conclusive evidence. The action of 
the Senate is perfectly proper and the motion is perfectly just 
aud suited ty the purpose. 


The Hon'ble the Vice-Chancellor :—From what has fallen 
from Rai Bahadur Chunila] Bose, Sir Asutosh Chaudhuri, 
Dr. Suhrawardy and Dr. Banerjee and fiom a careful reading 
of the motion, it atrikes me that the proper phrase*in the motion 
is not the “ Publicity Department" bnt the “ Publicity Office ” of 
the Government of Bengal. Probably ** Department " is too 
comprehensive and as is suggested, an enquiry may show that no 
one in authority knows anything about it, that it was not done 
by зоуБоду in authority, but that it might have been done by 
some mischievous officer. The action taken by the Senate will 
give Government an opportunity to say so. 


Sir Asutosh Chaudhuri:—I should like to put in

Sir Asutosh Chaudhuri:—It is Chancellor in the reso- 
]ntion and not the Goveruor of Bengal. 


‘Mr. Manmathanath Кау :—Whether the Bengalee ів 
guilty of journalistic impropriety or not, or what is the implica- 
tion of a D. О. letter, we need not consider. But we ought to say 
this that the Bengatee has done `a rea! and a great service te 
the public by bringing to light the secret workings of the 
Government of Bengal against the University. 


The Hon'ble the Vice-Chancellor :—The “ Bengalee ” re. 
quires no certificate from you. 


Professor Hiralal Haldar:—We live to learn. In our 
younger days, propagandism by Government other than what 
ig involved in the ordinary course of party warfare was unknown. 
In those days the ways and methods of Government were aristo- 
cratic and dignified. Particularly since the war, propagandism 
by one country against &nother—ibe propagandism by the Allies 
against Germany and vice verea bas become somewhat common. 
Before now, however, nobody has ever hoard of the Government 
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of а country conducting a campaign against an institution of 
that country itself. 


The Hon'ble the Vice-Chancellor :—You are making an 
assumption. | 

Professor Haldar :—But that is true. 

The Hon'ble the Vice-Chancellor :—Do not make any 


assumption. When yon have found out the facts, you will have 
ample opportunity to make comments. 


Professor Haldar:—'l'hen it will be a phenomenon of 
scientific interest. 

The Hon'ble the Vice-Chancellor :— We sball investigate 
the phenomenon. 

The motion as altered was put to the vote and earried, only 
two members dissenting.

Dr. Bidhanchandra Ray :—May I inquire how it is that 
extracts from the Report of the Committee, which has been sent 
to us marked confidential, appeared in the * Statesman” last 
Tuesday occupying five columns and were commented on the 
following Thureday ; was any copy of the Report sent to the 
" Statesman "'? 


The Hon'ble the Vice-Chancellor :—As soon as the 
“ Statesman 5 came ont with several columns on this subject, the 
Registrar «addressed а letter, dated the 28th November, 1922, 
which I shall place before the Senate. 1% із аз follows :—'* Mv 
attention has n drawn to your issue of this (28th November) 
morning whioh contains extracts from the report submitted by 
a Committee of the Senate on a letter from the Government _of 
Bengal relating to the grant of financial assistance to the 
University. The report has not yet been considered by the Senate. 
Copies of the report supplied to the members. of the Senate 
were marked “ confidential till considered by the Senate” No 
copy was sent to you by this office for publication before the 
Senate could nwet to consider the report. І shall be obliged if 

ou will let me know how the report has come to be pabli 

by you before the meeting of the Senate."

comment. 


Sir Praphullachandra Ray, while moving that the Repert 
of the Goversineat Grant Cominitteo ba adopted, said : 

1 submit this report for adoption by the members of 
the Senate. I do not think ib is necessary to. indict a 
lengthy speech. Моге по because I confess: L lack the capacity. 
The report has been circulated, 1 hope, to the member in 
time, and, I trust, they had had ample time to go tbrough 
it, «s many momentous ixanes mre involved. In the first ple, 
I draw the attention of my colleagues to two points. ach 
capital has baen made in the Government letter of the report 
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of the Accountant-General on the finances of the University. It 
is asserted that the report reveals the fact that the financial 
administration of the University has been — but satis- 
factory. The report has been dealt with at some length in the 
report of the Committee, page 50, and I hope the perusal of it 
will convince apy unbiassed person that the Report of tbe 
Accountant-General, if it points to anything, points to the 
extreme inadequacy of the grants made to the University from 
public funds. The contributious by Government in the year 
1921.22, out of a total expenditure of $,69,793-4-6 in the 
Departments of Arts and Science, were Ke. 68,135— little over 
8 per cent. I leave it to my colleagues to consider whether the 
t is at all adequate. It will be in Ию memory of the mem- 

rs of the Senate that it fell to my lot to resist the proposal 
to saddle our eountrymen with additional expenses by increasing 
tbe examination feres of tbe poor students. My point was not 
in any way to paralyse the activities of the University but to 
force the hands of the Government. (Reads an extract.) The 
Accountaut-General does not sav that the University Funds 
have been misapplied or misappropriated. I now come to the 
conditions of the Government grant. <A perusal of the Govern- 
ment letter leads us to the conclusion that the Government 
desires to utilise the present financial embarresament. of the Uni- 
versity to obtain control over ite affairs in a manner not con- 
templated in the Indian Universities Aot of 1904. 16 reveals 
the attitude adopted by the Imperial Government since the year 
1912. It seems to me, Sir, that there is an unseen band working 
from behind with dark and sinister purposes since the year 19192 
onwards. While the Government of India had been putting: off 
the claims of financial assistance for the post-graduate scheme 
ou the score of want of funds, it could easily spare something 
like ten- crores of rupees or more for the eonstruction of new 
. Delbi. A well-informed Caléutta daily went to the length of 
‘abaracteriaing thie expenditure aa *' wicked waste." The Govern- 
ment of India ано could make up ita mind to earmark 150 crores 
of rapees — the next five years for the rehabilitation of the 
— One-hundredth of ít, i.e., one avd a half erore could 

litate the Univeraity. 


Mr. Manmathanath Ray: Even less. 


Continuing Sir Praphullachandra Ray said: Let us come 
to ihe Government of Bengal, which I find is the legal inhoritor 
of the noble traditions of Simla. What am 1 to sayof the Bengal 
— Council whieh woukl not give ux even 23 lacs of rupees Р 
Ya the first fruit of the so-called orms Act, an’ earnest of 
what was expected of an Indian member ae Minister of 
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"Education * In that саве, 1 am afraid, we have to exclaim, ond 
‘deliver us from such a reform." The Provincial Council eays ths 
it is the custodian of publie funda. The Council may grant 
five or six lacs if it comes to providing comfortable quartera 
for married Sergeants; tha Councillors nre quite willing to 
grant tivo or three Ines for Hospital Nurses’ quarters. Аге 
these things of far greater importance to Bengal than higher 
education ° 1 need not take up more time by dilating on this 
point. There are other and more veteran exponents. If I am 
zealous of seienthie education I never maintain that it should be 
carried on at the expense of culture. I am as much for the 
Humanities and Liberal Culture as for Seientifie Education. Cul- 
'ture and Science go hand in-hand. When 1 come to my own — 
of Science, I am apt to lose my balance of mind. can scareely 
restrain myself, 1 find that the people of Bengal in some shape. 
or other contributed sixty lacs For the College of Science ; iu 
endowments nlone—[I speak aubjeet to correction—it amounts to 
about forty-five lacs. Out of fees from my beloved poor students 
throughout Bengal we have got an much as ten Ines. Qut of 
other funds we have got something like five laos. АП this- 
roakes up sixty lacs. But the Government has given a precious 
grant of one lac and twenty thousand—twelve thonrand a, year. 
Is thie to be expected of a civilised Government, shen we have) 
to-make пр lost ground ? I hold in my hand the latest issue of a 
scientific уен DN Chemistry. Look at the number of original 
papers. ok at the record of one month’s work in Chemistry - 
atone ? It amounts to A88 original papers Бу as many authors, 
A list of authors is given їп alphabeti index. It re 
.only ‘one branch of science. There are similar activities in 
Physics,- Biology, Bacteriology, Botany, Physiclogy, and..so 
‘forth. -I need not amplify the names. There are several thou- 
sands of pa wblished in Europe, America, and Japan eve 
` month: ` What ix the contribution made by Indians? Barely 
ove or two. We nre practically nowhere if we take our students’ 
‘contributions in the scientific world. Such being the case, one 
‘might have ex ed of the Government of India, or of ite 
successor, the Government of Bengal, to come forward with x 
liberal grant to uphold us in this struggle we are making in 
aivancing the canse of Science ? Only this morning one of my 
colleagues, the Professor of Physical Chemistry, an a etadent 
of seience spoke to me with reference to the i сасу of equipment 
in the College of Science. Just two years ago, about this time, while 
Т was in London it was my privilege to attend a Conference of 
Chemists, at which papers on Colloid Chemistry and on otber 
enbiects were read, and amongst these rs there was one 
contributed by thie young friend of mine. Туз“ Млтгыв” remarked 
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that of all the papers read in the: Conference, the most important 
was the one by my young friend who need not be named. We 
were fortunate in securing his services on а pay, which is 
the initial pay of the Indian Educational Service. He was 
complaining to me this very morning that he could not send 
an order for a small table so that he might put up ap tug for 
making experiments. I, as reaponsible head of the Department, 
was taken to iask by the Education Minister, because I had 
ordered a few thousands worth of articles in anticipation. We 
have to anticipate orders for scientific apparatus et the Presidency 
College. If we have to order anything, ae is contemplated 
in the new scheme, we shall have to wait ih the ante- 
chamber, not only of the Minister but his advisors. I think 
we had better show a bold front. The conditions which 
have been imposed are so bumiliating, so gallingly derogatory 
to our self-respect, that we had better close down the concern, 
look up the gates of the University and go about the country 
for support. 1% appears that the Government has actually 
abdicated its function. Stra doctrines of Political Philo- 
sophy are being enunciated. ET are told that the primary 
function. of the Government of Lodis as well as of the 
Government of Bengal is the maintenance of “law and 
order." Hence they were very careful to see that only military 
expenditure and that of the Police of the Provincial 
Government were provided fer. Other departments might 
well be left to take care of themselves, to starve, to 
shiver in the eold shade of neglect. We cannot put ap 
with this state of things. Let the Government abdicate its 
function if it likes. I must play the role of- the professional 

г. Т have gone about the country with the beggar’s 
bowl. Tast year I got in this wav three lacs for Khulna 
famine. This year I have got more than five laca, I think 
the patriotism of Bengal will prove equal to the occasion if the 
Government adopte this strange attitude, Government was 
unstinted in its liberality when it came to decorate the ball 
room at tle Belvedere. А ve crisis is looming large in the 
horizon of our national intellectual progress. We are threatoned 
with a national disaster. So it behoves us to take concerted 
action and try our best to avert the calamity. We should gird 
up our loins and see that the noble heritage which has Gaon 
granted to us is not bartered for a mess of pottage. I feel 
very very strongly on this occasion. In the evening of my 
life I thought Г might hand down to our successors the lam 
which we have been able to light so very dimly, so that it 
might burn very brilliantly. That feeble light is about to be 


extioguished. ‘Chat is the reason why on this occasion I have 
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not been able to keep my vow of,silenee. Seldom or never 
have I taken any active part in the debates of the Senate. 
I was content simply with recording a silent vote. Ona 
memorable occasion, more than a century. ago, Каја Rammohan 
Ray, the maker of modern Bengal, nay of modern India, 
addressed a letter to the then Governor-General of India, Lord 
Amherst, saying that silence on hia part would be construed as. a 
great dereliction of duty. On that occasion the Шазылоив Raja 
pleaded the cause of Westoro Education, in the interest of not 
only literature and philosophy, but also in the interest of my 
own favourite subject, Chemistry. The appeal which he made 
in the interest of high education yet appeals to the heart of 
the later generations. We shall not go down on our knees. 
Let us go to the people of the country, headed by the Hon'ble 
the Vice-Chancellor and а deputation of the Senate, and make 
a house to house visit—or rather a visitation. Come what it 
may I am sure the cause of education will not suffer. I nged 
not speak further. I have said what 1 had to say and I could 
not keep myself under anything like restraint. 

About this barter of our birth-right, I should beg to 
read в very notable extract from the speech of Mr. Fisher, 
late Minister of Edueation in England. We have concluded 
our report with it, we cannot do better than to Jay special 
stress upon it. 1% is an inducement to refuse to accept any 
Government grant on humiliating terms. The Minister, of 
Education distinetly says that по one appreciates more fully 
than himself the vital importance of preserving the liberty and 
Butonomy of the University as laid down in the statute. I 
make a final appeal to the Education Minter to read 
and digest every word of the report and think twice before he 
pursnes the couree which he has contemplated. With these 
words I submit the report for adoption. . 

Bai Bahadur ‚ Dineschandra Sen seconded the 
motion, observing that every member of the Senate should be 
proud of this monumental report. 

The Hon’ble the Vice- cellor :—The matter із now 
open for discussion. 

Prof. Hiralal Haldar :—The report of the Committee should 
be ап eye-opener to many. Itisau effective reply to those who say 
that the University has wantonly and in unnecessarily bitter con- 
flict with the Government made arrangements for Post-Graduate 
teaching and research, What are tho main facts? The Aet 
of 1904 definitely requires thant the Calentta University should 
be a teaching University. Та accordance witb its provisions, 
arrangementa for Post-Graduate instruction were made as soon 
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as that Act came into force. Tha Government of India at first 
viewed with sympathy the efforts of the University iu this 
direction. For some reason or other that sympathy gradually 
changed into indifference and indifference into hostility. A 
strong and influential Committee was appointed to inquire into 
the teaching activities of the University. That Committee 
presented a uuanimous report. The Government of India inti- 
mated that they would be prepared to give their sanction to the 
recommendations of the Committee if the Senate accepted them. 
The Senate approved of the scheme and the organisation for Post- 
Graduate teaching came into boing. How then tan it be said 
that the Vice-Chancellor alone is responsible for the development 
that has taken place 7 It is not necessnry to be exegptionally 
talented to understand that in this imperfeet world nothing ean 
be done without шопех. While money was not wanting for the 
unnecessary creation of new Universities—uotbing was available 
for the premier University of India. Not only the Government 
of Endia did not help the University, but it а to allow it to 
help itself. ‘The Government rejected the proposal for increas- 
ing the examination fees. At this juncture an important change 
of scene took place. The Government of India made their exit. 
The Government of Bengal entered, looking very agreeable aud 
smiling most pleasantly. So biand was the emile that even a 
‘sedate man like Sir Nilratan Sirear was captivated. The out- 
look seamed to be bright and hopeful. This was in Februnry, 
1921. But in February, 1922, the smile most unaccountably 
was changed into a frown, and a few days later in March, came 
the famous outburst. March is, no doubt, a season of thunder- 
storms, but so sudden a thunder clap on the very first day of the 
month was scarcely expected. “Thoughtless expansion,” “almost a 
criminal act,” exclaimed the Minister of Education ! But'inspite of 
this indictment, the Vice-Chancellor is not in the prisoner's dock. 
On the contrary be happens to be in excellent company, in the 
company of no less а man than the renowned philosopher, 
Edward Caird. The result of his efforts to reform the University 
of Glasgow is thus stated by his biographera—'' There ensued 
a rapid and large development of teaching power in the Univer- 
sity. А great many lecturers and assistanis were appointed, 
more eub were taught, and the ways in which subjects could 
be chosen and grouped for degrees are now not easily ‘numbered. 
Morcover, the iufluence exerted by the large vo unger staff of 
lecturers and assistants проп both the Professors and {ће undor- 
graduates is, to put it modestly, informing for the latter and 
stimulating for both,” By what etrange mischan ce їн it that 


е praiseworthy in Glasgow becomes criminal in 
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If, after the vituperation of March and July last, the money 
voted by the Council had safely arrived, it would have been some 
consolation. But it is not withiu sight, and we poor teachers of 
ihe University are still starving. There isa Bengalee saying 
"Dos, wait in expectation until the month of Pous, rice will 
be given to you then." The month of Рона is coming. I 
wonder whether the Minister of Education is going to give 
us rice then. 


Why the letter of the 23rd August was written is а mys- 
tery. The best course for the Government would bave been, 
as Principal Bose suggested ot the time, to send the report 
of the Aecountaut-General to the University with the request 
that necessary action might be taken. If the object of the 
Government really was to improve the financial position of the 
University, they committed a sad blunder іп writing а letter 
like that. If, on the other hand, their object was to humi- 
liate the University, they have admirably succeeded in achiexing 
that purpose. Г have heard people asking why the University 
conld not accept the conditions of the Government, some of 
which at any rate were not unreasonable. The answer is that 
they could not be accepted because they are presented, as an 
ultimatum. ‘No self-respecting body that values its freedom 
сай tamely submit to dictation. - Sir, they in the Ministry of 
Education would do well to study Psyahology a little. They 
will then understand that it is not easy fora solf-respectin 
man or a self-respecting body of men to accede to deman 
made at the point of the bayonet. 


| Although the University;Jeannot sell its birth right for a 
mess of pottage, we are not obstructive in spirit and are -not 
unwilling to do what we can, to put our house in order. OF 
our own motion, we have in the budget rules adopted most of 
the suggestione of the Accountant-General. "There bas been a 
large réduction of expenditure in the Post-Graduate depart- 
ment. The Government haa absolutely no cause of complaint 
now. Then why keep up the strife any longer? As I said on 
a former occasion, if there be good will and an honest. desire to 
settle differences, the whole difficulty can be easily surmount- 
ed within a short time. Where thare is a will there is a way. 
Eliminnte porsonal considerations, do uot ask to humiliate the 
University, nnd there will be no further difficulty. С appeal to 
the Minister of Education to take а broad ашынан таа view 
of Ме whole quostion and to remember that tho р ofa 
country depends more on University education of right 
type than on primary education. [ cannot think that the 
Minister of Educatiou really wishes to go down to posterity as 
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the man daring whose time the Calcutta University was ruined. 
The poliey he is purauing is dangerous. It has brought him 
to the very verge of the tnexpiable sin of killing his own «/ma 
mater, the greatest University of Indi. It is to be hoped 
that he will be saved from this disgrace even at ihe cleventh 
Hour. ` 


Rai Bahadur Dr. Chunila] Bose :—1 very much regret I 
have not been able to agree in many of the findings of my col- 
) leagues. Therefore, 1 cannot support the resolution which bas been 
moved. In the first place, what appears to me the most regrettable 
thing is that the Committee gut an opportunity to improve the 
relutions between this University and the Government and it 
has let that opportunity slip. Next, the line of action which 
the Committee recommended to the Nenate for adoption is 
one whieb, in my opinion, is furtber widening the gulf, and the 
very strained relations between the parties will make it impos- 
sible to advance the caise of higher education in the province. 
Зо much has bean за about the conditions of the grant that I 
shall make only a few observations on that matter. The grant 
is conditional. Every grant made for any purpose is almost. 
invariably conditional. The grants which the Governmant of 
India hae hitherto made to the Calcutta University, or the grants 
which we bave received from private persons, were all subject to 
_Gértain conditions which we never hesitated to accept. The 
‚ Committee have advised us to reject the grant, because it in 
| conditional. Bat there is nothing in the conditions which 
‚ makes the grant unacceptable. In the first place, in the Gov- 
| ernment letter the advice has been given, which is based on the 
report of the Aecountant-General who finds certain irregularities ` 
in the system of our keeping accounts, framing budgets, aud. 
ecording Proceedings, that our system of keeping accounts 
should be put in order. Therefore the Government imposes 
the condition- that the accounts shoukl be kept. properly 
and our house should be put in order. This is at least 
one. of the-few conditions. Now, as rde the balance 
sheot and the: proceedings, во far ва the conditions are 
eoneerned, we have already adopted certain budgat rules 
which, I think, for the most part eomply with many 
of those conditions, so that I /do not think there is 
any cause for quarrel between us and the Government in 
this matter. In sll fairness it must be said that the 
irregularities and the defects noticed by the Accountant- 
1, in amta of the pleadings of the Committee and the 
arguments put forward in «defence, do exist, and itis only . 
reasonable to accept certain budget rules whereby wo can put 
our house in order. You should not ineur any oxpenditure for 
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examination fees of the stndénte. When this proposal was 
brought before the Senate, it was my privilege to oppose it, 
altbougb the opposition was in a minority sud the majority 
earried it. After that a very strong agitation was set on foot 
all over the country and there were also protests in the papers, 

inst the action of the Senate. The agitation was carried on 

over the provinee. Can you blame the Government in refasing 
the proposal of the Ѕепаѓе 1ш deference to public opinion? These 
are some points in the findings o£ the Committee, in which 1 do 
net agree. There is another matter—the Committee onght to 
have come to a constructive conclusion instead of coming te the 
conclusion that we should reject the Grovernmeut Graut. 

The Hon'ble the Vice-Chanceltor :—No, we have not 
' rejected it. i 

Dr. Bose :—'The Committee should have made some friend] 

‚ Suggestions aa to how to meet the present deficit. This T think 
18 what we expected of the Committee. Beforo the Senate accepts 
this resolution, I would simply ask tor the assurance how the 
deficit is to be mude up. Otherwise, it would not. he wise for 
_ the Senate to adopt this course. 


Rev. Dr. J. Watt:—What will be the position of the 
Senate if the resolution is accepted in the terms in which Sir P. 
C. Hay has proposed it ? Does it mean that the grant will be 
‚ efused on conditione offered ? 


The Hon'ble the Vice-Chancellor:—] am not in the 
secrets of the Government of Bengal. Why assume that if the 
Senate were to say that it is not prepared to accept the condi- 
tione, the Government of Bengal would say—here is the rifle at 
, your head and we would shoot you down ? 


Rev. Dr. С. Howells :—1 ат sorry Dr. Chuni Lal Bose does 
not see his way to accept the main contentions of the report. It 
fe, undonbtedly - а ^sonnd principle that no institution skould 

d money beyond Из income. ‘That applies to individual 
institutions and also to Government. When wo hear that the 
Government of Bengal has a defieit of some 87 lacs, and 
when it comes to us with a very superior air and reeks to chastise 
um for the few lace that we have gone beyond our income, it ia 
only hnman nature to reply— Physician heal thysolf." ЛЬ any 
rate it does not strike me that the Government of Bengal is in a 
strong position there. Ae to the conditions, I firet thought that 
they might be aceepted by the University with a little protest, But 
the more J studied the matter and the more it. waa discussed on the 
Committee, the more it became perfectly clear to me that thera 
was s spirit behind these conditions that was really dangerous 
to our existence as an autonomous institution. We have these 
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conditions to-day. Accept them and to-morrow the conditions 
will be much more rigid. In order to get rid of the temporary 
diffienlty should we yield and до against the best. traditions: of 
University administration all over the World ? Instead of remain- 
ing an autonomous institution seliould the University become a 
department of the Goveroament? At any rate, as educationists, 
we. should feel very little interest in being simply а, Government. 
Department. The conditions and specially the spirit behind them 
are against the. traditions of progressive Universities all over the 
World. In view of all the facts placed before you in the 
report, can a single autonomous University of standing in the 
Weatern World, for instance, accept conslitions of this kind? 
Oxford and Cambridge would certainly reject them without 
hesitation and влу—“ We will go on as an inefficient 
inatitntion rather than yield to conditions of this kind." I 
admit we shall be in diffienlty. But it seems to me that we 
shall have a great deal more of publie sympathy than hitherto, 
when the fucts will hecome known after the publication of this 
report. І до not think for а moment that the people of Bengal 
wil) consider that we have done our duty if we sell our birth 
right in this matter. When Sir DP. C. Ray spoke of the 
&ibility of appealing to the people of Bengal and going 
rom door to door with the Vice-Chancellor at the head of the 
procession, I noticed there was a little smile, yet the University 
must have real national support. Its defenee must Бе based on 
the support of the people. We, Welsh people for inetance, 
look back with pride when more. than 20 vears ago the tiret 
University College was established in Wales; it was a feature of 
real pride to us thal one-fourth of the population contributed 
their-mite or something bigger than their mite to the foundation 
of what: was known at that time as the “ University College 
of Wales.” Surely rather than become a mere department of 
Government. with all its red tope, with all ite political expedients 
and mtrigues, we would rather go from door to door. Wer cannot 
yield to humiliating conditions. We are here to maintain the 
at principles that аге associated with University life, 
and it must be recognised. that when я University becomes a 
department of Government, thinge are too. often decidel from 
the standpoint not of education but of political expediency. 
Such an atmosphere is fatal to the real educational character of 
our institution or of any similar institution. - Therefore, while I 
‘deplore the difficulties of the tion, l. am strongly against 
| selling our convictions, It will be а betrayal of the great trust 
imposed on us as a University, if we yield, and with no small. 
t.I have come to the conelueion that we bave no alternative 

but. to refuse the conditione. 
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- Bir Asutosh Chaudhuri :—I accord this resolution my 


. whole-hearted support. 1 regret there has been a dissontient 


voice with regard to it. Y fear my honoured-friend has not 
very carefully stadied the report, so carefully as it deserves to 
be studied. The recommendations are set ont in the report 
‘and I do not find there ia such recommendation as referred to by 
bim, Conditions ought not to be imposed without consideration. 
Conditions may destroy the authority of the inatitntion. Antho- 
ritiea are cited in the report itself in support of this view. The 
‘Government. has laid down varions conditions. Do you think the 
University is devoid of common sense that it sanctions schemos 
for which there is no money fortheominz ? There is no 
ground for such complaint. Iu February, 1922, our letter said 
Money wan not ne Jor new work to he nudsriaken. Is it con- 
catvabie that the Government should have misunderstood it? 
We say there is во much in deficit. We do not want money for 
‘new schemes. We wanted money to meat the deficit. We said 
it was required to meet liabilities which have been already 
incurred. Is there any indication in the letter, any ground for 
suspecting that it was intended for any other purpose? fae 
there been anythi g said or done by the University since 
that time which indicates that we wanted to expand the

Why are we forgetting the change which bas taken place 


"o far as the constitntion of the University ‘is concerned ? 
' When I саше out from England after finishing my career 


in the Cambridge University 1 thought onr systom de- 
fective. The Calentta University was said to have been 
founded ‘upon the basis of the Lon on University. I examined 
that statement, I remember having apokon in the Albert Hall 
when I likened the Calcutta University to a cabbage. In those 
daya the Celeutta University was very much like a cab ө 
—оое of the quickest and completeat of verntables without 
much substance. So faras the London! University was con- 
cerned ‘they had elected Fellows. I described the Fellowship 
here &s the last rag of dignity in the gift of the Crown. That 
was one of the reasons which I believe led tho Government to 
say, “we ehall allow the gradnates of Calcutta toeloot." | am one 
of the four Graduates who were elected at the very first eleotion. 
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regulations under that Act,—I was a member of the Senate 
then. We did our best to frame regulations but we were late. 
Without extendiuz the time the. Government disre ей . the ` 
resolutions ns framed by us as they were incomplete and appointed 
a Committee for the purpose of framing the regulations 
Chapter XI of the Regulations says that there здай бе Post- 
Gradnate Teaching in Aris and Science. Grants came from Lord 
Curzon. From 1904 to 1910 and 1911 we received grants. 
Then question arose what was to be done about Post-Graduate 
Studies. The watter was referred by the Government toa 
Committee calle the Post-Graduate Committee. In 1916 the 
Post-Graduate Committee made its report. The Government 
wanted it. to be placed before the Senate and the Senate 
approved of that report. -The Government then sanctioned 
that scheme. The report set out the details of the work that 
was being done. ‘The Government having sanctioned this 
in September, 1917, the University established Post-Graduate 
teaching. Now І ask— was Post-Graduate teaching established 
without the sanction and support of the Government? И we 
have sinned by taking up the work, we have sinned at the 
instigation of the Government. But we have not sinned and we. 
olaim to have done good work with the sympathetic support of 
Government. We expected the Government to support us. We 
made frequeut appeals. When these appeals were made, was 
there a straightforward refusal at any time? There were 
ambiguous replies—“ your appeal will be conaidered in connection 
with other educational requirements." This is the way 
they went on putting us off. In the meantime, you know 
what happened. New Delbi is being erected, but there № no 
money for the Calcutta University. e asked for money for 
& good Chemical Laboratory for the Presidency College, but 
no mousy was forthcoming although there was plenty of poner 
for the ball room at Belvedere called the “Darbar Hall.” o 
Р and the Govornment^ knew very well that during 
1919 and 1920 there would be a deficit. The reason for the 
deficit is fully set out in the report. There was а leakage of 
University questions which involved us in loss to the extent of 
60 thousand Rupees, That was unforeseen. Then there was 
the Non-co-operation movement and our fees fell off. The 
‘University pointed out that Е to the Non-co-operation move- 

ere were protests that we had 
exaggerated the cifeot of the movement. We had not done eo. 
A careful note was made to show how. the matter stood, which 
bas not been challenged by any onc. The University bad 
expected that their income would continue to grow but the 
Non-ao-operatiun movement sapped our strength. We believed

that finavcial help would be forthcoming from the Government 
but it did not. соте, We have starved, but have not ceased 
to live. The University will Нуе long and live to grow and 
bring glory to the country. What we have said in t report 
now before you is this. We have asked the Government— will 
you kindly give us help? We want your help. What are the 
conditions to be impose! ? Can the Government say—we pay во 
much to yon but you must not teach the Vedanta, or the 
Quoran? Cnt down such and such branches of study. Can it 
claim to have that rigbt ? We ask—Is money, forthcoming to 
give effect to the Act? We regret this bas been lost sigrht of. 
1 am tempted to cite the case of а big Zemindar *who did not 
grudge paying laes in htigation but curtailed bis fish allowance 
of six annasa day. Ав For a friendly talk with the Minister, 
which ' has been suggested, what will be the friendly talk about ? 
Friendly talks are sometimes effective. They are particularly 
effective in domestic affairs. The boudoir is a very desirable 
place for settling domestic disputes. But with терага to publie 
matters, & private confereuce has never proved to be useful. I 
refer Rai Bahadur Dr. Chunilal Bose to the policy enunciated by 
Mr. Herbert Fisher as Minister of Education of Great Britain, 
which bas been quoted with approval by the Royal Commis- 
sion :—'' No one appreciates more fully than -myself the vital 
importance of preserving the liberty and autonomy of the Uni- 
versities within the general linea laid down under their constitu- 
tion. The State is, in my opinion, not competeut to direct 
the work of education and disinterested resoarch which is 
carried ou by Universities, and tne responsibility for its conduct 
must rest solely with -their Governing Bodies and ‘Teachers. 
This ів a principle which bas always been observed in the 
distribution of the funds which Government has voted for sub- 
sidising University work ; so long as I have any band in sbap- 
ing the national system of education I intend to observe this 
principle.” This ia exactly what. we are saying. I refer you to 
another sage quoted from the report of the Royal Commission 

Sir Harcourt Butler in the Convocation address delivered by 
Ыга on the 4th November, 1922, as Chancellor of the University 
of Allahabad :— That the attempt of the State to control opinion 
in the Universities and Colleges broke down in 1658, aud was never 
revived, is a great fact that has distinguished our University eys- 
tem from that of France and Germany. It is в precious part of our 
intellectual and moral heritage as а nativo. If there were any 
danger that grants of publia money would lead to State interference 
with — in the Universities, it might be the less of two 
evils that they should decline in efficieney, rather than lose their 
independence in order to obtain adequate means. But the ways 
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of thought and feeling of the modern British Community are 
hostile to апу development in the direction of State control of 
the academic spirit, and the public granta already enjoyed by the 
old Scottish and new English Universities have not led to State 
interference with opinion and tendency in those Institutions." 
We ask the same to be done in our case. We are living from 
hand to mouth, This state of things is not confined to the poor 
Calcutta University alone but exists also in bigger ‘Universities. 
Has it ever been suggested to the English Universities that 
money was to be paid to them upon similar conditions? Sir 
Alfred Ewing, Vice-Chancellor and Principal of the University 
of Edinburgh, while dealing with the question of a Reserve 
Fund in a University, said :—'' I have vet to find the University 
which builds up а reserve fuud, as а submarine cable company 
builds up a reserve for the renewal of its cables, knowing that 
some day or other the crisis must come. Our poverty has made 
us opportunists; we live from hand to mouth. Probably „we 
are right to concentrate on present efficienoy—to take по 
thought for the morrow. If saving can be carried out only at 
the cost of usefulness we do well not (o save." Do they suffer 
from want of intelligence Bureaucratic interference is frequent- 
ly pettifogging and stupid red-tapiem, as the Zimes once said. 
Should we not be congratulated on our oo to the University ? 
Should Government raisea false issue and come and say tbat 
we must build a reserve? They know that as constituted we 
cannot now build it up so far as our fees are concerned. The 
Sadler Commission says that feo income is precarious. It must 
vary from vear to year. When we wanted to raise it Government 
felt it should yield to publie elamour against it and did not let 
us raise then. On their suggestion the tuition fees of the Post. 
Graduate classes have been raised, But the conscience of the 
Government sleeps from time to time. The Goveroment consider- 
ed our proposal for increasing the examination fees ns a desire to 
slaughter the innocents. I doubt if I made a wise suggestion 
while talking with a member of the Executive Council some years 
ago at Simla that an Indian should be made the Minister of 
Education in the Imperial Government, because education was a 
matter essentially о. =. I thought then that was the best thing 
todo. I do . ' know I should be prepared to support that in 
its entirely :.w because an English graduate. carries witk him 
the traditione of hie dwa Hater, Y regret matters now under 
discussion should have taken such an acrimonious turn. I fear 
there may be invisible banda in the matter, but although Ghosta 
тау be abroad they avoid open RE I think i! ié our duty 
to support thin report. I that you will accep! the- report 
which has to-day been presented to you. 
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Mr. K. К. Chanda :— We know the Minister cannot grant 
suy money without the sanction of.*the Council I do not 
know how the Minister has taken that attitede about imposing 
conditions. ‘There was no discussion about it at the time. Wa 
‘also find that he has made a deviation ; in гарови to our appeal 
for meeting the deficit of five lacs, oniy half that amount has ` 
been voted and the Minister directs us to pay the salaries 


of the teachers at once.

Mr. Herambachandra Жайга :—1 am sincerely gra 
our friend Dr. Chunilal Bose for having forcibly — 
to the Senate his view of the case. There is uo life whera 
there is no difference of opinion. May I invite the attention 
of the Senate to one fact of vital imporianeo which hns been 
pressed upon our attention and which, I am sorry to find, 

been lost sight of by my distinguished friend ? It is 
^ report of the Accountent-General, upon which is based tho 
grave charge that tho financial administration of the Univorxity 
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has been anything but satisfactory. This makes it necessary for 
us to consider the report very carefully. The Aceountant- 
General has stated that three lace out of n total deficit 
of five lacs and a half ‘is due {о vanses over which the 
University had no control. Shall we be far wrong in coming 
to the conclusion that the Goveroment, in declaring the 
financial administration of the University to be unsatisfactory 
on account of a deficit which hag leen so largely due to 
causes beyond our control, laboured under preconceptions of 
which 16 wae unable to divest itself in dealing with this question Р 
It is quite clear that it has not viewed things in the dry light 
of trath, If only the Government had followed the ordinary 
procedura of sending the report of the Accountant-General to the 
Syndieate and waiting for tts reply before giving judgment, 
there woull have been no occasion for this most. unhappy 
controversy, which no body laments more than I. It is most 
desirable that there should be a Friendly understanding between 
Government and the University. We nre vot free from short- 
comings. We nre human beings and ours is а haman institntion. 


` But let us place the report of the Accountant General 
апа the reply of the Committee eide by side, and say whether 


it in just to base a charge against the University on that report. 
My learned friend said that he was unable to give bis support to 
the views of the Committee in spite of its pleadings. But I find 
no “pleadings” in the Committee’s criticiain of the statements 
mada by the Accountant-General. I find an array of facts drawn 
up in & manner which made me recall to mind Lord Morley’s 
pronouncement on Burke’s Лерогё он the Lords? Journals, I may 
now cite the Committee's reply to the charge so often brought 
against us by the public that the University has been lavish in 
expenditare. I see not far from me a friend who on one occasion 
‘advieed us to economise in order thet wo might get ont of 
the difficult situation in which we are now placed, V sound 
advice. And what has the University done? It declared its readi- 
ness to economise before any criticiem hostile or friendly emanated 


Jom the Bengal Government. The Registrar зав in his letter 


of the 14th February last to Government: “ It is necessary to 
point out that no fresh liabilities are being incurred. Wherever 
practicable, vacancies on the staff have not been filled up; 
when it has been found absolutely necessary to fill up a тасапоу, 
& pergon has been appointed for the shortest poesible term, and 
on the lowest pay acceptable.” It is much to pe ware id 
that in spitu of this we shoukl be repeatedly told ‘thet 
the University has gone on increasing ex ture aud does not 
- to out dowu expenses. My friend Dr. Bose says that 
w ver there has been a grant of money, conditions have 
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been imposed; We are willing to aceept conditions consistent 
with self-respect. Governmeu! officers are deputed to examine 
our accounts, and they audit the accounts year after year for 
ten months in the year. In spite of this we are asked to send 
accounts to the Government every month. To do this would he 
to convert the University into a department of the Secretariat. 


1 wish to say а word on the post-graduate classes 
maintained by the University, from the point of view of Indian 
teachers. My illustrious friend Sir P. C. Ray has made 
out a саве for the Science College with greateability. I feel 
I ought to say something for the Univeraity classes in Arte. 
I once drew the attention of my learned friend Mr.‘James to the 
facet that the noblest sentences in Plato’s Пери ое vead like 
translations of the Unanurshads ; und he said it was the duty of 
Indian - scholars to point out these coincidences of the best 
thought of the Eust with the ‘eschings of great Western 
thinkers. We Indian teachers have something to say on the 
‘relations of the literature of our country to the literature of the 
West—we have something to вау on the tranaceodentaliem of 
Germany, England, and America from the [ndian point of view. 
The University — classes have proved an incentive 
to work on these lines for many of us, They have created 
opportunities of useful work for us whieh we did not before 
enjoy. 

We are grateful to the Committee for its thorongh investiga- 
tion of the questions involved. But J am constrained to say 1 
wish certain рее рев of the Report bad been omitted or altered. 
I confess 1 do not like the reference to inflated salaries aud bill 
allowances. If people in high places throw off the mantle of 
dignity in which they ought always to be clothed, we вя an 
academic body ought not to imitate their example,

J am reminded of these lines iu connection with sta 

made about the finances of the University by members pipi 
Bengal Legislative Couneil, by the Accountant-General and 
the Minister for Education, as well as the Raj Bahadur for 
whom T bavo preat respect and esteem, I listened very patiently 
to the utterances of the Rai Babadur, just as I very carefull 

studied the utterances of the members of the Banga} Legislative 
Council, and the Minister for Education, and tho port of the 
Aecountant-Guneral. The moro I have studied these, the more, 
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Sir, has the feeling been brought home to me, that, in the words 
of the poet, we have witflessed strange spectacles and seen strange 
sights. The first attack that was made by the Minister for 
Edueation on thie University,. was made when there was no 
occasion for it, as his department had not been attacked. The 
Minister is expected to be on tbe defensive only when his depart- 
ment is attacked, but strangely enough, on this occasion he went 
out of his way to attack the University. and eharge us with 
“miminal and thoughtless expansion of the Post-Graduate Depart- 
ment," without any occasion for it. Again, when the proposal 
for the appointment of a Committee to look into the finances of 
the University was made in the lengal Legislative Council, a 
member of the Council went the length of saying that it had 
been alleged that there were members of the Post-Gradaate ataff 
who were not equal to their work. Again, another member of 
tho Council said there were Post-Graduate teachers who had nei- 
ther the krowledye nor the training necessary for — their 
subjects. He also said that the unusually high percentage of passes 
at the Matriculation Examination revealed an abnormal state of 
things, as if sickness was the normal condition and a large per- 
centage of failures was consequently normal. Sir, such state- 
ments were fraught with the gravest consequences, and strange 
indeed is the sight we see and have been seeing for some time. 
Later on, another strange scene opened. The Accountant-General 
wrote a- report containing statements of an erroneous character. 
The Report now before the Senate fully shows that in connection 
with tbe Hamtanu Lahiri Fund and other things, the Aocountant- 
General has made erroneous statements, aud yet, the Minister 
for Education, without waiting to hear what we have to say 
` passed judgment on us to the effect that the financial adminis- 
tration of the University has been anything -Баё satisfactory. 
Sir, what shall 1 say ? When I consider the Rai Bahadur’s utter- 
ances, I am fully confirmed in my belief that we are seeing 
strange siglits. 1 yield to none in my loyalty to Government, 
not even to the i Bahador. You may ask me why I have 
singled him out. Because, Sir, as ex-Sheriff of Calcutta he із a 
most prominent citizen. I clim that though like him I am loyal 
to Government, snd render unto Cæsar the things that are Cesar's, 
I; render unto God the thi that are God's. Now, loyalty to 
truth is loyalty to God, and bence, if it is necessary, оп any 
occasion, in the interest of truth, to criticize Government, I am 
bound to do so. "The Roi Bahndur has said that the Heport of 
the Aecountant-General is that of an expert, and therefore ought 
to be accepted. But experte are human beings, and to orr is 
human, and the Accountant-General is not an exception to that. 
ТЬе has been conclusively proved in the Report of the Committee 
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now before the House. Then again the Rai. Bahadur has said 
thet the Government of India possibly refused to enhance the 
оба for the Matriculation and the Intermediate Examinations, 
because there was 2 popular clamour against it. But I ask the 
Rai Bahadur— Does he mean to hold the view that whatever the 
people clamour for is right—and Government should therefore 
aceept the views of the people on every occasion? Then Sir, it 
follows according to his logic that as the Non-co-operation 
movement was supported by a large section of the population, 
Government should hace associated itself with this movement so 
that the Government might go down to posterity em- 
blazoned in letters of gold, with those of the Non-eo-operation 
party. The Rai Bahadur will at опес.вее the absurdity of his 
contention. Again, the Rai Bahadur has faid that al] grants are 
conditional. Bant he has forgotten that there are conditions and 
conditions. The Minister for Education has laid down condi- 
tions, the acceptance of which would deal в death.blow to the 
freedom we possess as a corporate body, and to the rights which - 
we enjoy ва а University under tbe existing Acte. Аз an illus- 
trafion of this, I refer to the condition that we should send every 
month av account of our receipts and expenditure to Government: 
Now, Sir, while T find that, in the West, distinguished men have 
fighting for the freedom of Universities, passages from 
whose writings have been quoted in the Report now before the 
House, the Government of Beogal in the M inistry of Education 
wants to reduce the Calcutta University to a condition of 
slavery and servitude. Hence, Sir, 1 say, with all the emphas'

We have sepn, Sir, the Government of Bengal in the Minin- 
try of Education putting the coping stone on the proud Babel it 
bas been rearing, not on the plains of Shinar bat. on the plains of 
Bengal, by laying down eorditions which will fetier our f recdom, 
enslave us Кого у and put an end to our rights as а corpo- 
о EL rie — p hatically support. tbe resolution 
moved by Sir Р. C. Hay, for, believe то, the aecoptance of such 
conditione as have been laid down, not only is и. во 
far as some partienlar. one із concerued, but most undesirable, 
Гог. по ono should barter away his cherioned righta for a certain 
amount of money. Sir, the poet han said “we came to the 
ruina," It indicates the ruins of stateamanship. to reduce 
the University toa ntate of slavery. As the University haa 
problems of ita own to faco aml nolve, it must be granted a 

siderable measure of freedom and independence, for the 
University men, are just the men fitted by their spesial know- 
‘edge and experience to taokio such problems. Educational 
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problems and connected matters require edueationnl experts 
for their proper bandling and this is a vision which all 
ought to see if the interesta of the University are to be 
sate-guard ed. 

Мг. Khagendranath  Mitter:—Sir, I rise to speak 
with a sense of diffidence, because I am in the unenviable 
position of serving two masters. Whichever side I may 
take in this debate I cannot avoid the imputation of having 
an axe to grind. But I have п duty to those who elected 
me. On an өссазіоп like this when the very existence of 
the University is at stake, I shall not be justified iu recording 
a silent vote. 

Sir, the Report uf the*Committec is based ou two very strong 
and incontestable propositions. One of them is that we must bave 
education and the best amount of education. The other is that 
we must not tolerate interference from any outside authority. 
These two propositions will appeal to most peoplé. They will 
appeal to me and 1 hope they will appeal to you. But they are 
abstract propositions, and I would just suggest a little caution. 
The report has struck mo as ongatisfactory in this that 
it presents only one side of the case. This is very deplorable. 
АЙ aides of the case must be presented in order that nothing may 
eloud our vision, also in order that we may have a dis onate 
view of. the ease which is so very essential in thie oritical 
situation. The report gives the T that the Government is 
guilty of a dereliction of duty. It Баз never given money, 
and опг financial bankruptcy is entirely due to the fact 
that we are not receiving adequate assistance from the 
Government. To a certain extent it is true. I do not see 
how we can avoid the conclusion that the Government 
of India left us in the lurch. When our distinguished country- 
men made such magnificent endowmeuts for the Science 
College the Government of India did not supplement. their 
funds. Ido not know why. But the fact is there. We have 
not taken into account the difficulties of tho Minister of Educa- 
tion. When: the burden of this bankrupt: University fell 
upon the new Governmont of Bengal, there was not mush 
moncy at the disposal of the Government. Besides, there was 
a great volume of hostile opinion inside the Bengal Legislative 
Couneil, aud also outsido of it, against. the administration of the 
University. The Minister of- Education had to take ‘that into 
account. Now, if I am permitted to review the history of Post. 
Graduate teaching in thia University, I think it will be well: to 
refresh our mind. The Goverument imposed the condition and 
the Committee accepted it that there, was no prospect of any 
grant from tho Government in the near future.

Mr. Girischandra Bose—The Senate did not accept it. 


Mr. Mitter—Allow me to proceed, Sir; you will have 
your chance. The idea was in the mind of the Senators that the 
: Post-Graduate department should be self-supporting. 


The Hon'ble the Vice-Chancellor—No. 


Мг. Mitter—After the organisation of the Pust-Gradunte 
‘Teaching, the. first thing the University did was to go up to 
Government for the enhancement of the examination fees 
bat the Government did not загсе. I do not know why. 
-It may be in deference to popular opposition. Ог it may be 
due to the consideration that the Post-Graduate Department 
was based on the condition that the existing resources уси be 
utilised for its maintenance., Then, Sir, we find that as we were 
struggling, we were expanding. The Government warned 
us againet expansion beyond our means, still we went on 
expaudiog, like the frog in Æsops Fables till we burst. Sir, 

u have got your limite. I cannot accept the recommendations 
of Sir Р, C. Ray that the Science College should be an ideal 
college and the Post-Graduate Department should be an ideel 
Department even though there is no fund nt the disposal of 
the Government. 


I come now to the question of State-interference. The 
conditions attached to the Government Grant constitute, it is 
^, gaid, an undue interference with the freedom of the University 
Bud therefore “we cannot escape from. the conclusion,” says 
the report, ‘ that the acceptance of the conditions is not mere y 
‚ undesirable but impracticable.’ Sir, this argument is more 
| likely to succeed than the others, for some people will make ас 
‚ political capital ‘ont of it. In these days of ton-co-operation 
, And strikes a section of the publie will only be too glad. to 
; Glaim a body like the University into their ranks, But Sir, that 
is all the more reason why we should think twice before 
| takiog such a momentous step. Do the conditions really 
| constitute a restriction of our freedom as an academic 
| body ? First, let me ask, do the Government conditions 
imposed contemplate periodieal inspection by the Governmout? 
| Do they contemplate bureaucratie r5gulation ? Do the 
p propose to define the courses of study .for ив? 
| Do they put any restriction on the appointment of the staff 
‚ог on the freedom of opinion or religious or political oreed 
lof the Lecturers? This—any one of these things—will 
‘gonatitute State interference and I shonld be the last person 
to suggest that the University should sell its academie freedom 
for & mess of pottage. All the conditions mentioned in the 
Government letter relate to control of finance. We should 
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not expand, they desire, till our finances improve, we. should 
not appoint any lecturer in anticipation of sanction, lest 
further financial liabilities should be incurred, which we ean 
not meet. Budget estimates should be prepared in time 
so that the Senate may be able to exercise greater control 
on the funde of the University, the Board of Accounts should 
meet more frequently so that the autocratic methods of speu- 
оше nono may be put an end to. All these conditions’ 
without exception relate to finances and not to any academic 
matter whatsoever. Conditions are always irksome, and I 
agree with the opinion which the Committee has quoted in its 
Sed ө with approval, viz., ‘that with Government money given 
in large quantities will go Government control." Again “ while 
Government money will haveto be given to the Universities 
in large quantities and control exercised, such control means 
no more and no less than an assurance that the money is well 
nud properly spent.” The writer in the “Times Educational 
Supplement,” who bas been quoted in the Report before us, 
thinks that this assurance can be secured without any derogation 
from the dignity of the University. | 

I shall refer to one other point and I have done. This is a 
point to which Т refer with considerable hesitation, for Г am 
trying to touch upon а legal aspect of the question before. an: 
assembly in the composition of which perhaps the lawyer 
element preponderates. | 

Sir Asutosh Chaudhuri:—No, we are only 20 out of one 
hundred. | 

Mr. Mitter:—What is lost in quantity is gained in 
quality. | 

Sir Asutosh Chaudhuri :—We hope so. 


Mr. Миг (continuing) :—Sir, Г am referring to the 
legality of the refusal to- ас the Government offer to help 
the University in its financial crisis. Are we justified in reject- 
ing pecuniary help from- Government, when that help ia 
necessary to the very existence of the University ? My sub- 
mission is that we.are'nót. If sve ean carry on without State aid, 
it is quite up to ns ќо tell the Government—take off the condi. 
tions ur take away the contribution. But if we cannot do without 
it, then I venture to think it is not open to us to reject the offer 
of help. The Government of Bengal has granted ue two lacs 
and. а həlf and promises to a oh tbe Council for a further 
grant to wipe out our doficits. n we afford to do without 
these.grants ? The offer no doubt je hemmed in with conditions, 
which, let us admit for arguments вако, we cannot accept. 
Ie the University justified in spurning away tho offer? Sir, 
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you will-be able to answer the question better. We are merely 
man of the University for the time being. But my conten- 
tion m that the University has no right. The University is 
a national institution aod not our personal property. So when 
we cannot manage it, let others come who can. If we tind it 
beneath our dignity to accept the offer, those who will take 
our may Dot be of the same view. In апу case, the vote 
of. the nation is uecessary, before we can decide the question 
in the way in which we propose to do it to-day. We bave no 
power, Г bey to poiut ont, to shut up the University and go our 
own way. Itis a constitutional point which requires to be 
cleared up before we can record our vote for or against Sir P. C. 
Ray’s proposal. 

Mr. Manmathanath Bay:—I cannot agree with Mr. 
Mitter. Не is absolutely wrong when he says that the Com- 
‘mittee is opposed to any iuterference. As I read the report, the 
Committee Is anxious that no outside authority should hamper 
` Ње University in its work. Beyond this, the Committee did not 
go. Mr. Mitter says that there war a great volume of public 
opinion against the University and suggests that this circum- 
stance prevented the Minister from making an adequate grant 
to the University. I shall read to you an extract from the 
official report of the proceedings of the Bengal Council of the 
bith of July, 1822, when the demand for the grant of 2 lacs 
‘and 50 thousand Rupees to the University was under considera- 
ton. Mr. S. М. Mallik, the preseut Chairman of the Corpora- 
tion, who muet be taken to be в person in responsible positiou 
said: “To my mind, av you know, it ie best to take medicine in 
ao empty stomach. The University bas been going with an 
empty stomach for four months, and this ig just the time when 
we can give а drop of medicine. It will do them good, for 
is it not a fact that the Univursity has now соте down? Are 
there not apparent ‘signs of that? Whether they are willing 
Lo say that or noi, or whether their friends here во chose to 
admit it or.no&, the fact is that they bave come down. They 
have written a letter to say that they arc willing to oxpose 
all their accounts and give information to you. Why? It is 
only because of the hunger that is there. There is no question 
about that. They are coming down, and this № just tha time 
when we should give to them that help, Гог, after all, we sre 
the mightier body. It is the mighty who alone ean be relenting. 
And ie mightier of tho two ? We ean be relenting to those 
who are smaller than ourselves. yd ars now down on their 
knees sud asking for money. Is this not the time when we 
can be relenting?*" 1 ask Mr. Mitter, is this the publie 
opinion fo whieh he refers? Hai Babadur Chunilal Bose aleo 
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‘will no doubt appreciate the sentiment. There is the humiliating 
and unreasonable character of the conditions, but the Senate must 
also spurn а grant when it is accompanied with such sentiment, 
such sense of duty, such sense of decorum, and such sense of 
decency on tho part of those who hold the purse at the present 
moment. 


Mr. Girischandra Bose :—I was of opinion that it would 
be moro fitting if none of us, signatories to the report, epoke on 
this occasion. But опе of the signatories has already spoken.. 
The Report contains everything that could he said. 1 became 
“a member of the Senate when I was rather young, and I have 

own pretty old in its service, All along I have been a little 
it of a fighter. T did so fight on many occasions, even if 
single-handed, often without а seconder, have not yet got 
over that instinct of fighting. It is quite plain from the 
that I have signed. I have done it deliberately. My frjend 
ou the left (Dr Chunilal Bose) has offered opposition, which, I 
take it, is the sauce of tes. I thank him heartily for 
iviug an enzyme which has set up this fermentation. Every 
body seems to fal] foul of my friend Rai Bahadur Dr. Bose. 


Rai Bahadur Dr, Chunilal Bose :—1 never mind. 


Mr. Bose :—Everybody is taking hie name, saying rome 
thing against and very little for him. Не is quite welcome to 
express his views and his suggestion is that we shall be in a 
critical position if we do not accept two and a half. lues which 
have been offered, and we may have to shut up the University. 
Both he and Mr. Mitter reem to have forgotteu that the Act of 
‘Incorporation of 1857 bas laid down clearly that the Senate "ball 
have the entire management of and superintendence over the 
affairs, concerns and property of the eaid Uviversity.” We сац 
sell our assets, movable or immovable, if recessmry. The Rai 
Bahadur need nct be anxious as to how we proceed in 
. ease the Government withholds any grant. 


Sir Asutosh Chaudhari.:—The Government said that we 
could mortyage. - 


Mr. Hose:— We have so much power, Look at our 
limitations. We are required by the same Act to submit 
necountg once а gear to the Government for such examina- 
tion and audit as the Government may direct. We do submit 
sccounis every year; what more do they want? Jf the 
Senate have gone beyond their powers, I shall be the 
first to fight against the Senate. The Rai Bahadur is an 
estimable friend of mine `1 have & very diga respect for him. 
Bat I muet say that his fear ив to. how. the University would 
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be run, is pérhaps due to his want of appreciation of what 
‘the sons of Bengal are capable of. If ме do not accept 
the Goveroment grant I am sure we shall be able № гор the 
University. If Dr. Ray goes out with the begging bowl, 
he will be able to capture all Bengal, even India. As for 
posal to raise the examination fees, to whith reference has 
* made, when it came before the Senate many members of 
the Senate spoke in favour of it, but an‘amendment was moved 
by my humble self opposing the proposal, although my past 
experience was that rhaps it might fall through for the 
want of а seconder. was fortunate to get a seconder in my 
friend on the right, Dr. Ray, who is a friend of poor students. 
АП the members voted against the amendment excepting 
five. - . 
. 4A reference has been made to the past history of the inaugu- 
ration of the Post-graduate Department, in respect of which 
‘the position taken up by me at the time has, it seems been 
‘much misunderstood. Then, as now, I consider, the said Jepart- 
ment to be the crown of the University, withont which the Uni- 
versity will be a beadless lifeless corpse ; what I did oppose was 
not the creation of it, but its method of making the Post-graduate 
studies a close preserve of the University. The colleges which 
bad hitherto enjoyed the privilege were neednessly deprived of 
it to the detriment of their natural ambition for development 
and co-operation with the University. І take this opportunity 
of making a public declaration of my views to whieh I still 
adhere. К 


Sir Milratan Sircar :—I shall take only afew minutes to 
deal with one or two points which have been raised by. some of 
my friends. It has been said by Professor Mitter that the Post- 
Graduate Department bas gone on expanding and expanding 
regardless of consequences. Rai Bahadur Chunilal Bose also said 
that our expenditure has been increased without any heed to our 
resources. I emphatically repudiate the charge that we framed our 
budget without a proper examination of the possible sources of 
our revenne, But all verges are framed in anticipation of 
revenue and expenditure ovre were no exception. The 
deficit was caused by tihforescen  eireumstanees beyond our 
сопќто!. С. 

While framing our budget we could not ibly anticipate 
that there would be в Non-co-operation — noxt Lipid 
that would deprive us of а e sum. The Aoecouniant- 
General hae justly held that at: least three lace out of the 
deficit of five and a half lace were due to causes over which the 
University had no control. 
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. There were also other causes, such as for instance— 


. (1) the loss of revenue due to the starting of three new 
Universities in the former juriedietion of the Calcutta Univer- 
gity ; 

(2) the increase of expenditure on account of poet-War 
condition ; and = 

(3) the increase of expenditure on account of the leakage 
of question papers. Апу fair-minded oritie would easily find 
that our deficit was due to other causes than ¿od administration 
of our finances. 

Then as to the conditions of the gift. There are eight of them 
in one set aud six others in another, the latter being the 
recommendation made by the Acevantant-General. all 
these, the fifth and eighth of the first set are the most impértant. 
I donot wish to discuss the humiliating fifth condition which 
has already received much attention at this meeting. But the 
eighth condition is simply impossible and impracti -~ It runs 
thus :—'* All arrears of salaries and at least half the amount of the 
examinera’ remunerations amon e to Rs. 1,225,000 up to the 
30th June, 1922, should be forthwith paid." I would remind the 
Senate that we received the letter containing this condition by the 
end of August. The accumulated “all arrears of salaries” alone at 
that time would come up to close upon three Jaca and over and above ` 
that wo were to pay “forthwith” half the examiners’ remuneration, 
and all this out of a proposed gift of two laesand a half. Таш 

red to place the matter in the liauds of Rai Babadar Chunilal 
Bos mini Professor Mitter Гог the purpose of giving effect to the 
conditions, It ie in no refractory spirit that we reject the grant, 
but ib is impossible to act according to many of the directions. 


Mr. Jatindranath Maitra ;—Sir, at the fag end of this 
debate, I shall not detain you long. T like to draw the attention 
of the Senate to one particular point which bas up till now escaped 
the notice of the previous speakers. I woukl refer to the seeond 

graph of the letter from the Secretary, Government of Bengal, 
Education Department,—the letter which is the subject mattar 
of discussion at the present moment. The letter says—'' when 
the demand for a grant was made in the Legislative Couneil, 
during the Inst July session, there was a strong feeling that 
it should be rejeeted." Sir, the foregoing statement sceme 
to me not only not true, but it ja my impression that 
the truth is just the other way about. The of the 
Proceedings of фе Logislative Coungil embodying the discussion 
of thia particular matter, which I have got in my hand just 
now, would corroborate my statement. I find there were only- 
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The Hon'ble the Vice-Chancellor :—It is now incumbent 
upon me to sum up this debate. I deeply regret that I have 
to ask for your indul to give me a hearing after n 
have listened to Е far three hours. i do not deplore 
the difference of opinion which has been exhibited in the 
course of the debate, and though I have sometimes been 
described as a rather strict disciplinarian as regarde time-limit, 
ou this occasion I have given absoluie liberty of . speech, 
because I strongly felt that the freedom of the debate shonld 
be proportionate to the magnitude of the subjeet. І say in all 
&incerity that this is the greatest crisis in the history of this 
University, which 1 have witnessed during а period of 34 years 
that I have been privileged to sit ronnd this table. Different 
men seo the same subject in differant lights, and I hope you 
wil not consider me disrespectful if 1 were to set fotth m 
views freely and without reserve. I feel that if I did not sp 
out what appears to me to be the essential truth, I would*be 
guilty not only of disloyalty to my sima Mater, but of 
treasan to my country. 


Let us go back for a moment to the 18th February, 1929. 
That evening, at 9 o’clock, on my return home from 
the University, I found a letter addressed to me by the 
Minister of Education. It was marked “ confidential” and 
1 shall not accordingly read it out. In short, 16 contained a 
request that an application should be made by the University 
to the Government for financial asaistance on à moderate soale 
before the 15 February. It gave. me just one day; there 
' was no time to convene a meeting of the Senate, not even a 
meeting of the Syndicate. I confess frankly that my first 
impulse was to take full responsibility and reply that we did not 
-intend to make an application for financial assistance. You 
‘ might ask me, — should ever have thought so. Tho 
` events which had taken place in the preceding year had. 
‚ ereated such a deep impression on my:mind that this, I admit, 
was my first impulse. You ‘might ask me what had taken 
e during the preceding year. On the Sth February 
981, Sir Nilratan  Sircar, then Vice-Chancellor, had. 
directed the Registrar to send &pplications to the Government 
of "Bengal for fiusnoial assistance, after he hed bem- 
favourably impressed by a conversation be had with the 
"Minister of Education. I could not forget what had 
to those two applications. On the 15 November, nine months 
efter the letters bad been written, в reply had been reci 
which, to say the least, was not calculated to inspire hope. 
Government had pleaded bankruptey. Apparently, bBankruptoy 
is sinful when we are concerned, but it seoms to have a vory 
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different effect when ple higher up are concerned. The letter 
of the ]ith November, however, added that although the 
University bad not sent any application for immediate financial 
assistance in its distress, still the Government woukl be 
prepared to consider such an үк if made. The letter 
indicated a complete failure on the part of the authorities to 
appreciate that the University required funds to carry on the 
work already undertaken, namely, to pay the Post-Graduate 
teachers decently and to provide proper laboratories and work- 
shops for the Professors employed in terms of the great trusts 
created by Sir Taraknath Palit and Sir Rashbehary Ghose. 


This letter was on the whole a document of an extraordi- 
nary character, and if you scan it, яз Т am afraid many of you 
have not done, you will now be able to realise its full significance. 
You will find it stated that the help so proposed would ba 
given “ under certain conditions and subject to certain contin- 
gencies.” This was the fizst indication of a desire on the part of 
the Government to impose conditions in the event of a grant. 
The University had made applications to the Government 
after the Vice-Chancellor had felt impressed by his con- 
versation with the Minister of Edneation. What was the 
result? We were told after nine months had elapsed that the 
Government were not prepared to consider the questions raised. 
On the other hand, when they received the report of the Board 
of Accounts which, surveyed the whole situation and stated 
what the probable deficit would be at the end of the financial 
year, 1921-22, they recommended that we should renew our 
application in Jaunary with fuller details—ns if “ details” 
were not already in their possession. 


In these circumstances, I admit, my original impulse was to 
write апа say that we did not desire їо apply. If I had done that, 
robably all this controversy, all this АВ would have 
Бага avoided But surely the responsibility was reat. I did 
not also fully realise why it war expected that the application’ 
must be seot within 24 hours. Тһе application was, however, 
drawn up and forwarded on tlre 14th February, 19:2. That ів 
the ill-fated application which bas led to all this controveray. 
Remember, then, the letter of the 14th February wos sent on 
invitation. Tho matter ‘wav. as required by the Regulations, 
reported to the Syndicate at its next meeting. Tho Syndicate 
approved of the action which had been taken. We waited and 
waited. Patience has its limit. We waited. The Budgot 
estimates of the Bengal Government were produced, and need 
I say that not one single farthing was proposed to bo granted 
to the University to meet ita financia] difficulties? On the 
other hand, although there was no question of giving assistance 
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to the University under consideration of the Council, there. 
came в most deplorable attack on its administration from 
the Minister of Education. 1 shail make no .refereuce to that - 
matter. It formed the subject of enquiry and examination . 
by a Committee of the Senate and that chapter may well be 
taken as closed. In July, I heard that there would be a supple- ` 
. nentary Budget and а demand would be made by the Minister 
of Education for a grant of rupees two lacs and tty thousand 
to enable tha University to meet a deficit of fiza lacs and 
forty-three thousand rupees—I take the exact words from 
a copy of the Budget estimates. 1 frankly confess I could 
not apprectate at the time how a deficit of five lacs and forty- 
three thousand could be met with a grant of two laca and 
fifty thousand rnpees. | 


The eupplementary budget was brought before the isla- 
tive Council. Iam not an aseiduons student of the pr inge 
of that Council; but so far as the reports were published in the 
papers, we found that there was some little opposition, though 
thé majority was in fnvour of the grant. o conditions were 
mentioned at the time. The members of the Post-Graduate 
Department, atarving people they were, excited the sympathy 
of a member of the Council, and he did not lose the opportunity 
to indulge himself in cruel jokes at their expense. The teachers 
came to me and asked anxiously if the money was really coming. 
They were starving; they соц not feed their wives and 
children. I told them from what I heard that the money was 
got likely to como во easily ns they expected. I heard rumours 
that conditions would be imposed. These rumours were in tbe 
streets of Calcutta. I was even told what the conditions were 

‘likely to be—-zome of them would, in short, be impossible to 
comply with. 1 declined to believe the rumours. | 


On the 25th July, 1922, the Accountant-General submitted 
big report to the Government. We waited. On the 23rd 
August, 1922, just about tho time when the next following 
session of the Council had commenced, when it was impossible 
for any member to put in a question as to why the conditions 
were imposed, although they wore never mentioned when the 
grant was made, ‘the letter ander consideration was issued from 

в Education Department of the Government of Bengal. 
That letter contained a serious charge — the Senate of 
this Uoiveany The gravity of that charge has not been 

preoiated. hat, I ask, is that charge? Tho charge is 
that the financial management of this University has been far 
from. satisfactory, and that charge is sought to be su 

an appeal to the report of the Accountant-General. I 
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do not refer to the conditions at the present momënt. Do 
you suggest to me that when such a charge has been 
, made, we should take it lightly,—a charge alleged to be 
founded on the report of the Aecountant-General, which, in 
my judgment, taken along with other facts, does not really 
support the charge. It was a most astonishing procedure. / 
The Government of Bengal had received the report from 
. the Aecountant-General. They proceeded to pass a sentence 
of condemnation on the Senate of this University before 
we have had an opportunity even to read that report, 
to meet the criticisms which had been advanced by the 
Aecountant-General. Has such a thing ever happened in the 
history of this University, or, in the histoty of auy public 
Institution ? Why, I ask, was this done ? 


We next find that before the Senate could meet to 
consider the. report of the Accountant-General and the letter 
of tbe Government, the newspapers in Calcutta published 
both the documents. Clamours for the destraction of the 
University could be heard here and thee, and a friend of 
this University reported to me that there was a Tibetan 
dance in certain quarters. There, you find, is an assertion 
made by в responsible Government that the report of the 
Accountant-Gencral reveals that the financial management 
of the сеа has been far from satisfactory, and, well, the 
sentence of death is passed. The letter was copied from paper 
to paper. - All India read it. People in Northorn India, Southern 
India, Western and Central India read that seutence of condem- 
nation, before we, as members of the Senate, had any opportunity 
to consider that letter and that report. Was it а mere accident, 
‘or was it the result of design on the part of somebody who 
wanted to defame this. University? What followed? The letter 
travelled 6,000 miles across the scas to the British Isles, We find 
an article in the “ Times Educational Supplement," which bore 
internal evidence that 16 was inspired from, if поё manufactured 
, in, India. That article is published in the “Times Educational 
Supplement,” which is said to have a circulation of more 
than 20,000 copies, and each of these 20,000 subscribers 
reads that notorious article headed “ A Bankrupt University,’’— 
as if bankruptey is our monopoly. That article comes back 
across the seas to India. e are also not unaware of the 
attempt made by the Publicity Office of the Government 
.of Bengal to get that artiole circulated in newspapers in 
India, For. what purpose ? The design is obvious—to influence 

ре И this University, to carry ona campai 


publie opinion in у paign 
been launched against us, Do not take these 


ha 
of libel which had 
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things lightly. There is a sinister, perfidious campaign against 
this University. Who are the heroes we do not know,—thev 
may be men small, they may be men big. But a survey of the 
history of the last three months shows that there is а well- 
planned campai against this institution. This is the reason 
why the members of the Committee sat down to write this 
report, Our reputation has to be saved,—not our personal 
reputation, not so mach even the reputation of this University, 
as the reputation of the Bengali race. Our calumniatora forget 
that if this charge could be established, it would prove that we 
Bengalis are not fit for self-government, for has not this 
University for years largely been served and managed by the 
flower of the Bengali гасе ? 


Our difficulties have been enormous ; and sympathy, active 
sympathy has failed ua in quarters where we had a right to 
expect it and confidently reckoned un it. Magnify our delicien- 
cies if you eboose, but do not overlook the good that hasbeen 
accomplished. No friend of this University asserts that the 
institution which has thus been built up amidst many obstacles 
and difficulties does not admit of reform. But it claims recon- 
struction and development on the basis of x sound and generoua 
edneational nolicy not destruction or curtailment according. аз. 
administrators may desire. It requires help and nourishment. in. 
an amplo degree, not oecasional patronising compliments and . 
least of all, incessant criticiams and directions. It is, let me 
repeat, not a case of '' doles " to be given by way of accidental 
charity or compassion ; we bave an unanewerable claim on the 
public treasury. ' i 

it is, however, assumed that financial embarrnssment is 

an index of financial mismanegement, there is hardly an insti- 
tution to-day which would be above reproach —not even such 
august bodies as the Government of India and the Govern- 
ment of Bengal would escape unscathed, notwithstanding their 
boundless resources and unlimited powers of taxation. This is, 
‘however, only by the way. Let me return to our Report. Its 
š ation wasa supreme necessity. Wo have set out our views 
n the dosument. Pray read every sin line of it. Forget 
your station in life; make up your mind to learn the truth, to 
think the truth, to speak the truth, no matter who is hurt there- 
by. Let me assure you that, along with each and every, 
one of my colleagues who sat on the Committee, I take the fullest 
mensure of responsibility for everything contained in the report, 
for overy word and phrase that you will find there. We have spoken 
the truth, though truth ів not always pleasant; we have done it at 
the most critical point in the history of madern India. Take my 
solemn assurance that this report was not drawn np to please

anybody, high or low. We had one unalterable purpose in view, 
and that was to speak the truth fearlessly,-in the full belief that 
bting for the truth was the noblest sport the world afforded. 
truth must be known to everybody who has read that 
article in the “Times.” Truth must be out; it cannot be 
вц . It must be known to everyone in Bengal, in India. 
We must contradict that infamous attack on this University. 
If anybody is-hurt, we cannot help it. Let it not be forgotien 
thet it was nob we who launched the campaign. We have 
“always been on the defensive and we cannot hut repel an attack 
which, in our judgment, ts unjust. 


Now let us come to the contente of the Берагі. 1 do 
not propose to diseuss everything which ie set onf there. 
Many points have indeed been empliagised already: Let me, 
however, lay stress on one fandamental point. You have 
the specific statement of the Accountant-General that out of the 
deficits about three Des are traceable to cirenmstances over 
which the University had no control. 1 admire the courage of 
the Accountant-General, That fact ia often ignored. Why? 
Let us go back to 1921, Gentlemen who are not prepared to 
support the motion will, I trngt, remember what took place in 
the early months of that year. The Senate House was barricaded 
for dars. The Viee-Chancellor of the University stood at the 

for two hours, but he could not get an entrance. ‘Che 
candidates for the-University Examinations found it impossible 
ќо get in. А lady candidate was. openly insulted when she 
attempted to yet admission. It seemed to every law-abiding 
subject of His Majesty as if law and order had disappeared from 
what was once the capital of British India. What happoned to 
the Colleges? The students disappeared in а miraculous manner. 
Government Colleges, Missionary Colleges, Private Colleges 
found it im ible to keep control over their students. The 
nio sp . The students in the Post-Graduate elaeses and the 
nivérsity- Law College struck work. They were sent for. 
They were packed up in this hall—1,200 of them. They listened 
to the voice of reason of one man. Next day eighty per cent. of 
them returned to work. ‘The movement however spread in the 
mufassil. Students vanished from Colleges in Dacca and 
Mymensingh. ‘Students left the schools in Eastern. Bengal by 
hundreds. Where were the anthorities ? No one amongst them 
would venture to come ont and address the studenta at that 
time. 

The Vice-Chancellor and the members of the Syndicato 

i the  situntion; they  realied that thie теат 
certain ruio to the schools mod colleges, and that tho 
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University had received an almost death-blow at the bands 
of non-co-operation. Tt was thought expedient that a statė- 
ment should be drawn up. Wa sent round a cireular and we 
found out that forty-two per cent. of the students had disap- 
peared. People in high plares, very responsible persons they 
were, said that non-co-operation was oa the surface, tbat it was a 
dying cult and that the students would come back after the sum- 
mer vacation. Boat what happened? We discovered the facets 
which are set out in the Appendix to this Report. The position 
seemed appalling to any man, who was prepared to face the situ- 
, ation. The statement was submitted to the Chancellor. It was 

forwarded tp the Edneation Department of the Government, of 
Bengal We have, not learnt up to the present moment whether 
клу notice was at all taken; our letter was at any rate потег 
acknowledged. My learned friend Sir Asutosh Chandburi told, 
me:that my forecast was treated with contempt in high and 
responsible quarters, It was not во, however, with Lord 
Ronaldshay; when the etatement was submitted to him, 
he decided to go into the matter himself. He did во. 
І was authorised by him to make a publie statement, a 
statement before t Senate, because the position seem- 
ed to him to be of nosurpassable difficulty ; he wrote to mes 
long autograph letter, discussing the details and i with 
me in the view of the situation. The statement which then 
made is published in the Appendix. We sent copies of. that 
statement to tha Education partment of the Government af 
Bengal. We have not heard that any notice wasever taken. We 
have not been careless, we have acted with the utmost caution, but 
we have not been able to get othera to realise our difficulties. 
My gii office makes it impossible for me to have anything 
to do with polities; so I express no opinion about non-co-opera- 
tion ; I am free, however, to speak of ite destructive effect on our 
educational institutions. We gave re warnings, warnings 
which have never been ed. hy this aspect hae been 
ignored, I need not pause to enquire. .Does the Accountant- 

eneral's report really show that our financial management has 

en р Or does. 16 show that the present financial 
situation is due, to the extent of at least sixty per oent., to causes 
over.which we had no control? I assert, without fear of contra- 
diction, that the statement made in the Government letter, which 
was widely circulated, has no foundation iu fact. I am not cou- 
eermod with motives, but I do feel that at thet no condem- 
nation should have been parsed om us, The Government of 
Bengal would have acted wisely, if they did noteommit themselves 
te any opinion before they knew. what the University had got to 
say. ‘is the root question. The whole of the letter i» 
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doniinated by one idea, namely, that our financial management 
has been anything but sabisfactory, that our financial difficulties 
arè the result of our mismanagement; the inference follows thut 
we should not be trusted and should be put in chains. This is 
the eonelusion. If the charge of financial mismanagement does 
not hold food. where is the justification for the imposition of 
conditions ? 

I do not propose to discues all the pointe raised in the report 
óf the Accountant-General. We have dealt with them in our 
report, but there is one fundamental point which has not been 
mentioned bv speakera this evening. The Accountant-General 
has proceeded to criticise the cedneational activities of the 
University. І am constrained to enquire,- what are the func- 
tions of an Accountant-General ; what are the Functions of an 
auditor? ° Au auditor is an official whose duty it ia to receive and 
examine accounte of money in the hands of others, who verifies 


‚ them by reference to vouchera and has power to disallow 


charges incurred without anthority. Tt is not the function of an 
anditor or an Accountant-General to discuss the questiqn of 
policy of an institution. Where is the Accountaut-General, who 
will come forward to examine the accounts of the Government 


` of Bengal and szy,— you have a deficit of forty lacs, sixty lacs, 


ог eighty lacs, во уоп should not have fonr members of the 
Executive Council, or three Ministers, or eo mapy Divisional 
Commissioners, or District Officers, or Snperintendents of Police? 
Where is the Accountant-General who will come forward 


‚ and say that Mr. Montagu or Lord Chelmsford did not 


launch forth в wise policy ? Where is the Accountant-General 
who сап say, while auditing the accounts of the Milita 
Department,—you do not require so many officers or so mu 
artillery? Where is the Aceountant-General who, while examining 
the accounts of the railway system, сап say,—you do not 
require such в big establishment, eo many departments, officers, 
or, for the matter of that, so many engines? The Accountant- 
General is trotted out as % great authority on educational 
matters. But, I ask, ta he bere to review the educatioual policy 
of the University? That must be done by persons qualified 
for the task, conscious of the requirements of a t University 
for the "people of this country. Do not, pray, be fri 

his oritioisms of the educational policy of this University. 
He went beyond his mark, he made a grievous mistake, when 
-bo remarked that the ordinary function of this University was to 
hold examinations. The Accountant-General is an intimate 
friend of mine. He is no doubt п very capable and distinguished 
officer of the Finance Dopartment. "Bat University Education 
is not his speciality, І make no secret that read with 
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astonishment the venture thut he had made and I thought that 
we might probably beat some day that the Accountant-General. 
had walked into the Sanskrit Collage and said: “ You do not 
require so many Pandits.” But what will happen if Pandit 
Asutosh Sastri is sent about his business ? 

I must mention to you some of the extraordinary bluuders 
he has made, even while the Accountant-General was withia his 
province, I would refer you to his remarks about the Ramtanu 
Lahiri Fund. When I read them I said to myself that I must 
have forgotten the history of this University. I never knew that 
a farthing had contributed to that fund. The Accountant- 
General misconstrued the whole thing. Then, again, he 
knew nothing of .the work of the Carmichsel Professor, and, 
unconscioualy perhaps, he made the same mistake about the 
Carmichael] Professorsbip Fund. The people who have helped ua 
in that great work include neither members of the Government 
of Bengal nor the Aecountant.General. They are Sir John 
Marshall and Mr. Rama Prasad Chanda. 

Bat the portion of the Acconntant-General’s report that took 
my breath away was the charge with reference to the University 
College of Science. The Accountant-General has taken out three 
items, and he has said that, in each of these cases, the amount 
actually spent exceeded the budget graut. The inference, there- 
fore, ie that there has been a “ loot " in the University College of 
Science, and Sir P. C. Ray, Professor Ruman, and others have 
gone off their heada! But, really, does the Accountaat-General 
portray the whole picture? What about the other Departments ? 

hat about the next year? Why does not the Accountant- 
General mention that in all other departments the expenditure 
was kept within the budget te? We have fully met this 
charge in our report. <A friend of mine in the Accounts Depart- 
ment was justifying the Accountant-General. He waid that 
it was hie business to find faults, to condemn people and not 
to give praise even whore praise was due and legitimate. He 
then ve me a parallel, saying that wheo an Inspector of 
Schools or Call visited an itation, it was his business, 
at least во the Inspector thought, to tind faults nud criticise 
people, and never to praise anybody. But, unfortunately, tbe 
remarks of the Aecountant-General are apt to create the im- 
ression that there із а screw сове in every department of the 
ience College, and that scientists like Sir P. C. Ray, Professor 
Raman, пой others cannot be brought under control by the 
authorities. | 

Then, there is one other point which has not been 

touched upon by any one round this tabls, and that in about 
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the amalgamation of funds. I must at once point out 
that the University bas as many as 150 separate drawing 
accounts in the Imperial Bank, aud the assertion which is 
often emphatically made in many quarters that our fonds are 
all mixed up has the merit of being nntrae, In one portion of 
the Goverument letter, the University is asked to accept the 
suggestions of the Accountant-General. That expert officer 
este that some of the fands should be amalgamated. One 
of the conditions imposed by the Government, on the other band, 
is that the funda should not be mixed up. Whieh of these two 
suggestions should be carried ont? We cannut perform impossibi- 
lities. We cannot keep all our fonds separate and at the same 
time amalgamate some. But, really, whether wo have а separate 
drawing account in the Bank in re to each fund or not, has 
nothing to do with the question of financial stringenoy. It does 
not at any rate add a penny to the funde; it is merely a question 
of keeping accounts, We were fortunately able to fiud very 
weighty precedents for the course that we have adopted. Wo find 
that the Government of Bengal from timo to time received grants 
from the Imperial Government for the use of this and another 
University, which were merged to their own accounts and not 
kept separate for the benefit of the Institutions concerned. Do 
not imagine that I blame the Government of Bengal; I only 
say that example is better than precept. 
T come the conditions.—As we have demonstrated in our 
the conditions, taken as в whole, do disclose a desire 
on the part of the Government to obtain control over the affairs 
of the University in a manner not contemplated by the 
present law. І have already observed that the idea of imposing 
eonditions did not originate with the Government after the 
reocipt of the Accountant-General’s report. In thoir letter to thr 
University, dated the 15th November, 1921, the Government 
explicitly stated that any help that they might render to the 
Ünivermty would only be “ander certain conditions." And, 
should поб forget that the Accountant-General sub- 
mitted his report eight months after this letter had been written. 
No conditions were imposed by the Council, and а constitu- 
tional . question has been raised аз to whether the Minister has 
properly treated the members of the Council. I am not eure 
whether it is fortunate or'unfortuunate that I am not в member 
of the Bengal Legislative Council. One gentleman thus 
solemnly asked me, “ If you had been treated like that, 
what would you have done?" I only said, * Hed I been 
there, no Minister would have done so." However, let that 
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My friends Hai Babadyr Dr. Chunilal Bose and Mr: Kbageudra- 
nath Mitter have said, '* Aceept the conditions.” I regret I cannot 
act upon their advice. It is manifest that tbere are conditione 
which we cannot fulfil. These are conditions wbhich-—1 cannot 7 
make ont why—have not been mentioned by the Вы Bahadur or 
Mr. Mitter. We are asked to give the assurance that we 
shall carry out the recommendations of the Aceountant-General. 
One of the recommendations is that the deficit should be 
wiped out, І have поё got an Alladin's lamp at my disposal 
to work out that miracle; some future Vice-Chancellor may 

 perebanee have it and aceomplish the feat. But, really, how 
‘ara we to do it? Everybody knows that we have no eash 
available. The Government of Bengal propose to give us 24 
lakhs. If we accept the conditions, the Government may well 
-aak at once, " Have you wiped ont the deficit? Why have you 
not sold the Durbhanga Building ? Surely you shoukl have done 
that and adopted other simila: drastic measures to earrp out 
your undertaking." There ie, indeed, the gestion that 
we might mortyage our immovable property. All I can say 
ia that people live to learn. The Government of Beugal desired 
that we should make an application for finanoial assistance. 
Pursuant to that request, we sent an application. We asked for 
a grant, and nine months elapsed before we were offered an 
juadequate grant, clogged with conditions and accompanied by 
valuable advice and suggestions. What is the advice? Why, 
mortgage your immovable property. "We: can only turn 
round aud say, “Thank you, Sira, we do not n advice 
of that deseription," I am afraid we might find it ex, 
tremely difficult to find a mortgagee for the. Durbhanga Build- 
ing; but if any of my friends opposite will help us to dis 
рове’ of some of the University property, suob as books 
and laboratory appliances, he will earn the gratitude not only.of 
the present but also of every future — ri 
_ The Rai Bahadur asserted tbat; when private citizens made 
gifts, they also imposed conditions. When Sir Taraknath Palit 
sent for. mo and asked me whether we would aecept his gift, 
what conditions did he impose? . Did he "us to send 
aecounte to him every month? I admit that urged that 
his.money should be applied in the maintenance of Chairs which 
' should be bold only by Indians. Pray, do not for a moment 
overlook the spirit in which gifts are offered. Did Sir 
Taraknath Palit and Sir Raghbvhary Ghosh ever desire to insult 
ов or humiliate as? If the Government said that they p 
| to send us 45 lakhs in memory of Sir Hashbohary Ghosh, Sir 
| Taraknath Palit, or Kumar Guru Prosad Singh of Khaira, and 
made it a condition that the amount should be spent on the College 
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of Science; ib would be a matter of rejoicing, and we would 
never think that the condition was intended to embarrass us. 


Pray, do not be misguided by phrases. There are conditions 
‚ and conditions; the conditions which are proposed by the 
Government are, some of them, the badges of slavery. I would 
. urge all of you, as also those who desire to im pose conditions on us, 
to make а eareful stndy, in this connection, of the Report of the 
‘Royal Commission on the Universities of Oxford and Cambridge. 
Here let me emphasise in the clearest possible terms that under 
‚ the 466 of Incorporation, our accounts are audited annually by 
. officers deputed by the Government. That audit Баз been 
regularly conducted ever since the foundation of the University 
' and is an elaborate operation spread over several months. We 
welcome such audit of the accounta which we have to snbn.it 
` once in every year in accordance with the statute. But, why 
‹ this demand for the monthly submission of the accounts Р 
Ів it maintained that because the Government offer us financial 
assistance, they are entitled to utilise our embarrassment for the 
| purpose of poros conditions not contemplated by the statute ? 
e are all aware that the Government of Bengal have gecured 
from the Government of India a remission of sixty lacs a vear for 
three years, call it by any name you please, a grant, a gift or a 
. concession. Have the Government of Bengal furnished tlie Govern- 
ment of India with a written undertaking that. they will not 
embark upon new ventures till their finanees improve? Have the 
Government of India imposed the condition that the Government. 
of Bengal would submit monthly accounts to the authorities 
at Delhi and Simla forall time to come? Have the Imperial 
Goveroment asked the Local Government to surrender their 
autonomy even for a limited period, in return for the gift 

of one erore and eighty lace? 
` The truth is that the conditions whieh the Government seek 
to impose on the University disclose a most regrettable spirit 
of distrust. Let me assüre fon that I fully appreciate the 
responsibility of keepera of public funds, howsoever temporary 
or transient their custody ; they are always apt to be oppressed 
with anxiety .lest the funds. should be misused or misapplied. 
We, on the one hand, elaim to be treated as the trustees of a 
t national institution, who are able to realise their respon- 
litiea. On tho other band, we urge the custodians of the 
publie funds to realise the paramount need of a great University 
for the Indian people. We inaintain that wo havo accomplished 
good work and that our contribution to nation-building—highly 
ренче elsewhere—is not a negligible quantity. ТЕ the 
vernment are fully convinced that thia is true, and that 

t 
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ublic funds are at least as safe in our hands, as in theirs, let 

em give us money. If, on the other hand, they feel that 
our conduct has been dishonourable, that we Бате been wasteful 
spendthrifts, let them not trust us with money; for, deep 
distrust makes the giver and the taker alike miserable. 


It is fortunate for the diesenters that. our late lamented 
venerable friend Sir Gooroodass Banerjea is not here to-night, or 
else, [ assure you, this hall would have rong with his protest 

&inst the manner in which the University is being treated by 
tbe Government. Не would not have put up with it. He was 
sweet and amiable; but he was just, fearless, and self-respecting. 
It is fortunate that you have uot amongst you here the late Dr. 
Mahendrd Lal Sirear. 16 is fortunate that you have not amongst 
you the late Dr. Rashbehary Ghose. It is lucky, indeed, that you 
are able to treat the matter so lightly when they can по longer 
be amidst us. It is fortunate, I say again, that there is no 
longer amongst us Mr. Anandomohan Bose or Mr. Kalichurn 
Banurji, or Bengal would have reverberated with their voice 
of protest against the treatment of this University by the 
Government. ' 


‚ Take it from me that as long as there is one drop of blood iu | 
me, I will not participate in the humiliation of this University. 
This University will not be a manufactory of slaves. We want 
to think truly. We want to teach freedom. We shall inspire 
the rising generation with thoughts and ideas that are high and 
ennobling. We shall not be a of the Secretariat of the 
‘Government. Forget not that what ia offered is not even w 
periodical grant, much less a perpetual grant. What ie the 
offer? Two and a half laes! And you exar ерсе that yon 
should barter away your independence for it. Mr. Mitter mised a 
question of law. What authority, I ask, have we, who are 
assembled here to-night, to barter away for ever the rights and 
privileges of this University ? ‘What will Bengal say? What 
will India бау? What will the Post-Graduate teachers say? 
They will resign to-morrow. They will go into banishment 
rather than take money under these humiliating conditions. What 
will posterity вау? Will not future generations cry shame, 
that the Senate of the University of Caloutta bartered away 
their freedom for two and & half lacs of rupees? One of the 
dissenters said that he had to do hie duty towards his electors. 
1 have also my duty to perform towards that very constituenoy, 
for how oan I forget that I am the first Vice-Chancellor chosen 
from among the tatives of the graduates. If yon give 
me sla in Goo haan and money in the other, 1 despise the 
offer. "We will not take the money. Үе shall retrench and we 
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ahall live within our means. We shall go from door to door 
all through Bengal. We shall rouse the public conscience of 
Berigal, which has been lying dormant for some time past, and 
make the people of Bengal realise their responsibility for the 
maintenance. in a state of efficiency, of their cbief seat of 
learning, their potent instrument for the discovery and dissemi- 
nation of tmth in all departments of human activity. Our 
eause is just and we shall not submit to humiliating conditions. 
Our Post-graduate teachers would starve themselves, rather 
than give up their freedom. Do not, my friends, -believe for’s 
moment that there ix no Providence. If Scienze or Philosophy 
has taught you that, zet rid of the blunder. If it is the design 
of Providence that high edacation should disappear from Bengal, 
let His will be carried out, But I have an unalterable faith in 
Providence; that has been my one, sole inspiration tn momenta 
of trials and tribulations. Reaction is bound to come. I call 
upon vou, ая members of the Senate, to stand up for the rights of 
your University, Forget the Government. of Bengal. Forget. 
the Government of India. Do your duty as Senators of this 
University, as true sonn of vour Jima Mater. Freedom first, 
freedom second, freedom always—nothin, else will satisfy me.

Mr. P allachandra Guhe submits eleven papers in support 
of his candidature fcr the Doctorate of Science. 


The firet four of these sre joint pares with Sir P. C. Ray, 
three dealing with the interaction between mercurie nitrite and 
various substances of the mercapten type, and the fourth with 
the action of chloroform and similar substances on а compound 
of the same class, The conception of this work is mably 
due chiefly to Sir P. C. Ray and therefore, whilst papers 
supply evidence of the training aad experience of the candidate, 
bis claim for the doctorate must rest chiefly on the following 
contributions. 


The fifth paper was published independently in Sir A. 
Mookerjee's Silver Jubilee Volume. 1 describes experiments 
on the action of chloral and other chloro compounds on various 
derivatives of thiocarbonie acid. In this investigation several 
new substances were isolated but in zoch small quantities аз 
hardly to allow of nuslyzris or of more than tentative specala- 
tion as to their constitution. 


The sixth paper, published in the Journal of thea Amer.

to Under-Graduates.- He has to help Graduates т advanced 
studies and to help them in research work. That is what 
Post-Graduate means. It does not mean preparing a course 
of lectures for the First-year and Second-year, and from his 
prepared notes dictate the same thing to different sets of 
boys. Every teacher of the Post-Graduate Department must 
be up-to-date. He must study himself. Не must do original 
work himself. He must think, he must be an expert in 
that subject. Apropos of what Sir P. C. Ray said that 
you cannot get an expert for Rs. 200 a month, that is 
quite true, but according to our University Regulations 
there is the teaching profession to draw from. ey are 
drawing pay as teachers jn other colleges and Ks. 100 or 
Rs. 200 extra remuneration might draw some of them. 
Therefore that argument of Sir P. C. Ray does not hold 
good that you cannot get an expert on Rs. 200. 


Sir Prsphullachandra Ray: 1 said whole-time experts. 


Mr. Brajendralal Mitter: Despite what Sir Devaprasad 
Sarvadhikary bad said a practising lawyer can hardly find time 
to do other work, and for a Post-Graduate professor, you 
need time, you need leisure and you need scholarship. Mr. 
Van Manen had clearly pointed out that he was not making 
any reflection upon the capacity or scholarship of Mr. 
Banerjec. І make it quite clear that my opposition does not 
involve any reflection upon his capacity and his undoubted 
ability, but what I say is that it is impossible for a man 
like Mr. Banerjee with the work that he bas in the High 
Court, níter he devotes one and half hours to the Law Col- 
lege, to undertake also the Post-Graduate Lectureship. It 
ia impossible for Mr. Banerjee to have time and leiaure to 
be a competent teacher in the Post-Graduate Department. 
Mr. Radhakrishnan bad ssid that Mr. Banerjee had proved 
himself a successful teacher in that Department. I do not 
deny that. But what we are confronted with js this: 
When a vacancy has now arisen, why should we not look 
around to see И wo can gat a man in the teaching profes- 
віоп, Who can devote his time and his leisure to teaching in 
this Department and who can help students to advance 
wee Naa and research. For these reasons I oppose this 
motion.

He said there was no reason for putting “' strik- 
ingly '' before ‘‘ original. ” If it was original that would 
be sufficient. He thought ‘‘ strikingly '" original work 
was done once ina century. 

Prof. Jnanendranath Mukherjee seconded the amend- 
ment. . 
The Hon'ble. Mr. Ramaprasad Mookesjee: Оп а point 
of order. "When Bir Praphullachandra Hay agreed to work 
for tbe University without drawing any kind of allowance 
he rnade the condition which appears in the University 
Calendar at page 128. I do not know whether it was to 
be the Governing Body of the cope Trust or the Govern 
ing Body of the Science о whom the scheme is 
to be approved. If it be the — Body of the Palit 
Trust the whole scheme as well as the amendment have 
to be placed before the Palit 'Trust. It is not for the 
Senate to make any alterations in the scheme as suggest- 
ed by Sir Praphuilachandra Ray. 

Mr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee : 1 would point out that 
опе of the conditions ia that ihe University will from ita 
own funds make certain provisions. Во it i: not competent 
for tbe Palit Governing Body to pass resolutions. It is 
for the Senate to arrive at a decision. 

The Hon'ble Mr. Ramaprasad Mookerjee: It should 
be placed before the Palit Governing Body before it can 
be placed before the Senate. 

The Registrar: There is the letter from Bir Praphulla- 
chandra Ray. It is his wish to place it before the Senate. 

Mr. Pramathanath Banerjee: Is it necessary to have 
those words '' strikingly original ' in italics ? 

The Vice-Chancellor : И you are intending to move 
a second anendment you are out of order. 

Mr. Pramathsnath Banerjee: 1 am only meking an 
enquiry from the Chair as to why those words are in italics. 

The Reglsirar : They were underlined by some one 
who was responsible for sending that letter to the Univer- 


айу. 
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Prof. Ganesh Prasad: I must join issue with my 
friend Dr. Haldar. Ordinarily the word ** original ” is used 
but we also use ‘‘ very original," ‘‘ strikingly original," 
"quite original," ‘‘ exceptionally original." Sir Pra- 
phullachandra Ray is one of the greatest scientists òf India 
and a man of great experience in the matter of guiding 
research work. In the interests of the University and for 
the proper use of his endowment it should be made very 
clear to every possible candidate that the word “‘ original ` is 
intended to mean what it should, namely, really original. 
Therefore tbe addition of the adverb should not creste any 
inconvenience to any one. I don't want to say more than 
that. I fear that the purpose for which this endowment 
is being created and the objects of Sir Praphullachandra 
Ray will not be served otherwise. If we have five candi 
dates for «һе Sir Pruphullachandra Hay Scholarship in five 
different branches of Chemistry and award each of them 
one-fifth, then each of these gentlemen will get only Rs. 40 
per month. That is undesireable. We want to prevent 
undesirable men from becoming candidates. Therefore the 
word ''strikingly'' ix harmless there. I maintain that no 
useful purpose will be served by removing it. 

Mr. Charuchandra Biswas: If you refer to the letter 
of Sir Praphullachandra Ray you will find that he did not 
contemplate that the words ought to be limited or ns a 
matter of course to establish a very high standard when he 
founded the scholarship. No award shall be made unless 
they fulfil the above conditions. We have oo right to 
depreciate the standard by leaving out such essential words 
as we have here. 


Mr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee: We have had a most 
interesting debate, I should say a strikingly original debate, 
оп averyamall matter. Dr. Haldar says that it ia not 
possible for every research student to do something as 
strikingly original as Sir P. C. Ray or Sir C. V. Raman, but 
it ін for the student to strivo to do so. I opposo.the amend: 
ment ая wholly unnecessary. 


The ntiendment wae put to vote aud negatived. 


Mr. Jyotishohandra Mitra: I am sorry I have to propose 
an amendment to clause 4 (iii), where it says auch grants 
or contributions to be ordinarily not less than Es. 750 ond 
not moro thun Rs. 1,000." Why should the University

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comnmnait itself to any definite sum. My amendment is that 
these figures should be left out. I move this amendment 
on behalf of the Board of Accounts. АП these figures should 
go mit and we should not fix any amount. І ask for leave 
to move the omission of the words from ‘‘sach grants'' 
to * for each year.” 


Teave having been given, he moved the amendment 
fonually. 


He said: А grant to each Fellow ів to be given subject 
to the requirements of the Fellow and after considering the 
resources of the University. You need not do that now, 
because we have to provide funds for carrying out the re- 
searches. When we accept the endowment we have to provide 
the money, but I wonld not commit the University to any 
definite sum. I am prepared to grant Rs. 1,000 or even 
another sum of Ra. 500, but it all, depends upon the research 
work. I take it that some one will advise us asto what 
special sums we want for the purpose of research and the 
amount so recommended will be included in our estimates 
provided our resources permit. I do not want to commit 
the University to апу sum. І fully recognise that the 
University should make the necessary contribution to anable 
the Fellow to carry on his researches. 


Dr. W. А. Jenkins: I second this and in doing ко I 
wish to draw the attention of the Senate to the gloriousl y 
indecisive nature of the wording in paragraph (ifi). И 
means precisely what meaning you wish to put into it. In 
the first place it sáys that the University shall make such 
grants ак it inuy consider песезнагу and then it says *''Ordi- 
narily it should not be less than Rs. 750." Presumably the 
word ordinurily applies even to {ће Пн. 1,000, but this is 
not certain from the language. Tam not certnin whether 
Re. 1,000 ів a maximum beyond which you cannot go. The 
question is whether ''ordinarily'' applies also to tho Rs. 
1,000. As it ів worded it means anything. Т ів not even 
å guide to Ию Senate as to the wishes of the donor. I would 
put before the Senate that it is dexirablo to approach this 
question not from the point of view of the money the Uni- 
versity ought to give in comparison to what the donor has 
given, but froin the point of view of what in necessary for 
the particular holder in view of the research work that be 
is doing. There may be years in which he may require 
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only Rs. 250 and in that case why give him Rs. 750? At 
the same time there may be years in which he may require 
more than Rs. 5,000, in which case why prevent the frui- 
tion of his labours by not giving it to him? Therefore the 
amendment that is moved by Mr. Mitra deserves the 
attention of every member of the Senate. This, I think, 
i£ explained, would be approved of by the generous donor of 
the gift. It ineans that in accordance with the circumstan- 
ces and in accordance with the needs of the Fellows, the 
University will as far as possible provide facilities for 
carrying on research. There may be years when it will 
practically require nothing, in other words when be is able 
to carry on his research with the apparatus in the laboratory 
and chemicals in stock. There may be other years when 
he might svish to — expensive apparatus or chemi- 
cals. Therefore second Mr. Mitra's amendment that 
the University shall consider in all ita bearings the applica- 
tion as regards the needa ofa Fellow for his particular 
work and that it should grant it as far as it can in ассог- 
dance with its resources. 


Mr. Pramathanath Banerjee: It seems to me strikingly 
original that such m modest grant by the University as "Es. 
750 a year should be objected to. Му friend Mr. Mitra 
not uufrequently bas qualms of nance. 1 understand that 
what he says is that in some years the University may y 
the Fellow Rs 1,000 and more and in some years the Uni- 
verrity may not be in a position to pay even Rs. 750. I 
realise and appreciate that point of view. Dr. Jenkins says 
that the wording of the paragraph is ingloriously indecisive, 
but when in his speech he referred to the amount being 
dependent upon contingencies in accordance with tho expendi- 
ture and needs of the Fellows, I think his suggestion ів 
ingloriously indecisive. Sir Praphullachandra Ray's contri- 
bution to the domain of science nnd his great sacrifices in 
the cause of education particulurly in this University need 
no reiteration from me. They ure perfectly well known to 
the members of the Senate. Now what is the University 
offering bim? Not less than Ra. 750 and not more than 
Rs. 1,000 for each Fellow for euch year for the purpose of 
the carrying on of the research work by the Fellow. 1 have 
not heard а proposition like thisthat the needs of the Fellows 
should be met in accordance with the circumatances of the 
University. If the University isin a position to buy 
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more sppliances it will buy them, but this is the minimum 
that the University will be called apon to pay. From every 
point of view this is a definite statement which the Senato 
ought to accept. If notwithstanding the services of 
Sir Praphullachandra Ray and his remarkable generen 
you think you are not in a position to accept the gift, 
reject it, but you cannot amend it and you cannot make it 
ingloriously indecinive. 

Me. Charuchandra Biswas: If again you refer to the 
papers circulared to the Members of the Senate re: the acheme 
you will find that at p. 2, Sir Praphullachandra Ray wanted 
that the University should pay Rs. 1,000 per annum to each 
Fellow. That was the fixed amount that he wax asking 
for. What the Syndicate did was to refer the matter to 
the Board of Accounts for their opinion. What the Board 
said was this that in the opinion of the Волга the condition 
regarding the Rs. 1,000 should be modified in the following 
manner, that is to say, to take out all reference to nny 
amount. Then the matter came back to the Syndicate and 
the Syndicate thought that they could not accept the Board's 
opinion and the Syndicate decided to put a limit. The maxi- 
mum was to be Ra. 1,000 for each Fellow. Sir P. C. Ray 
had suggested Ra. 1,000. The matter was then referred 
to Sir P. C. Ray for bis opinion and he said he would pre. 
fer that it should be worded like this, not less than Ца. 
750, the minimum to be Jaid down below which the grant 
was not to be reduced. What the Syndicate did was to 
retain both the minimum and the maximam. I do not 
think there ouzht to be any objection to accepting it in the 
form that was adopted by tha Syndicate, ав Mr. Banerjee 
has said this does not prevent the University in any year 
from giving a larger amount and it only requires we must 
not make the minimum Re. 500. As regarde Dr. Jenkins‘ 
meticulous comment, probably the word *'*'ordinarily"' 
should be placed before the words “such grants." In that 
case there would have been no occasion for that remark. 

Mr. Binaykumar Ben: After listenning to Dr. Jenkine’ 
сеа and the discussion that had followed, we have seen 

e different points of view from which the indefinite 
character of the grant could be looked at. The Syndicate 
had tried to arrive atthe greatest common measure of 
definiteness that was possible under the circumatancen. 
We have got to remember the resources of the University 
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on the one hand and on the other, we havo to consider the 
needs of the research workers. It is a desirable condition 
that every year the research worker will be able to get 
Rs. 750 at least and Ца. 1,000 at the most, if the Univer- 
sity can pay it. I think this is the most sensible and most 
definite arrangement that can be arrived at. 


Prof. Praphullachandra Mitter: In opposing Mr. 
Jyotishchandra Mitra's amendment I would point out the 
great danger of leaving thin clause absolutely vague. Grants 
are given to Professors and Lecturers and they bave an 
opportunity of placing their requirements before 
the  3yndicate. The department of the Research 
Fellows will not be a department of the University 
and they will not have any opportunity of represent- 
ing their requirements. That is why Sir Praphulla- 
chandra Ray. has fixed the lowest limit beyond 
which the grant should not go. namely, Ба. 750. He felt 
that Rs. 1,000 might be necessary but if the contin- 
gency arose that the University has not the funds, Rs. 750 
is the minimum which should be assured to any 
research Fellow taking up research work. The clause 
as it stands with the word ‘“ ordinarily '" also provides for 
the contingency that in some years the University tay not 
have even Rs. 750 to spare and they have to give a smaller 
sum. That I think will be done in very exceptional 
circumstances and the fact that Sir Praphullachandra Ray 
bas donated about Rs. 90,000 for this purpose, will not be 
lost. sight of. 

Rev. Dr. G. Howells: Ido not think that Mr. Mitra's 
amendment is at all meceesary. At present by the use of 
the word ‘ ordinarily ° it ts sufficienly indefinite for 
anything. The University is not committet to paying even 
a single pice by the word ** ordinarily." It might drop the 

yment now and again if the University is in danger of 
— bankrupt as it was on опе occasion. 
The word '* ordinarily `` makes it wholly unnecessary to 
add anything else. That, to my mind, is itself glorioualy 
indefinite. Personally I would prefer that nothing should 
bo said here. If I was in a position to give anything to the 
University, I would be inclined to give it without any 
condition. ‘While we very much appreciate splendid gifts 
of thin kind, specinlly in view of the circumstances under 
which this particular gift has been given, if we get many 
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gifts of this character with such conditions attached to 
them,. there may be an embarrassment of riches which 
might make the University itself bankrupt. 


Mr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee: My objection against 
the amendment is that it is in itself of a etrikingly glorious- 
ly indecisive nature. May I read the clause as it now 
stands:  '' The University shkall from its own funds make 
such recurring and periodical grants or contributions as it 
may consider necessary. '' 

Rev. Dr. G. Howells: May consider anything or may 
consider nothing. 


Mr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee: | We should have '' ordi- 
narily " in both places. The anxiety was that if the 
research Fellow wanted more than Rs. 1,000, how is the 
University going to grant it? That, I think, will be pro- 
tected by putting in the word ‘‘ ordinarily ” algo before 
Rs. 1,000. 


Ме. Jyotishchandra Mitra’s aimendment that the figures 
be omitted was put to the vote and negatived. 


At the sugyestion of Prof. Herambachandra Maitra, 
the following verbal alterations were made in the last line 
of rules (tif), via., that the words ‘‘ for the............ Fellow” 
were replaced by the words ** in order to enable the Fellow 


фо carry on bis rescarches. 

The Hon'ble Mr. Ramaprasad Mookerico : I think this 
Fellowship should be named the Sir Praphullacbandra Ray 
Fellowship. He did not make it a condition but I think it 
ought to be made а condition. 


Prof. Praphallachandra Mitter seconded the proposal. 


Me. Jyotishchandra Mitra: 1 object to the scheme itself. 
It has been made out that us Sir Praphullachandra Ray has 
formulated the details of the avheme it should be accepted 
intact and no other body is competent to alter thar. Un- 
fortunately if we accept that position :we will stultify the 
position that we had taken up. in connection with the salary 
of Sir Praphullachandra Ray. The Accountant General of 
Bengal objected to the non-payinent of Income Tax on the 
Bs. 1,000 which is debitable to the Palit Trust and tho 
matter had № be taken up with the Income Tax Comtrnuis. 
sioner. We pointed out the letter from Bir Pruphullachandra 
Bay that-he will not tako sny salary and that hie salary is to 
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be utilised for the furtherance of: ‘esearch work in Chemistry, 
ог any other anbject which may be fixed by the Vice- 
Chancellor. We pointed out to the Income Tax Comunis- 
sioner that Sir Praphullachandra Ray has nothing todo with 
itand that we only make adjustments. No payment is made. 
The President of the Board of Accounts referred to other 
similar cases. We forwarded the letter and said that it 
has nothing to do with the salary and that the money ie 
entirely at our disposal. They said that the income tax 
should be paid but as the Accountant General ia not an 
authority we bad to carry on further correspondence witb 
the Income Tax Commissioner. We' sent him а copy of 
Sir Praphullachandra Ray's letter in justification of the 
position we took up and we said that it was only a question 
of account adjustment, transfer from one account to the 
other but no payment to anybody. 


Mr. Pramathanath Banerjee: Are we discussing Income 
Tax matters? 


The Vice-Chancellor: Не ін in order. На is leading 


up to the idea that we are not bound to accept Sir 
Praphullachandra Ray's proposal. 


Mr. Jyotishchandra Mitra: I say that it should be 
referred back so that the Governing Body and Vice- 
Chancellor should decide whether the money should be 
apent in this wav. The E vroposal must emnnate from the 

ice-Chancellor and the Governing Body and not under the 
terms of Sir Praphullachandra Ray's letter. Im view of the 
fact that we have got exemption from Income Tax we showld 
consider it as if it was our own money. The whole scheme 
must be formulated by the Vice-Chancellor and the 
Governing Body quite irrespective of what Sir Praphulla- 
chandra Ray might say. They might coneult his wishes, 
bnt the whole thing must emanate from the Vice-Chancellor 
and the Governing Body. |

In the death of Dr. Mahendranath Bonerjee, C.I.E., 
wo have lost the services of a loyal colleague, a brilliant 
administrator, а physician of eminence, und a gentleman 
whose suavity and ucbanity of manner rendered him lovable 
to all those who came in cantact with him. 


As a Fellow of the University of Calcutta since 1918, 
as а Member of the Faculty of Medicine, as a Member of 
the Syndicate, and as the first Principal of the first non- 
officia] medical college in Indio, namely, the Carmichael" 
Medical College, from 1916 to 1922, Dr. Banerjee rendered 
most eminent service to his profession. He also served 
as an additional member of the Imperial Legislative 
Council in 1916, an honour and privilege which few Indian 
medical men have enjoyed.

I mourn to-day not only the loss of a colleague, but 
also the loss of a personal friond of mine. Among the many 
pleasant recollections of Dr. Banerjco, I bavo greatoful re- 
collection of hia coming to the meeting of the Senate Һа 
on the Язга August this year, when, elthough in failing .

Sir C. V. Raman was the very 
first man to break all the rules which govern that — 
ment. When he took the instruments to the Science Asso- 
ciation nobody in the University knew about it. No per- 
mission was taken from tbe Governing Body and he was not 
authorised to take them away, but the apparatus were re- 
moved aud he «vas working with tho instruments at the 
Science Association. When he took leave nothing was 
known about 16 in the University, and there was no question 
of muking over charge of these instruments formally. 
When a person goes on leave he is supposed to make over 
charge of all the apparatus or other articles that remain in 
tne place where he was working. ИЦ without. tho authority 
of any опе tn the University the instruments are removed 
to some other building. bow can the University know ? 
Sir C. V. Raman did that, and now that the matter has 
como to our knowledge, instead of quarrelling over little 
technical pointe, we want to get back the instruments from 
him and we want to be satisfied that we get back all -our 
instruments.

Prof. Jnanendranath Mukherjee: I understand from : 


the agenda paper that Sir C. V. Raman has resigned his 
appointment and the Palit Governing Body has uccepted 
his resignation but 16 has to be held over till the instru- 
ments have been received back.

The Vice-Chancellor: It ia quite clear that the recom- 
mendation of the Palit Governing Body has been accepted 
by the Syndicate and placed before the Senate. The only 
difficulty that the Syndicate found was that Prof. Raman 
was not able to make over charge because the inventory 
of the items of instruments must be checked and gone into 
aud (һа: must take a little timc. As tho instruments and 
appliances were removed, they must be chécked with our 
Ledger book and all that the Syndicate wanted was that 
instead of having to come here again, we sbould give the 
Syndicate uuthority to accept the resignation provided that 
they are satisfied that the inventory is correct and that the 
things that belong to the University are returned by the 
Professor. Во far пк making over bis professorial duties 
are concerned, that haa been imade over when he went 
on leave as Mr. Mitra has pointed out, otherwise Prof. 
D, M. Bose could not have carried on the work.

The Vice-Chancellor then. ssid that the item for the 
special meeting of the Scnate was to consider the Budget 
Estimates for 1934-35 as prepared by the Board of Accounta, 
and be called upon Dr. Bidbanchandru Roy, President of the 
Board, to present tbe Budget Estimates for 1034-35. 


Dr. Bidhanchandra Roy, in presenting the Budget 
Estimates for 1934.35 sad : 

This is the 10th successive budget that I bave the honour 
to present to you юг your consideration. We have passed 
through various phases of uncertainty and depression, until 
the Oniversity obtained the sanction of the Government for 
a yearly grant of Rs. 3,60,000 in March, 1932. Before we 
pass on to the consideration of the Budget Estimates for the 
ensuing-vear, I may point out to the members of the Senate 
the fact that our Budget Lstimatea for the present year 
have been exceeded by the revised estimates that ure before 
you to-day. Іл the Feo Fund, for instance, tbe revised cati- 
mates are Rs. 2,830,000 more thun the Budget Estimates. 
Somehow and from somewhere 3,000 more students appeared 
for the Matriculation Examination, and 1,200 students more 
than wo estiinated for, appeared at the Т.А. and I.8c. Exa- 
minations. 

The Syndicate also directed that new books for 
the students ehould be selected and publiehed in the courso 
of the year and they were cold, with the result that while 
we estimate for total receipt from the sale proceeds of а qum 

‚ of Ra. 1,560,000 (ho actuala came up to 2,939,000. 
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year for the cquipment of shops and laboratories of these Pro- 
fessors. Therefore, the time has come when the Senate should 
realise tho position. If it be necessary the  investmente 
should be made other than in Government bonds ав provided 
for in the Trust Deed, so as to augment the receipts. The 
Trust Deed of the Khaira Fund provides as follows: 
‘provided that if the Senate should deem it beneficial] to the 
purpose of the endowment as hereinafter declared, they shall 
be at liberty to invest the proceeds of any part thereof in 
any form of investment authorised by law or in the purchase 
or mortgage of landed property within tbe municipal limits 
of Calcutta and ita suburbs.’’ This gives an opportunity 
for the University to augment the receipts under the Fund. 
Jf 6 lacs be invested пу’ mortgages, we can easily get a 
return of 7 per cent. or about 42 thousands of rupees. 


Thin will moan that the fund will become self-supporting. 


With regard to the amendments which bave been pro- 
posed by the Syndicate, all I need say at this stage is that 
when these amendments were proposed, the Board of 
Accounts had already prepared ther Budget Estimates and 
there waa no opportunity for them to consider these amend- 
ments in detail, The total amount that will have to be 
takon away from the closing bolance, И all these amend- 
ments are carried, is about Ив 4,000. At page 2 of the 
agenda there are two items, items Nos. 7 and 9, for which п 
certain explanation is nec . In these two iteme it 
is proposed to substitute higher figures for the lower figures 
budgetted for. I would only draw your attention to the 
fact that the liabilities under these two heads have already 

- been incurred, the money bad been provided for in the. 
Budget Estimates for 1938-34 and, therefore, there will 
bo no difficulty and wo shall not have to draw upon the 
closing balance. Leaving those two items out of account, 
the other items will mean only во increaso of Re. 4,000 which 
will havato be taken out of tho closing balance. 


With these words I movo that tho Budget Estimates as 
prepared by tho Board of Accounte be adopted.

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repaired, these repairs having been rendered necessary on 
account of the recent earthquake. The Executive Engineer 
has sent us two reminders and the estimates have already 
been accepted by the Works Committee. Then with regard 
to the Darbhanga Building : the top floor, as you know, 
ja the place where we hold our annual examinations. It 
accommodates some 750 atudents and the condition of that 
hall bas been far from satisfactory. The hall accommoda- 
tes а large number of examinees, and for that reason we 
consulted several experts of Meesrs. Martin & Co. and 
after a good deal of discussion we accepted estimates for 
certain repairs which will render the place more habitable in 
future, 


Then with regard to amendment No. 6 tbere are certain 
readjustments. Certain figurea which were proposed by the 
Departments had been reduced by the Syndicate and in 
certain iteme the figures have been increased. The net 
increase is Ra. 2,900. Rs 1,000 will go for the purpose 
of paying outstanding bills, Rs. 2,000 for petty repairs and 
bulbs, Rs. 500 for new fans, Rs. 1,000 for rewit- 
ing of Senate House which is necessary in view of 
the report which we have received from experts, and 
Hs. 1,400 for Loud Speaker system in tho Senute Houee 
which was a long felt want. The Syndicate decided to 
furnish the Senate House with tho Loud Speaker system 
which would cost Re. 1,400 in all. 


Amendment No. 7, as Dr. Roy has explained, does 
not involve any new expenditure, but the money which 
was provided for in thia ycar'a Budget and included in the 
Revised Estitnates has not been spent and ia proposed ta 
be re-allotted for the next year. Бо I need not offer any 
special explanation with regard to this. | 


Amendment No. 8 is werely a proposal for an increase 
of Rs. 60 a year. 

The next amendment No. 9 also, as explained by 
Dr. Roy, does not involve any new expenditure. This

The YFice-Chancollor: Members of the Senate, before 
we proceed to the business of the meeting Ц ів my duty to 
refer to the death of Sir Jagsdishchandra Bose and to request 
you to pass a resolution placing on record our deep appre- 
ciation of the eminent services which he had rendered to 
the progress of scientific education in this country. Eloquent 
tributes have been id to his ancmory from various 
quarters during the last tbree weeks. It has been pointed 
out how eminent be was intellectually nnd also how great 
were the services which he had rendered to hia college, 
bis province and hie coustry during (he last 50 yearn. 
One characteristic of hie which strikes us prominently 
relates to hia strogglea against tremendous difficulties and 
Obstacies st the beginning of his career when scientific 
research wad practically unknown in this country. Daunt- 
lesa wan his determination: unswerving was his allegiance 
to bia ideals. Jt wae seid in thosc daya that Indians were 
Bot capable of conducting original research in diverse fields 
of knowledge and this challenge wan succesefolly met by 
Bir J. C. Bove and Bir P, C. Ray, both life-long collaborntoex 
in the feld of scientific activities. There in another charac- 
teristic which we as a University ought to recall on в day 
like thia when wo азс paying oor tribute to the memory 
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of Sir Jagadishchandra Bore. Although he specialised in 
his own line of work, he was not a mere apecislist. Не 
wae a great lover of Indian culture and literatura. He was 
indeed a patriot in the truest sense of the word. He 
loved Bengal, her people, Бег literature. Ho loved India 
amd he longed for the day when his beloved motherland 
would occupy the position of honour and supremacy to which 
ebe ів entitled in the field of knuwledge and intellectual 
Pursuits. 

We can ouly bope and pray that tbose who are left 
behind him, workers not only of the present generation, 
but workers yet іо come, will feel іоврігеа by bis great 
career and achievements and will he sble to equip them. 
selves in a befitting manner so as to serve the best interests 
of the country.

The Vice-Chancellor : Before I call upon Мг. Justice 
Biswas to move ile adoption of the Report, I should just 
inform you that one of the members of the Committee, 
Ва; Pramodchandra Datta. Bahadur, cond not sign the report 
when it wan circulated to the members of the Sennie. I 
bave received hia letter to day. Пе expresses. his peneral 
approva! of the report and asya that thin may be intimated 
to the Senate at the time the report will be taken up. 


The  Hon'ble Me. Justice Charuchandra Biswas 
moved that the Report be adopted. 


In moving he said: Sir, I beg on bebalf of the Syndicate 
to present to you the report of tho Committee appointed 
by them to consider the Draft Bill for the regulation and 
control of Secondary Education in Bengal, 
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In doing so, it is not necessary for me to recall past 
history. Tha question has been before tha University now 
for many years, in fact ever since the Sadler Commission 
produced its monumental report in 1919. That Commission, 
as you know, was appointed in 1917 ќо examine the whole 
question of the re-organieation of the Upivereity and for- 
mulate a constructive policy in relation to the problem 
which it presents. The reform of Secondary ucation 
was placed by them in the forefront of their recommenda- 
tione, meaning thereby not merely the education tmparted:. 
in the existing schools leading up to the Matriculation exa- 
mination, but embracing within Из scope tbe intermediate 
courses. Tt is on irony of fate that although so many years 
passed since. the report of the Cominission has practically 
romained & dead letter so far as Calcutta University is 
concerned. Attempts have been made from time to time 
by Governwent to introduce piece-meal legislation to give 
colourable effect to some of the proposals embodied in that 
report, but they fel! practicully etill.born, and the reason ін 
not far to seek. It is becauee they were attempts to make 
bricks without straw. If University reform could be 
effected by a stroke of the pen by merely ultering the cons- 
titution, the Sadler Commission might not have met st all. 
Sir Michael За ег and bis colleagues were no visionaries, 
and whey recognised that if University education was 
to be placed ou a sound and satisfactory basio, it 
was incumbent for tho State to recognisu in a generous 
manner its obligation in the matter of provision of adequate 
funda It was futile to expect education to рау its 
own way. On almost overy page of their report, therefore, 
they emphasised the need for a bold and courageous 
policy of financial gencrosity, as they stressed the import- 
ance of ancther condition uatly indispensable, the 
necessity of paris Sg public opinion with any schemes of 
reforen that might be introduced. And who wonld not say 
that they were perfectly right. 

Given these conditions, I venture to assert that 
there is no one in thie һай or outside who would noi 
desire а real reform in tho conditions and prospects of (ће 
University ава whole. I make bold to go furtber snd 
кау that there will be no objection to go ahead with the 
reconatruction of Secondary Education only for the preeent, 
if che problem of University soform ва a whole іо all its 
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stages and grades cannot be taken up all at once. An 
attempt ія made in some qnarters to create the impresr- 
ion that the University is opposed to the establishment 
of a Board for the control of Secondary Education. That 
is a delusion which ougbt to be dispelled at once. The 
University bas Dev2r opposed it and does not oppose 
it now, but what it asks for is a genuine Board conceived 
on right lines which will really promote tbe interests 
of Secondary Education in tue province, nots merc name 
which will merely conceal beneath a false exterior all the 
elements of Secretariat domination, with the make-weight 
of communal bias tbrown in into the bargain. Give us, 
we say, & body, academic in charncter nnd academic in 
outlook, which will not make Secondary Education the 
sport of party politica or communal jealousies, but taking 
a juster and wider view of iis responsibilities, will function 
as an jnstrument of true nations! progress, initiating its 
own icy of educational advance in an atmosphere of 
real om, unhamperad by outside dictation or апу 
ulterior considerations, во con:tituted as to represent 
and reflect all varieties of experience and command the 
unquestioning confidence and good-will of the community 
as а whole with sufficient resources placed at ita 
disposal in no spirit of cheese-paring economy to onablo it to 
accomplish its great taek of providing larger and more varied 
educational opportunities for the younger goneration. 


W bere is the imagination and where the statesmanship to 
call into being a Board of such acharacter and complexion, 
which will at once capture not merely the willing ansent but 
the active co-operation of the whole of Bengal ! 


Sir, the report of the Cominitteo has now been in your 
bands for some time, and you munt have read it with tho 
care and attention which the subject demands. Во clearly 
and fairly does the report state the issues that it ie bardly 

for me to take up your timo trying to dot tho i's 
and cross the t’sof it. There ia one fact, however, about 
the report which I cannot but emphasiso, and that ів ite 
onanimity—a unanimity acbieved on о result of a fall 
snd free interchange of views among the mumbors, A 
venture to Боре, Bir, that upon a dispassionate considera- 
tion of the matter, that unanimity wìll be reflected in the 
jodgment of the Sonate this a(ternoon. I claim that the 
Committee hae adopted a perfectly sound position as befits 
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a body of responsible mon called upon to consider a question 
of the gravest moment to the educational future of the 
province. Very wisely bave the members refrained from 
going into details or subjecting the provisions of the Bil] to 
meticulous criticism. The time for that will be after the 
ground hss been cleared up зо far as the fundamental 
issuea are concerned: itis on these issues that the Com- 
wittes finds it dificult to see eye to eye witb the framers 
of the Bill. Let me emphasise that the problem of 
Secondary Education is not and cannot be solved by the easy 
and simplas expedient of merely transferring the power of 
granting recognition to schools from the University to а 
glorified Department of Public Instruction. That is not the 

way to achieve the unity of control the lack of which ie 
admittedly the bane of tbe present system. — Public opinion 
in Bengal will never reconcile itself to such a retrograde 
step. 


Bir, asthe Committee has pointed oat, if the ideal 
cannot be achieved, let us have the second best, but let us 
not in the name of reform merely intensify the evila of the 
existing system. As it is, Bir, looking atthe Bill with no 
over-critical eye, one cannot help — that its object 
іч not so much to set и "p a competent body to look after the 
irue iuterests of Secondary Education in ngal, but only to 
tighten tho control of the Department over it on the one 
hand, and pander to communal demands on tbe other. 
That way salvation does not lie, and let it go forth from the 
Senate of the Calcutta University to-day with one voice 
that it can never lend its support to auch an obnoxious 
measure.

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The Hon'ble Mr. Justice Charnchandra Biswas: With 
reference to the point which has been raised, you will 
find from the Appendix to the Report that Government 
in their letter to the University on a previous occasion 
did quote certain passages from the Sadlor Cu:nmission’s 
report and I believe it ів to these paragrapha tbat Dr, 
Jenkins is referring. These paragraphs and extracts have 
been set out. If you read the report asa whole, I venture 
to assert without fear of contradiction that the Sadler 
Commission never visualised a Board which will be under 
the domination of the Secretariat as has been proposed in 
the present Bill. Nobody questions for one moment the 
right and ihe obligation of the State in the matter of educa- 
tion, not Secondsry Education alone, but education in all 
ita stages. But it is one thing to state that the Stato Im 
interested and must bave в voice in the matter, but it in 
quite a different thing to place tbe whole administration 
undor the domination of the Secretariat.

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Report of the Committee on the Draft Secondary 
Education Board Biil appointed by the 
Syndicate. 


We, the members of the Committee, appointed 
by the Syndicate, to consider and report ona 
Draft Bill forwarded by the Government of Bengal 
regarding the formation of a Board of Secondary 
Education, have the honour to submit our report. 


This Committee was appointed originally to 
consider a Draft Bill prepared by an officer of the 
Education Department which was forwarded to the 
University in February, 1937. In June, 1937, the 
University was informed that a revised Bill was 
under preperation and it was asked to submit 
ite observations thereon. The revised Bill reached 
the University on lOth November, 1937, and our 
report will deal with this Bill, as desired by 
Government. 


Past History. 


The question of the creation of a Board of 
Secondary Education in this province has been 
engaging the attention of Government and the 
University for the last Bítecn years. А brief 
outline of the main stages through which the 
matter has paseed will be found in Appendix 
A of this report. 
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CONSTITUTIONAL POSITION. 

We do not propose in this report to deal with 
the point as to whether the Bengal Legislature 
ia competent under the Government of India 
Act of 1935 and Orders framed thereunder to 
undertake legislation im respect of this Univer- 
sity. Some correspondence has passed between 
the University and Government on this question 
which will be found in Appendix В. Our report 
is therefore to he taken aa without prejudice to 
this aspect of the matter which will no doubt 
receive adequate consideration at the proper time. 

Is a SECONDARY BOARD NECESSARY ? 


Secondary education has made great progress 
in Bengal under the fostering care cf the Universiry, 
and mainly as the result of private initiative and 
enterprise. Schools have been started in response 
to local demands, and the necessary funds have 
come partly from fees, partly from the generosity 
of well-to-do persons and very largely from the 
self-sacrifice of the middle class. State expendi- 
ture incurred for the establishment and main- 
tenance of secondary schools has been extremely 
inadequate. Even at the present day about 750 
out of 1,300 schools receive no financial assistance 
from Government. 

The view has been held in many quarters 
that а University, particularly like that of 
Calcutta which has a lage jurisdiction and 
numcrous responsibilities, should in normal 
circumstances have little to do with tho detailed 
administration of high schools. The presemt 
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system of control also suffers from serious defects. 
The University recognises high schools, prescribes 
courses of studies and books for the Matriculation 
Examination and also conducts the examination. 
lt has no inspectorate of its own and for this has 
to depend on the services of a staff maintained 
and controlled by Government. Further, the 
grants-in-aid are distributed by Government, the 
University having no voice in the matter. Again, 
text-books for classes below the two top classes of 
a high school are directly or indirectly prescribed 
by the Education Department which exercises its 
powers of supervision in various other directions. 
The Department has its own Education Code and 
the University maintains a School Code of из 
own. 


These were perhaps some of the considerations 
which led the Sadler Commission to recommend an 
independent Board to control secondary and 
intermediate education, with large statutory re- 
sources at its command, but free from departmental 
control. 

The University has all along held the view 
that a Board of Secondary Education, if created, 
should be constituted іп accordance with educa- 
tional requirements and solely with a view to 
the advancement of educational facilities in the 
province, the fundamental condition being that 
euch a Board should receive large statutory grants 
from Government, but would be free from 
Government control in regard to the exercise of its 
powers and functions. 
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The question now arises, what are the alter- 
natives regarding the general status of the Board ? 

First, the Board may remain absolutely under 
the control of Government : 

Secondly, the Board may remain absolurely 
under the contro! of the University ; 

Thirdly, the Board may be entirely indepen- 
dent and autonomous; 

Fourthly, the Board may remain under the 
general control of the Senate, but enjoy wide and 
sufficient powers for carrying on its activities. 

А BOARD ASSOCIATED WITH THE SENATE. 


We are opposed to the establishment of a 
Board that will be in effect an element in Secretariat 
administration. On this the Sadler Commissian 
expressed itself strongly. Public opinion in Bengal 
will never reconcile itaclf to a Board that funda- 
mentally will be in that sense subordinate to the 
Department of Education, and in our view it would 
be disastrous, if this were pressed at the present 
stage of our political development, when there is 
much confusion in public life, and bitterness, 
mistrust and suspicion play a large part in affairs. 
Any scheme of educational reorganization must 
depend for its success on the goodwill with which 
it is received by the public, and a Board under 
official domination both in policy and im procedure 
will not be generally acceptable. - 

On the other hand, a Board entirely under 
University control would also perhaps evoke oppo- 
sition, chiefly because secondary education is more 
than preparation for university studies. И must be 
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looked on аз part of the system of general educa- 
tion, larger and wider than pre-university prepara- 
tion, whose aim is to give students a wide choice 
of possibilities and occupations, not to take them 
along a path that leads only to the University. 


A Board that is entirely autonomous and in- 
dependent is theoretically the best choice. But we 
cannot suddenly make an entirely new environment 
of thought and material conditions and break 
away from traditions rooted in our soil and our 
natures. Therefore, И is desirable that the Board 
should work with freedom and full responsibility—. 
we emphasize these words—under general control 
of and in close association with an educational 
organization representative of various interests 
and with a wide experience of educational needs 
and possibilines. Мог can the new Matriculation 

regulations, for which the University has been 
primarily responsible, be disregarded as an un- 
important element in the situation. 


For these reasons we support the establishment 
of а Board of Secondary Education. which will 
work under the general, but not meticulous, 
control of the Senate of the University and be in 
close touch and ready understanding with it. The 
Board should bc a statutory body. academic in its 
character and outlcok with a non-ofhcial majority, 
including representatives of diverse interests ; ite 
regulations should be subject to the approval of the 
University and Government, but there should be 
no detailed interference with iis activitics. 
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What we visualise is that the Syndicate and the: 
Post-Graduate Executive Councila will continue to 
be the executive bodies of the Senate in respect of 
collegiate and Post-Graduate education, and the 
Board of Secondary Education will concern itself 
with the development of secondary education 
in its all aspects. The present dual control 
should be brought to an end. Such a Board should 
be given powers over all matters concerning 
secondary education, such as inspection and re- 
cognition of high schools, distribution of grants-in- 
aid, laying down of courses of studies and sylla- 
buses, prescription of text-books and conduct of 
the Matriculation examination. The Board will 
maintain its own inspecting staff. It will receive a 
statutory grant from Government for encourage- 
ment of secondary education and the performance 
of its functions. If the income from Matriculation 
fees and text-books is transferred to the Board, the 
question of compensating the University for its 
loss of revenue will have to be carefully determined. 
Government will exercise в general control by 
vittue of its powcrs to confirm or reject the regula- 
tions. The Senate which conducts its deliberations 
in public will be in a position to discuss general 
matters of educational policy followed within the 
juxiediction of the Board, and also bring up before 
it any important matter concerning its activities, 
should the occasion arise. 

Thus the chief defects of the present ayatem 
will disappear. There will Бе a competent body to 
look after the welfare of secondary education in 
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all its aspects. There will Бе no violent and sudden 
change of policy and procedure, and the public 
mind will be satished that all the authorities con- 
cerned are working in co-ordination for the 
achievement of a common end, namely, a sound 
and wide expansion of educational activities for the 
people of this province. 

We do not propose at this stage to go into the 
details of the scheme we have suggested. They 
may be worked out without difficulty, if the 
University and Government are agreed on the 
main question of policy. A Committee may be 
set up which would include representatives of 
all interests concerned, and a draft bill may be 
prepared by it. 


Some. FEATURES OF THE PRESENT BILL. 


We shall not take up a detailed examination 
of the Bill referred to us by Government. In 
our opinion the Bill is not a sound cducational 
measure. h does not solve any of the present 
problems ; on the other hand, it makes things 
definitely worse. We find that it has been sug- 
gested in the Bill that all high schools of the 
province will be automatically disaffiliated after а 
year and each school will have to seek for fresh 
recognition from the new Board. Provisions such 
as this naturally raise doubts in the minds of the 
people as to the motives which have inspired 
the formulation of this measure. We do not 
understand how private schools which have not 
received a farthing from the coffers of the Static 
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can be compelled to jolm а new organisation 
which will not be guided solely by educational 
considerations. We find also that there is no 
proposal in the Bill for a statutory grant to 
be made by Government for the improvement 
of secondary education. If the position of the 
high schools to-day is generally bad, it is not 
duc to any want of enthusiasin. or efforts on the 
part of workers, teachers and managers. [t is not 
even so much due to the defects in the present 
system of educational organisation ; it is principally 
duc to lack of funds and inadequate support from 
the State. The Bill сз drafted creates three bodics 
(in place of two as at present) which will control 
secondary education in futurc — the Board, the 
University and the Education Department. which 
instead of simplifying the method of working and 
introducing better co-ordination, will give rise to 
further complications in the future. The creation 
of District Committees, the majority of whose 
members will be nominated by Government directly, 
is another objectionable feature to which reference 
may be made. 

The respective powers of the Board and the 
University regarding many important matters, e.g., 
courses af study and syllabuses, have been left 
undcfined. The representation given to the Uni- 
versity and other educational interests, particularly 
to high schools, is aleo inadequate. 

We cannot help referring to the elaborate pro- 
visions regarding audit which find a prominent 
place in the Bill. Obvicusly such detailed provi 
70 
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sions, if required. should be framed under rules or 
regulations and not included in a legislative 
enactment. They sccm to imply mistrust in the 
body which the Bill proposes to create. 


We cannot but express our view on the ques- 
tion of communal representation as embodied in 
the Bill. We may note here the manner in which 
proposals for such representation have developed 
since 1926. In 1926 Government gave 14 
per cent. of the scats to Muslims; in 1925, it 
was 16 per cent. ; in 1937, the Bill which was 
subsequently withdrawn in June of this year gave 
]7 per cent. to the Muslims. The present Bill 
reserves 41 per cent. of the seats for Muslims. and 
renders it more than likely fur u few more seats to 
go to that community in the way the constitution 
hasbeen drawn up. Аз a University we are 
against communal representation as such. We 
look upon this part of the Bill with considerable 
anxicty and disfavour. We believe that while 
framing the scheme, proper representation of 
the educational interests of all communities can 
be secured without making statutory provision 
for representation on a communal basis. The 
establishment of small advisory committees for 
looking after the educational interests of particular 
classes and communities should meet all reason- 
able requirements. 


The Bill makes‘ no reference to Assam. If 
Assam із included within ita purview, we shall 


also have to consider the question of representation 
of her interests. 
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CONCLUSION. 


In concluding our report we are unable to 
recommend that the Senate should accept the Bill 
as drawn up. We are passing through anxious, 
if not critical, times in the history of educational 
progress in Bengal. We fear that the Bill as 
drawn up is a reactionary measure and will 
retard the progress of education and place 
obstacles in the path of those who are anxious 
to serve its cause. а our opinion Government 
will be well advised to withdraw this Bill, and after 
a full and adequate consultation with those com- 
petent to express their opinion on a measure like 
this, to bring forward fresh proposals which will 
be found readily acceptable to all as а definite 
step towards improvement and expansion of 


secondary education. 
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for many years. He was Dean of tbe Faculty of Arts and 
University Professor in English and was associated with the 
University in various other capacities.

The City College with which he was con 
practically from the beginning of his educational career bas 
suffered great loss by bis death and one of the ways in which 
we could wortbily perpetuate his inemory would be to яве 
that this College which bas done so much for the canse of 
education is placed on a basis of surety and stability so far 
as its future activities are concerned. 


By the death of Dr. Saratchandra Chatterjee Bengal 
haa Jost a most eminent man of letters whose contributions 
to Bengali literature have won for him в permanent place 
in the affections of bis countrymen. Indeed the career of 
Ssratchandra Chatterjee is a romantic one. We have found 
diatinguished writers and scholars who bave gone on from 
strength to strength as the years have rolled by, their names 
baving remained before the publio mind from an early stage 
of their literary careers. But that was not the case with 
thie famous novelist and story-writer of Bengal, His rise was 
meteoric. None know the nsme of this humble assistant 
working in distant Rangoon sbout 20 years ago. Suddenly 
his writings came into prominence and he was acclaimed as 
one of the most eminent writers of his age. He bad al 
tbe elements of а genius in him, brilliant and original, rest- 
lesa and daring. o was a man of the people. He suffered 
deeply in.his early life and on account of this he could aym- 
pathise with the woes and sufcrings and aspirstions of all 
classa» of people. which came out  beantifully and 
prominently io his writings that would live tbrough 
this generation snd generations yet unborn. So far as 
thie University in concerned, we had an occasion to 
honour oureslves by conferring on him the Jagatterini 
Gold Medel in 1094, the бга receipient having been 
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our national Poet, От. Rabindranath Tagore. Shortly before 
Beratchandre Chatterjee went to bospitel, he expressed 
‘his willingness to me to.deliver & couree of special lectures 
before this University. That wisb will remain кога 
for ever. Those who are left bebind him will — —

CHANCELLOR, VICE-CHANCELLOR AND FRIENDS, 


You wil pardon me to-day if | speak chiefly 
to those who are students ; for my whole life has 
been spent in the student world, among the young, 
and ] have a deep love for them -which seeks to 
find its utterance at a time like this in the hope 
that some word of mine may cling to their 
memories long after Convocation Day is over. For 
the same reason, aleo, what I write will be direct 
and simple. Need | add that this deep love for 
Bengal and its students had ite origin in my own 
revered teacher, Gurudeva Rabindranath Tagore ? 
Never has anyone had such a friend and guide as 
he Баз been to me | 

3o let me take, as my main theme, the phrase 
that Professor Whitehead has set in the forefront 
of his book, called ‘Science and the Modern 
World.” He has dedicated it thus: “ To my 
colleagues, past and present, whose friendship is 
inspiration,” 
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instance at least, їп the very place where we are 
gathered to-day ; and | would like to bear witness 
to what | saw. 


During the Flood Relief of North Bengal, many 
years ago, | used to come, very early in the morn- 
ing, by train from Bolpur in order to take instruc- 
tions from Acharya Prafulla Chandra Roy who 
along with Satis Chandra Das Gupta was in charge 
of the flood relief operations. 1 would then go on 
from him to Sealdah Station. It was easy for me 
to notice on these occasions, how, in his own 
Science Buildings, be used to live the life of a 
true scholar such as India knew and loved of old. 
For he was clearly in every way the friend of his 
pupils, sharing with them everything he had, 
including his own expert scientific knowledge. Не 
would give them all the credit. It reminded me 
of Sir George Gabriel Stokes at Cambridge over 
aguin. His studente were his friends, and Һе was 
their guru: and if the noble word of my own 
ecripture is true: '' Greater love hath no man 
than this that а man Jay down his life for his 
friends,'' them it was true of him: for he was 
literally ready to lay down even life itself for thosc 
who were his pupils and whom he called hir 
friends. 

Again and again. Í used to meet him during 
those days whenever | went to the flooded areas at 
Santahar, Potisar and Ата, and what 1 saw of 
hin was always the same. Не lived a life of 
great austerity and sacrificed all for the great work 
he had undertaken, building up the science side 
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of the Univexsity in that iniportant area of practical 
Chemistry which had been entrusted to him. No 
wonder the students themselves Hocked to him in 
order to undertake the work of relief of human 
suffering in North Bengal, when he himself gave 
them the stirring call. For they knew that there 
was nothing which he would invite them to 
undertake that he was not ready first of all to do 
hirnself. 

1 have taken this example, because it is still 
living and fresh within my own memory, and it 
came directly into my own life experience. It 
showed to me how the very greatest difficulties 
of a modern city life, like that of Calcutta, could 
be overcome, if only the human spirit were wholly 
dedicated to the task. 


At this point, | would .also record my strong 
conviction that Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, one of 
the outstanding Vice-Chancelloro of recent times, 
had the genius to see that in the higher branches 
of research these ideal conditions between teachers 
and taught could be repeated in this University, 
atleast among the most briliant students. For 
he determined to make Calcutta not merely an 
examining centre, where thousands of students 
should sit for examinations, but a teaching Uni- 
versity, where studies might be carried on. in the 
higher branches of learning. In this way, it 
would prove a benefit, по only to India, but to 
all mankind. With such an object in view, one 
after the other, new Chairs were founded and 
lectureships appointed in subjects which should 
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keep India in close touch with the most advanced 
thought of the day. Here, the classes were 
necessarily small, and the contact with advanced 
students thus became happily all the more close. 
The task of providing funds for this great enter- 
prise waa colossal and none but a giant in strength 
and determination would have attempted it: but 
his own generosity stimulated others and in this 
manner very notable additions to the higher life of 
the University were brought about by his magni- 
ficent effort. 


Here, also, under Sir Asutosh's wise direction, 
in the conduct of this higher research work, 
whether in literature, philosophy, or science, 
Calcutta University has refused to be provincial. 
It has chosen its teachers from every part of India, 
and also from other lands: for human knowledge 
knows no local boundaries. The word ‘ Uni- 
versity ' itself implies this, and so now you are 
rightly proud to have had here on your staff not 
merely scholars from your own country of highest 
repute, but also such brilliant men as the Nobel 
Prize Wimmer, Prof. C. V. Raman, and the Oxford 
Professor of Eastern Religion and Ethics, Professor 
Radhakrishnan, both of whom have been invited 
to come to Calcutta from the South. Indeed, 
more and more it may truly be said. that although 
this city has ceased to be the political capital of 
india, it remains, and is likely to remain, for 

i to come, the intellectual capital 
and centre of tho whole country. That, after all, 
is the greatest distinction which can be given

. piany years, breathed his last on the Ist of April,- 
1939. Tbe premature death of Maharaja Bir 
Manmsthanath Raychaudhuri of Santosh, a Fellow 
of this. University and formerly the President of the 
Bengal Legislative Council where he distinguishod 
himself in establishing many sound parliamentary, 
conventions and practices, removed a great figure

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from the public life of this Province. The death of 
Ва! Bahadur Dr. Dineschandra Sen has been а 
great loss to this University. His contributions to 
the study of the Bengali language and literature 
have won the admiration and respect from scholars 
al over the. world and are well-known to-day to 
every student of the language. I am sure, he will 
always be remembered as the greatest and the 
pioneer worker in the field of research which he had 
made his life-work. The Senate and the Syndicate 
of the University expressed their deep sense of Joss 
by paying their tribute of respect and gratitude to 
their memory, and to-day I only wish once again to 
refer tó their services to the cause of education in 
our Province. 


| Last year I made a brief survey of the many 
‘and varied activities of our University and I do not 

№ to cover the same ground to-day. Mem- 
bers of the University know that the first Mntri- 
culation Examination under the new regulations 
is to be held within a fortnight. It is not necessary 
for me at this stage to dilate on tho need or necessity 
of these new regulations. Men of sound judgment 
and experience, men who had devoted the best 
years of their life to the furtherance of the cause 
_of education, first advocated these modifications in 
our educational system. There are still some in 
this Province who doubt the wisdom or utility of 
these changes. I would not wait to argue with 
them or with those who hold that the introduction 
of the mother-tongue аз the medium of expreasion 
in the Matriculation teacbing and examination is a 
retrograde measure. Whatever these critics may 
say, anyono who is in the, least familiar with the 
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psychology of the child ‘and the adolescent will 
readily admit that а student so long had to grapple 
with two problems in his Matriculation test, firstly, 
the collection of ideas and the related facts 
to ang wer questions, ond secondly, their translation 
into a language which is not the mother-tongue. 
Memorizing and cramming at the sacrifice of origi- 
nal thinking and expression of ideas in 
one’s own language were the inevitable result 
of such a system. And this reform was neither 
sponsored in haste nor introduced in hurry. It was 

in September, 1922, that after full consideration 
the University submitted the first draft regülations ` 
for the new Matriculation Examination. "Phe pro- 
posals were pending with Government from 1999 to 
1934. Twelye years in the history of education is 
not a brief period for the discussion ang critical : 
examination of the proposals from every possible 
point of view. It was in September, 1934, barely 
three months after being called upon by the Right 
Hon'ble Sir John Anderson to be the Minister of 
Education, that I decided to close the chapter of 
protracted discussions and after obtaining the views 

.' €f eminent educationists took the responsibility of 
finally giving sanction to these regulations an be- 
half of Government. Only in one respect there was 
a change from the draft proposal of 1922, namely 
that in place of Physics and Chemistry as one subject 


Же. And thus we unfolded before the youthful 
minda the fascinating tales and stories of modern 
! science. Who ie there so dull that he will mot be. 
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moved by the immense dimensions and vast dis- 
tances of the stars and the planets, by the cyclic 
changes of the seasons, by thrilling incidents of 
volcanoes, land-slides and earthquakes, by the in- 
structive pictographs of soil formation and rocks 
or of rich cres of minerals or of the gushing fountains 
of subterranean oils, and above all by the modern 
wonders of steam and electricity? We realised that 
it would not be possible for the numerous schools in 
Bengal, circumstanced as they wore, to immediate- 
ly introduce the new regulaiions and specially the 
subject of Elementary Scientific: Knowledge. 
Another six years’ time was allowed for the effect- 
ive introduction of the new regulations and a further 

` period of three years for the Elementary Scientific 
Knowled-5. Twenty-one years will therefore pass 
by in 1943 when the new regulations will be in full 
force. May I in all humility tell our critics that the 
face of the world will then be almost undistinguish- 
able compared with that of the year of grace 1922 
when these regulations were first sponsored. 


But there is one aspect of the question which has 
of Jate bcen ventilated in various places, specially by 
some of those who are connected with tbe manage- 
ment of schools. It is said that the new syllabus 
is overloaded and there are too many subjects for 
the Matriculation. I am afraid, the scope 
of the intended Matriculation standard has Беер 
completely misunderstood by these critics. When 
1 try to analyse tho reasons behind these view-points, 
I am inevitably brought to the conclusion that thie 
criticiam is probably based on the subconscious 
faith of men more in text-books than in the 
contents of the subjecte to be taught. I beg of 
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these critics not to allow the text-books to get mas- 
tery over the subjects and the curriculum. Once 
you allow the text-book to get the supreme com- 
mand, it is bound to be а strain on the students, the 
multiplicity of key books for easy mastery of differ- 
ent subjects will once again ruin the prospect of 
education; the power of original thinking will give 
way to cramming and '' easy answers to questions `” 
will kill the soul of education. Let it be remember- 
ed that the Matriculation Examination is usually 
taken by an average boy of 16 years, including two 
venrse—-and in some subjects even a longer period— 
of instruction for the special Matriculation course 
and that the tota] period of his school instruction iz 
about 10 years. I was a student under the old 
Middle English course which had to be passed at 
the end of the 10th to 12th year. We had to learn 
English, Bengali, History, Geography, Arithmetic, 
Geometry, Mensuration, Elementary Physics, Ele- 
mentary Hygiene and Elementary Physical Geo- 
graphy. Nobody complained in those days that 
the syllabus was beyond the capacity of an average 
student. The subjects for the new Matriculation 
Examination are English, Vernacular, Classical 
Language, Mathematics, History and Geography 
with Elementary Scientific Knowledge three years 
after. I am yet to be convinced that the subjects 
are too many or that the syllabus on any of these 
subjects is heavy, though I may frankly вау that 
there is possibly room for a further consideration of 
tbe syllabus of Elementary Scientific Knowledge. 
In any case, there is no doubt that the type of teach- 
ing must be on a different. pattern from what has 
so long been followed if the requisite Matriculation 
standard has to be achieved. The University fully 
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realised this aspect. We bave over 1,500 schools in 
our charge including those in Assam. The orga- 
nisation of better teaching in schools has therefore 
been the aim of this University for some years past. 
The payment of a minimum salary to teachers with 
greater security of tenure, provision of Provident 
. Fund and otber conditions are being enforced in our 
schoole. Regulations for the revised В.Т. course 
. have also been changed recently. Unfortunately 
there are only two Training Colleges in Bengal and 
the necessity of taking some special eteps with a 
view to training a larger number of teachers has been 
felt for some years past. Special classes for teachers 
have therefore been started by the University and 
only last year about 1,000 teachers were trained in 
the teaching of Geography, Elementary Science and 
other. subjects. The number of teachers trained во 
far under this scheme within the last three years 
ia over 2,500. It is hoped that in course of time 
every teacher will take advantage of the special 
training courses and that the teaching work in 
echoole will achieve a higher standard than what it 
is to-day. But whatever that may be, a change in 
‘the standard of the Matriculation Examination was 
long overdue and we have introduced the new regu- 
lations only after mature deliberations and with our 
eyes fully open. Living in s world of competition 
to-day we cannot allow the best of our youths to 
spend ten усагя of enriv formative period in schools 
and in the end to make them а life-long victim of a 
— system of education detrimental to the 

’ development of the individuality and the personali 
of the students. ы 
Мау І briefly refer to the proposed changes in 
the Regulations which were accepted. hy the Bonate 
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only last week and now await the approval of Gov- 
ernment, viz., the inclusion of Islamic History and 
Culture as a subject by itself for the M.A. Exami- 
nation? It was in 1929 as a member of the Uni- 
versity Reorganisation Committee that I first pro- 
posed the organisation of a department of Islamic 
studies. Immediately after I had the privilege of 
being appointed the Vice-Chancellor of thia Uni- 
versity, I took up the question in right earnest. I 
am happy to note that throughout the different 
stages of Committees, Conferences, Boards and 
Faculties, I had the unstinted support of all my col- 
leagues in the University. May I be permitted to 
express my special gratitude to Dr. Syamaprasad 
Mookerjee and Мг. Pramathanath Banerjee 
who have throughout been the most enthusias- 
tic supporters of the scheme? Speaking of the 
organisation of the department of Ancient [ndian 
History and Culture, Sir Asutosh Mookerjee in his 
Convocation Speech of 1922 said :— 


'' It is the unique triumph of this University 
that it was the first, here or elsewhere, to establish 
в Chair devoted exclusively to the promotion of 
study and research in Ancient Indian History and 
Culture; and it was also the first seat of learning 
where the highest degree in the Faculty of Arts 
could be earned as the result of competent knowledge 
of the subject, which must be captivating to all truly 
patriotic Indians. Enormous nre the difficulties 
of students and lecturers, particularly because there 
are co few toxt-books on these branches; i ! 
they have never received the compliment of recog- 
nition as regular subjects of study in any seat af 
learning. '' i . 
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May I to-day take this legitimate pride in the 
fact that once again it is the unique triumph of thie - 
University that it ia the first here or elsewhere 
to take measures for the systematic provision for 
the promotion of study and research in Islamic 
History and Culture and that this subject had never 
received the compliment of recognition as & regular 
dubject of study in any seat of learning? There is 
nong in this great country or even outside who will 
not, admit to-day that even though at the time 
when the department of Ancient Indian History 
and Culture was first organised there were in- 
numerable difficulties to be surmounted, that there 
were very few text-books and that the materials 
for lectures and teaching had to be collected from 
& variety of sources, this department has succeeded 
in producing many eminent scholars whose contri- 
butions to every branch of Ancient India’s culture 

and civilisation have won the recognition all over 
the world. I look forward to the time when the 
department of Islamic History and Culture, inspite 
of the many initial difficulties before us to-day, will

and will also give them an opportunity to

Living in а world to-day when mistrust, misunder- 
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standing and doubt dominate all aspects of human 
. relationship, I look forward to the growth of a 
generation under the fostering care of this- Univer- 
sity who by their studies of the cultures of Ancient 
India and of Islam will succeed in ushering an era 
of mutual understanding and amity, where a Hindu 
wil remain a Hindu in every sense of the term, 
deeply loyal to his own culture and traditions, and 
a Mussalman will remain a true Muslim with all 
his burning faith and his deep convictions, and yét | 
they will grow up each respectful and tolerant of 
the other—thus crenting an atmosphere of intellec- 
tual understanding in this land of diverse faiths, and 
leading up to the laying of the true foundations of 
our national life. 


In connection with the problem of Muslim 
Education I wish once again to draw the imme- 
diate attention of Government and the publie ` 
to the extreme paucity of Muslims in the science 
classes. I am speaking here only of the province 
of Bengal leaving out Assam. Within the last 10 
years the annual avernge number of Muslims who 
passed the Matriculation Examination is about 
3,335, but the number that passed the I.Sc. Examin- 
ation is only 96, while the number of the Muslim 
B.Sc. graduates is only 18 on an average per year. 
There has practically been no rise in the number 
of Muslim science graduates. within the laat ten 
years. The corresponding annual average for the 
Hindus ів 1,645. for the I.So. and 501 for the B.Sc. 
Examination, Tho number of Muslim M.So.'s is 
extremely small, In six years between 1933 and 
1988 the tota] number of Muslims who passed the 
M.Sc. Examination is only 14 аз against 650 
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Hindus. I trust that serious attention will imme- 
diately be given to this problem with a view to 
enoouraging tbe Muslim students to join the science 
classes in larger numbers. 


I ehall be failing in my duty if I do not once 
egain draw your attention to some of our urgent 
meets. We have no spacious hall so that we have 
to hold the Convocation with great inconveniences 
to all; our record rooms are terribly congested and 
papers and files are kept almost aa in godowns; the 
ever increasing needa of the Library require more 
space and we have not an inch of space for keeping 
more books; we do not know where to locate the 
Asutosh Museum which is collecting the relics of 
ancient Bengal; we have no space for holding the 
Teachers’ training classes to provide for the specia! 
needs of Geography snd Elementary Scientific 
Knowledge training classes ; the Post-Graduate Arts 
classes require more rooms; but above all there is 
urgent need of expansion of our science laboratories. 
It is well known that the foundation of our Uni- 
versity College of Science has led to unprecedented 
. development of original scientifio research in. this 
country. Distinguished scientists of India like Sir 
P. С. Bay, Sir C. V. Raman, Prof. Meghnad Saha, 
Prof. J. C. Ghosh have been connected with this 
college during the greater part of their career; our 
College of Science can truly claim to be the nur- 
sery of eminent scientific and industrial research 
workers who have gone out to all parts of India and 
have given the best of their labour and knowledge 
to the development of scientific teaching and re- 
search in their respective spheres; many scientific 
workers in various departments. of Government 
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and in many industries of India have gone 
out of this college. The eminent members of the 
staff of the college have done valuable research 
work and only a few months back the Burma Oil 
Co., placed a sum of over Rs. 33,000 to facili- 
tate colloid research and for work on soil profiles in 
appreciation of the valuable work done by Prof. 
J. N. Mukherjee in connection with the Company's 
work on drilling mud. 


The post-war development in Europe and in al~ 
most all the other countries in the world has brought 
out the urgent necessity for a planned scheme of 
scientific research in all directions and the British 
Government has been spending since 1925 over one 
million pounds equivalent to one crore and 30 
lakhs of rupees a year in supplementing the re- 
search grants of scientific workers in the British 
Universities alone. Many new laboratories affect- 
ing the defence and industrial prosperity of the 
country have in addition been opened, such as the 
research laboratories of the Admiralty and the Air 
Ministry, the National Physical Laboratory, the 
Chemical Research Laboratory and the Fuel Re- 
search Station. Munificent gifts have come to 
these Inboratories such as the gift of a quarter mil- 
fion pounds by Henry Austin for the Cavendish 
Laboratory and Lord Nuffield'e gift to the Uni- 
versity of Oxford amounting to several millions of 
pounds. In America, суег 30 million dollara are 
annually spent for the development of research. 
To our regret the departments in the University 
College of Science and our Science laboratories 
have been very unfortunate in respect of either 
getting special State grants or other gifts from the

generous public, leaving aside, the original endow- 
ments of Ghosh, Palit азі Khaira and the grant hy 
Sir P. C. Ray of his 15.yeara' salary. World 
conditions have now changed beyond recognition 
and if we want to.live as a province worthv of 
our great past, to equip our studente in their com- 
petition with others in the industrial and economic 
development of the country, it is absolutely neces- 
sary, that the laboratories of the College of Science 
should be immediately expanded with extended 
scopé for scientific research on a larger scale than 
' what we are doing to-day. This development requires 
a considerable outlay of money and we have only 
to depend on our present available resources 
which ore extremely limited. May I say once 
again, ав I said last year, that this University can 
legitimately expect money from the State as wall 
as from private persons for the necessary expon- 
sion of our laboratories and for furtherance of re- 
search works? Рог it is truly а national] under- 
taking. If industries have benefited in the past 
from researcb in this University we can reasonably 
expect the industrial concerns to help us with their 
generous grants. This is a supreme question of 
national importance, which, if not tackled to-day, 
will cripple the future of our country and our pro- 
vince: for generations to.come. We are often prone 
-to condemn those who are said to.exploit our country 
and our province. We often forget that we do not 
make any national cfforte to equip ourselves with 
scientific knowledge and research, which always 
form the backbone of the economic and industrial 
development of a nation. Š 

Graduates of this University, I will now oon- 
cluda by addressing a few words to you. To-day 
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you have formally received your. degrees and after ` 
years of study your lives have been crowned with _ 
academic.succeas, When you go out into the world, ` 
you will find that life is much more complex than 
what you have experienced so far. In the struggle of 
life, in making hendway, play your part nobly 
and well, worthy of the education you have received. 
Much will depend on how you shape your future 
but wherever you may be, be upright yet respectful, 
fearless and yet considerate of the convictions of 
others. Often we are prone to understand only our 
own point of view and not that of others ; remember 
that the world exists for you as. well as for others 
and you will be in the long run helping yourselves 
i£ you only give a little passage and space to others 
‘who require it. Let me conclude this with a parting 
message from your University in the same worda as I 
said last year: '' Be worthy of your degrees and 
keep the тар’ of this province and this couritry 
before you.in your life and career.” `

Ladies and Gentlemen, 

To the eloquent and glowing tribute that has just been 
во feelingly paid to the memory of Sir P. C. Ray by His 
Excellency it is scarcely necessary to add anything on this 
occasion. 

The death of Sir P. C. Ray bae plunged not only Bengal 
but the whole of India into deep, unrelieved gloom. By bia 
death the whole country has lost not only oue of its brightest 
luminaries but also a powerful and beneficent influence on 
the devoclopment of education in general and of Science in 
particular and on their progress in this country. Many of 
us nre overwhelmed with a sense of personal loss. But the 
whole country isin grief. Keener and acuter becomes our 
grief when we remember that just at the moment when 
his powerful guiding hand, bis forceful personality, his 
broad humanity and, above all, bis swift and almost electric 
sympathy were needed most, fate abould snatch him away 
from un. 

We are placed in an age when it bas become indispen- 
snble that we must somehow succeed in tranamuting political 
pluralism aud political: strife into political concord 
politica! solidarity. But the forces working for disanity and 
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discord are just now exerting their strongest pressure. 
Yet the whole weight of the past is pusbing us on into the 
future. It will be o miracle if we can utilise this weight 
witboot blunting the spearpoint of our advance and succeed in 
achieving the much desired concord and solidarity. In this 
struggle we need the guidance of a genins who can see not 
only the present moment but also the coming hours and 
who can take decisions not according to power but according 
to justice. Sir P. C. Hay had the undoubted qualities foc 
serving as the mon of the bour. He bad also an insatiable 
zest for exercising his talents for {Бе cause of his country, 
and always passionately sought toliberate the repressed forces 
of education and to release the productive forces of industry. 

I should recall here those words of his which reflected 
his heart as nothing else did: “When I have served my 
time I shall still want to live again and again in the lives 
of those who will carry on the struggle from generation to 
generation until the four-fold curse of tyranny, injustice, 
poverty and ignorancs is lifted from the brow of my beloved 
long-suffering motherland.’’ Herein one finds the «mission 
of Acharyya Ray's life and the secret of the inspiration for 
his multifarious activities. 

I shall be failing in my duty if I do not point out at this 
stage that the foundation of that strength of character. which 
always kept him erect before any gust of popular passion, 
however strong, was laid in a home where в futher of 
catbolic views generated love of rational thinking and healthy 
patriotiem in his children while stil] yonug. 

Sir P. C. Ray'a active association with this University 
extended over close upon four decades, and 1 need hardly 
recount in detail the monifold capacities and ways in which 
he rendered services to the University with his intellect and 
munificence. 

Sir Praphullachandra ia no more in tbo land of the 
living. But be will ever live in our hearts and guide un to 
the fulfilinent of the noble mission on which the Acharyya 
Deb fixed his gaze all his Не. 

Ladies and Gontlemen, with those few words I 
commend the resolution moved to your acceptance. 

Dr. W. A. Jenkins in seconding the resolution said: 
It № inevitable that the passing of the great leader ahould 
bring sorrow and rezret to all those who intimately knew 
him. Bat I do not think that sorrow and grief should be 
our only reactions, In chomical research he aucceoded іп 
ging work which won recognition for him throughout the 
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whole world. Along with Sie J. C. Bose and other eminent 
scientists he has proved beyond a shadow of doubt that 
Indiana are capable of reaching the highest possible levels 
of attainment in acientific work. He-lived a long and very 
fraitfut Не. Gike all great mea he did not au:ceed fuily 
in attaining the very high ideals which he set before bin 
but ha ashieved great sucteas an l wea lookin: atill farther 
ahead to goala the attainment of which ia left to those who 
follow him. Е is natural that his paasnz away ehould 
bring emotiona' feelinya but Ї feel thas onc dominant re- 
action to his desth, ons which he himself would havo 
wished to see, should be the determination that the work 
which hə so ably atacted should bo carried on. We are all 
aware of his uchieveinents ia scientific research, in in lastrial 
enterprise, in indpcing youngmen to take up social service, 
but to ine it seams, the vreatest achievem «nc of his life cime 
was the founding of a School of СЬзиимту which have 
iuspired many youngmen to follow ia bis scientiis footateps 
and in the pursuit of which many of them have won recog- 
nition throughout the whole world. He had many out- 
standing qualities, sincerity of purpose, simplicity and 
austerity in bis personal life and iu service, the unselfish 
attitude that he adopted towards all questions, the courage 
and determination with which he fought against considers- 
ble obstacles, achieved the end which he had in view. 
These were his characteristica—characteristics which evince 
an intellectual capacity of no mean order for a great man 
of the type we knew. We can рву no better tribute than 
to einulnte these qualities. His memory as n great man 
will livo on in the lives of this and coming generations and 
inspire activities directed towards ideals he himself atrove to 
attain. His body is past but his soul lives and today we 
pay homage not to the body but to the living soul. ladis hae 
lost a great scientist and a much loved man. He has left 
an example which I Боро will generate power and will 
be manifested in the lives of thia and coming generations. 

On my own bebsif and on behalf of the Indian and 
Europesn colleagues in tho Indian Educational Service | 
join in paying thia tribute to this great tona. |

He seid: "Tributes have just now been psid to the 
memory of one of the mort illustrious song of India. He 
was the :nost beloved Professor in this University. Indeed 
Sir P. C. Hay does not need any memorial. He lived a 
life dedicated to the cause of truth and of service. It lian 
been said that he was a preat scientist but we shonld not 
forget that at the time when Sir P. C. Ray began hin career 
аз в Professor of Chemistry there were not many in the 
domain of science and industry in this country who devoted 
their whole time and energy to the cause of advancement 
of knowledge. There were just & few isolated examples of 
illustrious men who proved to the world that piven the 
opportunity, Indinne «ould rise to the highest level in the 
Geld of-original research and investigation, Great un Sir 
P C. Ray was an a Profesor greater indeed he wan au n 
maker of a School of Chemintry. Indeed ho pave everything 
that be had, so far ss intellectuel attainments were con. 
cerned, to the benefit of his pupils and they were numerous, 
taken from every pert of India. Но succeeded in sending 


of a Schoo! of Chemistry that we mourn hin Іова. Those 
who knew him intimutaly know that if be hated anything 
in bis life it was the career of a narrow apecialint. He was 
s man of the people and that was the reason why we find 
that he did not live the life of в acholar in his laboratory, 
although be loved hie laboratory morte than anything else. 
‘Whenever the call came he came odt to serva bis people to 
the best of bis ability. When there was famine, when thore 
was flood. it was Acharyye Prephullsobandra Ray who 
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came out with the beat humanitarian object and called to hia 
eide tlie service of all aections of the people and carried on the 
gigantic task of relieving the distressed and oppressed: when 
the call came for relieving the fallen women and distressed 
girls it was Acharyya Prapbuilachaudra Ray who came 
out and gave his service to the founding of institations which 
attained the character of national homes: when the call 
came for giving effect to the principles of Swadeshi and 
Charka from Mahatma Gandhi, although Acharyya Praphulla- 
chandra Ruy did not actively Join politics he developed the 
cause of Khaddar which no other man did ; when the call 
came for the attainment of economic freedom of the country 
it was Асһагууа Praphullachbandra Ray who helped to 
industriali-e the country’s resources to an extent which 
perhaps no other chemist or man of Science hae been able 
to do. He so'netimes attacked some of the activities of the 
University. like the department of Law and. be did it not 
because he did not remember the great services which the 
legal profession bas rendered to thia University —tbe Uni- 
versity College of Science owes its existence to the muni- 
ficent donations of two illustrious. lawyers, Sir Taruknath 
Palit and Sir Rashbehury Ghose who gave about 50 lacs 
of rupees for the founding of this national institute,—when 
he attacked the lega! profession he made it clear that he 
wanted the children of bis country to become economically 
(ree. He did поё want overcrowding of any learned pro- 
fession. Не wanted that Bengal should take ureater part 
in the development of arta and industries of the cuuntry. 
We know the result which be achieved in his life time. е 
was not а wcientiat alone. He was ц lover of literature. Í 
saw volumes of Shakespeuroe and other great English authors / 
in bia library. He wae indeed a complete man, the kke of 
whom wo are not likely to see for generations to come. | 
lona which the University has suffered is one which will not: 
be repaired for many years to созе. Т entirely agree with 
Dr. Jenking that ours should not be an idle expression of 
mere sorrow. He hos handed down to us à heritage. woich 
would be treasured as s national treasure not only by the 
present generation but also by geuerstionos to come. Не 
has left behind hiw pupils who will carry on the torch of 
learning. the torch of fadustrial expansion, the torch 
of economio reconstruction and the torch of political 
freedom. 1а him the country has lost a leader of 
men, а prince muong men, tho like of whom we will nos ase 
again for gonerations to come. His was а great ideal. Не 
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started life аяса Government servant. He was a Professor 
in the Presidency College for. many years. While he was in 
Government service he showed remarkable courage in 
sppesring before a Royal Commission: Не criticised the 
official policy with regard to [Indian Officers serving under 
‘Government. That was remarkable courage shown by 
"Acharyysa Prsphnuljacbandra Ray nearly quarter of a century 
ago. when public opinion was vot so spirited and àtrong as 
16 ів today. It has been a matter of great regret and gis- 
appointroent to bis countrymen that he was never elected 
as а Fellow of the Royal Society but, certain distinguished 
British Fellows of the Royal Society who were hia intimate 
friends. did: not hesitate to declare later on that it was racial 
and political ‘consideration which stood in the way of 
recognition of the merit of the great Indian Scientist at the 
hands of that Society. lf the Society bad honoured Sir 
‘Prapballachandra Ray it would have honoured itself. We 
Bhall carry forward the work which he started and that 
I believe is-the greatest memorial that this University can 
bope to build. I bave not the least doubt that the appeal 
which is haing jsaued will find support from all sections of 
the community throughout the length and breadth of India 
and we shall succeed in establishing в special chair after 
Bir Praphollachandra Ray devoted to some branch of Applied 
Chemistry which was near end dear to his heart. 

Dr. Itrat Hossain Zuberi: Dr. Syamaprasad Mookerjee 
has. dealt with the many-sided activities of Bir Prapbulls- 
chandra Ray. He was an eminent scientist, deep thinker, 
and industria! researcher, a true lover of literature, Г think: 
nothing would have given him greater pleasure than the 
conftinusnce in thia University of the work with which he 
was associeted for nearly four decades and that this can only 
be done by the founding of the Professorship which Dr, 
Mookerjee һаа eo ably advocated. I think the appeal which 
this University i» going to issue will be readily anxwered .

In the meeting of the Syndicate on 14 August 1906, a letter from the deputy 
Secretary to the Government of India in the Home Dept., His Excellency the 
Chancellor is pleased to nominate as per sec. 6, Clause(C) and section 10 of the 
Indian University Act, 1904 (VIII of 1904), Dr. Praphulla Chandra Ray, D.Sc., as 
one of the Ordinary Fellows of the University. 


In the same meeting it was resolved that the Syndicate recommended to the 
Senate for constitution of the Faculties of Arts, Science, Law, Medicine and 
Engineering. Dr. P.C.Ray’s name was in the Faculty of Science. (pp-97-100) 


In the meeting of the Senate for the year 1906 on 26" August 1906, Sir Asutosh 
Mookerjee, Vice Chancellor, declared Dr. P.C.Ray elected in the Faculty of 
Science along with others. (P-146) 


In the Faculty of Science meeting on 3" September, 1906, Dr. P.C.Ray was 
present. (P-162) 


In the Faculty of Science meeting on 6.11.1906, the Board of Studies was 
formed and in the Board of Studies in Chemistry, Board of Studies in 
Mathematical and Experimental Physics, Board of Studies in Zoology, Board of 
Studies in Geology and Mineralogy and the Board of Studies In Botany. Dr. 
P.C.Ray was elected as one of the members in each of the Board of Studies 


mentioned. (pp-229-234) 
In the subsequent meetings of the Faculty of Sclence Dr. P.C.Ray was present 
on 10.11.1906, 15.12.1906 upto14.9.1907. (pp-242,290...811) 


In the year 1907, Govt. of India "have made speclal allotments to provinces in 
aid of primary education, and also In ald of University and of technical and 
European education” while the cost of Secondary Education may be met from 
provincial revenues.

The Senate on 27" Jan.1912 meeting formed the Faculties for the year 1912 by 
Election and P.C.Ray among others was elected in the Faculty of Arts, in the 
Faculty of Science. (pp-143-149) 


The Syndicate in its meeting on 10" Feb., 1912 resolved to recommend to the 
Senate for permission to appear at the ensuing MA/M.Sc. examinatlon in 
Chemistry to those candidates who were unsuccessful for the last year 
examinatlon, as per recommendation of Dr. P.C.Ray. (pp-246,290) 


The meeting of the Syndicate on 4.1.1913 decided to appoint examiner for the 
Griffith memorial Prize for the year 1912 and P.C.Ray was appointed for the 
same on specified subJect concerned. (pp-27-28) 


In the meeting of the Annual meeting of the Senate on 25" Jan.1913 the names 
of the fellows in the Faculty of Arts and in the Faculty of Science were 
announced, P.C.Ray was a member of both the Faculties. (pp-157-160) 


The Syndicate in its meeting dated 01.02.1913 recommended to the Senate to 
permit a student of Dacca University, who was unsuccessful after completing 2 
years of study, to sit for the ensuing M.Sc. examination as a non-collegiate 
student т this University as endorsed by a letter of Dr. P.C.Ray of Presidency 
College. (pp-218,249) 
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The Syndicate in its meeting on 15.2.1913 ordered to inform Dr. P.C.Ray that as 
suggested, in the Utilisation of the sum of Rs.1 Lac earmarked for the library 
grants the clalms of science would not be forgotten. (P-389) 


The Syndicate in Its meeting on 12.4.1913 considered an application endorsed 
by Dr. P.C.Ray for permission to offer a thesis In lieu of examination as 
appealed by the student,be granted. (pp-801,812,829) 


In the minutes of the Syndicate dated 31* May for the year 1913 report on the 
Presidency College Calcutta for 1912-13, as recorded, stated the smallness of 
Chemistry Dept. and the need for the construction of spacious Laboratories and 
class room of Chemistry was emphasised. In that report P.C.Ray's notable 
research papers that were published in the Journal of Chemical Society for 
1911 and 1912 were warmly acclaimed and the details of those papers were 
reported. Considerable portion of the papers had been accomplished and 
published from this Dept. of Chemistry. The need for reconstruction was also 
Justifled. (pp-1198,1199,1200) 


The Syndicate meeting on 16.11.1913 requested P.C.Ray to examine and report 
on thesis submitted by a scholar for Premchand Raychand scholarship. (P-2426) 


The Syndicate in a meeting on 6.12.1913 decided to appolnt examiners in both 
Pass and Honours in Chemistry and P.C.Ray was appointed Chairman of the 
Board. (pp-3209,3233) 


The Syndicate in Its meeting оп 26.12.1913 decided to appoint a committee 
consisting of 5 members of the Senate including the names of the Vice- 
Chancellor as Chairman and P.C.Ray as member to take steps for construction 
of a suitable building for Chemical and Physical laboratories In connection with 
the University College of Science of which construction had already been taken 
up. The committee mentioned would be consulting the reports after P.C. Mitra, 
who was entrusted by the University, visited few Chemical laboratories In 
Poona, Roorkee, Lucknow, Allahabad, Nagpur, Bombay, Bangalore and Madras. 


In the above meeting Government of India's non recurring grant of Rs.800000/- 
to the Govt. of Bengal for the benefit of the Calcutta University to enable it to 
acquire the "Madhab Babu's Bazer" a fish market at the South of Senate House. 
Has reported Sir Rashbehary Ghose's offering of a sum of Rs. Ten Lac was also 
mentioned in the proceeding with some conditions attached therein. The 
Governing Body of the University College of Science foundation for the 
endowment of Sir Taraknath Palit Vice-Chancellor as Chairman and others from 
Senate donors, and P.C.Ray was there as Founder’s nominee. It was also 
reported that In all, 46 meetings of the Syndicate and 17 meetings of the 
Senate were held during the year. (pp-2992-3182) 


In the meeting of the Syndicate dated g^ December, 1913, Dr. P.C.Ray was 
nominated as the Chairman of the Board in Chemistry Practical both in Pass 
and Honours. (P-3209) 
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In the Syndicate meeting of 26" December, 1913 - it was revealed that 
intensive academic discussions took place during the one year period and there 
were 46 Meetings of the Syndicate and 17 meetings of the Senate took place 
during this whole year. In the Syndicate meeting dated 26.12.1913 Dr. Nilratan 
Sircar drew the attention of the DPI to the detailed report of the chemical 
laboratories in India. In the light of that report the need for modern Chemical 
Laboratory was considered and a committee for that purpose was formed. Dr. 
P.C.Ray's name was approved as one of the members. The changes in the 
powers of the University regarding the students of Matriculation examination 
was approved and Govt.’s desire to vest more power to the local Govt. was also 
approved. Govt. of India's Grant of eight Lac for the Calcutta University's 
expansion of Bullding was earmarked and transferred it to Bengal Govt. for its 
detailed reports of expenses. The Governing Body of the University College of 
Science, founded on the endowment of Sir Т.М. Palit, approved the name of 
P.C.Ray as the Founder's nominee in that Body.

The Syndicate meeting оп og" May 1914 Inspection reports of many colleges 
were approved and Dr. P.C.Ray was one of the members of the team. In order 
to frame the rules of award of remuneration of Practical Examination a 
Committee was formed and Dr. P.C.Ray’s name was approved as one of the 
members. 


In the meeting of the Syndicate dated 15.5.1915 the draft letter of the Registrar 
to the Secretary to the Govt. of India was placed and approved an P.C.Ray was 
present. 


Some of the sallent features of this draft: 


(a) General policy of the University College of Science with regard to providing 
facilitles for research in various sclence Depts. including three Depts. of 
Chemistry was stated. The school of young chemists, formed by the efforts 
of Dr. P.C.Ray and the research works of those chemists in the indian 
Mineral, Agriculture and biological Chemistry, were elaborately presented. 

(b) Necessity of increasing seats in the Post Graduate Science subjects 
especially Chemistry, Physics etc. was emphasized. 

(c) For the advancement of P.G. Sclence courses Sir Taraknath Palit foundation 

of Trust and two Professorships, one in Chemistry and the other in Physics, 
and the stipulations of the Trust Deed that Rs. 100000/- (Rupees One Lac) 
only should be set apart for the research of the advanced students of 
science to carry on their research outside India were be adhered to. 
A donation of Rs. 10,00,000/-(Rupees Ten Lac) only from Sir Rashbehary 
Ghosh founding four professorships In each of the subjects-Applied 
Mathematics, Physics, Chemistry and Botany was reported. The balance, If 
any, after fulfilment was to be applied to the equipment and maintenances 
of the Laboratories and Museums.

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The terms of the Trust Deeds were clarified by the printed deed copy 
dated 08.08.1913. The senate (dated 22.6.1912) accepted the Trust Deeds 
of Sir Taraknath Palit on 17.06.1912 The copy of the minutes of the Senate 
dated 22.06.1912 was also enclosed wherein Palit professorships to Dr. 
P.C.Ray and C.V. Raman was given and the duties of the Professorship was 
also stated. 

(d) Appointment of Rashbehary Ghosh Professorship was given to Dr. Ganesh 
Prasad, Dr. Praphulla Chandra Mitra and Mr. Debendra Mohan Bose and 
Mr. S.P. Agarkar in Botany (Senate meeting 21.2.1914). The scale of pay 
was also stated as well as duties and other terms and conditions. Approval 
of the names of Palit research Scholarship of the students was also 
reported. 

The composition of the Governing Body of the T.N.Palit Trust which 
incorporated Dr. P.C.Ray’s name in that Governing Body was also 
mentioned. 

(e) Yearly allotment of Rs. 12000/- sanctioned by the Govt. of India as 
maintenance Grant was also elaborately mentioned. Immediate necessity 
of acquiring the vacant land for the University's expansion was also 
mentioned. 


The immediate necessity of arrivals of funds from the Govt. of Bengal was 
urgently needed. The above draft was approved. (pp-1497-1505) 


The 16" November, 1914 Syndicate meeting decided that as per University Act 
of 1904 (VIII of 1904), the Govt. of India sanctioned the proposal to change the 
Regulation of the University in order to include 'Khasi' in the list of vernaculars 
for the ІА and ISC examinations. (P-2126) 


The meeting of the Syndicate on 5" December, 1914 resolved to endorse the 
proceedings of the Governing Body of Sir Taraknath Palit Endowment, dated 3" 
December, 1914 whereby the Pension and leave allowance of Dr. P.C.Ray 
amounting to Rs.212.80 per mensem be paid by the University since his joining 
as Taraknath Palit Professor of Chemistry as requested by the DPI, Government 
of Bengal be given. 


In that meeting scholarship of Rs100 each was awarded to Rasiklal Dutta, 
Nilratan Dhar for 1уеаг term and Rs.75. per mensem was awarded to 
Rajendralal De from 1.1.1915 and they were to carry on research under Dr 
P.C.Ray on Sir Taraknath Palit Endowment. (pp-2711,252-53) 


The Syndicate dated 22™ Dec 1914 noted that P.C.Ray had been re-elected by 
the Senate as the Representative of the University on the Court of Visitor of the 
Indian Institute of Sclence at Bangalore. The Syndicate noted the election of 
Dr.P.C.Ray as member to the Faculty of Science and P.C.Ray as Chalrman of the 
Board in Pass and In Honours in practical in B.A. and B.Sc. Examination, 1914. 
That Dr. P.C.Ray also became an examiner in MA/M.Sc. examinatlon 1914 in 
Chemistry was also noted. (pp-3134,3151,3156,3176,3178,3182) 
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The Vice-Chancellor in his convocation address elaborately narrated the 
services of P.C.Ray and JC Bose, honoured names in the world of Science and 
P.C.Ray was invited by the Punjab University for 'Exchange lecture'. 


(pp-648-650,697) 


The Syndicate on 15" May 1915 noted and approved the resolution of 
Governing Body of the Sir TN Palit Trust where P.C.Ray was one of the 
members as Founders nominee. In the said meeting an important and 
elaborate letter of the Registrar of the University addressed to the secretary to 
the Government of India was approved and some of the salient features In that 
letter were mentioned (It may be pointed out that this valuable letter is the 
proof of Govt. of India's Commitment for liberal grants to the University of 
Calcutta that Challenged afterwards). 


1. General Policy of the University college of science in regard to provide 
facilities of research in the science Depts. including the three existing 
Chemistry Departments (Physical, Organic, Inorganic). These researches 
would satisfy the purely theoretical interest but a large field for important 
and practically useful work lay upon to workers in the provinces of 
specifically Indian mineral, agricultures, and biological Chemistry. 

2. In order to cope with the large number of students for the Post Graduate 
Classes- the seats in the PG Science Subjects and particularly in the 
Physics and Chemistry Depts. were immediately increased. 

3. A short history of T.N.Pallt Trust and two Professorship each in Physics 
and Chemistry was enacted and in order to fulfil the terms and conditions 
of the Trust deeds, few scholarships were given to scholars for advanced 
studies in these fields, Another problem arose relating to Rs. One Lac set 
apart for the students who would be willing to go abroad to carry on their 
researches. 

4. Rs. 10 Lac donatlon was received by the University on g^ August, 1913 for 
founding 4 Professorship each one In Applled Mathematics, Physics, 
Chemistry and Botany. The purpose was to carry on research work In 
those flelds after completing the Master's degree. The balance mlght be 
utllised for the equipment and maintenance of the laboratories and 
Museums. (The Trust deeds of 8.8.13 and 22.06.12). In those Trust deeds 
duties of Professorship were also specified. Dr. P.C.Ray and C.V Raman 
were given the Palit Professorship In Chemistry and Physics. 


5. Appointment to the Rashbehary Ghosh professorship was glven to Dr. 
Ganesh Prasad, Dr. Prafullachandra Mitra, Mr. Debendra Mohan Bose and 
Mr. S.P.Agarkar (Ref. Senate meeting dated 21.2.1914). The Research 
scholarship holders’ names were also stated. The Composition of the 
Governing Body of the Trust was also announced and P.C.Ray's name was 
there. 
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6. The announcement was made by the Chancellor in the convocation on 6" 
March regarding a donation of Rs. 12000/- a year as imperial grant. 
Apparatus purchased already by the University and the need for new 
building was urgently needed to accommodate the Dept. and special 
apparatus was needed for the purpose of research to be completed to 
enable C.V.Raman to carry on research. Income — expenditure accounts 
were also specified including the expenses of the Blochemical researches 
done by Dr. Upendranath Brahmachari and others. 

7. Immediate necessity of acquiring the vacant land for construction of 
science Building as well as hostel and professors quarters in the vacant 
land was emphasized. 


In conclusion, it was stated in that letter that "in order to utilize the 
benefactions of Sir T.N.Palit and Sir Rashbehary Ghosh it 1$ Important that 
sufficient assistance should be avallable as early as possible." The letter after 
approval was forwarded to the Government of India through the Rector.

The Syndicate in a meeting dated 27^ August 1915 resolved that Sir 
Rabindranath Tagore, Kt., D.Lltt., Dr. J.C.Bose, СЫМА D.Sc., Dr. P.C.Ray C.LE., 
PhD., D.Sc., FCS., and Mahamahopadhyay Haraprasad Sastri C.LE., MA, be 
invited to deliver courses of lectures on some subjects to be chosen by 
themselves during the session 1915-16. (pp-2099,2139) 


The Syndicate in a meeting dated 3" December, 1915 resolved to request to 
examine the essay 'On the History of Ancient Indian Medicine with special 
reference to the Vedic age' by P.C.Ray, B.N. Seal and Lalmohan Ghoshal. 

(pp-2719,2727) 


The Syndicate sent by circulation a resolution to all the members on 30.10.1916 
distributing the fellows among the Faculties and the Boards of studies in 
Chemistry and Zoology. š (P-2105) 


In a meeting of the Syndicate dated 17^ Nov 1916 a letter from a sixth year 
student In Chemistry, seeking permission for research work on specific organic 
compounds at the M.Sc. Examination in July 1917 In Пеи of Examination т 
Physical and Inorganic Chemistry was granted as it was endorsed by Dr. 
P.C.Ray. Later on the student became famous for his research works — he was 
Praphulla Chandra Guha. (pp-2107,2119) 


In the meeting of the Syndicate dated 17^ Nov, 1916 the draft letter of the 
Registrar in reply to the Govt. of India was placed In the meetings of the 
Syndicate dated 4.07.1917 and 11.05.1917. Resolutions were taken relating to 
T.N.Palit endowment resolving issues. 


The Syndicate in the same meeting on 17^ Nov 1916 decided to approve the 
letters drafted by the Registrar to the 'Secretary, Government of India on Post 
Graduate studies of the University’. It may be mentioned that a detailed report 
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sent by the University earlier and clarification sought afterwards by the 
Government in its letter dated 10.6.1915 and 14.10.1915 was clarified in this 
letter. As to query of the resolution of the T.N.Palit Trust Governing Body and 
the management of Rashbehary Ghose Trust and of the Syndicate, the Vice- 
Chancellor would communicate this issue in his ensuing visit to the office of the 
Secretary, at Simla. The following classes in MA and M.Sc. had to be maintained 
by the Universlty e.g.

No Provision should be there In any affiliated colleges for Instruction up to the 
MA standard of those subjects. Though Presidency College started teaching few 
subjects in MA at the initial stage of PG teaching in the University as there was 
no sufficient space in the University and the University lecturers were arranged 
in the Presidency College In the letter clarified some of such affiliation in Dacca, 
Cotton College in Gauhati etc. In all those cases due to shortage of classes 
temporary demands of arranging classes in those colleges were done as done 
by Dacca University and Patna University in their neighboured colleges. 
Detailed picture of the grants received by the Government along with 
University's contribution at the tune of Rs. 1,97,000/- was shown in this letter. 
The names of representatives of the University from Calcutta Colleges were 
also included in the Governing Body of affiliated colleges where P.G. classes 
started. Some of the 'admitted defects' as referred to in Govt.'s letter surprised 
the University authorities when it was mentioned In the said letter that “the 
government feel themselves unable to give any definite approval of the scheme 
sent by the University". Another important question give rise to by the attitude 
of the Government when the University was able to recover a sum of Rs. 
1,80,407/- from the owner of the market from whom the land was purchased 
but that amount was not transferred from the Govt. of Bengal to the 
University. The question of defects existing in affiliated colleges where PG was 
taught had already been worked into and further cooperation from those 
colleges was also sought. In this letter the outstanding role of teachers and 
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particularly the donation of full salary to the University by P.C.Ray, Pallt 
Professor, in Chemistry was also mentioned. (pp-2119,2192-2198) 


In the Syndicate meeting dated 21* Dec 1916, it was reported to the 
Committee appointed by the Govt. of India on certain matters in connection 
with the PG teaching in the University (Dr. P.C.Ray was one of the members of 
the sald committee). (P-2808) 


The Syndicate in a meeting dated 19" Jan 1917, resolved to appoint examiners 
in MA/M.Sc. Examination, 1917 Dr. Р.С.Вау was appointed convener In 
Chemistry in M.Sc. Examination 1917. Dr. P.C.Ray was appointed convener in 
Chemistry in M.Sc. examination as well as In B.Sc. Chemistry Honours 
examination in Patna Centre and Civil Engineering College Centre. (pp-49- 
51,74) 


The Syndicate in its meeting dated 26" Jan 1917 resolved to appoint Dr. 
P.C.Ray as paper-setter in Chemistry In 1.5с. / B.Sc. examination in 1918. 


(pp-179,198,209) 


The Syndicate in a meeting on 23" Feb 1917 ordered to record a letter from 
DPI, Govt. of Bengal Conveying 'the sanction of the Govt. to the transfer of 
services of Dr. P.C.Ray to the Calcutta University for employment as Sir T.N.Palit 
Professor of Chemistry w.e.f. = November, 1916.’ (pp-383,386) 


In the said meeting about the publication of Original papers a ‘committee is 
formed consisting of Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, Dr. P.C.Ray, Dr. Ganesh Prasad, 
Mr. C.V.Raman, Dr. P.C.Mitter and Dr.Brühl (Secretary) to draw up the scheme.’ 
The meeting also resolved to refer a thesis paper to the committee consisting 
of 3 members — Dr. P.C.Ray was one of them. The application of P.C.Ghosh, 
who stood 1* class 1* in main Chemistry and willing to go to London University 
for his D.Sc. degree and for that purpose his need of Rs. 50/- per month from 
the TN Palit fund was forwarded by Dr. P.C.Ray and Dr. P.C.Mitter and the 
Syndicate dated 11.5.1917 resolved to refer It to the Governing Body of that 
fund. In the same meeting Nagendranath Sen's application forwarded by these 
persons for award of Scholarship from the Rashbehary Ghose fund, was 
awarded w.e.f. 1.1.1917. (pp-805,807,810-12) 


As per recommendation of Dr. P.C.Ray and Others the affillation of City College 
to B.Sc. Pass standard in Chemistry and Mathematics in Pass and Honours 
Standard was recommended by the Syndicate in its meeting dated 4.7.1917 to 
the Senate. (pp-1111,1148-50) 


The meeting of the Syndicate on 27" July, 1917 approved the action taken by 
the Secretary receiving Rs. 30,200/- being the principal and interest due from 
Sir Rabindranath Tagore to Sir TN Paltt Estate. (pp-1247,1320) 


In a meeting of the Syndicate where the Report of the Syndicate for the year 
1917 was reported the Governing Body of sir T.N.Palit and Ghosh endowments 
for the years 1917-18 was reconstituted with Dr. P.C.Ray as one of the 
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members in the Board of Management. In the Post Graduate council teaching 
in Science In 1917-18 Dr. P.C.Ray's was name approved as one of the members. 
In the same meeting the achievement, of the Chemistry Dept. in 1917 was 
reported and P.C.Ray's along with others publications of research Papers 
published in National and International Journals were reported. in that meeting 
the Speaker's name of the extension lectures for the year 1917-18 was 
reported and Dr. P.C.Ray's content of lectures were 'Pursuit of Chemistry in 
Bengal'. Extension lectures delivered by J.C.Bose and P.C.Ray in Bombay and in 
Madras were exemplary in the sense that Bengal's supremacy in the field of 
science was established. In the meeting of the Senate academic discussions 
continued and the standard of Honours Examinations were discussed and 
improvement of It suggested and for that a 5-member committee, was formed 
where P.C.Ray was one of them. The fellows of different Faculties for the year 
1918 were recommended by the Syndicate in its meeting dated 16.7.1917. 
P.C.Ray's name was in both the Arts and Science faculties. (рр-2055,2266-68) 


The report of the Syndicate for the year 1917 about the activities of the 
Chemistry Dept. shows that the results of the examinations were satisfactory as 
as well the 'output of orlginal work both as regards quality and quantity was 
quite good’. The list of publications were also placed. The reports were 
submitted by Dr. P.C.Ray and Dr. P.C.Mitter. (рр-2533,2593,2606,2607) 


In a meeting of the Syndicate 16 Oct 1917 (pt МІ): attention was drawn to few 
schools in Rangoon. Problems relating to the fund of Taraknath Palit was 
discussed and solved where P.C.Ray was in the GB. Regarding results of MA 
examination, letter from the Board of Examiners was also discussed wherein 
P.C.Ray was one of the members. He was also a member of the fellowship of 
the faculty of Arts and Science.

Report of the Syndicate for the year.1917 Constitution of Senate, Syndicate, 
Board of Studies etc were formed and P.C.Ray was In the Senate and Board of 
Faculties of Arts and Science. (in the Board of Studies in Chemistry). In the GB 
of T Palit and Ghose Endowments P.C.Ray was a member and the decision of 
the GB to fit-up the Building on the ground at no 35, Ballygunge Circular Road 
as a Biological Laboratory and residential quarters for the Professors and 
students In Botany and Zoology. P.C.Ray was in the Board of management of Sir 
Rashbehary Ghosh Endowment for 1917-18. He was also in the council of PG 
Teaching in Sclence and In the Board of Studies in Chemistry, Geology. The 
report of the Chemistry Dept. for 1917 was submitted by P.C.Ray and PC 
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Mitter. The first series of extension lectures was published and one of these 
was 'Pursuit of Chemistry in Bengal ' by P.C.Ray. Both in Honours Level in 
theoretical and practical examination P.C.Ray was one of the examiners in 
MA/M.Sc. examination also he was one of the examiners.

In the meeting of the Senate dated 23rd March, 1918 Dr P.C.Ray seconding the 
motion in favour of affiliation of Bagerhat College, Khulna to the I.A. Standard 
reported that the people of the locality were highly enthusiastic about the 
matter and though they could manage to ralse only Rs.50,000/- at that 
moment because of low prices of jute and paddy, they would live up to their 
promise once the price went up. The Senate resolved that since the promoters 
were interested in depositing the fund to the account of Dr. P.C.Ray they be 
permitted to do so . In the same meeting it was mentioned that the 
Government of India in a circular prescribed that colleges should be established 
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in mofussil areas so that the flow of Students to the towns were restricted. 
(pp-225,250,251) 


On 25" Jan 1919, in the Senate meeting P.C.Ray's presence was noted. P.C.Ray 
was elected for one more term in the court of visitors of the Indian Institute of 
Science Bangalore, as a representative of the Calcutta University for the year 
1919-20. P.C.Ray among others was elected to the GB of the College of Science 
for the management of the of Science. He was also in the management of the 
Ghose endowment. (pp- 99,100,105, 106, 108, 208, 209, Proc-4,5.) 


In the meeting of the Senate dated 14” June, 1919 important debate took 
place where Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, Rai Chunilal Basu Bahadur, Dr. Suresprasad 
Sarbadhikari, Principal G.C.Bose, Manmatha Nath Ray, Dr. P.C.Ray among 
others took part. Many speakers spoke for the justification of Increase 
inexamination fees but P.C.Ray ‘objected to the manner of raising the money’. 
P.C.Ray said "This increase in fees will tell very harshly on the guardians of the 
students". He objected to the manner of raising the fees. He also cited the 
example of Rockefeller and Carnegie who were going to support or fund 
research Scholarship in America. Dr. P.C.Ray in his educative speech opined 
that even the Finance Minister of the state for the past few years was 
hesitating to increase the TA on salt i.e. poor man's salt so there was no 
justification of raising fees again. "Has Bengal no other Sir Taraknath Palit or Sir 
Rashbehary Ghosh, who could supplement the revenues of the University?" he 
asked. “Has Bengal seen the last of our philanthropists? Am | to understand 
that the race has become extinct?" His argument continued citing examples 
from different countries т the world and that Bengal was the solitary example 
where the increase of expenditure had to be borne by the students. The debate 
continued and some weighty arguments were also placed in favour of Increase 
of fees including the speech of the Vice-Chancellor. Finally the motion was put 
to vote in the absence of Sir P.C.Ray and was passed and thls increase in 
examination fees of the students was introduced. At that time tuition fees in 
the PG Arts classes were Rs. 5/- and Rs. 10/- In the Science classes. 


(pp-241,247-270) 


In the meeting of the Senate on 23" August, 1919 a lively discussion to 
highlight the achievements of the Calcutta University was nicely put by Sir 
Asutosh Mookerjee under the chairmanship of Sir Nilratan Sircar, Vice- 
Chancellor. On Matthili a lectureship was established by the endowments of 
RaJa Kirtani Singh of Ranchi for 6 year term for the purpose of research. 
Lectureshlp of Maithili by the donation of Taraknath Chowdhuri of Dinajpur 
was established . In Bengal Babu Susil Kr. De and Suniti Kr. Chatterjee came 
forward with valuable monographs on Bengali Language and Literature. Dinesh 
Ch. Sen had done profile works in Bengali. 


In Mathematics, on the theory of Plane curves. Surendramohan Ganguli's 
valuable treatise and the publications of papers by the faculty members of the 
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Pure and Applied Mathematics in the Bulletin of Calcutta Mathematical Society 
were noted. In many reputed European and American journals, bulletins the 
papers of top quality were regularly published by the faculty members of 
different Depts. Quality papers were also published In the reputed national and 
international journals including The Philosophical Magazine, The Physical 
Review, The Astrophysical Journal, The Proceedings of the Royal Society of 
London of the staffs of the University. In the Bulletin and Memoirs of the Indlan 
Association for the cultivation of Science, the Journal of Asiatic Society of 
Bengal the papers of the faculty members of many Depts. of the University 
were published. 


The names of notable researchers, such as Prof C.V.Raman, Dr Sudhangsu Кг. 
Banerjee, Dr. D.N. Mallik, Phanindranath Ghosh, Sisir Kr Mitra in Physics, and 
Dr. P.C.Ray, Dr. P.C. Mitter, Dr. R.L. Dutta, Dr. J.C. Ghose, Dr. B.B. Dey, all 
reputed members of the Calcutta School of Chemistry, founded by P.C.Ray, 
were mentioned. Two Journals from the Chemistry Dept, were published. 
"Nothing of this sort has been achieved by any University of India at that time", 
P.C.Ray said. Hence, "Calcutta University is unique In academic affairs in those 
days". The donations and contributions from others were numerous and the 
role played by the entire team were well known. (pp-291,299,319,353-55) 


The meeting of the Senate on 14^ August, 1920 resolved that Sir P.C.Ray be 
granted 5 months, leave with full pay w.e.f. 20.08.1920 to study in England and 
to have a first-hand knowledge of the latest developments in Chemistry and 
Technological research. The mover of the resolution Sir Asutosh Mookerjee on 
behalf of the Syndicate also pointed out that, to utilize a very large gift to be 
donated by Sir Rashbehary Ghosh, for the Technological Dept. in the university, 
P.C.Ray be given an opportunity and it was resolved. (pp-407,409-10) 


In the meeting of the Syndicate on 19" April 1921 the annual inspection of 
Presidency college during the session 1921-22 to be done jointly with the 
inspector of colleges, was resolved — a three member team of Inspectors was 
appointed with P.C.Ray as one of them. (pp-2,35) 


In the meeting of the Syndicate dated 19" April 1921 under the chairmanship 
of Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, Vice-Chancellor, the proceedings of the Governing 
Body of Sir T N Palit Trusts (16.8.21) was discussed in detail including the bond 
that had to be signed by the recipients of the Scholarship. The applications of 
Snehamay Dutta, Jnanendranath Mookerjee, Jnanendranath Ghosh were 
discussed along with forwarding letter of Dr. P.C.Ray and was approved. Report 
of the Syndicate for the year 1921 Including the constitution of Senate, 
Facultles, Syndicate, Boards of Studies and Board of Accounts was approved. 
On Sir T N Palit and Sir Rashbehary Ghosh Endowments the Governing Body of 
Sir T N Palit Endowment and the Board of Management of Sir Rashbehary 
Ghosh Endowment for the year 1921-22 were also approved. In both the above 
bodies, Dr. P.C.Ray was the member under the Chairmanship of the Vice- 
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Chancellor. Some valuable information and documents were revealed from the 
correspondences, records, proceedings etc in the meeting of the Syndicate 
regarding the T.N. Endowment. (pp-1,2,35,85-94) 


From the minutes of the Syndicate dated 13^ May 1921 it revealed that the 
application of Dr. J.C.Ghosh dated 16.4.1921 informing his assignment in the 
Dacca University was considered and the Syndicate resolved that he be given 
the option to join either Dacca or Calcutta University . The letter of 
Jnanendranath Mukherjee received by the Calcutta University reporting his 
willingness to continue the works In the Laboratories if Prof. F.G. Donan, of the 
University of London was discussed and it was resolved that he be continued. 
At the same meeting a letter from the Dy. Secy. Govt of Bengal, Education 
Dept, conveying sanction to the re-employment of Sir P.C.Ray as T.N.Palit 
Professor of Chemistry was his full pension, in addition to the pay he draws. It 
was ordered to be recorded along with the meeting of the Syndicate on June, 
24, 1921, the letter from J.C. Ghosh on the subject of his resignation from the 
post of this University and his appointment in the Dacca University was placed. 
Resolved to place the letter before the Governing Body of the T.N.Palit Trust. 

(pp-129,228,263,295,496) 


In the meeting of the Syndicate on June 24, 1921 the report from the Govt. of 
Bengal, Education Dept. was read and recorded that Pension of Dr. P.C.Ray was 
sanctioned in addition to the pay during his reemployment period In the Palit 
Professorship. (It is known that Dr. P.C.Ray had already donated all his salaries 
due to the University). (P-496) 


The meeting on November 3, 1921, the Syndicate resolved to convey cordial 
thanks of the Vice-Chancellor and Syndicate to Sir P.C. Ray for his donation of 
entire salary from the month of September onwards for the furtherance of the 
Dept. of Chemistry (both general and Applied) or such other purposes as the 
V.C and the G.B may deem fit. (P-84) 


The meeting of the Syndicate on November 10, 1921 resolved that the report 
of P.C Ray conveying Dr. Jnanendranth Mukherjee's research work during the 
2 year term as Prem Chand Roychand Scholar be approved and be continued. 
Another letter of Dr. P.C.Ray informing the Registrar about the appointment of 
Kshitis Chandra Ray, a research assistant since last 7 years, the payment of 
whom was made by P.C.Ray from his own pocket as a permanent research 
assistant on a salary in the scale of Rs. 75-10-125 w.e.f 1" November, 1921. 
Resolved the letter be placed to the Governing Body of the Unlversity College 
of Science. (pp-140,85) 


At the invitation of the Govt. of Bengal (Education Dept.) Regarding discussion 
of the proposed Universitles Congress to be held at Simla for the Calcutta 
University, the Syndicate in its meeting dated November 10, 1923 resolved to 
recommend to the Senate 6 member's names as delegates to the above 
meeting and one of them was Sir P.C.Ray. (pp-149-151) 
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In a meeting of the Syndicate dated 31” Mar 1922, Dr. P.C.Ray's letter 
regarding the award of “Nagarjuna” Prize to the best piece of research work in 
Chemistry, Pure or Applied by any student working in the College of Science, 
from the donation of Rs. 10,000/-, which he was willing to hand over to the 
University, was placed. This was accepted and recommended to the Senate for 
approval. (pp-587-88) 


In a meeting of the Senate dated 26" Aug 1922, a letter from the Secretary, 
Govt. of Bengal dated 9.8.1922, was placed and discussed. The letter was 
referred to the constitution of reconstituted Senate. 

The proposal was: - 

(a) 8096 of the fellows of the University should be elected. 

(b) The registered graduates of the University should be at least 6096 of the 
fellows. 

(c) The Senate resolved to form a Committee under the chairmanship of Vice- 
Chancellor and 12 other members including P.C.Ray where 7 members 
should form a quorum. The Govt. is eager to receive the views of the Vice- 
Chancellor and senate. (pp-389-404) 


In a meeting of the Syndicate dated 33 Nov 1922, an appeal of P.C.Ray for 
donation of his entire salary from the month of September 1922 for the Dept. 
of Chemistry or for such other purposes as the Vice-Chancellor and the 
Governing Body may deem fit, to the university was considered. It was resolved 
to accept the offer. 


In a meeting of the Senate dated 11" Nov 1922, the Preliminary Report of the 7 
member committee was placed — the entire document regarding the formation 
of the Senate was there. (pp-506-515) 
The report was signed by all the 7 members on 3" Nov 1922.

In a meeting of the Syndicate dated 1” Dec 1922, the letter of P.C.Ray and five 
other members of the senate, addressed to the Vice-Chancellor to discuss an 
important issue regarding the publication of an article in the "Bengall" at the 
request of the Govt. Of Bengal (Publicity Dept.), was discussed, and after a 
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lengthy debate an amendment was moved and carried out with two dissident 
votings. It would be brought to the notice of the Chancellor with a request for 
full enquiry how the Govt. of Bengal came to request the "Bengali" to publish 
the article in the 'Times Educational Supplement' relating to the financial 
condition of the Calcutta University. 


The fundamental points ralsed were: 

(a) The financial administration of the University, raised in the report of the 
Accountant — General, is pending before the Senate for scrutiny. Pending 
the discussion of the Senate how the publicity dept, of the Govt. of Bengal 
could proceed to publish it in the press. 

(b) The article in question did not state fact but opinion. 

(c) The publicity office should not circulate such adverse opinion ignoring the 
opinion of the University. (pp-277-280) 


In a meeting of the Senate dated 2™ Dec 1922, while discussing the report of 
the Govt. grants committee (appointed on 9.9.1922), P.C.Ray supported the 
adoption of the Report. The argument put forward was inadequacy of the 
grant. The contribution was 896 of the total of the Govt., though as per the 
Accountant General's report there was no mention of misappropriation of the 
University funds. For rehabilitation of Railways Govt. decided to use Rs. 150 
Crore, and why only Rs. 1.5 cores for rehabilitation of the University could not 
be sanctioned? - he asked. Long debate continued and the Vice-Chancellor 
made a lengthy argument for liberal grant for the University and ultimately it 
was decided by putting it to vote, and none was found to be against the 
motion. The freedom of the University in no way be handed over to the Govt. - 
the Vice-Chancellor concluded. "Forget the Government of Bengal. Forget the 
Government of India. Do your duty as Senators of this University, as true sons of 
your Alma Mater. Freedom first, freedom second, freedom always ~ nothing 
else will satisfy me.” 


In the meeting of the Syndicate dated 31° Aug 1923, a letter both from the DPI 
and Sir P.C.Ray as President of the Naihati Union Institution, in the Khulna 
District was placed with the request for provisional recognition of the School 
upto 31“ December, 1925. In the sald letter it was revealed that the pay of the 
lowest teacher in charge of the infant class was Rs. 20/- per month. (Р-365) 


In a meeting of the Syndicate dated 5" April 1924, the inspection Report of 
Bagerhat College, Bagerhat, Khulna for the year 1923 — 24 was accepted where 
the president of the Governing Body of the College was Dr. P.C.Ray. (P-59) 


In a special meeting of the Senate on 14" June, 1924 the Chancellor Victor 
Alexander George Robert Bulwer — Lytton presided and more than 50 members 
were present to mourn the sudden death of Sir Asutosh Mookerjee and Sir 
P.C.Ray moved a resolution "That a suitable memorial be established for the 
perpetuation of Sir Asutosh 's memory in connection with his great work in the 
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University and a committee be formed". He also quoted Lord Ronaldshay, the 
earlier Chancellor of the University, 'The reputation of the Calcutta University 
that has spread throughout Europe and other foreign parts for its research 
work in connection with the Post graduate Dept. on the Literary and Scientific 
lines is mainly due to Sir Asutosh Mookerjee'. it was passed. 


(pp-165-166,175-176) 


On 20" Feb 1925, in the Syndicate meeting, for Bethune college the Govt. of 
Bengal sent the names of the members with the DPI as the President and 
P.C.Ray as one out of 12 members. A letter from P.C.Ray requesting the 
University to grant an advance to J.N.Ray who had been awarded Palit 
Scholarship through P.C.Ray. It was read out and resolved. 


(pp-425, 559 Proc 103, 60) 


On March 27, 1925, the proceedings of the GB of Sclence college dated B 
March, 1925 was approved, where P.C.Ray's name was noted and the budget 
for the year 1925-26 also approved. A motion moved on (1) the prospect of 
teacher in High schools in Bengal. (2) For holding annual conference of teachers 
at different centers (3) for conducting a teacher's journal dealing with 
educational matters concerning teachers and (4) for creating a fund for the 
distressed teachers and making provision for their widows and orphans after 
their deaths — At Gaibandha under the presidency of P.C.Ray the 2™ conference 
inaugural function was held and the Association had been registered under the 
Act xxi of 1860. It was ordered the Secy. of the ABTA (non Govt) be asked to 
furnish the Syndicate with the necessary details. In the Syndicate meeting it 
was reported that the inspection report of the City college (Inspected on 
22.9.24)and the GB of the college was reconstituted with P.C.Ray as one of the 
members. (рр--626,627, 661) 


On Sept 4, 1925 the Syndicate in the meeting, for the appointment of a 
Boilerman for Applied Chemistry Dept. a sub-committee was formed with 
P.C.Ray as one of the members. (P-4, proc 17) 


On Feb 12, 1926, the Syndicate in its meeting P.C.Ray was appointed an 
examiner in Chemistry, In both Pass and Honours In B.A. and B.Sc. for attending 
the meeting of the Australasian association for the advancement of Sclence to 
be held in Perth in the 3 week. of Aug, 1926, P.C.Ray's invitation was 
honoured and a conveyance allowance of Rs. 2000 was approved and 
recommended to the Senate. In the same meeting the Report on the Indian 
Association for the cultivation of sclence was placed which was inspected on 
16.12.24 and P.C.Ray as Vice-President functioned there. (рр--225,458, 
465, 562 Proc. 55) 


On March 5, 1926 the Syndicate in its meeting for Preliminary Sclentific 
examination in inorganic Chemistry selected P.C.Ray as examiner in inorganic 
chemistry for Prellminary Scientific examination. (pp-628, 641) 
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On Sept 17, 1926, in the meeting of the Syndicate a letter from P.C.Ray and two 
others was placed and it was resolved that the B.Sc. examination of the 
Bombay University be treated as equivalent to the B.Sc. (Honours) In Chemistry 
of Calcutta University and the school students who got first class marks be 
treated as Honours Graduate of Calcutta University. A letter of P.C.Ray 
recommending B.C.Guha M.Sc. was read and he was granted Palit research 
scholarship in Chemistry In place of Praphulla Kumar Bose whose term expired 
on 31“ July 1926 (from the Board of Khalra Fund). 


(pp-2436,2610, 2611, 2621 Proc 3) 


On Oct1, 1926, the Syndicate in its meeting a letter of the Secy. to the Govt. of 
Bengal being number 3211edu dated 23" Sept, 1926 showing the comparison 
of the GB of Bethune College where in P.C.Ray was amongst the members was 
placed and read a report from the Board of Adjucaters for the Nagarjuna prize 
for 1925 recommending Praphulla Kumar Bose for his thesis which was 
accepted and P.C.Ray was one of the signatorles of the report (dated 
21.12.1926). 


(pp-2672, 2674, 3281, 3279,Proc.22) 


On 1926, the Syndicate announced the Board of examiners in Chemistry with 
P.C.Ray as chairman P.C.Ray was also selected as paper setter in (Pass and 
Honours) Chemistry. On 13^ March, 1926, in the meeting of Faculty of Science, 
the minutes were confirmed where P.C.Ray acted as Dean, Board of Studies of 
Chemistry formed and minutes of the Faculty of Sclence of 13.12.1926 are also 
confirmed. (pp-153, 154-156) 


Few important suggestions were placed jointly by P.C.Ray and two others for 
Practical in Physical, Inorganic and Organic for the academic session 1927-28. 
P.C.Ray as being sent by the Asst. Secy. Govt. Of Bengal dated 14.1.1927 as a 
nominee in the Governing Body of Bethune College was recorded. When 
P.C.Ray expressed his willingness to retire from Palit Trust body for the junior 
member he was persuaded to retain the Palit Professorship for another 5 years 
beyond 65. P.C.Ray desired to continue as Emeritus Professor as usual. 


As Bires Chandra Saha resigned from Palit Research Scholarship w.e.f. 1* 
January, 1927, Nirmalendunath Ray was recommended as he stood 1” among 
first class M.Sc. In Organic Chemistry as recommended by P.C.Ray. 


(pp-171, 202, 206, 257, 312, 313.Proc 6) 


On July, 12, Pt 1, Aug 13, Sept 2, 1927 in the minutes of the Syndicate it was 
revealed that the owner of the premises no 13, Girish Vidyaratna lane 
hadopened two unauthorised windows overlooking the ground of the Science 
College and also demolished a portion of the boundary wall of the Science 
College. After P.C.Ray's intervention owners agreed to give an undertaking that 
he would close the windows as and when required by the University as 
reported by the chief engineer of the University. Letters from two more 
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members, in this connection, were placed and it was resolved that the Vice- 
Chancellor be requested to hold a personal enquiry. 


For workshop bill payment order was placed and that was in the name of 
P.C.Ray, C. V.Raman and such others which was resolved. 


(pp-1766, 2064, 2065, 2196, 141.Proc 30) 


In 1927 Syndicate P.C.Ray's name in the Faculty of Science as member 
wasrecoded. |п a Syndicate meeting first gift of Sir Rashbehary Ghosh fund 
amounting Rs. Ten Lac and Sir Tarak Nath Palit foreign scholarship fund of Rs. 
1,06,300 and P.C.Ray's gift of Rs.61749 to the Science college was recorded. 
(pp-17,140) 


On 12" Feb, 1927, the minutes of Faculty of Science etc, for the year 1927, 
were recorded P.C.Ray was elected Dean for the year 1927-28 in a meeting on 
12.2.1927. P.C.Ray's publication of several papers in the journal of Indian 
chemical society was also recorded. Regarding a proposal that a Professor 
should vacate his post upon completion of his 60th year and the post should be 
advertised every time a vacancy occurs, P.C.Ray as member of the Senate, had 
given a notice, seeking an amendment to the effect that the professor shall 
have the right in case of a difference of opinion, to refer the matter to the 
Senate, whose decislon would be final. In all the meetings’ of the Faculty 
Council of Science In the year 1928 P.C.Ray chaired as Dean. (pp-57,85, 242, 
585) 


in a meeting of the Senate dated 28" July 1928, Dr P.C.Ray's letter was 
discussed. In that letter Dr. P.C.Ray pointed out the discrimination of the salary 
of the whole times of endowed chalrs under Ghose and Khaira Trusts which 
was less than that of regular Professor's. There should be provision to remove 
the discrimination in the budget proposal of 1928-29. (pp-545-546) 


On 28? July, 1928, in the Senate meeting a debate arose on the letter of 
P.C.Ray for equallsation of salary of all the Professors and whole time holders 
of endowed chalrs under Shree Ghose and Khaira Trusts. In that letter he said 
that no distinction should be made in flxing the salaries of our Professors. The 
fact that some public spirlted citizens had come forward to endow these chairs 
on an inltial salary of Rs. 500. He observed that they should be given the same 
status as regards to the pay, namely Rs. 600 to Rs.10,000 and hoped that the 
Senate would see Its way to remove this Inequality which according to him 
looked almost invidious. The holders of these chairs had  distingulshed 
European education and there was no reason why they should have a lower 
pay than other professors. 


(pp-533, 545, 546 Proc 8) 


On 8? Dec, 1928, in the meeting of the Faculty of Science P.C.Ray as chaired 
Dean. Work in progress in the PG Dept. of Chemistry showed that P.C.Ray and 
his collaborators had published 5 original Papers including 2 on valency of 
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. platinum in the journal of the Indlan Chemical Soclety. Further work in these 
lines were in progress. (pp-745,746, 831) 


On Jan 12, 1929, the Senate in its meeting placed a proposal regarding a 
donation of Rs. 1% Lac from Sailasuta Devi, widow of Radhikamohan Ray to the 
University on conditions as lald down, and it was accepted. It was named 
Radhika Mohan Scholarship Fund and the Governing Body was formed as per 
desire of the donor with the Vice-Chancellor as chairman and P.C.Ray as one of 
members. (pp-13-19) 


In the Senate meeting dated 12" Jan 1929, the decislon regarding permission 
of taking the 'gift of 3134 percent Government Provisionary note of the face 
value of Rs. 1,50,000/- made by Srimati Sailasuta Debi, widow of the Late Babu 
Radhika Mohan Roy, In favour of the University .......... be accepted' — Prof. 
Syamaprasad Mookerjee declared. 


It was resolved that ‘Radhikamohan Scholarship Fund’ be given to a 'Bengalee 
Brahmin' maintaining the terms and conditions. The Governing Body, as per 
desire of the donor, be comprised of 6 members including the Vice-Chancellor 


and Dr. P.C.Ray, as decided by the Senate. | (рр-13-19) 
On 26" Jan, 1929, In the Senate meeting P.C.Ray's Presence (Faculty of Science) 
was noted. (P-73) 


On 25" Feb, 1929, the Faculty of Sclence, P.C.Ray as Dean chaired the meeting. 
Few new members were added in the committee. One of them was Prof. 


Nikhilranjan Sen. (pp-214-218) 
On 19" March, 1929, the Faculty of Science, P.C.Ray was In the Board of 
Studies in Chemistry as a member. (pp-293,299-301) 


In a special meeting of the Senate dated 24" Aug 1929, Mr Syamaprasad 
Mookerjee moved that the fund generated out of the accumulated salary of Sir 
Р. C. Ray be utilized in — 


(1) Rs. 5000/- be spent for the extension of Inorganic Chemistry Laboratory. 

(2) Rs. 10,000/- be spent for the equipment of Inorganic research laboratory. 

(3) Rs. 10,000/- be paid to indian Chemical Society for a Contribution towards 
its building fund. 

(4) The rest be funded for the research fellowship in Chemistry of the value of 
Rs. 200/- mensem. The entire amount is Rs. 90000/- (pp-645-655) 


On 13” Dec, 1929, the Faculty of Science (Spl) meeting P.C.Ray chaired. 
(pp-7,11-13) 


On 13" March, 1930, the Faculty of Science, the Board of Studies of Chemistry 
was formed with P.C.Ray as one of the members. (pp-148,149) 
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On 31“ Jan, 1931, in the Senate meeting the Faculty of Science was approved 
with P.C.Ray as one of the members and Boards of Studies are formed with 
P.C.Ray in the Board of Studies in Teaching. 


On 19° Jan, 1932, the Faculty of Science (Special) meeting P.C. Mitter's name is 
proposed by P.C.Ray for election as ordinary Fellow. On 30" Jan, 1932, the 
Senate P.C.Ray's name in the Faculty of Science was approved.  (pp-15,16,23) 


On 3" March, 1932, the Faculty of Science meeting P.C.Ray as one of the 
members in the Faculty of Sclence was approved. (pp-161,165) 


On 29" March, 1932, the Faculty of Science (Special Board of Studies for the 
year 1932-33) was formed and P.C.Ray's name was proposed as a member for 
the Board of Studies in Chemistry and was put to vote, The Dean declared 
P.C.Ray among other elected. 


On 21 Jan, 1933, the Senate after election P.C.Ray was declared as one of the 
members in the Faculty of Science and afterwards In the meeting (6" March 
1933) of the Faculty of Science. The Board of Studies of Chemistry was formed 
where P.C.Ray was declared elected. 


On 27" Jan, 1933, the Senate in its meeting resolved that P.C.Ray be in the 
Faculty of Arts and Science as member. 


On 17" March, 1934, the Faculty of Science resolved that P.C.Ray be in the 
Board of Studies in Chemistry for the year 34-35. 


On 23" June, 1934, the Senate (Special) in its meeting decided that Sir P.C.Ray 
Fellowship fund be created. 


On 28" July, 1934, the Senate meeting P.C.Ray's presence was recorded. 


In the meeting of the Senate dated 26" Jan 1935, the name of P.C.Ray, as a 
member in the Faculty of Science for the year 1935 -36 was approved. In the 
same Senate meeting, in presence of P.C.Ray as member of the senate, Mr. 
Charu Chandra Biswas moved that a sum of Rs. 3000/- be granted to the Hindu 
Academy- Daulatpur, out of Sir Praphulla Chandra Ray Research Fellowship 
fund, as Rs. 10,000/- still available in the fund. An interesting debate arose 
which was clinched by the Vice-Chancellor and ‘the resolution was then put 
and carried nem con .’ (pp-21-28) 


On 26" Jan, 1935, the Senate meeting P.C.Ray's presence was recorded and his 
name was in the Faculty of Science as member. P.C.Ray donated his salary to 
the University in this meeting. Mr Charu Chandra Biswas member, Senate, 
argued that if the donor and the donee both agreed there was no difficulty in 
utilising the fund In any way. That was in agreement of the both the parties and 
as per desire of P.C.Ray after utilising the fund for the University a sum of Rs. 
3000 mlght be given to Daulatpur Hindu Academy with the concurrence of the 
Senate and Syndicate. The Vice-Chancellor concluded, that after utilisation, 
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there was a balance of Rs.10,000 in the fund and no difficulty would arise to 
honour the donors wish. The resolution was then passed. 


On 23" March, 1935, the Faculty of Science meeting, Boards of Studies in 
Chemistry was formed and P.C.Ray was elected one of the members for the 
yr.1935-36. 


On 25% lan, 1936, in the meeting of the Senate P.C.Rays name was 
recommended for election to the Faculty of Arts, Faculty of Science and in the 
special meeting of Faculty of Science. P.C.Ray also participated. 


In the meeting of the Senate on 25" Jan 1936, Dr. P.C.Ray's name among 
others were declared in the Faculty of Arts and Faculty of Science. — (pp-21-23) 


On 23" Jan, 1937, meeting, the Senate proposed and recommended for 
election to the different Faculties. and P.C.Ray's name was recommended 
forthe Faculty of Arts and Faculty of Science P.C.Ray was elected in the Board 
of Studies In Chemistry. 


In the meeting of the Senate dated 26" June 1937, approval was given to the 
resolution of the Syndicate that Sir Praphulla Chandra Ray be made Emeritus 
professor of Chemistry w.e.f. 1” July, 1937 the date on which he retired from 
service of the University as Palit Professor of Chemistry. The Vice- Chancellor 
apprised the members of the two resolutions of the Taraknath Palit Trust for 
acceptance of the Senate. Our gratitude to P.C.Ray was not because of his great 
scientific works but of greater importance for the founding of School of 
Chemistry from where some brilliant men of science had gone to different 
Universities or in the field of industrial regeneration of the country. P.C .Ray 
proved himself to be a great industrialist by establishing Bengal Chemical and 
Pharmaceutical Works Ltd. And he had proved a benefactor of not only the 
University but of mankind in general. For the last 14 yrs. he had served the 
University without drawing his monthly salary and more than a Lac of Rs. he 
donated for the higher study and research in Chemistry. (pp-374-376) 


In the meeting of the Senate dated 18? Dec 1937, a lively debate commenced 
on a Report submitted by the committee appointed by the Syndicate to 
consider the revised draft bill for the 'Regulation and control of secondary 
Educatlon in Bengal’ forwarded by the Government of Bengal to the University 
for expression of opinion. The unanimous report of the 7-member committee 
where P.C.Ray and six other stalwarts of the Senate members who were in that 
committee, was well known to the members. Vice-Chancellor Syamaprasad 
Mookerjee, while speaking on the Bill, clarified that, attempts had been made 
from time to time by the Govt. to introduce plecemeal legislation to give 
colourable effect to some of the proposals embodied in that report, but they 
fell practically still-born, and the reason was not far to seek. He also clarified 
that, University had never opposed the bill of not to speak to opposing now but 
to ask for genulne Board Concept. He also opined, that merely transferring the 
power of granting recognition to schools from the University to a 'Glorified 
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Dept. of Public Instruction’ would solve the problems. Не also opined looking at 
the Bill, one could not help suspecting ‘that the object is not so much to set up 
a competent body to look after the true interest of Secondary Education in 
Bengal, but only to tighten the control of the Dept. over it on the one hand, and 
ponder to communal demands on the other.’ 


The Vice-Chancellor concluded by saying that 'Only to tighten the control of the 
Dept. over it on the one hand, and ponder to communal demands on the other. 
That way salvation does not lie, and let it go forth from the Senate of the 
Calcutta University today with one volce that it can never lend its support, to 
such an obnoxious measure.’ Seconding the тойоп Sir P.C.Ray said, ‘I have 
much pleasure in seconding This motion... The Senate adopted the Bill 
unanimously. (dated 8.12.1937). The report of the committee, were In this 
minutes. (pp-546-555) 


On Jan 129 1938, in the Senate, the faculties of Arts, Science etc. was 
constituted, and P.C.Ray's name was in both Arts and Sclence faculties. 


On 2™ March, 1938, the Faculty of Science (Special) for the year 1938- 
39,elected the added members and P.C.Ray proposed the name of D.M.Bose, 
Head of the Dept. of Geology as an added member. 


On 5" March 1938, In the convocation address Charles Freer Andrews 
memoired the experience of flood relief works of P.C.Ray and when Sir P.C.Ray 
gave the stirring call to the students during the flood to undertake the relief 
work, they flocked to him. They (the students) knew that 'there was nothing 
which he would invite them to undertake that he was not ready first of all to do 
himself. (pp-228 -229) 


On 19? March, 1938, the Faculty of Science (Special) met to elect the Board of 
Studies for the year 1938 — 39 and in the Board of Studies in Chemistry P.C.Ray 
was elected. 


On 3" Jan, 1939, the Faculty of Science (Special) Prof Himadri Kumar 
Mookerjee's name as an ordinary fellow in the Faculty of Science was proposed 
by P.C.Ray for election. 


On 28" Jan, 1939, in the Senate meeting in P.C.Ray's presence Vice—Chancellor 
declared the faculties to be constituted and P.C.Ray was among the members 
of faculty of Arts and Faculty of Science for 1939 — 40. 


In the meeting of the Senate dated 28" Jan 1939, P.C.Ray was present among 
others. P.C.Ray also became member of the Faculty of Arts, Faculty of Science 
and the Vice-Chancellor declared in that Senate meeting ‘The Faculties to be 
constituted for the year (1939-40). (P-20) 


On 27" Feb, 1939, the Faculty of Science P.C.Ray proposed the name of Prof 
Meghnad Saha, Palit Professor of Physics, Calcutta University as an added 
member, for this Board for the year 1939-40 for election and Prof Saha was 
elected. (pp-92, 95) 
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On 1° April, 1939, the Faculty of Science (Special) met to elect members of the 
Board of Studies and P.C.Ray was in the Board of Studies in Chemistry. 


(pp-205, 206) 


On 27" Jan, 1940, In the Senate P.C.Ray's presence was recorded. The Vice- 
Chancellor declared the names of persons in different faculties that were 
constituted and P.C.Ray's name in the faculty of Science was in the list for the 
year 1940-42. (pp-15-17, 20,21) 


P.C.Ray attended the meeting of the Senate on 27" Jan 1940 as one of the 
members and his name as Faculty member in Arts and Faculty member in 
Science for the period of 1940-41 was approved. (pp-20,21) 


On 17" Feb, 1940, in the meeting of the Faculty of Science (Special) P.C.Ray 
proposed the name of Dr. D.M.Bose, Director, Bose institute, as one of the 
added members in the faculty. (pp-81,82) 


On 17" Feb, 1940, the Faculty of Science (Special) P.C.Ray proposed the name 
of Dr. Upendranath Ghoshal, Sr. Professor of History, Presidency college, as an 
added member in this faculty. (P-99) 


On 2" March, 1940, in the Senate (Convocation), the Hon’ble Vice-Chancellor, 
Prof. M. Azizul Haque, in his convocation address mentioned among others 
P.C.Rays name with reverence and greater part of Ray's career in this 
University and pointed out that for him, the laboratory of the University was 
very much benefited. In regard to the grant of P.C.Ray of his 15 yrs. salary in 
this connection, he mentioned that,’ Our college of Science can truly claim to 
be the nursery of eminent scientific and industrial research workers who have 
gone out to all parts of India and had given the best of their labour and 
knowledge to the development of scientific teaching and research into their 
respective spheres, many scientific workers in various Depts. of Government 
and in many Industries of India have gone out of these college. The Burma Oil 
Co placed a sum of Rs.33,000 to facilitate colloid research and for work on soil 
profiles in appreciation of the valuable work done by Prof J.N.Mukherjee (one 
of the favourite students of Sir P.C.Ray-'Edltor') in connection with the 
company's work on drilling, 


Оп 16" March, 1940, the Faculty of Science (Special) met to elect Board of 

Studies and P.C.Ray's name was proposed and the Board of Studies in 

Chemistry elected P.C.Ray as one of the members for the year 1940 -41. 
(pp-224, 225, 228) 


On 25^ Jan, 1941, in the meeting of the Senate, the Vice-Chancellor declared 
that the faculties would be constituted and in the Faulty of Arts and In the 
Faculty of Science P.C.Ray's name was included. - 


In a meeting of the Senaté on 25" Jan 1941, Faculties of Arts, Faculties of 
Science was constituted where P.C.Ray was still continued as one of the 
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members for the term 1941—42 . All the members of the these faculties had 
been elected by the faculties concerned as recommended by the Syndicate. It 
was also revealed that almost in all the meetings of these Facultles, P.C.Ray 
was present. In the meeting of the Senate on 30.4.1943 the Vice-Chancellor (Sri 
Bidhan Chandra Ray) announced the names of Faculty members in all the 
Depts. of the University and in the Faculty of Arts and Science. P.C.Ray was one 
of the members for the year 1943-44. The meeting of the Faculty of Science 
was held on 3" April, 1943 under the Chairmanship of the Dean of Science, 
Prof. Meghnad Saha, the beloved student of P.C.Ray. Sir P.C.Ray was present in 
that meeting. 


On 4" April, 1941, in the Faculty of Sclence (Special) and Faculty of Arts and in 
both the Faculties of Arts and Faculty of science P.C.Ray was declared elected. 
(pp-206,209) 


On 20% Jan, 1942, in the Faculty of Science (Speclal) meeting P.C.Ray proposed 
the name of Prof. Praphulla Chandra Mitter, Palit Professors and head of the 
Dept. of Chemistry, as an added member in this faculty. 


On 31“ Jan, 1942, In the meeting of the Senate , the Vice-Chancellor. declared 
the constitution of Boards of Studles In Arts and Science and P.C.Ray's name 
was in both the faculties. 


On 28" March, 1942, the Faculty of Science (Special) met to elect the Board of 
Studies and P.C.Ray's name was recommended for election to the Board of 
Studies In Chemistry and he was declared elected by the Dean. 


On 15“ Sept, 1942, in the Faculty of Sclence (Special) meeting P.C.Ray 
proposed the name of P.C.Mitter for being considered as a member but as the 
candidate declared not to contest the election, Prof. Meghnad Saha, the Dean 
then remaining candidates elected for the remaining session of 1942-43. 


On 30° Jan, 1943, in the Senate meeting different faculties were constituted 
and P.C.Ray's name in the Faculty of Arts and Faculty of Science was declared 
by the Vice-Chancellor. 


On 3" April, 1943, the Faculty of Sclence (Special) met to elect the members of 
the Boards of studies and P.C.Ray's name in the Board of Studles in Chemistry 
was declared for the year (1943-44). (P-137) 


On 10% Jan, 1944, the Faculty of Science met to elect ordinary fellow and 
P.C.Ray proposed the name of Prof. Himdari Kumar Mookerjee, Nilratan Sircar, 
Professor and Head of the Dept. of Zoology as one of the fellows and he was 
elected as declared by the Dean. 


P.C.Ray was present in the special meeting of the Faculty of Sclence on 10" Jan. 
1944, where Meghnad Saha Presided as Dean. The Dean declared P.C.Ray's 
name as a member of the Board of Studies in Chemistry. 
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The Senate meeting on 29" Jan, 1944. Constituted the Faculties and P.C.Ray 
was one of the members in the Faculty of Arts and Science for the year 1944 - 
45. 


On 29? Jan, 1944, In the Senate meeting the Vice-Chancellor declared the 
faculties to be constituted as fellows for the year 1944-45 and P.C.Ray's name 
was included in both Faculty of Science and Arts for the year 1944-45. 


On 26" Feb, 1944, the Faculty of Science (Special) met to elect added members 
for the year 1944-45 P.C.Ray proposed Prof. Priyadaranjan Ray's name (Khaira 
Professor of Chemistry) in the Board of Studles in Chemistry for 1944-45 and he 
was declared elected. 


On 25" March, 1944, the Faculty of Science (Special) met to elect members of 
the Boards of studies for the year 1944-45 and in Chemistry P.C.Ray's name 
was proposed for election along with others and the Dean thereupon declared 
them elected. P.C.Ray was the member of the Boards of Studies in Chemistry 
(P.C.Ray's last meeting in the Calcutta University) for the year 1944-45, 


P.C.Ray expired on 16" June, 1944. 


The Senate (Special) met on 24^ Jun, 1944, in remembrance of Sir Praphuila 
Chandra Ray. [п that special meeting Hon'ble Н.С. Caseey, His Excellency, the 
Chancellor, presided where 55 members of the Senate were present including 
Radhabinod Pal, the Vice-Chancellor. 


The Chancellor said, ‘Sir Praphulla Chandra Ray - a man outstanding in heart, 
mind and spirit and he was a leader of his generation and the benefactor of 
Generation that followed’. 


Few excerpts from his speeches is worthy of quotation. 


"True greatness springs from a combination or synthesis of the main qualities of 
human goodness - qualities that are seldom endowed one at a time and still 
rarer in unqualified combinations. Learning without understanding, knowledge 
without application, sympathy without direction these are the gifts of lesser 
men. But Sir Praphulla Chandra Roy's qualities were untrammelled, and so-we 
perceive It clearly - he achieved greatness and lived his life greatly.” The 
resolution of condolence was recorded. 


“The Senate place on record their deep sense of Sorrow at the death of Sir 
Praphulla Chandra Ray, KIT, CIE, D.Sc., Ph.D, F.C.S, F.R.A.S.B. He rendered great 
services to the University as its first Palit Professor of Chemistry, as a Dean of 
the Faculty of Science, as a Fellow, as a Benefactor, a scientist of worldwide 
reputation, the creator of the School of Chemistry in India, an educationist of 
liberal Ideas, a true patriot, a great philanthropist, a friend of the poor and a 
ploneer of industrial regeneration in this province, Sir Praphulla Chandra Roy 
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was a dynamic personality and was deeply loved and revered by his 
countrymen. To generations of students, he was an ideal teacher and his saintly 
ways of life were an example to all. By his death, India has lost one of its 
greatest sons, and the University has suffered an irreparable loss." 


Almost all the members of the Senate were present on that date. Al! the 
Speeches of the Senators as recorded, are in this volume. 


The Senate resolved unanimously that: 

1. In order to perpetuate the memory of the Late Sir Praphulla Chandra Ray 
and to commemorate his connection with the study of Chemistry in this 
Unlversity steps be taken to raise a sum of Rs. 500,000 for the 
establishment of a chalr in the University on some Applied branch of 
Chemistry to be called the Sir Praphulla Chandra Ray Scholarship in 
Chemistry. 

2. The Professorship be in the grade Rs.700-50/2-1000. 

3. А Research Fellowship of the value of Rs. 200 per month be also created 
under this endowment, the Fellow to work under the guidance of the 
Professor. 

The Syndicate be authorised to take necessary steps in the matter and to frame 

detailed rules governing the above Professorship and the Fellowship.

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Sir P. C. Ray's role in the Calcutta University as 
recorded in the published book 'Hundred years of the 
University of Calcutta (1957)' 


The Universitles Commission in Jan 1902, was formed with Rayleigh as 
President and five Englishmen as members and its report submitted on 9% june 
1902. The Hunter Commission and Rayleigh Commission on Education created 
uproar in the Indian University bodles. Gokhale complained that the report was 
prepared in consultation with the European while keeping 'Indian educationists 
at a safe distance from Simla'. 


(Hundred years of the University of Calcutta- 1957) 


Asutosh Mookerjee's reaction, ‘! deny most emphatically that it is necessary or 
desirable to have any provisions in the law which may possibly convert the 
University into a mere Dept. of the state; it [s quite possible to stunt the growth 
of a beautiful tree by constant pruning and too affectionate care’ .(pp-171-172) 


This was also criticized by other stalwarts like Acharya P.C.Ray, Rabindranath 
Tagore, Gooroodas Banerjee, Vice-Chancellor (1890-1892) and others. 


Only in 1906 new regulation was promulgated by the Calcutta University to 
take over the control of the affillated colleges while earlier the sole function of 
the University was to conduct the examination only. The colleges affiliated to 
the University were connected with the University by way of regular inspection 
and it was in***** 


"The University which is no longer to be restricted to its scope of an examining 
body with power to grant Degrees, but is in future to undertake PG (Post 
Graduate) teaching and ultimately form a centre for the cultivation and 
advancement of knowledge’ — Asutosh Mookerlee, as Vice-Chancellor 
remarked in his convocation address in 1908 and later on when the Calcutta 
University was In deep financial crisis, їп 1915 that the University's request to 
the Government of Indla did not yield any positive result and later on Govt. of 
India was persuaded to form a Committee to review the management of the 
P.G. teaching in 1919 with the chairmanship of Sir Asutosh Mookerjee and 
P.C.Ray was a part of the nine members committee, the unanimous report of 
which was submitted on the 12? Dec, 1916. 


Sadler Commission in its report in 1919 recommended a grant of Rs. 1,25,000 
per year to the Calcutta University and the effective PG teaching was reflected 
in the convocation address by His Excellency the Chancellor, Ronaldshay In 
1922, ‘The greatest landmark in the history of the University in recent years Is 
undoubtedly the creation of the Council of the PG studies.' (P-193) 


The Sadler Commission also opined regarding grant to the Calcutta University 
that ‘such expenditure of money would, In the long run, be an economy, as well 
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as In other ways, a boon to Bengal; and through Bengal, to India and to the 
World.' (P-195) 


The University bodies faced a great financial crisis as the recommendation of 
the commission earlier mentioned were оп papers only and were not 
implemented by the Government of Indla. Another crisis was faced by the 
Calcutta University because of shortage of more than 4096 students' intake 
resulting from the boycott movement of Gandhi. The Senate on 9 Sept, 1922 
formed a strong committee to examine the letter of the Govt. of India 
comprising P.C.Ray as one of the members under the chairmanship of Sir 
Asutosh Mookerjee. There were 8 conditions imposed by the GOI in that letter, 
two of them were "actual receipts of expenditure under every fund should be 
submitted to the Govt. of Bengal in every month" and "no further expansion 
involving financial responsibility would be undertaken by the University until 
their financial position showed an Improvement". 


On a historic Senate meeting In 7 Dec, 1922, P.C.Ray emphasized the supreme 
Issue of ‘autonomy and freedom’ and the University must not barter away its 
freedom for a mess of poltage. 


‘A grave crisis is looming large in the horizon of our national intellectual 
progress. We are threatened with a national disaster.......... In the evening of my 
life, | thought | might hand down to our successors the lamp which we have 
been able to light so very dimly, so that it might burnt brilliantly is about to be 
extinguished....... We shall not go down on our knees. We are not to cry 
'peceavi'. We are not charity boys. We are not Oliver Twists.’ (P-199) 


The relation between the Govt. and the University (C.U.) became ‘strained’ 
during the period 1921-1923. The University was accused of being ‘guilty’ of 
‘thoughtless expansion’ by the Govt. of Bengal and in a letter dated 23.8.1922 
sanction of a grant of Rs. 2.50 Lacs putting eight conditions. By that time earlier 
reports of the Secy. to the Govt. of India were thoroughly discussed in the 
Senate/Syndicate of the University. The committee of the Senate placed its 
report which was published by the University in July 1922. Again on 9" Sept, 
1922 Senate of the University appointed a seven- member Committee to look 
into the letter of the Govt. of Bengal headed by Sir Asutosh Mookerjee and 
P.C.Ray was one of its members in both the committees. 


The conditions put forth by the Govt. were 'not merely undesirable but also 
impracticable’ as per report of the Committee and the desire of the Govt. to 
obtain control over the University in a manner In contravention of the Indian 
Universities Act 1904 was also highly undesirable. 


Calcutta University appealed to the Govt., for a grant of Rs 2.5 lacs only but due 
to impositlon of so much conditionality , this was rejected by the Senate 
unanimously. In the convocation address of the Vice-Chancellor dated 
18.03.1922, Sir Asutosh Mookerjee roared, "The University is thus the 
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Instrument of the state for the convocation of knowledge, for the applications 
of knowledge, and above all, for the creation of knowledge makers." (Р-207) 


As per Woods' Education Despatch of 1854, " it would be advisable to establish 
in connection with the Universities, Professorships In various branches of 
learning" and in order of the additional non existing branches of learning, "the 
most important of those branches was law." Thus Law College came into being 
in 1908. Medicine and Engineering Colleges had already been established 
earlier. 


Another important event of the University was the Sir Taraknath Palit's 
endowment of seven Lacs of Rs, 4.5 Lacs in cash + 2.5 Lacs in Property т 1912, 
June. The endowment was for professorships, one each in Physics and 
Chemistry , to be offered to the persons born in India only. The first holder of 
the Palit professorship was Sir P.C.Ray In Chemistry, and C.V. Raman in Physics 
w.e.f Aug 8, 1913. Sir Rashbehary Ghose donated ten Lacs of Rupees "for the 
promotion of Scientific and technical education and advancement and for the 
cultivatlon and advancement of science pure and Applied, amongst my 
countrymen, by and through indigenous agency." out of the endowment four 
professorships, one each in (a) Applied Mathematics, (b) Physics, (c) Chemistry, 
(d) Botany with special reference to agriculture were to be created and 
maintained. The posts were filled ир by the Indians only as per condition of the 
endowment. 


Other donations received by the University were from (a) Maharaja 
Manindrachandra Nandy of Cossimbazar a sum of Rs. 50,000/-, (b) Maharaja 
Pradyot Kumar Tagore a sum of Rs. 10,000, towards the founding of the law 
college library and the entire library of his valuable law books left by his grand 
Uncle Prosunno Coomer Tagore. 


On 27" December, 1919 another gift from Rashbehary Ghosh, a sum of Rs. 
11,43,000 for the purpose of technological Instruction and research on certain 
conditions was recelved by the University. The Senate in Its meeting accepted 
this gift on 3" Jan, 1920. (pp-270-271) 


A gift from Kumar Guruprad Singh of Khaira, subject to the life interest of Rani 
Bagiswani Devi a sum of Rs. 6,50,000 was received by the Senate dated 
3.1.1920 and 30.6.1921. "By his will of 23” May, 1920, Rashbehary Ghosh, the 
prince among donors, directed the executors of his estate to make over to the 
University out of his estate another sum of Rs. 2,50,000 for the foundation of 
travelling fellowships.” 


in 1921, Prankrishna Chatterjee of Calcutta made a gift of one hundred bighas 
of land (20x3 acres) at Ikrah In the district of Burdwan. 


The Senate on 11.11.1922 accepted a donation of the full salary of Dr P.C.Ray 
(his own salary from 1916 to 1936). 
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From the gift of Raja of Khalra the Senate adopted a resolution on 6” Aug 1921 
for establishment of 5 University Professorships for one each in 


1. Indian Fine Arts, 


.2. Phonetics, 
3. Physics, 
4. Chemistry, 
5. Agriculture. 


All the posis were to be filled up by Indians only. 


Regarding the University’s role for the advancement of learning the 
Chancellor, Lord Lytton, stated In his convocation address on 24.3.1923, “| 
regard Calcutta University as primarily a great human factory and | am anxious 
to see that it supplies the commodity which is most required.” 


What commodity was cleanly explained by the Vice-Chancellor Asutosh 
Mookerjee; 


“It is my pleasant duty gratefully to acknowledge that the whole time University 
teachers who cannot look forward to any external source of Income, voluntarily 
kept a substantial portion of their salaries in abeyance, while lecturers who are 
connected with colleges or may rely upon other source of income, have, in many 
instances, ungrudgingly confined their association with our work without any 
remuneration. To crown all, Professor Sir Praphulla Chandra Ray, that veteran 
founder of the Indian School of Chemistry, who has also made his name 
illustrious as the guardian angel of suffering humanity, has offered to surrender 
his entire salary for a term of five years for the special benefit of the Dept. 
which is proud to acknowledge him as its leader.” (P-291) 


In a meeting of the Syndicate held on 7^ March 1908, the Silver Jubilee of the 
University was decided to be observed and certain steps for the purpose were 
also taken. The steps included scientific lectures by Father Lafont, Professor 
P.C.Ray and Professor S.C.Mahalanobis and exhibition of scientific apparatus, 
etc. (pp-317-18) 


After completion of his tenure of Vice-Chancellorship, Sir Asutosh Mookerjee 
received a letter from Lord Lytton, the Chancellor. In reply to which, a historical 
letter was sent by Sir Asutosh Mookerjee on 26" March 1924. A few of the 
excerpts may be worth mentioning. '/f you have the courage to publish to the 
world all the documents on the subject and the entire correspondences which 
has formed between us, I shall cheerfully accept the judgment of an impartial 
public.’ (P-298) 


“ee 1 shall finally consider your offer to reappoint me as Vice-Chancellor, 
subject to a varlety of conditions. There are expressions in your letter which 
imply that Гат an applicant for that post and | am in expectation of 
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reappointment. Let me assure you that if you and your Ministers are under such 
an impression, you are entirely mistaken. 


Eus you have one before you, who can speak and act fearlessly according to his 
convictions, and you are not able to stand the sight of him. It may not be 
impossible for you to secure the services of a subservient Vice-Chancellor, 
prepared always to carry out the mandates of your Government, and act as a 
spy on the senate. He may enjoy the confidence of your Government but he will 
not certainly enjoy the confidence of the Senate and the public of Bengal..." 
(pp-298-300) 


It may be worthwhile to mention the remark of Rabindranath Tagore after the 
demise of such a Stalwart, Sir Asutosh Mookerjee, on 25^ May 1924: "Asutosh 
heroically fought against heavy adds for winning.freedom for our education." 


The Vice-Chancellor, receiving a letter from the Education Minister of Bengal 
on 10" May 1923 was surprised to see the fcllowing lines. 


— ‘It will be difficult for the Government to give you and the Syndicate any 
definite assurance of financial assistance’. 


More so, two bills were referred to in that letter, one was heavy Muslim 
representation in the Composition of the Senate and the other was that the 
Minister of Education, Bengal, should be the ex-officio Rector of Calcutta 
University. i 


The Senate in its meeting on 24" Feb 1923, after examining the two Bills, 
formed a Committee with the Chairmanship of Asutosh Mookerjee along with 
13 other members, Praphulla Chandra Ray one of them.... 


Later on, the Government of Bengal informed the University to send its 
representatives for a discussion with the Government of Assam over the two 
Bills as per suggestion of the University. The Syndicate in its meeting dated 
31.08.1923 declded to send a team of 11 representative members at the 
conference to be held on 20 and 22 August, 1923. Later on receiving a letter 
from the Secretary, Govt. of India, Dept. of Education, Health and Land to the 
Govt. of Bengal proposed to arrange to hold a University Congress at Simla. At 
the Simla conference the Syndicate recommended that Senate should send a 
six member delegation, - Praphulla Chandra Ray and Asutosh Mookerjee were 
amongst them. (P-307) 
On Post Graduate study and research the University in spite of the financial 
crunch showed remarkable achievements in the 1920's and 1930's 


In the Post Graduate Depts. under the guidance of eminent physician and 
Sclentist Nilratan Sircar, and with PC Ray as the Palit Professor of Chemistry, a 
band of young chemists hold different important chairs of the University e.g. 
B.C.Guha (Applied Chemistry) P.C.Mitra (Ghose Professor of Chemistry) 
Hemendra Kumar Sen (Ghose Professor of Applied Chemistry) Jnanendranath 
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Mukherjee (Khaira Professor of Chemistry). All of them made tremendous 
achievements п their own fleld. 


Physics Dept. was under the able leadership of Professor CV Raman (Palit 
Professor of Physics), of reputed scientist of the whole world and elected fellow 
of the Royal Society in 1924 and winner Nobel Prize in 1930 for his Molecular 
Scattering of Light theory. 


Debendramohan Bose (Ghose Professor), Sisir Kumar Mitra, a pioneer of radio 
research in India, holding the Khalra Chair of Physics, Phanindranath Ghose 
holding the Ghose Chair of Applied Physics, were some of the pioneers in 
Physics research in India. 


In Mathematics, Ganesh Prasad holding the Head chair in Pure Mathematics, 
Syamadas Mukherjee, the Professor of Pure Mathematics as well as Haridas 
Bagchi, S.M.Ganguli, H.P.Banerjee who worked on theory of Plane Curves, 
Geometry of Hyperspaces and theory of functions were the luminaries of the 
University. 


In applied mathematics, Nikhil Ranjan Sen who worked on theory of relativity, 
Nripendranath Sen and Suddhodan Ghose who made substantial contributions 
to Hyperdynamics made tremendous achievements. 


Botany Dept. boasted SP Agarkar, P Brühl, an eminent German scholar on 
palaeontology, Crystallography, Coal etc. Reputed Journals were also published 
by the dept. 


In the Dept. of Zoology (Proto Zoology), Physiology, Anthropology, Psychology, 
Geology vast achievements shown by the stalwarts of those Depts., 


Hemchandra Dasgupta, Sarat Lal Biswas, Nirmal Chandra Chatterjee carried 
their researches on Palaeontology, Crystallography, Coal etc. Reputed Journals 
were also published from these Depts. 


In Zoology, Basanta Kumar Das, Himadri Kumar Mookerjee made contribution 
to the various fields of Zoology, comparative embryology and Harendra Kumar 
Roy contributed to the fleld of proto Zoology. 


Similarly In the Dept. of Physiology Subodh Chandra Mahalanobis, Upendra 
Nath Brahmachari, Bijalibehari Sarkar, Narendra Nath Bose, Parimal Bikash Sen 
were the luminaries. 


In the Dept. of Anthropology, Ramprasad Chanda, L.K.Ananta Krishna lyer, 
Panchanan Mitra, Taraknath Das, T.C. Roychowdhury made valuable 
contributions to the research of the subject. Important books on the subjects 
were also published by those teachers. 
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In the Dept. of Psychology (Started in 1926) Narendra Nath Sengupta, Girindra 
Sekhar Bose and Suhritchandra Mitra were the notable contributors of the 
research work. 


In the Dept. of Arts, Professor Hiralal Halder and Syamaprasad Mookerjee, 
Abanindranath Tagore, Henry Stephen, Joypal Banerjee, Hermabachandra 
Maitra and Praphulla Chandra Ghosh, 1.}.5. Taraporewala, Suniti Kumar 
Chatterjee were the stalwarts in various Depts. and Brajendranath Seal, Priya 
Ranjan Sen, Pramathanath Banerjee, Jitendraprasad Niyogi, Jogeschandra Sinha 
in the field of Philosophy. Without reference to the inspiring Professors of 
Indian Vernacular, Economics, the list of iuminaries would be incomplete. 


In the Dept. of Sanskrit and History, teachers illustrious like Surendranath Sen, 
Indubhusan Banerjee, A.P.Dasgupta, N.C.Ray, Bhagabant Kumar Goswami, 
Guruchandan Tarakadarshan Tirtha, Krishnacharan Tarakalankar, N.S.Ananta 
Krishna Ѕаѕїгі, Sitaram Sastri, and other stalwarts contributed a great to the 
world of literature. They published important documents, books, research 
works which are still treated as reference works. Many other names are not 
included in the list. On the composition of the senate, the two Bills had earlier 
been referred to and the Senate, to be composed of 160 members to be 
elected or nominated as hereunder: 


a) At least 1/4" should be elected by the registered teachers of all affiliated 
colleges. 

b) At least 1/4" should be elected by the registered graduates of at least 7 
years standing. 

С) 1/10" should be elected by the learned societies and important public 
bodies. 

d) 1/5" should be elected by the University Professors, Lecturers and 
Principals of first grade colleges. 

e) 1/10" should be elected by the teachers in the high schools under the 
University. 

f) 1/10" to be nominated by the Government. 


Government afterwards appointed Jenkins for the preparation of a Bill for the 
reorganization and reconstitution of the University, the report of which was 
placed on 20.12.1930 in the Senate. 


The Senate after discussion in its meeting on 7^ March 1930, postponed its 
decision and the matter was thus shelved. 


After independence, Indian University Commission appointed by the Union 
Ministry, Headed by Dr. Sarvapalli Radhakrishnan submitted its first report, to 
forge a uniform system of education throughout India. Mudallar Commission 
formed for the Secondary Education recommended for eleven-year school 
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courses and three-year Degree courses that should be uniformly implemented 
throughout the States. 


The Higher Education Commission opined to replace the 1904 Act by the 1951 
Act and the general outline was uniformity in line of the Commission's report. 
The democratic structure of the University was: 


The Senate is the supreme governing body and its size has been enlarged by the 
inclusion of elected representatives of the affillated colleges, the Professional 
colleges, the Constituent colleges, University Teachers, registered graduates 
etc. It has 13 constituencies, the biggest being that of registered graduates and 
the next being that of the affiliated colleges. The Syndicate has been 
reconstituted as a larger body to include representatives of the Senate and of 
the Academic Council which is an academic authority of the University which 
controls and regulates teaching, research and examinations and for the 
maintenance of standards thereof. It is composed of teachers with a quota fixed 
for non teachers, elected by the Senate from among its members. 


In the Act 1951, a record number of 15,000 persons were enrolled as registered 
graduates and new bodies were formed and their appointed date was 12 
March, 1954. 


in 1951, 1100 high schools were transferred from the University to the Board 
and Visva-Bharati of Shantiniketan became a separate University and its 
students needed no longer to sit for the examination under Calcutta University. 


Regarding students, C.F. Andrews deplored in his convocation address in 1938 
that Indian Universities had lost their tradition of Guruku! in which teachers 
used to share the life of their students — the ideal example of Sir P.C. Ray in this 
regard was cherished by scores of his distinguished pupils and the students 
expected to develop their intellectual capacity and habits of self-discipline. 


An excerpt from the 1935 convocation address glven by Syamaprasad 
MookerJee: ^... If with the cooperation of the Principals and Professors and the 
students themselves, a scheme of work, aiming at simultaneous growth of 
intellect and building of health and character steadily continues and develops, if 
this can gradually sow the seeds of unity, organization and discipline...... we 
shall be helping to create a new Bengal.......... e (P- 415) 
With the introduction of vernacular as medium of instruction, the isolation of 
the University from the people of the soil during the first elght decades of its 
life was broken as per demand and continuous efforts by Rabindranath Tagore, 
P.C.Ray, and others. And in this way the Unlversity of Calcutta touched the 
heart of people from all walks of life. 
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The History of University College of Science and 
Technology, Calcutta: 
In the eyes of Dr.S. К. Mitra & Dr. J. М. Mukharjee 


1. History Of The Foundation 


“| have now described to you, In feeble language, the story of the lofty ideals 
which have animated the promoters of the College of Science, of the 
munificent gifts by two of our illustrious countrymen which have rendered the 
realisation of those Ideals possible and the truly patriotic personal sacrifices 
which distinguished Indian scholars and investigators have proved themselves 
ready to undergo in the search after truth, in the full belief that which we know 
is but little, that which we know not is boundless. But although we are 
constrained to acquiesce in a humble beginning our hopes are well-founded. 
We confidently look forward to gradual expansion, to a life of steady growth 
and uninterrupted activity; for our cause Is noble, and we are inspired by the 
invigorating belief that science in its ultImate assertions echoes the voice of the 
living God". 


It is just above ten years, In March 27, 1914, that Sir Asutosh with words laid 
the foundation stone of the College of Sclence. He visited the building at 92, 
Upper Circular Road for the last time in March 21, 1924, when one of the 
Indian Scholars above referred to was glven a receptlon on his being elected a 
fellow of the Royal Society. 


The history of the foundation of the College of Science, though more or less 
known, 15 of so unique a character іп the educational history of our country 
that it would bear repetition. When the new regulations of the Calcutta 
Unlversity came into operation, provision was made for appointing University 
Professors, Readers and Lecturers with a view to transform the Calcutta 
University from a mere examining body or even a federation of college to a 
teaching University, and a real centre of the advancement of learning. 


The University took the first step towards the realisation of this ideal in 1908-9 
by appointing men like Dr. Thibaut, Prof. Schuster, Dr. Holland as readers and 
also by arranging for lectures to post-graduate student in Pali, Vedic literature 
and Hindu Philosophy. On the occasion of the visit of Their Imperial Majesties 
in 1912, the Government of India promised a recurring grant of Rs. 65.000 
annually for founding chairs in Economics, in Philosophy and т Mathematics 
and for promoting generally post-graduate study and research. The University 
so long could not develop the Depts. of science on account of lack of funds, the 
erection and maintenance of up-to-date scientific laboratories being always a 
costly affair. On the 1* of July 1912, the University received from Sir T.N. Palit, 
a princely gift of money and ianded property valued at that time at about 7 lacs 
of Rupees. The gift was the first of its kind in the annals of a University in India. 
The admiration and gratitude of the public which this splendid gift then evoked 
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were enhanced, when on the 8? of October of the same year, Sir Taraknath 
made a second gift of an another 7 lacs for the same purpose. In compliance 
with the condition of the Trust Deeds, the University founded two chairs, one 
in Physics and the other in Chemistry. It was expressly stated in the deed that 
the object of the founder was “the promotion and diffusion of scientific and 
technical education and the cultlvation and advancement of science pure and 
applied among the countrymen by and through indigenous agencies." The 
University on its side agreed to provide from its own funds suitable lecture- 
rooms, libraries, museums, laboratories, workshops and other facilities for 
teaching and research. 


The efforts of the University to establish a College of Science were further 
advanced when about a year later, In 1913, Sir Rashbehary Ghose made over to 
the University a sum of Rupees 10 lacs. The trusted deed provided for the 
„establishment of four chairs viz. in Physics, Chemistry, Mathematics and 
Botany, in furtherance of the same object as that of the Palit Trust. The 
University now proceeded to build the laboratories on the grounds of 92, 
Upper Circular Road left to them by the first Palit Trust. The cost of the new 
buildings came up to about 3 lacs of Rupees which was met out of the surplus 
funds of the University. About six years later on 22" December, 1919, Sir 
Rashbehary Ghose made over to the University a further sum of eleven lacs and 
forty-three thousands to be applied exclusively for the purpose of technological 
instruction and research. Two chairs, one in Applied Chemistry and other in 
Applied Physics were to be maintained out of it, and the balance of the fund 
after payment of salaries of professors and scholarships was to be applied for 
the maintenance of the necessary laboratories, museums and workshops. The 
University was fortunate in securing in 1921 through the efforts of Sir Asutosh 
a further endowment of five lacs and a half of Rupees from Kumar Guruprosad 
Singh of Khaira for the foundation of five professorships. Three of these chairs 
(in Physics, Chemistry and Agriculture) were attached to the University College 
of Science and technology and the other two (in Fine Arts and Indian 
Linguistics) to the Dept. of post-graduate studies in arts. 


2. Obligation of the University under the Trusts 


These trusts have undoubtedly thrown heavy responsibilities on the University. 
The University has undertaken to provide from its own funds such recurring 
and periodical grants or contributions as may be required for the following 
purposes: (as specified in the trust deeds). 


t 
"For the maintenance and upkeep of the professorships or the chairs in the 
event of the income of the said properties ............. proving Insufficient.” 


"For the maintenance of the libraries, laboratories, museums and workshops In 
such a condition of efficiency as may be required and approved of by the 
Governing Body, subject to the control of the Senate." 
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"For the maintenance and repairs of the buildings and structures ........... at No. 
92, Upper Circular Road." 


“For the payment of all rates taxes and other impositions payable in respect of 
the premises No. 92, Upper Circular Road." 


"For provision for laboratories, museum, workshops, appliances and all other 
requisites essential for the due discharge of their duties by the Professors and 
Readers." 


The University has since then frequently urged upon the custodians of the 
public funds for financial aid to enable it adequately to meet these obligations. 
But the only results has so far been a permission from the Government to 
divert a sum of Rs. 12,000 annually for the maintenance of the Science College 
from the annual grant of Rs. 65,000 to the University mentioned before. In 
view of the unique nature of these benefactions it has generally been felt by 
the public of Bengal that it Is the solitary instance where the Government have 
not encouraged private donations by liberally supplementing them from public 
funds. 


3. Present financial position and difficulties 


The College of Science could have really met the obligations imposed on it by 
the trusts, If It were possible to spend practically whole of its private 
endowments of 40 lacs towards the building and equipment of its laboratorles, 
and, if the recurring grant for maintenance of the staff, laboratories and 
workshops were supplled form public funds. The grounds at 92, Upper Circular 
Road and the grounds and buildings at 35, Ballygunj Circular Road representing 
capitalized value of about 6 lacs have been respectively utilized for erection 
and maintenance of University laboratories. The rest, after making provisions 
for two chairs, some assistant professors and a few studentships does not leave 
anything for the maintenance of the laboratories not to speak of any research 
grant to the professors. The first Ghosh Trust cannot even meet the full pay of 
the professors and University has to contribute towards the maintenance of 
the laboratorles and the pay of the professors. The second Ghosh Trust, which 
has got to be utilized solely for the purpose of developing the technological 
Depts, is somewhat better off. It provides for the salaries of the two professors, 
one lecturer, one draughtsman, one mechanic and has a surplus of about 20 
thousand Rupees. It must be mentioned that there is no provision for lecturers 
or assistants for the Dept. of Applied Physics and that the Applied Chemistry 
Dept. is also undermanned. We have also to remember that the opening of 
applied sclence Depts. always necessitates large capital expenditure for 
establishment and equipment of laboratories and workshops with modern 
apparatus and appliances. Though inaugurated in 1920 these Depts. have not 
been able to make much headway owing to lack of funds. Chemistry Dept. has 
been partially opened but the Physics Dept. is hopelessly underequipped and 15 
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unable even to make a start. The Khaira Fund founded from the donation of 
Kumar Guruprased Singh, out of which three professorships and to research 
studentships are maintained in the College of Science leaves no surplus at all, 
though, the University contributes Rs. 6,000 towards the pay of the professors. 
There are two professorships in Botany, and Ghosh trust can only provide for 
one on Rs. 500 a month from its fund and the University maintenance form its 
own funds the other chair on Rs. 1000 per month. There is also a chair for 
Zoology on Rs. 800 (at present vacant) maintained by the University. The 
University College of Science (both at Upper Circular Road and at the original 
Palit Buildings at Ballygunj) undertakes the post-graduate teaching in Physics, 
Chemistry. Mathematics, Botany, Zoology and the undergraduate teaching in 
Physiology. 


The staff, the establishment and the laboratories for this purpose In Physics, 
Chemistry, and Mathematics, together with the whole of the Depts. of Zoology 
and Botany, for which there is practically no endowment, is maintained from 
the University fee fund.” 


The financial stringency and the hopeless Inadequacy of the fee fund of the 
Calcutta University to meet all its requirements have been well known for some 
time past. The effect of continual strain on the University funds is felt in the 
workings of the College of Science, in as much as for want of adequate help, 
not only the opening of new Depts. is out of question, but even the existing 
Depts. of the teachers and the equipments and running of the laboratories 
cannot be properly met with. The University cannot rely on a definite income 
from the fee fund and has not been able to make a fixed recurring grant to the 
College of Science. The budget is provisional only for the year and the 
appointments of teachers have also to be made from year to year. This system 
has continued for about 9 years. The financial prospects offered by Govt. 
Depts, by other universities and educational institutions all over the country 
including Bengal are more than double of that offered by this University for the 
same type of work. When terms of appointments are so insecure and 
unsatisfactory, and prospects not on par with what obtained in other places, it 
is no wonder that members of the staff would accept appointments elsewhere 
offering secure and incomparably better conditions. In 1916 when the college 
was started there were, apart from professors, 18 lecturers assisting the 
professors In the post-graduate teaching work distributed In the Depts. of 
physics, Chemistry, Mathematics, Botany and Zoology. This number has been 


? When the post-graduate Depts were started, it was resolved to set apart for their 
maintenance one-third of the examination fees realised from the Matriculation, 
Intermediate and B.A. and B.Sc. Candidates. This constitutes the fee-fund of the post- 
graduate Depts. 
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reduced to 11 in 1923, the vacancies occurring could not be filled up owing to 
lack of funds. 


Since 1919, altogether 10 members of the staff, whose pay ranged from Rs. 200 
to Rs. 400 per month were offered and accepted appointments on pay ranging 
from Rs. 400 to Rs. 1250 in other places, e.g. Govt. Meteorological Dept, other 
newly founded universities, Govt. research laboratories and the Dept. of His 
Majesty's Mint. Vacancies occurring in the endowed chairs were of course filled 
up by new recruits (who in their turn not infrequently left us when better 
prospects were offered) but In most cases, as indicated above, vacancies in 
lectureships could not be filled up. Difficulties arising out of dearth of workers 
were sometimes avoided by creating posts, which, though going by the names 
of assistant to professors, were in reality posts of lecturers for doing only post- 
graduate work. 


4. Some Immediate Needs 


The public will have an idea of the extent to which we are hampered in our 
work if they care to know the actual state of affairs. The buildings at 92, Upper 
Circular Road, erected in 1914-15 were never put to repairs; with the result 
that small faults here and there have developed into large cracks to such an 
extent that some immediate mishap is not impossible. A thorough repair of the 
buildings is necessary for which the University engineers have estimated the 
cost to be Rs. 36,000. The University sanctioned last year Rs. 30,000 for repairs, 
but this money was not available for expenditure, An amendment to provide a 
similar sum this year has been moved and carried in the last budget meeting of 
the Senate and has gone to swell the already deficit budget of the University. 
We do not know if it would be possible for the University to sanction this 
expenditure as actual cash may not be available. For want of funds the teaching 
work is suffering no less and we feel very strongly the awkward situation in 
which we are placed when, for example, for want of a few thousands of 
Rupees, our water-supply fails for hours together day after day with the result 
that all types of work have to be suspended. SInking of a tube-well has been 
suggested but that is again a matter of expense. Then again there is the 
question of centralization of the whole science Dept. at one place. 


The ground of 92, Upper Circular Road were originally intended to be such a 
centre. But owing to Insufficiency of accommodation in the existing building, 
the Zoology and Botany Depts. have been located in the Palit Building at 
Ballygunj to the great inconvenience of the management and the students. 
Then there is the Dept. of Experimental Psychology, Which, though belonging 
to the Dept. of Arts is housed here because no accommodation for it could be 
found in the University buildings. It 15 expected that when the building on the 
fish market site are complete, sufficient room would be avallable for the 
experimental Psychology Dept. to be transferred there. in the meantime for 
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want of space rooms cannot be spared even for so necessary a purpose as a 
library and a reading room for the College of Science. We need hardly argue 
the point that the absence of a suitable and moderately equipped library and 
reading room in a way defeats the purpose for which this institution has been 
founded but unfortunately this is the situation. All the laboratories are ill 
provided with apparatus and appliances. We cannot even provide for essential 
experiments which it is our duty to do, if the proper standards have to be 
maintained Students have to be taken out to other in situations to show them 
the apparatus they would have used if we had them. We were so long carrying 
on with apparatus lent to us by the St. Xavier's and Shibpur Engineering 
Colleges Recently we had to return those apparatus as we cannot keep them 
indefinitely on loan, and we have not been able to replace them We need not 
tired the patience of our readers with further details of all our urgent needs 
such us lecture-halls, quarters for menials etc. 


To bring together all the Depts. and thus secure unity of control it has been 
suggested in some quarters that the present building and grounds of 35, 
Ballygunj Circular Road be sold out, and a part of the sale proceeds be utilized 
for adding a new wing to the buildings at 92. Upper Circular Road and the rest 
invested in capital account. It of course depends on the Palit Trust and the 
Governing Body of the Science College to decide what to do. We have tried to 
glve an idea of our needs and it is our belief that the public of Bengal will see to 
it that the great ideal for which Sir Asutosh laboured so much and for which 
these great sons of Bengal have given thelr all will be preserved and achieved. 


5. The utility of maintaining Institutions like 
The College Of Science 


We would like hate to make a few comments on the utility and the need of 
maintaining well-equipped centres of higher research in the country. The 
industrial greatness of any nation lies In the facilities it can afford to competent 
men to develop invents and perfect industrial processed. It is simply impossible 
to do so unless a member of our young men can devote themselves to such a 
task and unless we can give the requisite training in science and in scientific 
research. These pursuits are of a highly technical nature and are always costly 
affairs but ylelding later a hundredfold return. 


One of the most essential responsibilities which all modern universities have to 
undertake is to afford adequate facilities In this direction. Mere book learning 
or an acqualntance with the ordinary laboratory methods does not make an 
individual flt to discharge his duties as a University teacher He has of course his 
useful place as a teacher importing knowledge already acquired, but he cannot 
take a share In guiding young men in making any advancement in science, 
which is certainly one of the essentia! tasks of a University. Unfortunately in the 
whole of Bengal we have only three centres which to certaln extent offer 
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facilities for making definite contributions to human knowledge by scientific 
research, namely two In Calcutta (the presidency college and the science 
college) and the third at Dacca. (University Dept. of Sclence.) These institutions 
have never received that amount of public support of the donors to the science 
college, lles In their foresight and clear vision, and the public will do well to 
dwell upon the reasons which led these great men to bequeath thelr all for 
such a purpose. 


We would draw the attention of the public to the efforts which are now being 
made by other countries. Most modern nations have well organized Depts. 
which keep a record of the research organizations in their own and other 
countries. In England, We have such an organization in the Advisory council for 
Scientific and Industrial Research. They have Issued a series of papers on this 
Subject which have been published by His Majesty's Stationery Office in 
London and we would request those who want to enter into a discussion in this 
subject to read them. Industrial research in modern countries is undertaken by 
manufacturing corporations, associations of manufacturers, University and 
colleges, National institutes, commercial laboratories and scientific societies. 
Most of these countries spend crores of Rupees annually on research in pure 
and applied sclences. But they are not satisfied with what facilities they have 
‘provided for research as they feel that in order to keep their industries going 
they required more. Dr. Whitney, the Director of the research laboratories of 
the General Electric Company, in an address (The Engineer March 16, 1917, pp. 
245-6) deplored the neglect of true scientific research in universities and 
colleges of the United States and polnted out how essential researches in pure 
science always are to industrial a advance (Science and Industry). Lord Milner in 
his book on "The Elements of reconstruction lays great emphasis on the 
necessity of the United Kingdom to readjust "its sense of ‘Scale’ in dealing with 
the problems of industry and among them research", If this is true of England 
and America after the colossal efforts already made there in this direction, can 
we justly say that "we are doing the lest that we ought to do in the matter here 
in India?" 


We quote the Following Lines from "Science and Industry" a Pamphlet by Prof. 
A.P.M. Fleming. M.I.E.E., who is one of the founders of wireless telephony. 


"Among the most progressive firms there is a growing appreciation of the fact 
that almost every discovery in science ultimately may have its influence on 
Industry. Such firms devoted increasing attention to research of this character, 
and In some cases special laboratories have been installed quite distinct from 
the ordinary research laboratory for this purpose *** Industry is the basis of 
national prosperity, and every resource should he used to facilitate its progress 
*** |n this respect research is of the utmost importance, and It must be 
regarded as an indispensable weapon *** The success. However of any 
comprehensive scheme of research depends largely upon the attitude of the 
manufacturers and it is therefore of high national Importance that they should 
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not only appreciate the value of the application of science in industry but also 
cooperate in assuring that К is applied systematically and sufficiently. Among 
the questions that arise immedlately out or the need of industrial research Is 
that of the education and training of men for all grades of industrial 
employment *** it is not less necessary to give attention to the scientific 
training of those who proceed to the higher positions in industry from the 
universities, and particularly to impart to such students a thorough knowledge 
of the fundamentals of manufacturing economic. The development of research 
on a large scale and the consequent possibilities of absorbing and lucrative 
employment, will tend to attract to the ranks of Industry many of the ablest 
young men who now a day's enter non-productive professions *** Such 
measures cannot be introduced successfully unless they are supported by 
public opinion and a great need therefore exists for bringing continually before 
the public the necessity of industrial research, why its possibilities and benefits 
*** A new phase in Industrial and economical life is commencing and its 
development will be governed very largely by the extent to which new 
scientific knowledge is obtained and turned to the benefit of mankind it is by 
the progressive use of research every advance of which opens up ever wider 
industrial possibilitles, by the fullest employment of the nation's inherent 
manufacturing capacity, and by the wise cooperation of labour and capital, that 
the prosperity of this country can be assured", 


We realise that we cannot maintain so many institutions on the scale which the 
United States or the United Kingdom can afford. We simply plead for 
maintaining the few institutions we have in a state of efficiency. We believe 
that the public will agree with us that it is a very modest proposition that we 
are laying before them and will realize the fundamental importance of such 
institutions in making our industrial regeneration possible. 


6. Scope of Our Present Activities 


The activity of the present institution is twofold. On the one hand it provides 
facilities for research for members of the staff not only to enable them to keep 
abreast of the latest progresses in their respective subjects, but also to 
contribute their own quota toward the advancement of science, and on the 
other hand, it gives that basic training to students which 15 essential for 
anybody intending to enter an industrlal career. A worker not conversant with 
the scientific principles underlying the industrial processes and not acquainted 
with the method of research can be useful only to a very limited extent He can 
seldom go beyond the work as laid down in his routine to initiate anything new, 
his outlook is not wide, and he practically comes down to the level of an 
ordinary labourer, where he ought by virtue of his training to be the guiding 
force always improving and Inaugurating. 


The possibilities of an institution like this where both the pure and the applied 
sciences are studied side by side [s perhaps not apparent to all. As mentioned 
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above the great industrial concerns of the West spend immense sums of 
money to maintain research laboratories and trained staff of scientists, (not 
necessarily experts in any particular branch of industry) who devote their time 
and energy towards the solution of industrial and manufacturing problems. 
They make innovations, bring about improvements, and not infrequently make 
discoveries which bring back, literally a million fold of the money spent on 
them. It cannot of course be expected of our young industries that they would 
spend large sums of money for maintaining iaboratories and research staff, and 
К is here that and Institution like this can be of real help to them if the 
resources that are there are properly utilize. The trained staff of research 
workers here can always take up and study scientific problems offered to them 
by industrial concerns, and can give valuable advice as to the directions in 
which improvements are to be sought. 


This institution has already proved its usefulness in these respects. Advice has 
been sought with profit by a number of firms and as the institution becomes 
more known and its utility is realized more fully by the public we believe К will 
be able to render substantial service In this respect. Students trained here have 
already made themselves useful in various capacities, such as analyst, works 
chemist, technical adviser, teacher in technical institutions, manufacture, 
Research chemist and electrical engineer. 


As regards the class of research work carried out here, utmost efforts have 
been made, in spite of many difficulties, to keep up the name and prestige of 
this institution as a centre of learning. Research In various subject like 
scattering and diffraction of light, study of a-ray tracks, structure of crystals by 
X-Ray, physico-chemistry of colloids, effect of electrostatic field on aerosols, 
studies in heterocyclic ring formations etc have been taken up and successfully 
carried out here, and have won for this institution not only a name in India but 
also abroad. A systematic study of the "Atmospherics" which cause so much 
disturbance to wireless reception in this country is also being taken up, but 
cannot make much progress for want of funds. 


During our stay in Europe, we had occasion to visit a great many important 
universities and laboratories In England and on the continent. In all these seats 
of learning nothing made us feel a respect for ourselves as Indians more than 
the appreciations which the work of our Indian scientists in recent years 
recelved everywhere. It was with a sense of pardonable pride that we noticed 
that contributions from our fellow workers in Calcutta University were 
regarded as valuable additions to sclence in its various branches and also to 
find that the names of some of our colleagues were held in esteem. 


We were repeatedly asked how was it that scientific research of such a high 
and permanent value and in such abundance too could be done by alumni of an 
Indian University like that of Calcutta of the very existence of which European 
savants and sclentists were ignorant a decade аро! 
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7. Suggestions 


In conclusion, we would like to place before the public certain concrete 
proposal which would go a long way to place this institution on a sounder and 
stabler basis. The institution ought to be placed above the depressing sense of 
doubt as to the recurring expenditure which It experiences in the beginning of 
each year. A definite annual recurring grant ought to be provided by the 
University consistent with its financial resources, to supplement the income 
from the donations. We shall then know where we are, and the Governing 
Body of the college of science can then frame its own draft budget. During the 
last few years the University has contributed on an average72 thousand of 
Rupees from its fee funds. If the University can afford to sanction this amount 
as a recurring grant then a recurring grant of another Lac and a half of Rupees 
will be necessary to run the institution as it is in a state of efficiency. Capital 
expenditure to the extent of 10 Lacs of Rupees are simultaneously necessary to 
meet urgent commitments. The donors have given nearly 45 lacs of Rupees, 
the University has spent about 10 lacs of Rupees (including 3 lacs, the cost of 
erecting the buildings), Spread over a period of 10 years, (out of which Rs. 
1,20,000 represents Government contribution), Is it too much to expect that 
the modest demand we have made would be met by the Government and the 
public? 


Lastly, we would like to add that this institution, occupying a tender spot in the 
hearts of the people of Bengal, Ought not to be judged only from a materialistic 
standpoint. A nation does not live by bread alone. The cultural side, which 
characterises the civilisation of a nation which lies idle while other countries 
are devoting their men and money for search after truth, is bound to lose in the 
estimation of others as well as in their own. This institution, during the eight 
years of its existence has tried, in Its own humble way under most trying 
circumstances, to raise the status of our country by proving that we as a nation 
are no less capable of making advancements in the realm of science. 


India no Longer would be a mere silent spectator of the forward march of 
western countries in search after truth. She can now hope to take her place 
among them, fully conscious that her efforts would ultimately go towards 
increasing the bounds of human knowledge.

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Note from the Editor 


The Calcutta University started its post-graduate Depts. in few branches of 
Science in 1916. The history of advancement of the Calcutta University is 
associated with the advancement of the departmental progress, and the 
laboratories of the Science Depts. need more funds in addition to other 
expenses. In those days, the central government as well as the provincial 
government's grant to the Calcutta University, the only single University in the 
eastern region of India, was uncertain. The agonies were expressed & and even 
protests were raised from the Senate Syndicate - the examples of which are 
shown in the proceedings of the meetings of the relevant bodies in those days. 


The contribution from the Govt. was only 296 towards development of Science 
Dept. whereas the contribution from the public was nearly 9896 (P.C.Ray). The 
gift from S.R. Palit was Rs. 14 Lac in 1912 in two phases and the gift from 
Rashbehary Ghosh was Rs. 10 Lac in 1913 in the first phase.

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Royal Society honour for the father of Indian 
chemistry

P.C.Ray was the first Indian to gain a Doctorate in Chemistry. 


The Royal Society of Chemlstry (RSC) honoured the life and work of talented 
chemist Acharya Praphulla Chandra Ray with the first ever Chemical Landmark 
Plaque outside Europe. 


Dr Robert Parker, the newly-appointed chief executive of the RSC, made the 
announcement in Kolkata at the launch of the report Developing Talent in the 
Chemical Sciences on Wednesday. 


P.C.Ray was the first Indian to вам a doctorate in chemistry and was а 
prodigious publisher of scientific research. Widely considered 'the father of 
Indian chemistry', his work will be honoured with a Chemical Landmark Plaque 
in Kolkata. 


He started a new Indian School of Chemistry in 1924 and he invested his own 
money in the Bengal Chemical and Pharmaceutical Works in Kolkata in 1893, 
which has become the leading manufacturer of many basic chemicals in India. 


"This Is just a small selection of his achievements and | am delighted to 
announce this award — our first outside of Europe — to such an eminent 
scientist," said Dr Parker. 


The RSC awards Chemical Landmark Plaques to places where important 
chemical breakthroughs have taken place. Previous landmarks include King's 
College London for the discovery of the structure of DNA, and Paris for the 
awarding of the Napoleon medal to Humphrey Davy during the Napoleonic 
Wars. 


The plaque itself will be awarded at a special ceremony by RSC President 
Professor David Phillips in Kolkata next February. 


Praising the talent and work of P C Ray, British Deputy High Commissloner 
Sanjay Wadvani welcomed Royal Society of Chemistry and the Developing 
Talent Initlative. He said it was essential that academic links between Bengal 
and the UK develop as it will be to the mutual benefit of both economies. He 
also hoped to see tangible closer ties between academia and business and 
industry which would develop research ideas into practical solutions for the 
economies and the people. 
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Developing Talent in the Chemical Sciences comprises recommendations for 
growth of Indian chemical science, based on the discussions at a unique 
workshop where industry and academia came together to define how to 
develop talent and Innovation in India,
